A considerable part of Facebook’s appeal stems from its miraculous fusion of distance with 
intimacy, or the illusion of distance with the illusion of intimacy. Our online communities become 
engines of self-image, and self-image becomes the engine of community. The real danger with 
Facebook is not that it allows us to isolate ourselves, but that by mixing our appetite for isolation with 
our vanity, it threatens to alter the very nature of solitude. The new isolation is not of the kind that 
Americans once idealized, the lonesomeness of the proudly nonconformist, independent-minded , 
solitary stoic, or that of the astronaut who blasts into new worlds. Facebook’s isolation is a grind. 
What’s truly staggering about Facebook usage is not its volume — 750 million photographs uploaded 
over a single weekend — but the constancy of the performance it demands. More than half its users — 
and one of every 13 people on Earth is a Facebook user — log on every day. Among 18-to-34-year- 
olds, nearly half check Facebook minutes after waking up, and 28 percent do so before getting out of 
bed. The relentlessness is what is so new, so potentially transformative. Facebook never takes a break. 
We never take a break. Human beings have always created elaborate acts of self-presentation. But not 
all the time, not every morning, before we even pour a cup of coffee. 

Nostalgia for the good old days of disconnection would not just be pointless, it would be 
hypocritical and ungrateful. But the very magic of the new machines, the efficiency and elegance with 
which they serve us, obscures what isn’t being served; everything that matters. What Facebook has 
revealed about human nature — and this is not a minor revelation — is that a connection is not the same 
thing as a bond, and that instant and total connection is no salvation, no ticket to a happier, better 
world or a more liberated version of humanity. Solitude used to be good for self-reflection and self- 
reinvention. But now we are left talking about who we are all the time, without ever really thinking 
about who we are. Facebook denies us a pleasure whose profundity we had underestimated; the chance 


to forget about ourselves for a while, the chance to disconnect.

Passage Two 

Most scholars agree that Isaac Newton, while formulating the laws of force and gravity and 
inventing the calculus in the late 1600s, probably knew all the science there was to know at the time. In 
the ensuing 350 years an estimated 50 million research papers and innumerable books have been 
published in the natural sciences and mathematics. The modern high school student probably now 
possesses more scientific knowledge than Newton did, yet science to many people seems to be an 
impenetrable mountain of facts. 

One way scientists have tried to cope with this mountain is by becoming more and more 
specialized. Another strategy for coping with the mountain of information is to largely ignore it. That 
shouldn’t come as a surprise. Sure, you have to know a lot to be a scientist, but knowing a lot is not 
what makes a scientist. What makes a scientist is ignorance. This may sound ridiculous, but for 
scientists the facts are just a starting place. In science, every new discovery raises 10 new questions. 

By this calculus, ignorance will always grow faster than knowledge. Scientists and laypeople alike 
would agree that for all we have come to know, there is far more we don’t know. More important, 
every day there is far more we know we don’t know. One crucial outcome of scientific knowledge is to 
generate new and better ways of being ignorant: not the kind of ignorance that is associated with a lack 
of curiosity or education but rather a cultivated, high-quality ignorance. This gets to the essence of what 
scientists do: they make distinctions between qualities of ignorance. They do it in grant proposals and 
over beers at meetings. As James Clerk Maxwell, probably the greatest physicist between Newton and 
Einstein, said, “Thoroughly conscious ignorance... is a prelude to every real advance in knowledge. " 

This perspective on science — that it is about the questions more than the answers — should come 
as something of a relief. It makes science less threatening and far more friendly and, in fact, fun.

Lately this side of science has taken a backseat in the public mind to what I call the accumulation 
view of science — that it is a pile of facts way too big for us to ever hope to conquer.

Information technology that helps doctors and patients make decisions has been around for a long 
time. Crude online tools like WebMD get millions of visitors a day. But Watson is a different beast. 
According to IBM, it can digest information and make recommendations much more quickly, and more 
intelligently, than perhaps any machine before it — processing up to 60 million pages of text per 
second, even when that text is in the form of plain old prose, or what scientists call “natural language” .

That’s no small thing, because something like 80 percent of all information is “unstructured”. In 
medicine , it consists of physician notes dictated into medical records, long-winded sentences published in 
academic journals, and raw numbers stored online by public-health departments. At least in theory, 
Watson can make sense of it all. It can sit in on patient examinations, silently listening. And over time, 
it can learn and get better at figuring out medical problems and ways of treating them the more it interacts 
with real cases. Watson even has the ability to convey doubt. When it makes diagnoses and recommends 
treatments, it usually issues a series of possibilities, each with its own level of confidence attached. 
Medicine has never before had a tool quite like this. And at an unofficial coming-out party in Las 


Vegas last year, during the annual meeting of the Healthcare Information and Management Systems 
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Society ，more than 1, 000 professionals packed a large hotel conference hall ，and an overflow room 
nearby, to hear a presentation by Marty Kohn, an emergency-room physician and a clinical leader of the 
IBM team training Watson for health care. Standing before a video screen that dwarfed his large frame, 
Kohn described in his husky voice how Watson could be a game changer — not just in highly 
specialized fields like oncology but also in primary care, given that all doctors can make mistakes that 
lead to costly, sometimes dangerous, treatment errors. 

Drawing on his own clinical experience and on academic studies, Kohn explained that about one- 
third of these errors appear to be products of misdiagnosis, one cause of which is “anchoring bias": 
human beings’ tendency to rely too heavily on a single piece of information. This happens all the time in 
doctors' offices, clinics, and emergency rooms. A physician hears about two or three symptoms, seizes 
on a diagnosis consistent with those, and subconsciously discounts evidence that points to something 
else. Or a physician hits upon the right diagnosis, but fails to realize that it's incomplete, and ends up 
treating just one condition when the patient is, in fact, suffering from several. Tools like Watson are 
less prone to those failings. As such, Kohn believes, they may eventually become as ubiquitous in 
doctors' offices as the stethoscope. 

" Watson fills in for some human limitations," Kohn told me in an interview. "Studies show that 
humans are good at taking a relatively limited list of possibilities and using that list, but are far less 
adept at using huge volumes of information. That's where Watson shines; taking a huge list of 


information and winnowing it down. "

This goes against the 
notion that most people hold that as we age, environmental influences gradually overpower the genetic 


legacy we are born with and may have implications for education. “People assume the genetic influence 
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, 


goes down with age because the environmental differences between people pile up in life," says Robert 


Plomin. "What we found was quite amazing, and goes in the other direction. " 

Previous studies have shown variations in intelligence are at least partly due to genetics. To find out 
whether this genetic contribution varies with age, Plomin's team pooled data from six separate studies 
carried out in the US, the UK, Australia and the Netherlands, involving a total of 11, 000 pairs of 
twins. In these studies, the researchers tested twins on reasoning, logic and arithmetics to measure a 
quantity called general cognitive ability, or “G”. Each study also included both identical twins, with 
the same genes, and fraternal twins, sharing about half their genes, making it possible to distinguish the 
contributions of genes and environment to their G scores. 

Plomin's team calculated that in childhood, genes account for about 41 percent of the variation in 
intelligence. In adolescence, this rose to 55 percent; by young adolescence, it was 66 percent. No one 
knows why the influence from genes should increase with age, but Plomin suggests that as children get 
older, they become better at exploiting and manipulating their environment to suit their genetic needs, 
and says “ Kids with high G will use their environment to foster their cognitive ability and choose friends 
who are like-minded. " Children with medium to low G may choose less challenging pastimes and 
activities, further emphasizing their genetic legacy. 

Is there any way to interfere with the pattern? Perhaps. “The evidence of strong heritability doesn't 
mean at all that there is nothing you can do about it," says Susanne Jaeggi, "From our own work, the 
ones that started off with lower IQ scores had higher gains after training. ” 

Plomin suggests that genetic differences may be more emphasized if all children share an identical 
curriculum instead of it being tailored to children's natural abilities. " My inclination would be to give 
everyone a good education, but put more effort into the lower end," he says. Intelligence researcher 
Paul Thompson agrees: "It shows that educators need to steer kids towards things drawing out their 


natural talents. "

(61) The economic growth that many nations in Asia and increasingly Africa have experienced 





over the past couple of decades has transformed hundreds of millions of lives — almost entire for the 





better. (62) But there is byproduct to that growth, one that's visible — or sometimes less than 





visible — in the smoggy, smelly skies above cities like Beijing, New Delhi and Jakarta. (63) Because 








of new cars and power plants, air pollution is bad and getting worse in much of the world, and it is 





taking a major toll to global health.

So how can air pollution be so damaging? (67) It is the very finest soot — so small that it lodges 





deep within the lungs and from there enter the bloodstream — that contributes to most of the public- 





health toll of air pollution including mortality. (68) Diesel soot, what is also a carcinogen, is a major 








problem because it is concentrated in cities along transportation corridors impacting densely populated 





areas. (69) It is thought contribute to half the premature deaths from air pollution in urban centers. For 





example, 1 in 6 people in the U. S. live near a diesel-pollution hot spot like a rail yard, port terminal or 
freeway. 

We also know that air pollution may be linked to other nonlethal conditions, including autism. 
Fortunately in the U. S. and other developed nations, urban air is for the most part cleaner than it was 
30 or 40 years ago, thanks to regulations and new technologies like the catalytic converters that reduce 
automobile emissions. Governments are also pushing to make air cleaner — see the White House's move 


last week to further tighten soot standards. (70) It is perfect, but we've had much more success dealing 





with air pollution than climate change. 





(71) Will developing nations like China and India eventually catch up? Hopefully — though the 
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problem may get worse before long it gets better. The good news is that it doesn’t take a major 





technological leap to improve urban air. (72) Switching from diesel fuel to unleaded helps, as do 





newer and cleaner cars that are more likely to spew pollutants. Power plants — even ones that burn 





fossil fuels like coal — can be fitted with pollution-control equipment that, at a price, will greatly 
reduce smog and other contaminants. 

In the Guardian, John Vidal notes that 





Delhi now has 200 cars per 1, 000 people, far more than much rich Asian cities like Hong Kong and 





Singapore.

The United Nations Population Fund has picked October 31 as the day the world will be home to 7 
billion people. 

For better and worse, it’s a milestone. 

And there will be more milestones ahead. Fourteen years from now, there are expected to be 8 
billion people on the planet. Most of the growth will occur in the world’s poorer countries. 
Proportionally , Europe’s population will decline, while Africa’s will increase. At around the same time, 
India will overtake China as the most populous nation on Earth. 

The growing global population is just one side of the coin. A recent report from the World Health 
Organization signaled the seriousness of the human population explosion: more than 3 billion people — 
about half the world’s population — are malnourished. Never before have so many, or such a large 
proportion, of the world’s people been malnourished. 

And in a growing number of countries there is a seemingly unstoppable march toward sub- 
replacement fertility, whereby each new generation is less populous than the previous one, and 
population aging. 

As a result of declining fertility and increasing longevity, the populations of more and more 
countries are aging rapidly. Between 2005 and 2050, a rise in the population aged 60 years or over will 


be visible, whereas the number of children (persons under age 15) will decline slightly. 
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Population aging represents, in one sense, a success story for mankind, but it also poses profound 
challenges to public institutions that must adapt to a changing age structure. 

The latest national census in China shows the number of elderly people in the country has jumped to 
more than 13.3 percent of the population, an increase of nearly 3 percentage points on the percentage 
from the previous census in 2000. A quarter of the country’s population will be over 65 by 2050, 
according to the National Population and Family Planning Commission. 

The growing number of elderly is a challenge that the government needs to tackle; we can’t rely on 
the ever-increasing population to support them or maintain the nation’s economic growth. Better 
solutions are needed, such as raising retirement ages to reflect the greater longevity and working 
capability of today’s older adults and making adjustments so pension programs are more accessible. 

It was heartening to hear the Ministry of Human Resources and Social Security spokesperson 
announced in Beijing on Tuesday that the government will take retirement policy seriously and 
proactively. 

Shanghai began testing a flexible retirement system last October. Eligible employees in the private 
sector are allowed to postpone retirement until the age of 65 for men and 60 for women. Public 


servants, however, will continue to retire under the present system age 60 for men and 55 for women.

The United Nations declared last Friday that Somalia's famine is over. But the official declaration 
means little to the millions of Somalis who are still hungry and waiting for their crops to grow. 

Ken Menkhaus, professor of political science at Davidson College, said it was profoundly 
disappointing to be discussing another Somali famine, after he worked in the country during the 1991 — 
1992 one. Each famine, he said, has distinct characteristics, and this one unfold in slow motion over 
the past couple of years. That's at least partly because the Somali diaspora sent money home that 
delayed the worst effects. 

Menkhaus was among four experts on Somalia and famine who spoke at the Radcliffe Gym Monday 
evening and gathered for the event, "Sound the Horn: Famine in the Horn of Africa. " Paul Farmer, 


Kolokotrones University Professor of Global Health and Social Medicine, drew on his experience 
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treating malnourished people in Haiti, where he has worked for decade, and said the human and social 
context of home, and aid to families should be part of wearing the child, he said. Similarly, broader 
agricultural interventions and fair trade policies are needed to boost local agricultural economies. 

Though famine is often thought of as a natural disaster, Monday’s speakers said that is a false 
impression. Though Somalia suffered through a severe drought, with today's instant communications, 
transport systems can move massive amounts of food. Given today's global food markets, famine is too 
often a failure of local government and international response. 

" [n today's 21st-century world, just about everything about famine is man-made. We're no longer 


, 


in a world of man against nature. " said Robert Paarlberg, adjunct professor of public policy at the 
Harvard Kennedy School. 

Ethiopia, which was also affected by the recent drought, fared much better this time because of 
reforms implemented after the 2001 one. Likewise, Paarlberg said, northern and central Somalia, 
regions that fall outside of the influence of the Al-Shabaab militia, also fared better. There were several 
man-made features of this famine, which affected more than 10 million people and killed between 
50, 000 and 100, 000, half of them children under age 5. 

The largest man-made feature was the role of the Al-Shabaab militia that rules the region and that 
kept food aid from reaching those in need. But the international community isn't blameless. As early as 
November 2010, an international famine early warning system was predicting the failure of rains in the 
region , but the international community didn't respond fully until an official famine was declared in July 
2011. On top of that, U. S. anti-terrorism laws cut off food aid because Al-Shabaab, listed as a terrorist 
group, was taking some of it. 

Though the United Nations has declared the famine over, that was based on statistical measures, 
such as the number of people dying each day and the number of children who are malnourished. Though 
the official famine may be over, both U. N. officials and Monday's speakers said the crisis continues for 
the people of Somalia. Almost a third of the population remains dependent on humanitarian assistance, 
crops growing from recent rains will take months to reach maturity, and herds of cows, goats, and other 
animals were greatly reduced during the crisis. 

Michael Delaney, director of humanitarian response for Oxfam America, warned that the world will 
have another chance to get its response right, because the warning signs are pointing to an impending 


famine in Africa's Sahel, the arid, continent-spanning transition zone just below the Sahara Desert.

Passage Three 
00 SAY 

Both versions of the myth — the West as a place of escape from society and the West as a stage on 
which the moral conflicts confronting society could be played out — figured prominently in the histories 
and essays of young Theodore Roosevelt, the paintings and sculptures of artist Frederic Remington, and 
the short stories and novels of writer Owen Wister. These three young members of the eastern 
establishment spent much time in the West in the 1880s, and each was intensely affected by the 
adventure. All three had felt thwarted by the constraints and enervating influence of the genteel urban 
world in which they had grown up, and each went West to experience the physical challenges and moral 
simplicities extolled in the dime novels. When Roosevelt arrived in 1884 at the ranch he had purchased 
in the Dakota Badlands, he at once bought a leather scout’s uniform, complete with fringed sleeves and 
leggings. 

Each man also found in the West precisely what he was looking for. The frontier that Roosevelt 
glorified in such books as The Winning of the West (four volumes, 1889-1896) , and that the prolific 
Remington portrayed in his work, was a stark physical and moral environment that stripped away all 
social artifice and tested an individual's true ability and character. Drawing on a popular version of 
English scientist Charles Darwin's evolutionary theory, which characterized life as a struggle in which 
only the fittest and hast survived, Roosevelt and Remington exalted the disappearing frontier as the last 
outpost of an honest and true social order. 

This version of the frontier myth reached its apogee in Owen Wister's enormously popular novel 
The Virginian (1902) , later reincarnated as a 1929 Gary Cooper movie and a 1960s television series. 
In Wister's tale the elemental, physical and social environment of the Great Plains produces individuals 
like his unnamed cowboy hero, “the Virginian” , an honest, strong, and compassionate man, quick to 
help the weak and fight the wicked. The Virginian is one of nature's aristocrats — ill-educated and 
unsophisticated but uptight, steady, and deeply moral. The Virginian sums up his own moral code in 
describing his view of God's justice: “He plays a square game with us. " For Wister, as for Roosevelt 
and Remington, the cowboy was the Christian knight on the Plains, indifferent to material gain as he 
upheld virtue, pursued justice, and attacked evil. 

Needless to say, the western myth in all its forms was far removed from the actual reality of the 
West. Critics delighted in pointing out that no one scene in 7he Virginian actually showed the hard 
physical labor of the cattle range. The idealized version of the West also glossed over the darker 
underside of frontier expansion — the brutalities of Indian warfare, the forced removal of the Indians to 
reservations, the racist discrimination against Mexican-Americans and blacks, the risks and perils of 


commercial agriculture and cattle growing, and the boom-and-bust mentality rooted in the selfish 
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exploitation of natural resources.

Passage Four 
LORI 

The belief that the mind plays an important role in physical illness goes back to the earliest days of 
medicine. From the time of the ancient Greeks to the beginning of the 20th century, it was generally 
accepted by both physician and patient that the mind can affect the course of illness, and it seemed 
natural to apply this concept in medical treatments of disease. After the discovery of antibiotics, a new 
assumption arose that treatment of infectious or inflammatory disease requires only the elimination of the 
foreign organism or agent that triggers the illness. In the rush to discover antibiotics and drugs that cure 
specific infections and diseases, the fact that the body’s own responses can influence susceptibility to 
disease and its course was largely ignored by medical researchers. 

It is ironic that research into infectious and inflammatory disease first led 20th-century medicine to 


reject the idea that the mind influences physical illness, and now research in the same field — including 
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the work of our laboratories and of our collaborators at the National Institutes of Health 一 is proving the 
contrary. New molecular and pharmacological tools have made it possible for us to identify the intricate 
network that exists between the immune system and the brain, a network that allows the two systems to 
signal each other continuously and rapidly. Chemicals produced by immune cells signal the brain, and 
the brain in turn sends chemical signals to restrain the immune system. These same chemical signals also 
affect behavior and the response to stress. Disruption of this communication network in any way, 
whether inherited or through drugs, toxic substances or surgery, exacerbates the diseases that these 
systems guard against: infectious, inflammatory, autoimmune, and associated mood disorders. 

The clinical significance of these findings is likely to prove profound. They hold the promise of 
extending the range of therapeutic treatments available for various disorders, as drugs previously known 
to work primarily for nervous system problems are shown to be effective against immune maladies, and 
vice versa. They also help to substantiate the popularly held impression ( still discounted in some 
medical circles) that our state of mind can influence how well we resist or recover from infectious or 
inflammatory diseases. 

The brain’s stress response system is activated in threatening situations. The immune system 
responds automatically to pathogens and foreign molecules. These two response systems are the body’s 
principal means for maintaining an internal steady state called homeostasis. A substantial proportion of 
human cellular machinery is dedicated to maintaining it. 

When homeostasis is disturbed or threatened, a repertoire of molecular, cellular and behavioral 
responses comes into play. These responses attempt to counteract the disturbing forces in order to 
reestablish a steady state. They can be specific to the foreign invader or a particular stress, or they can 
be generalized and nonspecific when the threat to homeostasis exceeds a certain threshold. The adaptive 
response may themselves turn into stressors capable of producing disease. We are just beginning to 
understand the interdependence of the brain and the immune system, how they help to regulate and 


counter-regulate each other and how they themselves can malfunction and produce disease.

Cancer has always been with us, but not always in the same way. Its care and management have 
differed over time, of course, but so, too, have its identity, visibility, and meanings. Pick up the 
thread of history at its most distant end and you have cancer the crab — so named either because of the 
ramifying venous processes spreading out from a tumor or because its pain is like the pinch of a crab’s 
claw. Premodern cancer is a lump, a swelling that sometimes breaks through the skin in ulcerations 
producing foul-smelling discharges. The ancient Egyptians knew about many tumors that had a bad 
outcome, and the Greeks made a distinction between benign tumors ( oncos) and malignant ones 
(carcinos). In the second century A. D. , Galen reckoned that the cause was systemic, an excess of 
melancholy or black bile, one of the body’s four “humors” brought on by bad diet and environmental 
circumstances. Ancient medical practitioners sometimes cut tumors out, but the prognosis was known to 
be grim. Describing tumors of the breast, an Egyptian papyrus from about 1600 B.C. concluded: 
“There is no treatment. ” 

The experience of cancer has always been terrible, but, until modern times, its mark on the culture 
has been light. In the past, fear coagulated around other ways of dying: infectious and epidemic diseases 
(plague, smallpox, cholera, typhus, typhoid fever) ; “apoplexies” (what we now call strokes and heart 
attacks) ; and, most notably in the nineteenth century, “consumption” (tuberculosis). The agonizing 
manner of cancer death was dreaded, but that fear was not centrally situated in the public mind — as it 
now is. This is one reason that the medical historian Roy Porter wrote that cancer is “the modern disease 
par excellence,” and that Mukherjee calls it “the quintessential product of modernity. ” 

At one time, it was thought that cancer was a “disease of civilization" belonging to much the same

causal domain as “neurasthenia” and diabetes, the former a nervous weakness believed to be brought 
about by the stress of modern life and the latter a condition produced by bad diet and indolence. In the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, some physicians attributed cancer — notably of the breast and the 
ovaries — to psychological and behavioral causes. William Buchan’s wildly popular eighteenth-century 
text “Domestic Medicine” judged that cancers might be caused by “excessive fear, grief, religious 


melancholy”. In the nineteenth century, reference was repeatedly made to a “cancer personality” , and, 
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in some versions, specifically to sexual repression. As Susan Sontag observed, cancer was considered 
shameful, not to be mentioned, even obscene. Among the Romantics and the Victorians, suffering and 
dying from tuberculosis might be considered a badge of refinement; cancer death was nothing of the 


sort. “It seems unimaginable,” Sontag wrote, “to aestheticize” cancer.

Passage Two 


If you happened to be watching NBC on the first Sunday morning in August last summer, you 
would have seen something curious. There, on the set of Meet the Press, the host, David Gregory, was 
interviewing a guest who made a forceful case that the U. S. economy had become “very distorted”. In 
the wake of the recession, this guest explained, high-income individuals, large banks, and major 
corporations had experienced a “ significant recovery”; the rest of the economy, by contrast — 
including small businesses and “a very significant amount of the labor force” — was stuck and still 
struggling. What we were seeing, he argued, was not a single economy at all, but rather 


, 


"fundamentally two separate types of economy," increasingly distinct and divergent. 
This diagnosis, though alarming, was hardly unique: drawing attention to the divide between the 


wealthy and everyone else has long been standard fare on the left. (The idea of “two Americas" was a 
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central theme of John Edwards’s 2004 and 2008 presidential runs. ) What made the argument striking in 
this instance was that it was being offered by none other than the former five-term Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan: iconic libertarian, preeminent defender of the free market, and (at least 
until recently) the nation’s foremost devotee of Ayn Rand. When the high priest of capitalism himself is 
declaring the growth in economic inequality a national crisis, something has gone very, very wrong. 

This widening gap between the rich and non-rich has been evident for years. In a 2005 report to 
investors, for instance, three analysts at Citigroup advised that “the World is dividing into two blocs — 
the Plutonomy and the rest”. 

In a plutonomy there is no such animal as “the U. S. consumer” or “the UK consumer” , or indeed 
“the Russian consumer”. There are rich consumers, few in number, but disproportionate in the gigantic 
slice of income and consumption they take. There are the rest, the “non-rich”, the multitudinous 
many, but only accounting for surprisingly small bites of the national pie. 

Before the recession, it was relatively easy to ignore this concentration of wealth among an elite 
few. The wondrous inventions of the modern economy — Google, Amazon, the iPhone broadly 
improved the lives of middle-class consumers, even as they made a tiny subset of entrepreneurs hugely 
wealthy. And the less-wondrous inventions — particularly the explosion of subprime credit — helped 
mask the rise of income inequality for many of those whose earnings were stagnant. 

But the financial crisis and its long, dismal aftermath have changed all that. A multi-billion-dollar 
bailout and Wall Street’s swift, subsequent reinstatement of gargantuan bonuses have inspired a narrative 
of parasitic bankers and other elites rigging the game for their own benefit. And this, in turn, has led to 
wider — and not unreasonable — fears that we are living in not merely a plutonomy, but a plutocracy , 
in which the rich display outsize political influence, narrowly self-interested motives, and a casual 


indifference to anyone outside their own rarefied economic bubble.

Passage Three 
Wey 

Charles Darwin’s “On the Origin of Species” is credited with sparking evolution’s revolution in 
scientific thought, but many observers had pondered evolution before him. It was understanding the 
idea’s significance and selling it to the public that made Darwin great, according to the Arnold 
Arboretum’s new director. 

William Friedman, the Arnold Professor of Organism and Evolutionary Biology who took over as 
arboretum director Jan. 1, has studied Darwin’s writings as well as those of his predecessors and 
contemporaries. While Darwin is widely credited as the father of evolution, Friedman said the 
“historical sketch” that Darwin attached to later printings of his masterpiece was intended to mollify 
those who demanded credit for their own earlier ideas. 

The historical sketch grew with each subsequent printing, Friedman told an audience Monday 
(Jan. 10), until, by the 6th edition, 34 authors were mentioned in it. Scholars now believe that 
somewhere between 50 and 60 authors had beaten Darwin in their writings about evolution. Included was 
Darwin’s grandfather, Erasmus Darwin, a physician who irritated clergymen with his insistence that life 
arose from lower forms, specifically mollusks. 


” 


Friedman’s talk, “A Darwinian Look at Darwin’s Evolutionist Ancestors,” took place at the 
arboretum’s Hunnewell Building and was the first in a new Director’s Lecture Series. 

Though others had clearly pondered evolution before Darwin, he wasn’t without originality. 
Friedman said that Darwin’s thinking on natural selection as the mechanism of evolution was shared by 
few, most prominently Alfred Wallace, whose writing on the subject after years in the field spurred 
Darwin’s writing of “On the Origin of Species”. Although the book runs more than 400 pages, 
Friedman said it was never the book on evolution and natural selection that Darwin intended. In 1856, 
three years before the book was published, he began work on a detailed tome on natural selection that 
wouldn’t see publication until 1975. 

The seminal event in creating “On the Origin of Species” occurred in 1858, when Wallace wrote 
Darwin detailing Wallace’s ideas of evolution by natural selection. The arrival of Wallace’s ideas 
galvanized Darwin into writing “On the Origin of Species” as an “abstract” of the ideas he was 
painstakingly laying out in the larger work. 

This was a lucky break for Darwin, because it forced him to write his ideas in plain language, 
which led to a book that was not only revolutionary, despite those who’d tread similar ground before, 
but that was also very readable. 

Though others thought about evolution before Darwin, scientific discovery requires more than just 
an idea. In addition to the concept, discovery requires the understanding of the significance of the idea, 
something some of the earlier authors clearly did not have — such as the arborist who buried his 
thoughts on natural selection in the appendix of a book on naval timber. Lastly, scientific discovery 
demands the ability to convince others of the correctness of an idea. Darwin, through “On the Origin of 
Species,” was the only thinker of the time who had all three of those traits, Friedman said. 

“Darwin had the ability to convince others of the correctness of the idea,” Friedman said, adding 
that even Wallace, whose claim to new thinking on evolution and natural selection was stronger than all 
the others, paid homage to Darwin by titling his 1889 book on the subject, “Darwinism. ”

Many adults may think they are getting enough shut-eye, but in a major sleep study almost 80 
percent of respondents admitted to not getting their prescribed amount of nightly rest. So, what exactly 
is the right amount of sleep? Research shows that adults need an average of seven to nine hours of sleep 
a night for optimal functionality. Read on to see just how much of an impact moderate sleep deprivation 
can have on your mind and body. 

By getting less than six hours of sleep a night, you could be putting yourself at risk of high blood 
pressure. When you sleep, your heart gets a break and is able to slow down for a significant period of 
time. But cutting back on sleep means your heart has to work overtime without its allotted break. In 
constantly doing so, your body must accommodate to its new conditions and elevate your overall daily 
blood pressure. And the heart isn’t the only organ that is overtaxed by a lack of sleeps. The less sleep 
you get, the less time the brain has to regulate stress hormones, and over time, sleep deprivation could 
permanently hinder the brain’s ability to regulate these hormones, leading to elevated blood pressure. 

We all hang around in bed during our bouts of illness. But did you know that skipping out on the 
bed rest can increase your risk of getting sick? Prolonged sleep deprivation has long been associated with 
diminished immune functions, but researchers have also found a direct correlation between “ modest" 
sleep deprivation — less than six hours — and reduced immune response. So try to toughen up your 
immune system by getting at least seven hours of sleep a night, and maintaining a healthy diet. You'll 
be glad you got that extra hour of sleep the next time that bug comes around and leaves everyone else 
bedridden with a fever for three days. 

During deep REM sleep, your muscles (except those in the eyes) are essentially immobilized in 
order to keep you from acting out on your dreams. Unfortunately, this effort your body makes to keep 
you safe while dreaming can sometimes backfire, resulting in sleep paralysis. Sleep paralysis occurs 
when the brain is aroused from its REM cycle, but the body remains in its immobilizing state. This can 


be quite a frightening sensation because, while your mind is slowly regaining consciousness, it has no 
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control over your body, leaving some with a feeling of powerlessness, fear and panic. Most people 
experience this eerie phenomena at least once in their lives, but those who are sleep deprived are more 
likely to have panicked episodes of sleep paralysis that are usually accompanied by hallucinations, as 
well. 

For a second, imagine all of your memories are erased; every birthday, summer vacation, even 
what you did yesterday afternoon is completely lost, because you have no recollection of them. It’s a 
chilling thought, but that is what a life without sleep would be like. Sleep is essential to the cognitive 
functions of the brain, and without it, our ability to consolidate memories, learn daily tasks, and make 
decisions is impaired by a large degree. Research has revealed that REM sleep, or dream-sleep, helps 
solidify the “fragile” memories the brain creates throughout the day to that they can be easily organized 


and stored in the mind’s long-term cache.

Parkinson’s disease, first described in the early 1800s by British physician James Parkinson as 
“shaking palsy” , is among the most prevalent neurological disorders. According to the United Nations, 
at least four million people worldwide have it; in North America, estimates run from 500, 000 to one 
million, with about 500, 000 diagnosed every year. These figures are expected to double by 2040 as the 
world's elderly population grows; indeed, Parkinson's and other neurodegenerative illnesses common in 
the elderly (such as Alzheimer's and amyotrophic lateral sclerosis) are on their way to overtaking 
cancer as a leading cause of death. But the disease is not entirely one of the aged: 50 percent of patients 
acquire it after age 60; the other half are affected before then. Furthermore, better diagnosis has made 
experts increasingly aware that the disorder can attack those younger than 40. 

So far researchers and clinicians have found no way to slow, stop or prevent Parkinson's. Although 
treatments do exist — including drugs and deep-brain stimulation — these therapies alleviate symptoms , 
not causes. In recent years, however, several promising developments have occurred. In particular, 
investigators who study the role proteins play have linked miscreant proteins to genetic underpinnings of 
the disease. Such findings are feeding optimism that fresh angles of attack can be identified. 

As its 19th-century name suggests — and as many people know from the educational efforts of 
prominent Parkinson's sufferers such as Janet Reno, Muhammad Ali and Michael J. Fox — the disease 
is characterized by movement disorders. Tremor in the hands, arms and elsewhere, limb rigidity, 
slowness of movement, and impaired balance and coordination are among the disease's hallmarks. In 
addition, some patients have trouble walking, talking, sleeping, urinating and performing sexually. 

These impairments result from neurons dying. Although the victim cells are many and found 


throughout the brain, those producing the neurotransmitter dopamine in a region called the substantia 
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nigra are particularly hard-hit. These dopaminergic nerve cells are key components of the basal ganglia, 
a complex circuit deep within the brain that fine-tunes and co-ordinates movement. Initially the brain 
can function normally as it loses dopaminergic neurons in the substantia nigra, even though it cannot 
replace the dead cells. But when half or more of these specialized cells disappear, the brain can no 
longer cover for them. The deficit then produces the same effect that losing air traffic control does at a 
major airport. Delays, false starts, cancellations and, ultimately, chaos pervade as parts of the brain 
involved in motor control — the thalamus, basal ganglia and cerebral cortex — no longer function as an 


integrated and orchestrated unit.

Yet these global trends hide starkly different national and regional stories. Vittorio Colao, the boss 
of Vodafone, which operates or partially owns networks in 31 countries, argues that the farther south 
you go, the more people use their phones, even past the equator: where life is less organized, people 
need a tool, for example to rejig appointments. ^ Culture influences the lifestyle, and the lifestyle 
influences the way we communicate,” he says. “If you don’t leave your phone on in a meeting in Italy , 
you are likely to miss the next one. " 

Other mundane factors also affect how phones are used. For instance, in countries where many 


people have holiday homes they are more likely to give out a mobile number, which then becomes the 
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default where they can be reached, thus undermining the use of fixed-line phones. Technologies are

always "both constructive and constructed by historical, social, and culture contexts," writes Mizuko 
Ito, an anthropologist at the University of California in Irvine, who has co-edited a book on Japan's 
mobile-phone subculture. 

Indeed, Japan is a good example of how such subcultures come about. In the 1990s Americans and 
Scandinavians were early adopters of mobile phones. But in the next decade Japan was widely seen as 
the model for the mobile future, given its early embrace of the mobile Internet. For some time Wired, 
a magazine for technology lovers, ran a column called "Japanese Schoolgirl Watch" , serving readers 
with a stream of mobile oddities. The implication was that what Japanese schoolgirls did one day, 
everyone else would do the next. 

The country’s mobile boom was arguably encouraged by underlying social conditions. Most 
teenagers had long used pagers to keep in touch. In 1999 NTT, Japan's dominant operator, launched 
i-mode, a platform for mobile-Internet services. It allowed cheap e-mails between networks and the 
Japanese promptly signed up in droves for mobile internet. Ms Ito also points out that Japan is a 
crowded place with lots of rules. Harried teenagers, in particular, have few chances for private 
conversations and talking on the phone in public is frowned upon, if not outlawed. Hence the appeal of 
mobile data services. 

The best way to grasp Japan's mobile culture is to take a crowded commuter train. There are plenty 
of signs advising you not to use your phone. Every few minutes announcements are made to the same 
effect. If you do take a call, you risk more than disapproving gazes. Passengers may appeal to a guard 
who will quietly but firmly explain: dame desu? — it’s not allowed. Some studies suggest that talking 
on a mobile phone on a train is seen as worse than in a theatre. Instead, hushed passengers type away on

Today’s recyclers can now conceivably lay claim to a rich, bloody, brawny heritage, if a new 
Viking discovery is any indication. The famed Norse warriors, many of whom settled parts of eastern 
and northern England in the Middle Ages, recycled as they fought, new excavations in the United 
Kingdom suggest. 

An 11th-century metalworking site recently discovered in the city of York is likely evidence of a 
makeshift recycling center, where Vikings took weapons for reprocessing after battle, according to 
historian Charles Jones, organizer of the Fulford Battlefield Society, which advocates preserving the 
battle site against potential development. 

Jones and his team have found hundreds of pieces of ironwork — including axes, sword parts, and 
arrowheads — along with lumps of melted-down iron and the remains of smelting pits. “We found 
several ' smithing hearth bottoms’ 一 the remains of the molten metal which dribbles down during the 
reprocessing of the weaponry ironwork,” he told the York Press. “The iron finds support the idea that 
metal was gathered and recycled in the area just behind where the fighting took place,” Jones said. The 
artifacts are currently undergoing X-ray analysis at the University of York. The university’s Soren 
Sindbaek said the tests should reveal whether the corroded items were forged using Norse ironwork, 
which involved using distinctive alloys of soft iron and hard steel. “The Vikings were very skillful 
metalworkers," said archaeologist Sindbaek. “Their weaponry is famous for the way iron is treated. 
Any metal was a precious material that would be recycled,” he said. “Whoever won a fight in this 
period would collect what was left on the battlefield. ” 

Though he knows of no other battlefield examples of Viking recycling, evidence of reuse of metal 
and other materials has been found at other Viking sites, Sindbaek said. Recent excavations in York, 
which was captured and settled by the Scandinavian seafarers in 866, for instance, show that Vikings 
recycled boats for building material for houses and even sidewalks. 

Jones believes Vikings forces worked on the metal in 1066 after defeating English warriors at the 
Battle of Fulford, a village long since subsumed by the expanded city of York. The historian’s team 
believes the Vikings were forced to abandon their recycling work five days later by a second English 
attack, the Battle of Stamford Bridge, led by England's King Harold II. The Viking leader in the battle, 
King Harold III of Norway, was killed and his forces routed. The English king lost his own life the 
following month, when his war-weary troops were defeated at the Battle of Hastings by William, Duke 
of Normandy , who became the new English king. 

Project leader Jones, author of The Forgotten Battle of 1066: Fulford, is an amateur historian, 
and many of the artifacts were uncovered not during professional archaeological excavations but by 
metal-detector enthusiasts. But that "doesn't at all devalue" the discovery, said archaeologist Allan 
Hall of the University of York. The Fulford Battlefield Society is " working in close co-operation with 
the archaeological establishment,” Hall said. “Archaeology has a long tradition of amateurs taking 


part. "

all levels are completed. A description of the outcome of the game says: “ Your victims not only squish 
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under your tires and splatter blood on the windshield. They also get on their knees and beg for mercy, 
or commit suicide. If you like, you can also dismember them. ” 

Is all this simulated violence harmful? Approximately 3, 000 different studies have been conducted 
on this subject. Many have suggested that there is a connection between violence in games and increased 
aggressiveness in the players. 

Some specialists downplay the influence of the games, saying that other factors must be taken into 
consideration, such as the possibility that kids who already have violent tendencies are choosing such 
games. But could it be that violent games still play a contributing role? It seems unrealistic to insist that 
people are not influenced by what they see. If that were true, why would the commercial world spend 


billions of dollars annually for television advertising?

The collapse of the Earth’s magnetic field — which guards the planet and guides many of its 


creatures — appears to have started seriously about 150 years ago, the New York Times reported last 
week. 

The field’s strength has decreased by 10 or 15 percent so far and this has increased the debate over 
whether it signals a reversal of the planet’s lines of magnetic force. 

During a reversal, the main field weakens, almost vanishes, and reappears with opposite polarity 
(TX). The transition would take thousands of years. Once completed, compass needles that had pointed 
north would point south. A reversal could cause problems for both man and animals. Astronauts and 
satellites would have difficulties. Birds, fish and animals that rely on the magnetic field for navigation 
would find migration confusing. But experts said the effects would not be a big disaster, despite claims 
of doom and vague evidence of links between past field reversals and species extinctions. 

Although a total transition may be hundreds or thousands of years away, the rapid decline in 
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magnetic strength is already affecting satellites. Last month, the European Space Agency approved the 
world’s largest effort at tracking the field’s shifts. A group of new satellites, called Swarm, is to 
monitor the collapsing field with far greater precision. “We want to get some idea of how this would

The terrorist attacks in London Thursday served as a jarring reminder that in today’s world, you 
never know what you might see when you pick up the newspaper or turn on the TV. Disturbing images 
of terror can trigger a visceral response no matter how close or far away from home the event happened. 

Throughout history, every military conflict has involved psychological warfare in one way or 
another as the enemy sought to break the morale of their opponent. But thanks to advances in 
technology, the popularity of the Internet, and proliferation of news coverage, the rules of engagement 
in this type of mental battle have changed. 

Whether it’s a massive attack or a single horrific act, the effects of psychological warfare aren’t 
limited to the physical damage inflicted. Instead, the goal of these attacks is to instill a sense of fear that 
is much greater than the actual threat itself. 


Therefore, the impact of psychological terror depends largely on how the acts are publicized and 
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interpreted. But that also means there are ways to defend yourself and your loved ones by putting these 
fears into perspective and protecting your children from horrific images. 

What Is Psychological Terror? “The use of terrorism as a tactic is predicated upon inducing a 
climate of fear that is incommensurate with the actual threat,” says Middle Eastern historian Richard 
Bulliet of Columbia University. “Every time you have an act of violence, publicizing that violence 
becomes an important part of the act itself. ” 

“There are various ways to have your impact. You can have your impact by the magnitude of what 
you do, by the symbolic character of target, or the horrific quality of what you do to a single person, " 
Bulliet tells WebM D. “The point is that it isn't what you do, but it's how it's covered that determines 
the effect. " For example, Bulliet says the Iranian hostage crisis, which began in 1979 and lasted for 444 
days, was actually one of the most harmless things that happened in the Middle East in the last 25 years. 
All of the U. S. hostages were eventually released unharmed, but the event remains a psychological scar 
for many Americans who watched helplessly as each evening's newscast counted the days the hostages 
were being held captive. 

Bulliet says terrorists frequently exploit images of a group of masked individuals exerting total 
power over their captives to send the message that the act is a collective demonstration of the group's 
power rather than an individual criminal act. “You don't have the notion that a certain person has taken 
a hostage. It's an image of group power, and the force becomes generalized rather than personalized , " 
says Bulliet. “The randomness and the ubiquity of the threat give the impression of vastly greater 
capacities. " 

Psychiatrist Ansar Haroun, who served in the U. S. Army Reserves in the first Gulf War and more 
recently in Afghanistan, says that terrorist groups often resort to psychological warfare because it's the 
only tactic they have available to them. “They don't have M-16s, and we have M-16s. They don't have 
the mighty military power that we have, and they only have access to things like kidnapping," says 
Haroun, who is also a clinical professor of psychiatry at the University of California, San Diego. 

“In psychological warfare, even one beheading can have the psychological impact that might be 
associated with killing 1, 000 of the enemy,” Haroun tells WebM D. “You haven't really harmed the 
enemy very much by killing one person on the other side. But in terms of inspiring fear, anxiety,

terror, and making us all feel bad, you've achieved a lot of demoralization. ’

In a year marked by uncertainty and upheaval, officials at New Orleans universities that draw 
applicants nationwide are not following the usual rules of thumb when it comes to college admissions. 
The only sure bet, they say, is that this fall's entering classes — the first since Katrina — will be 
smaller than usual. 

In typical years, most college admissions officials can predict fairly accurately by this point in the 
admissions cycle how many high school seniors will commit to enrolling in their institutions. Many of 
the most selective schools require students — who increasingly are applying to multiple institutions — to 
make their choices by May 1. Loyola University, whose trustees will vote May 19 on whether to drop 
several degree programs and eliminate 17 faculty positions, received fewer applications — about 2, 900 
to date, compared with 3, 500 in recent years. The school hopes to enroll 700 freshmen, down from 850 
in the past few years. Historically black Dillard University, which is operating out of a hotel and was 
forced to cancel its annual March open house, also saw drops, as did Xavier University, a historically 
black Catholic institution that fell behind its recruitment schedule. Dillard won't release numbers, but 
spokeswoman Maureen Larkins says applications were down and enrollments are expected to be lower 
than in the past. Xavier admissions dean Winston Brown says its applicant pool fell by about half of last 
year's record 1, 014; he hopes to enroll 500 freshmen. 

In contrast, Tulane University , which is the most selective of the four and developed an aggressive 
recruitment schedule after the hurricane, enjoyed an 11% increase in applications this year, to a record 
20, 715. Even so, officials predict that fewer admitted students will enroll and are projecting a smaller- 
than-usual freshman class — 1, 400, compared with a more typical 1, 600. Tulane officials announced in 
December that they would eliminate some departments and faculty positions. 

Like Tulane, other schools are taking extra steps this year to woo admitted students, often by 
enlisting help from alumni around the country and reaching out to students with more e-mails, phone 
calls or Web-based interactions such as blogs. In addition, Loyola is relaxing deadlines, sweetening the 
pot with larger scholarships and freezing tuition at last year's level. Dillard, too, is freezing tuition. It's 
also hosting town meetings in target cities and regions nationwide, and moved its academic calendar 
back from August to mid-September "to avert the majority of the hurricane season," Larkins says. 
Xavier extended its application deadline and stepped up its one-on-one contact with accepted students. 
And Tulane, among other things, has doubled the number of on-campus programs for accepted students 
and hosted a community service weekend program. 

While the schools expect applicants to be apprehensive, the admissions officials also see encouraging 
signs of purposefulness among applicants. "A lot of students who are choosing to come to this city (are)

The difference between avian flu and human flu that should be commanding our rapt attention today 
is that avian influenza, specifically the H5N1 strain known as bird flu, threatens to become the young 
people's plague. And it is a growing contender to cause a devastating worldwide pandemic in the next 
few years. 

We are too used to thinking of flu as an annual annoyance that kills only the frail and elderly. But 
that just isn't the case for H5N1. With a mortality rate of over 50 percent, this bird flu has killed over 
110 people, striking the young and able-bodied the hardest. Its victims cluster predominantly among 5- 
to-30-year-old, a pattern that has held up in the 34 known to have died from bird flu so far this year. 

This vulnerability may stem from the robust and fast-responding immune systems of the young. 
The victims overreact to the alien virus, triggering a massive immune response called a cytokine storm, 
turning healthy lungs into a sodden mass of dying tissues congested with blood, toxic fluid, and 
rampaging inflammatory cells. As air spaces choke off, the body loses oxygen and other organs fail. 

Scientists have recently shown that H5N1 has ominous parallels with the devastating 1918 flu 
pandemic, which also jumped directly to humans from birds and disproportionately attacked the young 
and the strong. With a pattern highly suggestive of a cytokine storm, death sometimes came within just 
hours, turning many World War I troop ships into death ships. 

Now imagine hundreds of thousands of young people laboring on respirators, or lying alone in 
corridors and makeshift hospital rooms, too sick to be helped when the supply of beds, equipment, and 
trained staff run out. Seem like hype? Not to the medical experts who discussed these scenarios during 
last week's U. S. News Health Summit on emergency preparedness. 

This picture puts a face on the U. S. Department of Health and Human Services’ projections that, if 
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H5NI mutates into a readily human-transmissible from 209, 000 to 1. 9 million Americans could die. 
Part of our readiness thinking should be to heed the blunt words of HHS Secretary Michael Leavitt at the 
summit: Any family or community that fails to prepare for the worst, with the expectation that the 
federal or state government will come to the rescue, will be “tragically wrong.” In a pandemic, the 
government's medical resources will be stretched thin, and it won't be able to guarantee first-line help to 
any hometown, local hospital, or college campus. Even the national stockpile of Tamiflu, the antiviral 
that is the best we have to prevent or lessen the impact of the illness, has its limits. If a college student 
is hospitalized with a possible H5N1 infection, the feds will provide drugs. But they will not make it 
available to fend off the virus in the many others who may have come in close contact with the infected 
student. In the existing federal guidance on H5N1, the young and healthy fall into the lowest-priority 
group for antiviral drugs and vaccines. Student health centers or other providers had better scrounge up 
their own stockpiles. Containing possible outbreaks on college campuses may be all but impossible. 
Social distancing — avoiding close contact with other people with air kisses instead of smooches, or 
even by donning masks and gloves — will be tough to enforce. 

The threat poses a uniquely difficult challenge. In the best of all scenarios, the virus will lose its 
fury and leave in its wake a new culture of individual and community preparedness. But we need to get 


ready now, and not for the best scenario but for the worst.

Sometimes, over a span of many years, a business will continue to grow, generating ever- 
increasing amounts of cash, repurchasing stock, paying increased dividends, reducing debt, opening 
new stores, expanding production facilities, moving into new markets, etc. , while at the same time its 
stock price remains stagnant (or even falls). 

When this happens, the average and professional investor alike tend to overlook the company 
because they become familiar with the trading range. 

Take, for example, Wal-Mart. Over the past five years, the retailing behemoth has grown sales by 
over 80% , profits by over 100% , and yet the stock price has fallen as much as 30% during that 
timeframe. Clearly, the valuation picture has changed. An investor that read the annual report back in 
2000 or 2001 might have passed on the security , deeming it too expensive based on a metric such as the 
price to earnings ratio. Today, however, the equation is completely different — despite the stock price, 
Wal-Mart is, in essence, trading at half its former price because each share is backed by a larger 
dividend, twice the earnings power, more stores, and a bigger infrastructure. Home Depot is in much 
the same boat, largely because some Wall Street analysts question how fast two of the world’s largest 
companies can continue to grow before their sheer size slows them down to the rate of the general 
economy. 

Coca-Cola is another excellent example of this phenomenon. Ten years ago, in 1996, the stock 
traded between a range of $36.10 and $54.30 per share. At the time, it had reported earnings per 
share of $1.40 and paid a cash dividend of $0.50 per share. Corporate per share book value was 
$2.48. Last year, the stock traded within a range of $40.30 and $45.30 per share; squarely in the 
middle of the same area it had been nearly a decade prior! Yet, despite the stagnate stock price, the 
2006 estimates Value Line Investment Survey estimates for earnings per share stand around $2.16 (a 
rise of 54% ) , the cash dividend has more than doubled to $1.20, book value is expected to have 
grown to $7.40 per share (a gain of nearly 300% ) , and the total number of shares outstanding (未 
偿付 的 ; 未 完成 的 ) has actually decreased from 2. 481 billion to an estimated 2. 355 billion due to the 


company’s share repurchase program.

“are more likely to have romantic relationships that are short-lived, at risk for infidelity, lack emotional 
warmth, and to exhibit game-playing, dishonesty, and over-controlling and violent behaviors” 
Twenge, the author of " Generation Me: Why Today's Young Americans Are More Confident, 
Assertive, Entitled — and More Miserable Than Ever Before" , said narcissists tend to lack empathy , 
react aggressively to criticism and favor self-promotion over helping others. 

Some analysts have commended today's young people for increased commitment to volunteer work. 
But Twenge viewed even this phenomenon skeptically, noting that many high schools require 


community service and many youths feel pressure to list such endeavors on college applications. 





Campbell said the narcissism upsurge seemed so pronounced (非常 明显 的 ) that he was unsure if 
there were obvious remedies. ^" Permissiveness seems to be a component," he said. “A potential 
antidote would be more authoritative parenting. Less indulgence might be called for. " 

Yet students, while acknowledging some legitimacy to such findings, don't necessarily accept 
negative generalizations about their generation. 

Hanady Kader, a University of Washington senior, said she worked unpaid last summer helping 
resettle refugees and considers many of her peers to be civic-minded. But she is dismayed (^E, JK 
st») by the competitiveness of some students who seem prematurely focused on career status. “ We're 
encouraged a lot to be individuals and go out there and do what you want, and nobody should stand in 
your way," Kader said. “I can see goals and ambitions getting in the way of other things like 
relationships. " 

Kari Dalane, a University of Vermont sophomore, says most of her contemporaries are politically 
active and not overly self-centered. "People are worried about themselves — but in the sense of where 
they're going to find a place in the world," she said. "People want to look their best, have a good 
time, but it doesn't mean they're not concerned about the rest of the world. " 


Besides, some of the responses on the narcissism test might not be worrisome, Dalane said. "It 
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would be more depressing if people answered, ‘No, I’m not special.

The House is expected to pass a piece of legislation Thursday that seeks to significantly rebalance 
the playing field for unions and employers and could possibly reverse decades of declining membership 
among private industries. 

The Employee Free Choice Act would allow a union to be recognized after collecting a majority of 
vote cards, instead of waiting for the National Labor Relations Board to oversee a secret ballot election , 
which can occur more than 50 days after the card vote is completed. 

Representatives of business on Capitol Hill oppose the bill. The National Association of 
Manufacturers , The National Federation of Independent Business, the U. S. Chamber of Commerce and 
other business groups oppose the shift away from secret ballots saying the change could threaten the 
privacy of the workers. “This isn't about preventing increased unionization it's about protecting rights , " 
said the National Association of Manufacturer's Jason Straczewski, of his organization's opposition to 
bill. Straczewski says eliminating the secret-ballot step would open up employees to coercion (强迫 ， 
胁迫 ) from unions. 

Samuel of the AFL-CIO contends the real coercion comes from employers. “Workers talking to 
workers are equals while managers talking to workers aren't," Samuel said. He cites the 31, 358 cases 
of illegal employer discrimination acted on by the National Labor Relations Board in 2005. 

Samuel also points out that counter to claims from the business lobby, the secret ballot would not 
be eliminated. The change would only take the control of the timing of the election out of the hands of 
the employers. "On the ground, the difference between having this legislation and not would be the

difference between night and day," said Richard Shaw of the Harris County Central Labor Council, who 
says it would have a tremendous impact on the local level. 

The bill has other provisions (条 款 ， 规 定 ) as well. The Employee Free Choice Act would also 
impose binding arbitration (仲裁 ) when a company and a newly formed union cannot agree on a 


contract after 3 months. An agreement worked out under binding compulsory arbitration would be in 
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effect for 2 years, a fact that Straczewski calls, "borderline unconstitutional. I don't see how it will 
benefit employees if they're locked into a contract," said Straczewski. 

The bill's proponents point to the trend of recognized unions unable to get contracts from unwilling 
employers. The Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service, the organization that oversees arbitration , 
reported that in 2004, 45 percent of newly formed unions were denied first contracts by employers. The 
bill would also strengthen the penalties for companies that illegally coerce or intimidate employees. As it 
stands, the law on the books hasn’t changed substantially since the National Labor Relations Act was 
made into law in 1935. The NLBR can enforce no other penalty than reinstating wrongfully fired 


employees or recovering lost wages.

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the September 11 terrorist attacks. 

W. E. B. Du Bois Born William Edward Burghardt Du Bois in 1868, this Massachusetts native 
was one of the most prominent, prolific intellectuals of his time. An academic, activist and historian, 
Du Bois co-founded the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People ( NAACP) , 
edited “The Crisis” magazine and wrote 17 books, four journals and many other scholarly articles. In 
perhaps his most famous work, “The Souls of Black Folk,” published in 1903, he predicted “ the 
problem of 20th century would be the problem of the color-line. ” 

Martin Luther King Jr. The Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. is considered one of the most powerful 
and popular leaders of the American civil rights movement. He spearheaded (带头 ， 做 先锋 ) a 





massive, nonviolent initiative of marches, sit-ins, boycotts and demonstrations that profoundly affected 
Americans’ attitudes toward race relations. He was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize in 1964. 

Malcolm X Black leader Malcolm X spoke out about the concepts of race pride and black 
nationalism in the early 1960s. He denounced the exploitation of black people by whites and developed 
a large and dedicated following, which continued even after his death in 1965. Interest in the leader 
surged again after Spike Lee’s 1992 movie “Malcolm X” was released. 

Jackie Robinson In 1947, Jackie Robinson broke the color barrier by joining the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, becoming the first black baseball player in the U. S. major leagues. After retirement from 
baseball in 1957, he remained active in civil rights and youth activities. In 1962, he became the first 


African-American to be inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame.

In 1987, H. I. V/ AIDS joined a list of diseases that could keep a person out of the United States. 
The government later tried to cancel its decision, but congress made the travel ban a part of immigration 
law. People with H. I. V. , the virus that causes AIDS, could seek an exception, but that meant extra 
work.

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humans for the first time. The full results of the vaccine study were presented in later October at an 
international conference in Paris. They were also reported in the New England Journal of Medicine. The 
researchers confirmed that the study in Thailand produced only “modest” results. 

The United States Army sponsored the vaccine trial. The study combined two vaccines, using 
versions of H. I. V. common in Thailand. Neither vaccine alone had shown success in earlier studies. 

Thai researchers tested the combination in more than 16, 000 volunteers. Half of the volunteers got 
the vaccine. The others got a placebo, an inactive substance. All were given condoms and counseling 
on AIDS prevention for three years. The study found 31 percent fewer cases of infection in the vaccine 
group than in the placebo group. 

But critics said the findings could possibly have resulted from chance. The announcement in 
September was based on all 16, 000 volunteers. Almost one-third of them, however didn't follow all the 
required steps in the study. Results just from those who did were similar to the larger group, but the 
influence of chance is way more of a possibility. 

Still, the researchers said the study produced enough valuable information to offer new hopes for 
AIDS research.

“Two hundred eight million, two hundred nine million, two hundred ten million...” That is the 
sound of solid waste hitting the bottom of garbage cans all over United States in 1996. Solid wastes are 
materials that are discarded or thrown away after use by consumers and businesses. This does not include 
fluid materials. During that year, Americans threw away 210 million tons ( about 43 pounds/20 
kilograms per person daily) of garbage. We throw away 12. 4 million tons of glass and about 80 million 


tons of paper products. America also throws away large amounts (in tons) of food scraps, yard 
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wastes, plastics, sludge from sewage treatment plants, and other materials. That is almost a mountain 
of garbage. 

Even though we make an effort to recycle and compost our solid waste, the amount of waste keeps 
increasing each year. Our biggest problem is where to put the solid waste and how to keep it from 
polluting our environment. If solid waste is disposed of incorrectly, it can contaminate our surface and 
underground water supplies. Currently, our municipal waste or waste collected by our cities and towns, 
goes to landfills. Today, about 85% of our garbage goes to landfills or garbage dumps. This waste 
must be treated to keep rats, flies and other animals from building their home in the landfills. The treat 
also prevents the growth of bacteria and other organism that carry diseases. So, how do we handle this 
mountain of garbage? Scientists have come up with different methods for handling our waste problem. 

One type of waste disposal called sanitary landfill was first used in Fresno California, in 1937. In 
sanitary landfill, the solid waste is spread in thin layers that compacted and covered with a layer of 
earth. This is a more expensive method, but it takes away the hazards that are caused by landfills. It 
also allowed the land to be used for building or recreation. The negative of the landfills is that it’s tough 
to find open land and this process is very expensive. The land also needs its water sources protected so 
that the water will not pollute the water supply. Landfill (water dumps) and sanitary landfills rely on 
the natural biodegradability of the solid wastes. Solid wastes are biodegradable if they can decay or 
break down through the action of living organisms and return to the earth. However certain materials 
take longer to decay than others, and some materials do not decay or decompose at all. Scientists need 


to find other methods of waste disposal. Incineration and recycling are methods that are currently in use

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herpetology, etymology, and geology just to name a few. However, one “ology” truly helps us to 
understand the most part of our planet, our environment.

In modern days, on the western bank of the upper Tigris River stands an Iraqi city called Qal’at 
Shartlat. Thousands of years ago, this very site was once the capital of a great Mesopotamian empire. 
At the time, the place had a different name. It was called Ashur or Arrur. The word Ashur eventually 
gave rise to the team Assyria, which was the northern part of Mesopotamia. People living in that region 
later became known as the Assyrians. 

Historians often divide the long history of Assyria into three periods even though they cannot reach 
a consensus over the exact dates of each era. The three periods was the Old Assyrian Period (circa 2000 
B.C. —1400 B. C. ), the Middle Assyrian Period (circa 1365 B. C. —1100 B. C. ) and the Neo- 
Assyrian Empire (circa 934 B. C. —609 B. C. ). 

Archaeological evidence showed that people began to settle in Ashur as early as 2500 B. C. But it 
did not attain any political significance until the third dynasty of Ur collapsed in 2004 B. C. After that 
fiasco, the Assyrians transformed the Ashur into a bustling commercial center, controlling trade routes 
to and from Anatolia. In 1813 B. C. , the first great Assyrian king, Shamshi-Adad I, ascended the 
throne and began a series of military expansions. At the height of his reign, his kingdom owned the 
entire northern Mesopotamia. Its growing influence gave its neighbor plenty of reasons to be wary. 
While things were going splendidly for this Assyrian upstart, Shamshi-Adad passed away in 1791 B. C. 
Soon after his death, the kingdom began to fall apart. Knowing that the Shamshi-Adad's empire was on 
the verge of collapse, Hammurabi of the 1* dynasty of Babylon jumped at the chance and invaded 
northern Mesopotamia. He conquered Ashur in 1760 B. C. From that point on to the middle of 1300s 
B. C. , Assyria was reduced to a mere vassal state. At first, it had to answer to the 1“ dynasty of 
Babylon. After that empire was eradicated, it turned to submit to a Hurrian kingdom called Mitanni. It 
was not until 1365 B. C. that Assayria, then ruled by Ashur-uballit I, was able to regain its 
independence. For the next couple hundred years, Assyria grew increasingly powerful. It eventually 


defeated Babylonia and even occupied Egypt.

A line in a song asks, “Does anyone really know what time it is?” This question could easily apply 
to calendars! Did you know that our ideas about time are affected by religion? Different faiths use 
different types of calendars to measure time. 

Odd structures, such as Stonehenge in England, may have been used to measure time long ago. 
These ancient rocks stand in a circle like large, gray Legos. Some people think that the rocks relate to 
the position of the sun. No one knows how people moved them into this information, but it was 
probably a lot of work. If it was a calendar, it sure was a big one! The Aztecs also had a rock calendar 
that was related to the sun. They had a Sun Stone that showed their sun god in the center. 

The calendar you are probably most familiar is also based on the sun. The powerful Roman 
Emperor, Julius Caesar, first adopted the solar calendar in 46 B.C. The cycle of the year in a solar 
calendar is measured from one equinox to the next. A solar calendar has to be adjusted every so often to 
keep in time with the sun. In 1582, Pope Gregory XIII first authorized taking a few days out of every 
year for the purpose of adjusting the calendar. People didn’t like this one bit because they thought they 
were losing time! It took centuries for Europeans to get used to this concept. 

Eventually, a system was worked out to add a single day to the calendar every four years. So it 
was synchronized with the seasons. The extra day made every fourth year 366 days long. These special 
years are called leap years, and we called the extra day to the month of February. If you know someone 
whose birthday is February 29, you know that he or she was born in a leap year. This calendar is called 
the Gregorian calendar, and it is used in the United States and other Christian countries. 

Muslims use a different kind of calendar. Their lunar calendar is based on the cycles of the moon, 
and it is completely different than a solar one. According to the Muslim holy book, the Koran, Allah 
said, “Truly, twelve months is the number of the months with God, according to the God’s Book, ever 
since He created heaven and Earth.” A new Muslim month does not start until two reliable witnesses 
have seen the new moon. Muslim families often take walks in the evening to find the first yellow slice

For anyone who has experienced an earthquake, the experience can be frightening and traumatic. In 


addition to the movement of the ground, people need to be concerned with collapsing buildings and falling 
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debris, such as flying glass. The majority of the injuries and deaths that occur from the earthquakes are 
due to falling objects and structures. The effect of an earthquake can also cause dangerous landslides, 
fires, gas line explosions and flood-waters from collapsing dam. The goal of seismologists is to 
understand the earthquake and other seismic activity on Earth. This information, when shared with people 
in earthquake-prone areas, can help decrease the number of deaths and injuries that may occur. 

One of the most destructive effects of earthquake is tsunami. Tsunami, giant ocean waves, from 
after an earthquake has occurred on the ocean floor. If the tsunami crashes into land, it may cause 
destruction. The difficulty with protecting people from tsunami is that they may come without warning 
and at an extremely high speed. Once undersea earthquakes occur, the ocean floor rises and sinks. This 
is when tsunami may begin to form. Along with this shifting of the ocean floor, there is also a large 
mass of seawater that may drop or rise. To adjust the sudden change in sea level, the mass of water 
moves upward and downward. As it is moving, a series of reactions come long. Low waves begin to 
move from the point of the epicenter outward. These waves will increase in height as they come closer 
to the shore. Underwater landslides caused by earthquakes may also form tsunamis. 

On land, the focus of an earthquake’s destruction is usually buildings and property. Most of the 
buildings today are built using strict building codes. These codes require that the building can withstand 
the swaying motion of the ground during an earthquake. However, there buildings, like skyscrapers , 
may sway so violently that they may tip over and cause damage to lower structures nearby. One factor 
that affects the intensity of an earthquake is the local geology. The type of land that beneath the 
buildings can determine the way the buildings respond to an earthquake. Buildings are constructed on 
loose soil and rock. Likely soil and rock vibrate as if they were jelly. When buildings are constructed on 
this type of land, they tend to have an exaggerated motion and to sway violently.

Guthrie’s contiguity principle offers practical suggestions for how to break habits. 

One application of the threshold method involves the time young children spend on academic 
activities. Young children have short attention spans, so the length of time they can sustain work on one 
activity is limited. Most activities are scheduled to last no longer than 30 to 40 minutes. However, at 
the start of the school year, attention spans quickly wane and behavior problems often result. To apply 


Guthrie's theory, a teacher might, at the start of the year, limit activities to 15 to 20 minutes. Over the 
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next few weeks the teacher could gradually increase the time students spend working on a single activity. 

The threshold method also can be applied to teaching printing and handwriting. When children first 
learn to form letters, their movements are awkward and they lack fine motor coordination. The distances 
between lines on a page are purposely wide so children can fit the letters into the space. If paper with 
narrow lines is initially introduced, students’ letters would spill over the borders and students might 
become frustrated. Once students can form letters within the larger borders, they can use paper with 
smaller borders to help them refine their skills. 

The fatigue method can be applied when disciplining disruptive students who build paper airplanes 
and sail them across the room. The teacher can remove the students from the classroom, give them a 
large stack of paper, and tell them to start making paper airplanes. After the students have made several 
airplanes, the activity should lose its attraction and paper will become a cue for not building airplanes. 

Some students continually race around the gym when they first enter their physical education class. 
To employ the fatigue method, the teacher might decide to have these students continue to run a few 
more laps after the class has begun. 

The incompatible response method can be used with students who talk and misbehave in the media 
center. Reading is incompatible with talking. The media center teacher might ask the students to find 
interesting books and read them while in the center. Assuming that the students find the books 
enjoyable, the media center will, over time, become a cue for selecting and reading books rather than 
for talking with other students. 

In a social studies class some students regularly fall asleep. The teacher realized that using the 
board and overhead projector while lecturing was very boring. Soon the teacher began to incorporate

The increase in global trade means that international companies cannot afford to make costly 
advertising mistakes if they want to be competitive. 

Understanding the language and culture of target markets in foreign countries is one of the keys to 
successful international marketing. Too many companies, however, have jumped into foreign markets 
with embarrassing results. 

Translation mistakes are at the heart of many blunders in international advertising. 

General Motors, the US auto manufacturer, got a costly lesson when it introduced its Chevrolet 
Nova to the Puerto Rican market. “Nova” is Latin for "new (star)” and means "star" in many 
languages, but in spoken Spanish it can sound like "nova", meaning "it doesn't go". Few people 
wanted to buy a car with that cursed meaning. When GM changed the name to Caribe, sales "picked 
up" dramatically. 

Marketing blunders have also been made by food and beverage companies. One American food 
company's friendly "Jolly Green Giant" (for advertising vegetables) became something quite different 
when it was translated into Arabic as "Intimidating Green Ogre".

When translated into German, Pepsi’s popular slogan, “Come Alive with Pepsi” came out 
implying “Come Alive from the Grave”. No wonder customers in Germany didn't rush out to buy 
Pepsi. 

Successful international marketing doesn't stop with good translations — other aspects of culture 
must be researched and understood if marketers are to avoid blunders. 

When marketers do not understand and appreciate the values, tastes, geography, climate, 
superstitions, religion, or economy of a culture, they fail to capture their target market. 

For example, an American designer tried to introduce a new perfume into the Latin American 
market but the product aroused little interest. The main reason was that the camellia used in it was 
traditionally used for funerals in many South American countries. 

Having awakened to the special nature of foreign advertising, companies are becoming much more 
conscientious in their translations and more sensitive to cultural distinctions. 

The best way to prevent errors is to hire professional translators who understand the target language 
and its idiomatic usage, or to use a technique called " back translation" to reduce the possibility of 
blunders. 

The process used one person to translate a message into the target language and another to translate it 


back. Effective translators aim to capture the overall message of an advertisement because a word-for-word 
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duplication of the original rarely conveys the intended meaning and often causes misunderstandings. 
In designing advertisements for other countries, messages need to be short and simple. 
They should also avoid jokes, since what is considered funny in one part of the world may not be

It is not unusual for chief executives to collect millions of dollars a year in pay, stock options, and 
bonuses. In the last fifteen years, while executive remuneration rose, taxes in the highest income 
bracket went down. Millionaires are now commonplace. 

Amiability is not a prerequisite for rising to the top, and there are a number of chief executive 
officers with legendary bad tempers. It is not the boss’s job to worry about the well-being of his 
subordinates although the man with many enemies will be swept out more quickly in hard times; it is the 
company he worries about.

CRIN 
In November 1970 Yukio Mishima, together with some of his fanatical followers from the 
ultranationalistic Shield Society which he had founded in 1966, broke into the headquarters of Japan’s 
Eastern Defense Forces armed with swords and daggers, overpowered some aides, tied up the 
commanding general, and demanded that the troops be assembled to hear a speech. Mishima addressed 
the troops for ten minutes, inciting them to rebel against the constitutional government imposed by the 
United States that had, in his words, “turned Japan spineless”. Receiving only ridicule in response, he 
returned to the general’s office and there, before the general’s unbelieving eyes, proceeded to kill 
himself in strict accordance with the traditional samurai ritual of seppuku. After Mishima had driven a 
dagger deep into his left abdomen, one of his aides severed his head with a sword. The aide likewise 
killed himself and was beheaded; the others surrendered. 
In 1936 there had been a similar revolt and, though equally unsuccessful, it had foreshadowed the 


repressive regime of General Tojo that was to stage the attack on Pearl Harbor in 1941. That earlier 
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revolt is the one referred to in Patriotism, one of Mishima’s most powerful stories. Here life and fiction 
become joined. The act of seppuku was for Mishima a fulfillment, “the ultimate dream of my life. ” 
Born of an ancient samurai family, he longed to die a hero’s death in accordance with the ancient 
samurai code; but his weak body kept him from service in the war, and he had to compensate through 
body building (he became expert at karate and kendo) and, most important, through the discipline of 
writing. In his short lifetime he turned out twenty novels, thirty plays, many essays, and more than 
eighty stories: he also produced, directed, and acted in movies, and even sang on stage. His first book 
of stories, A Forest in Flower, appeared in 1943, but it was Confession of a Mask (1948), dealing 
with the meditations of a young man of homosexual leanings in a repressive society, that brought him 
fame.

It has been argued that where schools become bureaucratized, they become bound up with the 
techniques and implementation of the managerial process, and may concentrate on concern with position 
and self-advancement.

“the consumers”. If teachers are seen as part of this community, then their development is just as 
important. 

If bureaucratic forms of management face the problem of explaining how their values can be 
objective when they are in fact the product of a particular value orientation, the forms of management 
derived from free-market theories , suggesting an openness to the adoption of different sets of values, are 


subject to the charge of relativism. In other words, free-market theories, granted that they are arguing 
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that individuals should be allowed to pursue their own ends, must explain why any set of values, 


including their own, is preferable to another.

Adam Smith, writing in the 1770s, was the first person to see the importance of the division of 
labor and to explain part of its advantages. He gives as an example the process by which pins were made 
in England. 

“One man draws out the wire; another strengthens it; a third cuts it; a fourth points it; a fifth grinds 
it at the top to prepare it to receive the head. To make the head requires two or three operations. To put 
it on is a separate operation, to polish the pins is another. And the important business of making pins is, 
in this manner, divided into about eighteen operations, which in some factories are all performed by

Ten men, Smith said, in this way, turned out twelve pounds of pins a day or about 4, 800 pins per 
worker.

Fewer people 
can make more pins. Adam Smith saw this but he also took it for granted that division of labor is in 
itself responsible for economic growth and development and that it accounts for the difference between 
expanding economies and those that stand still.

Intellectual property scarcely existed in the vocabularies of academic researchers and administrators even 
15 years ago. Now it is an ever-present part of discussions on research policies and directions. This new 
importance of intellectual property in academia reflects a changing view on their relationships of research at 
universities to the surrounding society. Until recently, research at universities has been relatively isolated from 
demands of economic utility, and education of graduate students has emphasized a career in academic research 
as the final goal. 

Now almost all research universities in the United States have technology licensing operations. The 
number of U. S. patents granted to American universities in a year rose from about 300 in 1980 to almost 2, 000 
in 1995. The direct economic impact of technology licensing on the universities themselves has been relatively 
small. In contrast, the impact of university technology transfer on the local and national economies has been 
substantial , and leads to the concussion that the Licensing Act is one of the most successful pieces of economic 
development in recent history. It has been estimated that more than 200, 000 jobs have been created in the 
United States in product development and manufacturing of products from university licenses, with the number 
increasing fairly rapidly as the licenses mature. 

Intellectual property terms have become vitally important. The company wants to be assured that it can 
use the results of the research—and that these results will not be available to their competitors. But most 
universities insist that transfer of research results is key to their identity and mission and will not agree to keep 
the project results secret. The key to resolving this dilemma is to grant patents: the university will publish the 
results, but will first agree to file patents that will protect the company’s privilege in the commercial market

Everyone knows that English departments are in trouble, but it is difficult to appreciate just how 
much trouble until you read the report from the Modern Language Association (MLA). 

The report is about Ph. D. programs, which have been in decline since 2008. These programs have 
gotten both more difficult and less rewarding: today, it can take almost a decade to get a doctorate, 
and, at the end of your program, you’re unlikely to find a tenure-track position. 

The core of the problem is the job market. The MLA report estimates that only sixty per cent of 
newly-minted Ph. D.s will find tenure-track jobs after graduation. If anything, that’s wildly optimistic; 
the MLA got to that figure by comparing the number of tenure-track jobs on its job list with the number 
of new graduates. But that leaves out the thousands of unemployed graduates from past years who are 
still job-hunting. 

Different people will tell you different stories about where all the jobs went. Some critics think that 
the humanities have gotten too weird—that undergrads, turned off by an overly theoretical approach, 
don’t want to participate anymore, and that teaching opportunities have disappeared as a result. Others 
point to the corporatization of universities, which are increasingly inclined to hire part-time, “adjunct” 
professors, rather than full-time, tenure-track professors, to teach undergrads. Adjuncts are cheaper; 
perhaps more importantly, they are easier to hire. 
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These trends, in turn, are part of an even larger story having to do with the expansion and 
transformation of American education after the Second World War. Essentially, colleges grew less elite 
and more vocational. Before the war, relatively few people went to college. Then, in the nineteen- 
fifties, the Baby Boom pushed colleges to grow rapidly, bulking up on professors and graduate 
programs. When the boom ended and enrollments declined, colleges found themselves overextended 
and competing for students. By the mid-seventies, schools were seeking out new constituencies— 
among them, women and minorities—and creating new programs designed to attract a broader range of 
students. 

Those reforms worked; about twice as many people attend college per capita now as they did forty 
years ago. But all that expansion changed colleges. In the past, they had catered to elite students who 
were happy to major in the traditional liberal arts. Now, to attract middle-class students, colleges have 
had to offer more career-focused majors, in fields like business. As a result, humanities departments 


have found themselves drifting away from the center of the university.

We're in the middle of an epic battle for power in cyberspace. On one side are the traditional, 


organized, institutional powers such as governments and large multinational corporations. On the other 
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are the distributed; grassroots movements, dissident groups, hackers, and criminals. Initially, the 
Internet empowered the latter. It gave them a place to coordinate and communicate efficiently, and 
made them seem invincible. But now, the more traditional institutional powers are winning, and 
winning big. How these two sides fare in the long term, and the fate of the rest of us who don’t fall 
into either group, is an open question—and one vitally important to the future of the Internet. 

In the Internet’s early days, there was a lot of talk about its “natural laws” —how it would 
transform traditional power blocks, empower the masses, and spread freedom throughout the world. 
The international nature of the Internet circumvented national laws. Anonymity was easy. Censorship 
was impossible. Police were clueless about cybercrime. And bigger changes seemed inevitable. Digital 
cash would undermine national sovereignty. Citizen journalism would topple traditional media, 
corporate PR, and political parties. The ease of digital copying would destroy the traditional movie and 
music industries. Web marketing would allow even the smallest companies to compete against corporate 
giants. It really would be a new world order. 

This was a utopian vision, but some of it did come to pass. Internet marketing has transformed 
commerce. The entertainment industries have been transformed by things like MySpace and YouTube, 
and are now more open to outsiders. Mass media has changed dramatically, and some of the most 
influential people in the media have come from the blogging world. There are new ways to organize 
politically and run elections. Facebook and Twitter really did help disrupt governments. 

But that is just one side of the Internet’s disruptive character. The Internet has emboldened 
traditional power as well. 

On the corporate side, power is being consolidated, a result of two current trends in computing. 
First, the rise of cloud computing means that we no longer have control of our data. And second, we 
are increasingly accessing our data using devices that we have much less control over; iPhones, iPads, 
Android phones, Kindles, ChromeBooks. Unlike traditional operating systems, these devices are 
controlled much more tightly by the vendors, who limit what software can be run, what they can do,

Since the dawn of civilization, mankind has been obsessed by the possibility that it will one day be 
extinguished. The impact of an asteroid on earth and the spectre of nuclear holocaust are the most 
prevalent millennial fears. Now some scientists are increasingly leaning towards the view that a new 
nightmare must be added to the list. Their concern is that intelligent computers will eventually develop 
minds of their own and destroy the human race. 

The latest warning comes from Professor Stephen Hawking. He told an interviewer this week that 
artificial intelligence could “outsmart us all” and that a technological catastrophe is a “near certainty” . 
Most non-experts will dismiss his claims as a fantasy rooted in science fiction. But the pace of progress 
in artificial intelligence, or AI, means policy makers should already be considering the social 
consequences. 

According to a recent survey, half the world’s AI experts believe human-level machine intelligence 
will be achieved by 2040 and 90 per cent say it will arrive by 2075. Several AI experts talk about the 
possibility that the human brain will eventually be “reverse engineered”. Some prominent tech leaders, 
meanwhile, warn that the consequences are unpredictable. Elon Musk, the pioneer of electric cars, 
has argued that advanced computer technology is “potentially more dangerous than nuclear threats. " 

That said, the risk that computers might one day pose a challenge to humanity should be put in 
perspective. Scientists may not be able to say with certainty when, or if, machines will match or 
outperform mankind. 

But before the world gets to that point, the drawing together of both human and computer 
intelligence will almost certainly help to tackle pressing problems that cannot otherwise be solved. The 
growing ability of computers to crunch enormous quantities of data, for example, will play a huge role 
in helping humanity tackle climate change and disease over the next few decades. It would be folly to 
arrest the development of computer technology now—and forgo those benefits—because of risks that lie 
much further in the future. 

There is every reason to be optimistic about AI research. There is no evidence that scientists will 
struggle to control computers, even at their most advanced stage. But this is a sector in which pioneers 


must tread carefully—and with their eyes open to the enduring ability of science to surprise us.

Ariella Rosengard of the University of Pennsylvania didn’t set out to scare anyone. She just wanted 
to investigate a little-understood part of the immune system by studying how viral proteins interact with 
it. At first, Rosengard worked with a common virus called vaccinia. But vaccinia rarely makes people 
sick, and she began to worry that it wouldn’t tell her much about the human immune system. So she 
turned to a closely related, far more fearsome virus; smallpox. 

Smallpox virus isn’t easy to come by. Officially, it resides in only two places—secure labs in the 
United States and Russia. But Rosengard didn’t need the virus itself. Scientists have made its genetic 
code freely available on the Internet, giving her the data she needed to synthesize a key smallpox 
protein in the lab. Test-tube studies showed that it works far better than the corresponding vaccinia 
protein at blocking a key step in the human immune response. The discovery may help explain why 
smallpox kills, and it could lead to new treatments. 

But when Rosengard published her report last month in the Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences, a slightly defensive commentary appeared with it. The article said it would be unlikely to use 
the work as a blueprint for making vaccinia more like smallpox. It acknowledged, however, that “the 
idea that bioterrorists might be tempted to attempt such an experiment has been suggested as a reason for 
considering it unwise to publish observations of this nature. ” 

Rosengard rejects the idea that basic science like hers should be put under wraps. “Think how many 


, 


brilliant minds would not be able to participate in finding a cure," she says. " You can't predict the 
mind of a madman. The best defense against any virus is understanding how it functions. " 


Most biologists would agree. But these days, they find themselves grappling with a dilemma, as 
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their tradition of openness clashes with the fear that well-intentioned research could be misused to 
develop bioweapons. As much as scientists fear aiding their enemies, they get unnerved when 
government officials talk about restricting their freedom to publish. One thing’s for sure—the problem 
won't just go away. The government has proposed a dramatic increase in funding for basic research on 
potential biowarfare agents. This means that many more scientists will study deadly germs, and they'll 


inevitably want to publish what they find.

One of the largest earthquakes ever recorded hit on Boxing Day 2004. The resulting tsunami 
devastated huge swaths of the Indian Ocean coastline and left an estimated quarter of a million people 


dead across Indonesia, Sri Lanka, India and Thailand. Aid agencies quickly arrived to help battered 





and traumatised survivors. 

Mental health care was a massive part of the emergency response but the World Health Organization 
(WHO) promptly did something it has never done before or since. It specifically denounced a type of 
psychological therapy and recommended that it shouldn’t be used. The therapy was a single session 
treatment called “psychological debriefing” , which involved working with disaster victims to encourage 
people to supposedly “process” the intense emotions by talking through them in stages. It was 
intended to prevent later mental health problems by helping people resolve difficult emotions early on. 


The only trouble was that it made things worse. Studies had shown that people given post-disaster 
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psychological debriefing were subsequently more likely to suffer mental health problems than people who 
had had no treatment at all. 

Guidance from the world’s most influential health authority had little effect, and the therapy was 
extensively used. The reluctance to do things differently was tied up with some of the least-appreciated 
facts about our reactions to disaster. In our trauma-focused society, it is often forgotten that the 
majority of people who experience the ravages of natural disaster, become the victims of violence or 
lose loved ones in tragedy will need no assistance from mental health professionals. 

Most people will be shaken up, distressed and bereaved, but these are natural reactions, not in 
themselves disorders. Only a minority of people— rarely more than 30% in well-conducted studies and 
often considerably less—will develop psychological difficulties as a result of their experiences, and the 
single most common outcome is recovery without the need of professional help. But regardless of the 
eventual outcome, you are likely to be at your most stressed during the disaster and your stress levels 
will decrease afterwards even if they don’t return to normal. Your body simply cannot maintain peak 
levels of anxiety. 

These are important facts to bear in mind because, from the point of view of the disaster therapist , 
psychological debriefing seems to work—stress levels genuinely drop. But what the individual therapist 
can’t see is that this would happen more effectively, leaving less people traumatised, if they did 


nothing.

In the mid-1990s, three senior female professors at M. I. T. came to suspect that their careers had 
been hampered by similar patterns of marginalization. 66 After performing the investigation and 
studying the data, the committee concluded that the marginalization experienced by female scientists at 
M. I. T. “was often accompanied by differences in salary, space, awards, resources and response to 
outside offers between men and women faculty, with women receiving less despite professional 
accomplishments equal to those of their colleagues.” The dean concurred with the committee’s 
findings. And yet, as was noted in the committee's report, his fellow administrators "resisted the 
notion that there was any problem that arose from gender bias in the treament of the women faculty. 
Some argued that it was the masculine culture of M. I. T. that was to blame, and little could be done to 
change that.” — 67 

The committee's most evocative finding was that the discrimination facing female scientists in the 
final quarter of 20th century was qualitatively different from the more obvious forms of sexism addressed 
by civil rights laws and affirmative action, but no less real. Not everyone agrees that what was 


uncovered at M. I. T. actually qualifies as discrimination. 68 Even if female professors have been 





shortchanged or shunted aside, their marginalization might be a result of the same sorts of departmental 
infighting, personality conflicts and “mistaken impressions" that cause male faculty members to feel 
slighted as well. “ Perceptions of discrimination are evidence of nothing but subjective feelings,” 
Kleinfeld scoffs.

and female physicists across 130 countries. 70 “In fact," the researchers concluded, “ women

Here are three of the most threatened plants today. — 71 These plants occupy some of the most 
inaccessible, remote parts of our planet. They are threatened by habitat destruction, illegal collection, 
poaching, and competition with invading species. 

Attenborough's pitcher plant is known only from the relatively inaccessible summit of Mount 
Victoria in Palawan in the Philippines. There are thought to be only a few hundred of them. 72 _ 
Attenborough's pitcher plant is one of the biggest, with pitchers up to 30cm in height that can trap 
insects and rats. It was only discovered in 2007 when a team of botanists, tipped off by two Christian 


missionaries, scaled Mount Victoria. 73 





The suicide palm is a gigantic palm found only in remote parts of north-west Madagascar. It lives 
for about 50 years, then flowers only once, and dies soon after. Suicide palms were discovered in 
2005 by a cashew plantation manager during a family outing, and formally described in 2008. With 
trunks reaching 18m in height, and huge fan-leaves up to 5m across, the palms can be seen on Google 
Earth. 74 

The coral tree, with its bright red flowers and spiny trunk, occurs only in the remote forests of 





south-east Tanzania. 75 However, the forest patch was cleared to grow biofuels, and the species 





was feared to have gone extinct again until it was re-rediscovered to 2011. There are now fewer than 50 
mature individuals in the wild, in a single unprotected location.

(1) 


His vision revolutionized the way we think about science, and it has given us a new way to look at 





change in "science" itself. (2) Whereas previous visions of science saw science as an accumulation of 








all that had been learned over history, Kuhn envisioned science as having, at any one time, a 





worldview, or “paradigm (范式 )”，of its environment. 





Kuhn (JÆ) postulated that most scientists engage in “normal science" that often results in 
solid, but relatively incremental gains, which nevertheless accumulate and collectively contribute to 


research and subsequent scientific knowledge forward. When anomalies arise, some individual(s) 
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step(s) out of the paradigm, and propose(s) a new principle or law. (3) If the scientific community 





accepts the proposed change, then science experiences a “paradigm shift”, and new science proceeds 





with that new paradigm. 





Paradigm shifts are important, and a necessary part of life. Things do change, and we have to 
adjust and adapt to that change. Perhaps not surprisingly, important paradigm shifts often come from 


the young. (4) It usually takes a long time to effect a paradigm shift—often as much as 20-25 years— 





which, perhaps not so coincidently, is about the life of a generation. 





(5) A relatively recent white paper emanating from MIT justifiably argues that the intersections of 





arrays of scientists, engineers, mathematicians, as well as individuals with a host of many other 





professional talents, will be the next Kuhnian scientific revolution and in fact, the “Third” biomedical 





revolution. This new revolution is broadly known as Convergence.

Starvation probably doesn't sound like a key to living well into old age. But as strange as it seems, 
calorie restriction, done intermittently, appears to be one of the gateways to lasting long-term health. 

The concept has already been proved effective in mice, rats, dogs and monkeys. However, very 
limited research has been done to evaluate the health impact of calorie restriction in humans. In animals, 
calorie restriction is associated with longevity , decreased risk for cancer and inflammatory diseases and 
lower cognitive decline. The challenge has been to translate the concept to the real world in which 
humans need to eat to get through the day. 

A new study tested out a modified version of the concept on humans. Researchers at the University 
of Southern California have designed what they call a "fasting mimicking diet" that provides all the 
benefits of starving yourself... with a little less starvation. 

The plan lasts for five days a month, with a cycle that's repeated for three months. On Day One, 
a dieter eats food from the prescribed plan that totals 1, 090 calories with 10 percent protein, 56 percent 
fat, and 34 percent carbohydrates. On Days Two through Five... dieters consume just 725 calories with 
9 percent protein, 44 percent fat, and 47 percent carbohydrates. 

People on the diet ate vegetable soup, energy bars, energy drinks and low-calorie snack chips, and 
drank a lot of chamomile tea. They also took vegetable-based dietary supplements. On non-dieting days 
they ate normally. 

It may sound gimmicky, but Vijg, one of the researchers, says existing science already backs up 
the claim that the plan could effectively improve human health and prolong life. In humans, the diet 


provided a number of physiological changes that could reduce risk factors for age-related conditions such 
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as reduced blood glucose and insulin levels. 

In essence, fasting has the ability to improve stress response on a cellular level. A person on this 
program is likely to lose weight over time, but researchers say better health in old age is the real 
benefit. With the right marketing, Vijg believes a fasting mimicking diet could become the next 
commercially branded diet craze, like Atkins or Paleo. However, it could also have some practical 
applications in a medical setting. A physician could prescribe the diet to a patient for a specific amount 
of time before surgery, chemotherapy and other types of treatments and procedures that are known to 


cause trauma and stress to the body.

A sweeping review of NASA's human spaceflight program has concluded that the agency has an 
unsustainable and unsafe strategy that will prevent the United States from achieving a human landing on 
Mars in the foreseeable future. 

The 286-page National Research Council ( NRC) report says that to continue on the present course 
under budgets that don't keep pace with inflation "is to invite failure, disillusionment, and the loss of 
the longstanding international perception that human spaceflight is something the United States does 
best. " 

A major argument against returning to the moon was that it didn't pencil out—that there wasn't 
nearly enough money dedicated to the program. If the goal is a human landing on Mars, the current 
strategy won't work. 

" Absent a very fundamental change in the nation's way of doing business, it is not realistic to 
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believe that we can achieve the consensus goal of reaching Mars,” Mitch Daniels, the former Indiana 
governor and co-chair of the committee, said Wednesday morning in an interview. 

A 2009 committee appointed by Obama urged NASA to keep its options open while investing in 
spaceflight technology and letting the commercial sector handle routine trips to low Earth orbit. But the 
NRC reviewers argue that NASA and its international partners should focus on the “horizon goal” of 
Mars and do whatever it takes to get there, step by step, avoiding changes in strategic direction. 

NASA officials, aware that critics see the agency as adrift, say they have already been moving in 
the direction advocated by the NRC. Their strategy targets Mars, just as the NRC report now demands, 
they say. “All this work will eventually enable astronaut missions to Mars,” NASA Administrator 
Charles Bolden said in a recent NASA white paper. 

“NASA’s been doing some work, and has been doing some thinking over the last six months, that 
is in alignment with what the NRC says the top-level goals are,” said Greg Williams, a NASA deputy 
associate administrator. 

But Williams was cool to the suggestion of a return to the moon, saying the airless moon offers 
little help in developing the kind of descent and landing techniques needed on Mars, which has a thin, 
troublesome atmosphere. 

The NRC committee probed the philosophical question of why we send people into space to begin 
with. The committee concluded that the purely practical, economic benefits of human spaceflight do not 


justify the costs but that the aspirational nature of the endeavor may make it worth the effort.

Microfinance is an anti-poverty tool. If you make small loans to groups of poor women, they 
always repay them on time. Microfinance has grown rapidly in many countries. Yet the industry has 
come under attack for being too commercial. 

In Bangladesh the government has capped the annual interest rate that microfinance institutions 
(MFIs) can charge at 27%. In Andhra Pradesh ( AP), the Indian state with the most microfinance 





borrowers, local politicians have bullied the business to a virtual halt. These steps are ostensibly 
motivated by a desire to defend the poor from getting stuck in a debt. But they are wrong-headed. 

Despite charging seemingly high interest rates, MFIs typically have thin margins because of the 
high costs of making and collecting payments on millions of tiny loans. Pressing them to reduce rates 
further would jeopardize their ability to attract private capital, inhibiting their growth. 

In fact, the poor often use microloans to pay off far more expensive loans from village 
moneylenders. This suggests that restricting people’s access to microcredit by capping rates could have 
the perverse effect of driving more poor people into the arms of village loan-sharks. That would be good 
news for these moneylenders, but is surely not the outcome that policymakers want. 

Sensible regulation need not be at odds with a thriving microfinance industry. Peru, for example, 
is ranked as having the best business environment for microfinance, in part because the regulator has 
successfully set and enforced rules on capital buffers, leading to a more stable environment for the 
industry. India, in contrast, is yet to decide whether rules governing microfinance are to be set at the 
national level or by individual states. 

Many things can be done. For instance, an association of Indian MFIs is trying to set up a credit 
bureau which would allow them to track clients’ overall indebtedness and credit histories, thus guarding 
them against lending a person more than she is able to handle. This would be helped enormously if the 
government sped up its efforts to give all Indians a universal identification number. The Indian 
government should also allow MFIs to take deposits, which they are currently prevented from doing: 
this would make them less dependent on capital markets for funding. Actually there are more useful 


measures for the poor than an interest-rate cap.

Wright, a computer scientist, is plotting an experiment with a humanoid robot called Nao. He and 
his colleagues plan to introduce this cute robot to people on the street and elsewhere—where it will 
deliberately invade their privacy. Upon meeting strangers, for example, Nao may use face-recognition 
software to dig up some detailed information online about them. Or, it may tap into their mobile 
phone’s location tracking history, learn where they ate lunch yesterday, and ask what they thought of 
the soup. 

Wright is one of a number of researchers wondering whether we can trust the robots that are poised 
to enter our lives. Scientists and scholars argue that if robots become ubiquitous, they’ll be able to 
constantly watch and record us. One of the greatest threats, it seems, is to our privacy. 

Robots have already been working in factories for decades. Some are now in our homes, cleaning 
our floors, while others may soon keep a watchful eye on us as security guards or help take care of the 
elderly. In the last year alone, Google, which is already developing self-driving cars, bought eight 
robot companies. 

Yet despite advances in technology and in artificial intelligence, we’re still a long way from 
intelligent robots. What will empower them, however, is the cloud: the distributed, networked 
computing in which the Internet lives. By connecting to the Internet, robots can retrieve information and 
ask for help as they navigate the world, for example. 

It would be the next step in a technological evolution already underway. “What we’re increasingly 
seeing now is the existence of computers and sensing devices as part of the infrastructure that surrounds 
,” says Wright, based at the Oxford Internet Institute at the University of Oxford. With 


smartphones, the rise of wearable technologies like Google Glass, and the availability of wireless

Internet almost everywhere, the Internet is embedding itself deeper into our environment. 

“Ultimately, what a robot is or what a robot represents is an increasing presence of computers as 
more physical objects that we interact with,” Wright says. “Those interactions are going to be very 
rich,” he adds. “It’s going to be physical and pervasive. ” 

Perhaps that’s part of the reason why some of the major web technology firms, such as Google, 


have been embracing robotics. Some researchers and privacy advocates are concerned that robots could 
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act as physical extensions of these companies, giving them tremendous access into your life.

New research by Hillary Pennell and Elizabeth Behm-Morawitz at the University of Missouri 
suggests that, at least for women, the influence of superheroes is not always positive. Although women 
play a variety of roles in the superhero genre, including helpless maiden and powerful heroine, the 
female characters all tend to be hypersexualized, from their perfect, seducing figures to their sexy, 
revealing costumes. Exposure to this, they show, can impact beliefs about gender roles, body esteem, 
and self-objectification. 

Consider, for example, superhero movies like Spider-man or Superman. These action-packed films 
typically feature a strong, capable, intelligent man fighting a villainous force. The goal of course is to 
save humanity, but more often than not there is also an immediate need to rescue a fair lady in distress. 
The female victim is typically delicate, naive, and defenseless, but at the same time sexy and beautiful. 
What she lacks in strength and cunning she makes up for in kindness and curves. It is not surprising (or 
insignificant) that she is often the object of the hero’s affections. 

Pennell and Behm-Morawitz argued that exposure to these stereotypic female victims, whose 


primary appeal is sexual, may lower women’s body esteem, heighten the value they place on body 
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image, and result in less equal gender role beliefs and expectations. However, female characters have 
come a long way in the superhero genre, and it’s possible that the antidote to the helpless fair maiden is 
the competent, commanding superheroine. 

The X-Men films, for example, feature a number of empowering female characters like Storm, 
Jean Gray, and Dazzler, each of whom wields a unique special ability and displays impressive cognitive 
and physical competence. Perhaps exposure to this new generation of female heroines will result in more 
equal gender beliefs, higher body esteem, and greater prioritization of physical competence over 
appearance. 

Still, today’s superheroines, like their female victim counterparts, are often unrealistic, sexualized 
representations of female figures, with large chests, curvy backsides and unattainable hourglass 
dimensions. Their skin-tight outfits underline their sexuality with plunging necklines and bare skin, and 
many of their names (e. g. , Risque, Mystique, Ruby Summers) connote, shall we say, a slightly less 
respectable profession than superheroine. 

Pennell and Behm-Morawitz thus speculated that while today's powerful superheroines might 
elevate equal beliefs about gender roles, their sexualized nature might simultaneously have destructive 


effects on body image and self-objectification.

Designating this book (Handbook of Personality Psychology) a “handbook” is at once accurate 
and possibly unfortunate. Handbooks are frequently rather dreary affairs, occasionally useful as sources 
and for citation but scarcely worth reading. 

In fact, this book is highly interesting and readable, comprehensive and authoritative. The domain 
of personality is covered almost completely, and the material is quite up to date. This book is not a 
collection of previously published or only slightly reworked papers. It gives clear indication of the 
careful thought the editors gave to its planning and their firm control over its writing. To begin with, it 
is wholly refreshing to have a comprehensive work on personality that pays no particular attention to 
theories of personality. There are no chapters in this volume to review what Freud said or Adler or 
Rogers or Bandura or anyone else. Theorists such as Freud are mentioned when their views are relevant 
to topics under discussion, but, blessedly, no summaries of the major theories are included. Instead, 
the editors present a comprehensive and coherent view of the field of personality today. 

The work is presented in eight sections that deal in essence with what personality is, how it is 
studied, how it develops its biological and social determinants, how personality works, and what it is 
useful for. There are 36 chapters extending nearly a thousand pages. The editors chose specific authors 
for each of the chapters; they chose well and they were remarkably successful in getting the participation 
of authoritative scientists who generally write quite well. 

The handbook lends itself well to its function as a resource volume. Its only obvious deficiency is 


the lack of a name index, which in these days of information processors should have been possible at 
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modest cost. 

Many years ago, I gave up teaching a theories-of-personality course because the dominant textbook 
was so thorough and well done that it left me with very little to do in the classroom. This handbook 
would, I think, be a splendid textbook, despite the thoroughness of its coverage, because it leaves the 
instructor with the challenging but engaging task of integrating the material, which would provide an 
opening for any instructor with a particular theoretical passion, but many other routes to integration are 


possible.

Our trouble lies in a simple confusion, one to which economists have been prone since the 
beginning of the Industrial Revolution. Growth and ecology operate by different rules. Economists tend 
to assume that every problem of scarcity can be solved by substitution, by replacing tuna with tilapia, 
without factoring in the long-term environmental implications of either. But whereas economies might 
expand, ecosystems do not. They change— pine gives way to oak, coyotes arrive in New England—and 
they reproduce themselves, but they do not increase in extent or abundance year after year. Most 
economists think of scarcity as a labor problem, imagining that only energy and technology place limits 
on production. To harvest more wood, build a better chain saw; to pump more oil, drill more wells; to 
get more food, invent pest-resistant plants. 


That logic thrived on new frontiers and more intensive production, and it held off the prophets of 
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scarcity—from Thomas Robert Malthus to Paul Ehrlich—whose predictions of famine and shortage have 
not come to pass. The Agricultural Revolution that began in seventeenth-century England radically 
increased the amount of food that could be grown on an acre of land, and the same happened in the 
1960s and 1970s, when fertilizer and hybridized seeds arrived in India and Mexico. But the picture 
looks entirely different when we change the scale. Industrial society is roughly 250 years old: make the 
last ten thousand years equal to twenty-four hours, and we have been producing consumer goods and 
CO, for only the last thirty-six minutes. Do the same for the past 1 million years of human evolution, 
and everything from the steam engine to the search engine fits into the past twenty-one seconds. If we 
are not careful, hunting and gathering will look like a far more successful strategy of survival than 
economic growth. The latter has changed so much about the earth and human societies in so little time 
that it makes more sense to be cautious than triumphant. 

Although food scarcity, when it occurs, is a localized problem, other kinds of scarcity are already 
here. Groundwater is alarmingly low in regions all over the world, but the most immediate threat to 


growth is surely petroleum.

Culture is transmitted largely by language and by the necessity for people in close contact to 


cooperate. The more extensive the communications network, the greater the exchange of ideas and 
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beliefs and the more alike people become—in toleration of diversity if nothing else. Members of a 
culture or a nation are generally in closer contact with one another than with members of other cultures 
or nations. They become more like each other and more unlike others. In this way, there develops 
“national character” , which is the statistical tendency for a group of people to share values and follow 
similar behavior patterns. 

Frequently, the members of one culture will interpret the “national characteristics” of another 
group in terms of their own values. For example, the inhabitants of a South Pacific island may be 
considered “lazy” by citizens of some industrialized nations. On the other hand, it may be that the 
islanders place a great value on social relationships but little value on “ productivity" , and crops grow 
with little attention. The negative connotation of the label “lazy” is thus unjustified from the point of 
view of the island culture.

Stereotypes, such as “lazy”, “inscrutable,” and “dishonest” give people the security of labels 
with which to react to others in a superficial way, but they are damaging to real understanding among 
members of different cultures. People react more to labels than to reality. A black American Peace 
Corps volunteer, for instance, is considered and called a white man by black Africans. The “we-they” 
distinction applies to whatever characteristic the “wes” have and the "theys" do not have—and the 
characteristics attributed to the "theys" are usually ones with a negative value.

If gender conflicts continue at their current rate, my partner gloomily observed, men may fade into 
extinction and women will manage fine without them. What with test-tube babies, cloning, a falling 
birth-rate , have-it-all career women prevailing like never before, it seems as if old-fashioned, instinct- 
driven sexual selection was totally out of fashion. But a study from four British universities suggests it is 
alive and well, and busy shaping the next generation. 

In spite of emancipation, the feminist movement, gender equality, consistent efforts to avoid 
gender-stereotyping , men still prefer to marry women who are not too brainy. In the study a high IQ 
hampered a woman’s chance of getting married, with a 40 per cent drop in marital prospects for every 
16-point rise. The opposite was true for their male classmates. Top-earning men were 8 per cent more 
likely to be married than their low-earning peers. 

How interesting that we automatically assume that men are put off by cleverness in women. 
Perhaps the brainy women did not want to get married. Possibly they could not find men clever enough 
to satisfy them. But these interpretations hardly merit more than a passing thought because this study 
simply reinforces what we know to be broadly true: that most women do want a committed partner and 
that most stable marriages occur in a power relation, with the man being the center. 

We usually think of competitiveness as a male activity, and so it is mainly, which is all the more 
reason for it causing stress in a marriage. Our ancestry certainly included a long phase when the males 
competed for the alpha role, in which the top male took all the advantages and most of the group 
matings. Most men nurse secret dreams of being “benign” dictators. No man likes his wife to earn 
more than he does. We see how fragile are the marriages of those in which the female has the whip 
hand in the shape of fame, success, and wealth. In contrast, marriages where the female status is 
obviously inferior, including arranged marriages, there is a greater stability. 

Women have to accept that coming into our own and achieving the full potential of our (seemingly 
superior) capacity to use education will undoubtedly make us more inaccessible as partners. More

Passage Five

In Second Nature, Nobel Prize-winning neuroscientist Gerald Edelman argues that the brain and 
mind are unified, but he has little patience with the claim that the brain is a computer. Fortunately for 
the general reader, his explanations of brain function are accessible, reinforced by concrete examples 
and metaphors. 

Edelman suggests that thanks to the recent development of instruments capable of measuring brain 
structure within millimeters and brain activity within milliseconds, perceptions, thoughts, memories, 
willed acts, and other mind matters traditionally considered private and impenetrable to scientific 
scrutiny now can be correlated with brain activity. Our consciousness (a “ first-person affair” 
displaying intentionality, reflecting beliefs and desires, etc. ), our creativity, even our value systems, 
have a basis in brain function. 

The author describes three unifying insights that correlate mind matters with brain activity. First, 
even distant neurons will establish meaningful connections ( circuits ) if their firing patterns are 
synchronized. Second, experience can either strengthen or weaken synapses ( neuronal connections). 
Finally, there is reentry, the continued signaling from one brain region to another and back again along 
massively parallel nerve fibers. 

Edelman concedes that neurological explanations for consciousness and other aspects of mind are 
not currently available, but he is confident that they will be soon. Meanwhile, he is comfortable 
hazarding a guess: “All of our mental life... is based on the structure and dynamics of our brain. ” 
Despite this optimism about the explanatory powers of neuroscience, Edelman acknowledges the pitfalls 
in attempting to explain all aspects of mind in neurological terms. Indeed, culture—not biology—is the 
primary determinant of the brain's evolution, and has been since the emergence of language, he notes. 

However, I was surprised to learn that he considers Sigmund Freud "the key expositor of the 


, 


effects of unconscious processes on behavior." Such a comment ignores how slightly Freud's 
conception of the unconscious, with its emphasis on sexuality and aggression, resembles the cognitive 
unconscious studied by neuroscientists. 

Still, Second Nature is well worth reading. It serves as a bridge between the traditionally separate 
camps of "hard" science and the humanities. Readers without at least some familiarity with brain 
science will likely find the going difficult at certain points. Nonetheless, Edelman has achieved his goal 


of producing a provocative exploration of "how we come to know the world and ourselves".

The Santa Ana appeals court upheld an earlier jury verdict awarding $3.2 million in damages to 
Alexis Sarti who suffered serious nerve damage after a food poisoning episode at a restaurant. ^ 66) 

In April 2005, Sarti ate raw tuna at the Salt Creek Grille restaurant. Afterwards, she suffered from 
sudden paralysis and double vision. She spent the next 49 days in the hospital, and had to drop out of 
college for more than a year and a half after the food poisoning incident, for medical care and therapy. 

67) Muscles and spasms bother her on a daily basis, although she says she's used to these 
now. She has recovered somewhat since then. But strenuous activity is out of the question, and what's 
worse, she expects her situation to deteriorate as she gets older. 

Sarti filed a lawsuit against the restaurant, and claimed cross contamination of the tuna with a form 
of bacteria that exists in raw poultry. 68) The verdict was set aside by Superior Court Judge Derek 
W. Hunt. The 4th District Court of Appeal in Santa Ana has now overturned Judge Hunt’s ruling. 

In delivering his decision, Judge Hunt said he was constrained by a 35-year-old appellate decision 
that prohibits juries from assuming that cross contamination in the restaurants was the result of faulty 
practices of handling. 

The Santa Ana appeals court seems to have disregarded that older appellate decision. 69) It has 
been cited for improper food storage, cross contamination and incorrect handling on three separate instances. 

It was clear that the negligent food handling practices at this restaurant were responsible for a deadly 
cross contamination that resulted in Sarti's food poisoning. 70) Still, she has incurred more than a 
million dollars worth of medical bills, and expects to need more medical care in the future.

In today’s frenetic workplace, where distractions are constant and competition is often fierce, stress 
has never been higher. From panic attacks and anxiety to poor sleep, acid reflux, high blood pressure 
and strokes, stress is causing our bodies to mentally and physically shut down, according to Dr. Tara 
Swart, neuroscientist and co-author of “ Neuroscience for Leadership” . 

Instead of telling us what we shouldn’t be doing, Swart has noted a few telltale signs we need to 
watch out for, signs that we’re letting stress get to us. Some of the physical signs include fatigue, 
muscular aches and pains, and flu and colds that are lingering longer—a sign that stress is starting to 
erode your immune system, she said. 71) Other physical symptoms include problems related to 
the gut and limbic system of the brain—things like heartburn, reflux and irritable bowel syndrome can 
be signs of stress as well. Sometimes, stress can send us spiraling into survival mode, as Swart calls it. 

72) Being irritable and moody are also signs that stress is getting to us. 

73) Aerobic exercise helps, says Swart, as it releases endorphins (MEK) and reduces our 
cortisol (皮质 醇 ) levels.

I think the 
view implied in the saying is too partial. 

Indeed, there were wealthy families whose wealth couldn't last for more than three generations. For these 
families, the causes of failure are different, but there are some common banes, for example, the unsuccessful 
family-wealth management, the wrong management philosophy , the failed family-education. In such families, 
the children were inbred wealthy , and usually they are spoiled and vulnerable, just indulging in the extravagant 
and wasteful lives. They lack perseverance and hard-working spirit, so they have no courage to face the reality 
once adversity appears. But if one hopes to be wealthy and keep the wealth lasting long, he needs to have 
strong willpower and be optimistic. That is exactly what the young generations of some wealthy families have 
lost. 

Nevertheless there have been many wealthy families whose wealth last for more than three generations in 
both ancient and modern China. For example, Fan Li, the famous statesman, economist, strategist and 
Taoist, was the richest man in ancient China's Warring States period. He had distributed all of his properties to 
others for three times, and several years later he became the richest man again in his time. Furthermore, 
centuries later now the young generations of Fan Li are still wealthy and brilliant in many social fields. Wealth 
of Fan Li's family has lasted for far more than three generations. Even in modern times we have a lot of good 
examples of families whose wealth lasts for many generations, the one worth mentioning is the Chinese 
traditional herbal medicine Chain store, Tongrentang. Tongrentang has successfully managed Chinese 
traditional herbal medicine for more than 100 years. 

From what I have studied, whether a family's wealth can last for more than three generations mainly 
depends on people's good management philosophy. Wealth is obtained from society, and it should go back to 
society. People who have earned a lot of wealth ought to make more contributions to the society, and they

Mark Kelly is originally from Lancashire in England. He has been living in Japan for six years 
and, at the weekend, he is a fake priest. “I was living in Sapporo, studying Japanese, and I needed the 
money. It’s far better paid than teaching in a language school,” he said. “Being a fake priest is big 
business in Japan—T ve done a TV commercial for one company," he added. “In Sapporo, there are 
five agencies employing about 20 fake priests.

Once, the bride vomited on me 
and then fainted. It wasn't very romantic," he said. “Another difficulty is meeting genuine Japanese 
priests to meet the demand," he said. 

One Japanese Christian priest spoke out. "It is a real problem for us. They are not genuine and 
they give us a bad name,” he said. "It is important for the bride and groom to have a proper wedding , 
and they are not getting it from these foreign priests. I have even heard of hotels using staff when they 
can't find anyone else. " 

But Mr. Kelly argues that the ceremony is not about religion, but about image. "I give a good 
performance. I use an Apache wedding prayer in my ceremony. It works very well, although I had to 


take out the part about the bear god in the sky,” he said. “If people are crying by the end of the

There are already drugs that brighten moods, like Prozac, and other antidepressants that control 
levels of a brain chemical called serotonin. While originally meant to treat depression, these drugs have 
been used for other psychological conditions like shyness and anxiety and even by otherwise healthy 
people to feel better about themselves. 

But is putting people in a better mood really making them happy? People can also drown their 
sorrows in alcohol or get a euphoric feeling using narcotics, but few people who do so would be called 
truly happy. 

The President’s Council on Bioethics said in a recent report that while antidepressants might make 
some people happier, they can also substitute for what can truly bring happiness; a sense of satisfaction 
with one’s identity, accomplishments and relationships. 

“Tn the pursuit of happiness human beings have always worried about falling for the appearance of 
happiness and missing its reality,” the council wrote. It added, “Yet a fraudulent happiness is just what 
the pharmacological management of our mental lives threatens to confer upon us. ” 

Now the race is on to develop pills to make people smarter. These drugs aim at memory loss that 
occurs in people with Alzheimer’s disease or a precursor called mild cognitive impairment. 

But it is lost on no one that if a memory drug works and is safe, it may one day be used by healthy 
people to learn faster and remember longer. 

Studies have already shown that animals can be made to do both when the activity of certain genes 
is increased or decreased. Dr. Tom Tully, a professor at Cold Spring Harbor Laboratory, created 
genetically engineered fruit flies that he said had “photographic memory. " They could, in one session, 
learn something that took normal flies 10 sessions. 

" [t immediately convinced everyone that memory was going to be just another biological process, " 


Dr. Tully said. " There's nothing special about it. That meant that it was going to be treatable and 
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manipulable. ' 
But experts say that improving memory will not necessarily make one smarter, in the sense of IQ, 
let alone in wisdom. “It would be a mistake to think that drugs that have an impact on memory 
necessarily will have an effect on intelligence," said Dr. Daniel L. Schacher, chairman of psychology 
at Harvard. 
“Is it a good thing to remember everything?" Dr. Tully asked. Could a brain too crammed with 


information suffer some sort of overload?

The staff of Normandy Crossing Elementary School outside Houston eagerly awaited the results of 
state achievement tests this spring. For the principal and assistant principal, high scores could buoy their 
careers at a time when success is increasingly measured by such tests. For fifth-grade math and science 
teachers, the rewards were more tangible; a bonus of $2, 850. 

But when the results came back, some seemed too good to be true. Indeed, after an investigation 
by the Galena Park Independent School District, the principal and three teachers resigned May 24 in a 
scandal over test tampering. 

The district said the educators had distributed a detailed study guide after stealing a look at the state 
science test by “tubing” it—squeezing a test booklet, without breaking its paper seal, to form an open 
tube so that questions inside could be seen and used in the guide. The district invalidated students’ 
scores. 

Of all the forms of academic cheating, none may be as startling as educators tampering with 
children’s standardized tests. But investigations in many states this year have pointed to cheating by 
educators. Experts say the phenomenon is increasing as the stakes over standardized testing become 


higher—including, most recently, taking students progress on tests into consideration in teachers’ 


© 


performance reviews. 
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Many school districts already link teachers’ bonuses to student improvement on state assessments. 
Houston decided this year to use the data to identify experienced teachers for dismissal, and New York 
City will use it to make tenure decisions on novice teachers. 

The federal No Child Left Behind law is a further source of pressure. Like a high jump bar set 
intentionally low in the beginning , the law—which mandates that public schools bring all students up to 
grade level in reading and math by 2014—was easy to satisfy early on. But the bar is notched higher 
annually, and the penalties for schools that fail to get over it also rise: teachers and administrators can 
lose jobs and see their school taken over. 

No national data is collected on educator cheating. Experts who consult with school systems 
estimated that 1 percent to 3 percent of teachers—thousands annually—cross the line between accepted 
ways of boosting scores, like using old tests to prepare students, and actual cheating. 

“Educators feel that their schools’ reputation, their livelihoods, their psychic meaning in life is at

stake," said Robert Schaeffer, public education director for FairTest.

The debate as to whether the Internet or books are a boon to school education is conducted on the 
supposition that the medium is the message. But sometimes the medium is just the medium. What 
matters is the way people think about themselves while engaged in the two activities. A person who 


becomes a citizen of the literary world enters a hierarchical universe. There are classic works of literature 
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at the top and beach reading at the bottom. 

A person enters this world as a novice, and slowly studies the works of great writers and scholars. 
Respect is paid to the writers who transmit that wisdom. 

A citizen of the Internet has a very different experience. The Internet smashes hierarchy and is not 
marked by respect. Maybe it would be different if it had been invented in Victorian England, but 
Internet culture is set in contemporary America. Internet culture is egalitarian. The young are more 
accomplished than the old. The new media is supposedly cleverer than the old media. The dominant 
activity is free-wheeling , disrespectful, antiauthority disputation. 

These different cultures foster different types of learning. The great essayist Joseph Epstein once 
distinguished between being well informed, being hip and being cultivated. The Internet helps you 
become well informed—knowledgeable about current events, the latest controversies and important 
trends. The Internet also helps you become hip—to learn about what’s going on, as Epstein writes, “in 
those lively waters outside the boring mainstream. ” 

But the literary world is still better at helping you become cultivated, mastering significant things of 
lasting importance. To learn these sorts of things, you have to defer to greater minds than your own. 
You have to take the time to immerse yourself in a great writer’s world. You have to respect the 
authority of the teacher. 

Right now, the literary world is better at encouraging this kind of identity. The Internet culture 
may produce better conversationalists , but the literary culture still produces better students. 

It’s better at distinguishing the important from the unimportant, and making the important more 
prestigious. 

Perhaps that will change. Already, more “old-fashioned” outposts are opening up across the Web. 
It could be that the real debate will not be books versus the Internet but how to build an Internet 


counterculture that will better attract people to serious learning.

British visitors in the 19" century, like Frances Trollope and Charles Dickens, found the 
Americans’ self-confidence, national pride and boastfulness almost insufferable, but they had to admit 
that the Americans got things done. Enterprising chaps like Andrew Camegie emigrated from gaunt 
British poverty to accumulate Wagnerian fortunes on the other side of the Atlantic. 

In the 20" century, too, a succession of visitors as different as Rudyard Kipling, Winston Churchill 
and Alistair Cooke loved recharging their spiritual batteries with long trips to America. Cooke even 
made a career out of praising America’s can-do attitude, though with an undercurrent of irony at its 
excesses. What would he make of its current moods? 

Today, recession-related jitters are widespread. Nearly everyone knows someone who has just lost 
their job and can’t help speculating whether they’re going to be next. American gloom comes in both 
highbrow and lowbrow forms. It has become characteristic of the wealthiest and most highly educated 
Americans to be pessimistic about their country. They fear the erosion of civil liberties, a loss of 
competitiveness and an inability to produce new generation of elite scientists. 

Lowbrow gloom, sometimes developing into self-contempt, is easy to find just by turning on the 
TV. Millions watch The Biggest Loser, a show in which hideously overweight citizens cast off their last 
race of dignity as they compete to shed rolls of fat.

Ever since the early days of modern computing in the 1940s, the biological metaphor has been 
irresistible. The first computers — room-size behemoths — were referred to as "giant brains" or 
“electronic brains" , in headlines and everyday speech. As computers improved and became capable of 
some tasks familiar to humans, like playing chess, the term used was “artificial intelligence”. DNA, it 
is said, is the original software. 

For the most part, the biological metaphor has long been just that — a simplifying analogy rather 
than a blueprint for how to do computing. Engineering, not biology, guided the pursuit of artificial 
intelligence. As Frederick Jelinek, a pioneer in speech recognition, put it, “airplanes don’t flap their 
wings. ” 

Yet the principles of biology are gaining ground as a tool in computing. The shift in thinking 
results from advances in neuroscience and computer science, and from the prod of necessity. 

The physical limits of conventional computer designs are within sight — not today or tomorrow, 
but soon enough. Nanoscale circuits cannot shrink much further. Today’s chips are power hogs, running 
hot, which curbs how much of a chip’s circuitry can be used. These limits loom as demand is 
accelerating for computing capacity to make sense of a surge of new digital data from sensors, online 
commerce, social networks, video streams and corporate and government databases. 

To meet the challenge, without gobbling the world’s energy supply, a different approach will be 
needed. And biology, scientists say, promises to contribute more than metaphors. “Every time we look 
at this, biology provides a clue as to how we should pursue the frontiers of computing,” said John E. 
Kelly, the director of research at I. B. M. 

Dr. Kelly points to Watson, the question-answering computer that can play “Jeopardy!” and beat 
two human champions earlier this year. I. B. M. 's clever machine consumes 85, 000 watts of electricity , 
while the human brain runs on just 20 watts. “Evolution figured this out,” Dr. Kelly said. 

Several biologically inspired paths are being explored by computer scientists in universities and 
corporate laboratories worldwide. One project, a collaboration of computer scientists and neuroscientists 


begun three years ago, has been encouraging enough that in August it won a $21 million round of

government financing. In recent months, the team has developed prototype “ neurosynaptic ’ 
microprocessors, or chips that operate more like neurons and synapses than like conventional 


semiconductors.

South Korea’s hagwon ( private tutoring academies) crackdown is one part of a larger quest to 
tame the country’s culture of educational masochism. At the national and local levels, politicians are 
changing school testing and university admissions policies to reduce student stress and reward softer 
qualities like creativity. “ One-size-fits-all, government-led uniform curriculums and an education 
system that is locked only onto the college-entrance examination are not acceptable," President Lee 
Myung-bak vowed at his inauguration in 2008. 

But cramming is deeply embedded in Asia, where top grades — and often nothing else — have 
long been prized as essential for professional success. Modern-day South Korea has taken this 
competition to new extremes. In 2010, 7496 of all students engaged in some kind of private after-school 
instruction, sometimes called shadow education, at an average cost of $ 2, 600 per student for the year. 
There are more private instructors in South Korea than there are schoolteachers, and the most popular of 
them make millions of dollars a year from online and in-person classes. When Singapore's Education 
Minister was asked last year about his nation's reliance on private tutoring, he found one reason for 
hope: "We're not as bad as the Koreans. " 

In Seoul, legions of students who fail to get into top universities spend the entire year after high 
school attending hagwons to improve their scores on university admissions exams. And they must 
compete even to do this. At the prestigious Daesung Institute, admission is based ( diabolically 
enough) on students’ test scores. Only 14% of applicants are accepted. After a year of 14-hour days, 


about 7096 gain entry to one of the nation's top three universities. 
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From a distance, South Korea’s results look enviable. Its students consistently outperform their 
counterparts in almost every country in reading and math. In the U.S., Barack Obama and his 
Education Secretary speak glowingly of the enthusiasm South Korean parents have for educating their 
children, and they lament how far U. S. students are falling behind. Without its education obsession, 
South Korea could not have transformed into the economic powerhouse that it is today. But the 


country's leaders worry that unless its rigid, hierarchical system starts to nurture more innovation, 


economic growth will stall. " You Americans see a bright side of the Korean system," Education

A dispute that, according to MPs, threatens the very survival of London Metropolitan University , 
the capital's biggest higher education institution, is spilling over on to London's streets. Last week lorry 
drivers on Holloway Road in Islington watched as a group of students and staff picketed a meeting of 
London Met's governors. 

“Save our Staff" and “London Met on the Roper" , a reference to the university's vice-chancellor, 
Professor Brian Roper, screamed the banners. 

The university , which has 34, 000 students, has long attracted controversy for the militancy of its 
staff and students, but the latest row is a more serious matter. This crisis is over an attempt by the 


Higher Education Funding Council to claw back more than £ 50m of money that London Met should not 
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have received. It is believed that as many as 500 jobs could go as a result of the university having been 
overpaid for student dropouts since 2005, and the unions are furious, claiming at the same time that the 
university is being unfairly treated by Hefc but that neither the managers nor the governors have explored 
the alternatives to job cuts. 

“The University and College Union are very concerned that the Hefc regulations appear to 
discriminate against widening participation,” said a UCU spokesperson. “But we also feel very strongly 
about the fact that the management are not consulting the unions as they are required to do in law and 
that they have not considered alternatives like a freeze on new appointments. ” 

One of the issues in dispute is whether students who did not take their assessments at the end of the 
year but were intending to take them the following year should be classified as drop-outs. Hefc considers 
them to have dropped out and says that its funding definitions apply to all universities regardless; UCU 
believes they should not be classified in this way on the grounds that they need all the help they can get 
to complete the course. 

The dispute has also hit the House of Commons. An early day motion signed by MPs says that the 
scale of the cuts — an £ 18m reduction in teaching budgets and £ 38m in claw-backs for previous 
years — “throws the future viability of the university into doubt at a time when education and training 


are vital to the capital's economic health" .

VIAL 
After years of defensiveness, a siege mentality and the stonewalling of any criticism, a quiet 
revolution is under way in animal research. 


What has triggered this change of heart? It’s partly down to the economic climate plus fewer new 
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medicines and the removal of much of the threat from animal rights extremism, in the UK at least. 

Until recently the only criticism of animal research came from antivivisection groups who 
persistently complained about a lack of transparency. Now criticism is coming from researchers too, 
with the recognition that not all aspects of animal experimentation are as robust as they should be and 
that something needs to change. 

That is why we have published new guidelines aimed at improving the quality of reporting on 
animal experiments in research papers. These have been met with support, notably from the major 
funding bodies and many international journals. This is indicative of the new climate in which we 
operate. 

Five years ago the guidelines would have been met with skepticism and accusations of increased 
bureaucracy from some within the scientific community. 

The difference is that these guidelines come in the wake of recent studies, which reveal serious 
shortcomings in animal research. One by my own organisation, the UK’s NC3Rs, found that key 
information was missing from many of the 300 or so publications we analysed that described publicly 
funded experiments on rodents and monkeys in the UK and the US. 

The new guidelines should ensure the science emerging from animal research is maximised and that 
every animal used counts. Better reporting will allow greater opportunity to evaluate which animal 
models are useful and which are not. One way of doing this is through the systematic reviews that are 
the gold standard in clinical studies but rarely undertaken for animal studies due to the lack of 
information published. 

Animal research has been a thorn in the side of researchers for many years. We can’t afford to get 
this wrong, scientifically, ethically or financially. Failings in reporting animal data properly can be 
perceived as an attempt to hide something, either about the quality or value of what is being done. 
When animal research is funded from the public purse a public mandate is essential. There is much 
scope for improvement. It is time for scientists — funders, researchers and editors — to use the new 


guidelines to put our house in order.

Likenesses of Buddha are these days so commonplace — the casual adornment of fashionable spas , 
fusion restaurants and Parisian nightclubs — that it is strange to think that artists once hesitated, out of 
reverence, to portray the Buddha in corporeal form. In 2nd century India, judging by a 2nd century 
sandstone carving excavated from Mathura, it was sufficient to simply depict an empty throne — the 
implication that the Buddha was a spiritual king being very clearly understood by anyone who saw it. 

But as the stunning new gallery of Buddhist sculpture at London’s Victoria and Albert Museum 
makes plain, somewhere along the line the reticence about rendering the Buddha’s likeness gave way, 
and the world embarked on two millenniums of rich iconography and statuary. The gallery’s 47 
masterworks, culled from the museum’s renowned Asian collections, trace the Buddha’s portrayal from 
the 2nd to 19th centuries, in places as diverse as India, Java and Japan. 

Inspiration came from unexpected sources. Some sculptors in Sri Lanka and China simply shaped 
the Buddha in their own likenesses. A 4th century stucco bust unearthed in Afghanistan features the full 
lips associated with Indian Gupta art, but also fulsome curls that reflect the Greco-Roman artists brought 
to the region by Alexander the Great. 

Other enlightened souls are shown beside the Buddha. Among the gallery’s most glorious artifacts 
are depictions of Bodhisattvas — those who deliberately postpone their passage to nirvana, Buddhists 
believe, in order to help others along the eightfold path. In the 14th century , metalworkers from Nepal's 
Kathmandu Valley crafted the Bodhisattva Avalokiteshvara, a manifestation of the Buddhist lord of 
compassion, in gilded copper and precious-stone inlay. An androgynous-looking deity with wide hips 
and sensuous form (in Chinese tradition, Avalokiteshvara or Guan Yin is female, in others male) , 
Avalokiteshvara’s serene face projects the harmony to which all Buddhists aspire. 

John Clarke, the gallery’s principal curator, says that Avalokiteshvara is sometimes depicted 
holding a blooming lotus — a symbol of spiritual purity. “It comes up from the mud, flowers, and

In August 1969 an unmarried pregnant woman living in Texas wanted to terminate her pregnancy by 
having an abortion. Her doctor refused this request because Texas law made it a crime to have an 
abortion unless the operation was necessary to save the mother’s life. 66 Throughout the legal 
proceedings, the woman was identified as Jane Roe to protect her anonymity. Roe's lawyers claimed 
that the Texas abortion laws violated her rights under the due process clause of the 14th Amendment, 
which prohibited states from depriving their citizens of life, liberty, or property without due process of 
law. 


67 Justice Harry Blackmun recognized that a woman's right to an abortion could be limited by 





"a compelling state interest" to protect her health and life. Based on medical evidence, Justice 
Blackmun concluded that during the “second trimester” of a woman's pregnancy (months 4 to 6) , the 
state might intervene to regulate abortion to protect the mother's well-being. And the state could regulate 
or prohibit abortion during the third trimester (months 7 to 9). 68 

The Roe decision has generated continuing controversy. 69 Its critics can be roughly divided 
into two groups; those who oppose the decision because they believe abortion is murder and those who 
believe that the Court improperly substituted its policy preference for the will of the people as expressed 


through their elected representatives in state governments. 70 And so it has been since 1973, when 





the Roe case was decided. Efforts to modify or overturn the Roe decision have continued. In Webster 
Reproductive Health Services (1989) , for example, the Court upheld provisions of a Missouri law that 


restricted the right to an abortion, a retreat from the Roe decision that stopped short of overturning it. 


A. However, during the first trimester ( months 1 to 3) of a pregnancy, it seemed unlikely that there 
would be “a compelling state interest" to restrict abortion rights to protect the health and life of the 
mother.

The human ear contains the organ for hearing and the organ for balance. Both organs involve fluid- 
filled channels containing hair cells that produce electrochemical impulses when the hairs are stimulated 
by moving fluid. 

The ear can be divided into three regions; outer, middle, and inner. The outer ear collects sound 
waves and directs them to the eardrum separating the outer ear from the middle ear. The middle ear 
conducts sound vibrations through three small bones to the inner ear. The inner ear is a network of 
channels containing fluid that moves in response to sound or movement. 

To perform the function of hearing, the ear converts the energy of pressure waves moving through 
the air into nerve impulses that the brain perceives as sound. Vibrating objects, such as the vocal cords 
of a speaking person, create waves in the surrounding air. These waves cause the eardrum to vibrate 
with the same frequency. The three bones of the middle ear amplify and transmit the vibrations to the 
oval window, a membrane on the surface of the cochlea, the organ of hearing. Vibrations of the oval 
window produce pressure waves in the fluid inside the cochlea. Hair cells in the cochlea convert the 
energy of the vibrating fluid into impulses that travel along the auditory nerve to the brain. 

The organ for balance is also located in the inner ear. Sensations related to body position are 
generated much like sensations of sound. Hair cells in the inner ear respond to changes in head position 
with respect to gravity and movement. Gravity is always pulling down on the hairs, sending a constant 
series of impulses to the brain. When the position of the head changes—as when the head bends 
forward—the force on the hair cells changes its output of nerve impulses. The brain then interprets these 


changes to determine the head’s new position.

Passage Two 
IORI 

The geology of the Earth’s surface is dominated by the particular properties of water. Present on 
Earth in solid, liquid, and gaseous states, water is exceptionally reactive. It dissolves, transports, and 
precipitates many chemical compounds and is constantly modifying the face of the Earth. 

Evaporated from the oceans, water vapor forms clouds, some of which are transported by wind 
over the continents. Condensation from the clouds provides the essential agent of continental erosion; 
rain. Precipitated onto the ground, the water trickles down to form brooks, streams, and rivers, 
constituting what is called the hydrographic network. This immense polarized network channels the 
water toward a single receptacle; an ocean. Gravity dominates this entire step in the cycle because water 
tends to minimize its potential energy by running from high altitudes toward the reference point that is 
sea level. 

The rate at which a molecule of water passes through the cycle is not random but is a measure of 
the relative size of the various reservoirs. If we define residence time as the average time for a water 
molecule to pass through one of the three reservoirs—atmosphere, continent, and ocean—we see that 
the times are very different. A water molecule stays, on an average, eleven days in the atmosphere, one 
hundred years on a continent and forty thousand years in the ocean. This last figure shows the 
importance of the ocean as the principal reservoir of the hydrosphere but also the rapidity of water 
transport on the continents. 

A vast chemical separation process takes place during the flow of water over the continents. Soluble 
ions such as calcium, sodium, potassium, and some magnesium are dissolved and transported. 
Insoluble ions such as aluminum, iron, and silicon stay where they are and form the thin, fertile skin of 
soil on which vegetation can grow. Sometimes soils are destroyed and transported mechanically during 
flooding. The erosion of the continents thus results from two closely linked and interdependent 
processes, chemical erosion and mechanical erosion. Their respective interactions and efficiency depend 


on different factors.

Passage Three 
WYRE 

Scientists have long understood that supermassive black holes weighing millions or billions of suns 
can tear apart stars that come too close. The black hole’s gravity pulls harder on the nearest part of the 
star, an imbalance that pulls the star apart over a period of minutes or hours, once it gets close enough. 

Scientists say this uneven pulling is not the only hazard facing the star. The strain of these 
unbalanced forces can also trigger a nuclear explosion powerful enough to destroy the star from within. 
Matthieu Brassart and Jean-Pierre Luminet of the Observatoire de Paris in Meudon, France, carried out 
computer simulations of the final moments of such an unfortunate star’s life, as it veered towards a 
supermassive black hole. 

When the star gets close enough, the uneven forces flatten it into a pancake shape. Some previous 
studies had suggested this flattening would increase the density and temperature inside the star enough to 
trigger intense nuclear reactions that would tear it apart. But other studies had suggested that the picture 
would be complicated by shock waves generated during the flattening process and that no nuclear 
explosion should occur. 

The new simulations investigated the effects of shock waves in detail, and found that even when 
their effects are included, the conditions favor a nuclear explosion. “There will be an explosion of the 
star — it will be completely destroyed,” Brassart says. Although the explosion obliterates the star, it 
saves some of the star’s matter from being devoured by the black hole. The explosion is powerful 
enough to hurl much of the star’s matter out of the black hole’s reach, he says. 

The devouring of stars by black holes may already have been observed, although at a much later 
stage. It is thought that several months after the event that rips the star apart, its matter starts swirling 
into the hole itself. It heats up as it does so, releasing ultraviolet light and X-rays. 

If stars disrupted near black holes really do explode, then they could in principle allow these events 
to be detected at a much earlier stage, says Jules Hatpern of Columbia University in New York, US. 
“Tt may make it possible to see the disruption of that star immediately if it gets hot enough,” he says. 

Brassart agrees. “Perhaps it can be observed in the X-rays and gamma rays, but it’s something 
that needs to be more studied,” he says. Supernova researcher Chris Fryer of the Los Alamos National 
Laboratory in Los Alamos, New Mexico, US, says the deaths of these stars are difficult to simulate, 


and he is not sure whether the researchers have proven their case that they explode in the process.

Our culture has caused most Americans to assume not only that our language is universal but that 
the gestures we use are understood by everyone. We do not realize that waving good-bye is the way to 
summon a person from the Philippines to one’s side, or that in Italy and some Latin-American 
countries, curling the finger to oneself is a sign of farewell. 

Those private citizens who sent packages to our troops occupying Germany after World War II and 
marked them GIFT to escape duty payments did not bother to find out that “Gift” means poison in 
German. Moreover, we like to think of ourselves as friendly, yet we prefer to be at least 3 feet or an 
arm’s length away from others. Latins and Middle Easterners like to come closer and touch, which 
makes Americans uncomfortable. 

Our linguistic and cultural blindness and the casualness with which we take notice of the developed 
tastes, gestures, customs and languages of other countries, are making us lose friends, business and 
respect in the world. 

Even here in the United States, we make few concessions to the needs of foreign visitors. There 
are no information signs in four languages on our public buildings or monuments; we do not have 
multilingual guided tours. Very few restaurant menus have translations, and multilingual waiters, bank 
clerks and policemen are rare. Our transportation systems have maps in English only and often we 
ourselves have difficulty understanding them. 

When we go abroad, we tend to cluster in hotels and restaurants where English is spoken. Then 
attitudes and information we pick up are conditioned by those natives—usually the richer—who speak 
English. Our business dealings, as well as the nation’s diplomacy, are conducted through interpreters. 

For many years, America and Americans could get by with cultural blindness and linguistic 
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ignorance. After all America is the most powerful country of the free world, the distributor needing 
funds and goods. 

But all that is past. American dollars no longer buy all good things, and we are slowly beginning 
to realize that our proper role in the world is changing. A 1979 Harris poll reported that 55 percent of 
Americans want this country to play a more significant role in world affairs; we want to have a hand in 


the important decisions of the next century, even though it may not always be the upper hand.

Historians have only recently begun to note the increase in demand for luxury goods and services 
that took place in 18th-century England. McKendrick has explored the Wedgwood firm's remarkable 
success in marketing luxury pottery; Plumb has written about the proliferation of provincial theaters , 
musical festivals, and children's toys and books. While the fact of this consumer revolution is hardly in 
doubt, three key questions remain; Who were the consumers? What were their motives? And what were 
the effects of the new demand for luxuries? 

An answer to the first of these has been difficult to obtain. Although it has been possible to infer 
from the goods and services actually produced what manufactures and servicing trades thought their 
customers wanted , only a study of relevant personal documents written by actual consumers will provide 
a precise picture of who wanted what. We still need to know how large this consumer market was and 
how far down the social scale the consumer demand for luxury goods penetrated. With regard to this last 
question, we might note in passing that Thompson, while rightly restoring laboring people to the stage 
of 18th-century English history, has probably exaggerated the opposition of these people to the inroads 
of capitalist consumerism in general; for example, laboring people in eighteenth-century England readily 


shifted from home-brewed beer to standardized beer produced by huge, heavily capitalized urban 


o 


breweries. 
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To answer the question of why consumers became so eager to buy, some historians have pointed to 
the ability of manufacturers to advertise in a relatively uncensored press. This, however, hardly seems a 
sufficient answer. McKendrick favors a Veblen model of conspicuous consumption stimulated by 
competition for status. The “middling sort” bought goods and services because they wanted to follow 
fashions set by the rich. Again, we may wonder whether this explanation is sufficient. Do not people 
enjoy buying things as a form of self-gratification? If so, consumerism could be seen as a product of the 
rise of new concepts of individualism and materialism (a preoccupation with or stress upon material 
rather than intellectual or spiritual things), but not necessarily of the frenzy for conspicuous 
competition. 

Finally, what were the consequences of this consumer demand for luxuries? McKendrick claims 
that it goes a long way toward explaining the coming of the Industrial Revolution. But does it? What, 
for example, does the production of high-quality pottery and toys have to do with the development of 
iron manufacture or textile mills? It is perfectly possible to have the psychology and reality of a 
consumer society without a heavy industrial sector. 

That future exploration of these key questions is undoubtedly necessary should not, however, 
diminish the force of the conclusion of recent studies; the insatiable demand in eighteenth-century 


England for frivolous as well as useful goods and services foreshadows our own world.

Pity those who aspire to put the initials PhD after their names. After 16 years of closely supervised 
education, prospective doctors of philosophy are left more or less alone to write the equivalent of a large 
book. Most social-science postgraduates have still not completed their theses by the time their grant runs 
out after three years. They must then get a job and finish in their spare time, which can often take a 
further three years. By then, most new doctors are sick to death of the narrowly defined subject which 
has blighted their holidays and ruined their evenings. 

The Economic and Social Research Council, which gives grants to postgraduate social scientists , 
wants to get better value for money by cutting short this agony. It would like to see faster completion 
rates; until recently, only about 25% of PhD candidates were finishing within four years. The 
ESRC’s response has been to stop PhD grants to all institutions where the proportion taking less than 
four years is below 10% ; in the first year of this policy the national average shot up to 39%. The 
ESRC feels vindicated in its toughness, and will progressively raise the threshold to 40% in two 
years. Unless completion rates improve further, this would exclude 55 out of 73 universities and 
polytechnics — including Oxford University, the London School of Economics and the London 
Business School. 

Predictably , howls of protest have come from the universities, who view the blacklisting of whole 
institutions as arbitrary and negative. They point out that many of the best students go quickly into jobs 
where they can apply their research skills, but consequently take longer to finish their theses. 
Polytechnics with as few as two PhD candidates complain that they are penalized by random fluctuations 
in student performance. The colleges say there is no hard evidence to prove that faster completion rates 
result from greater efficiency rather than lower standards or less ambitious doctoral topics. 

The ESRC thinks it might not be a bad thing if PhD students were more modest in their aims. It 
would prefer to see more systematic teaching of research skills and fewer unrealistic expectations placed 
on young men and women who are undertaking their first piece of serious research. So in future its 
grants will be given only where it is convinced that students are being trained as researchers, rather than 
carrying out purely knowledge-based studies. 

The ESRC can not dictate the standard of thesis required by external examiners, or force 
departments to give graduates more teaching time. The most it can do is to try to persuade universities to 
change their ways. Recalcitrant professors should note that students want more research training and a 


less elaborate style of thesis, too.

Many of today’s young people have a difficult time seeing any moral dimension to their actions. 
There are a number of reasons why that’s true, but none more prominent than a failed system of 
education that eschews teaching children the traditional moral values that bind Americans together as a 
society and a culture. That failed approach, called “decision-making” , was introduced in schools 25 
years ago. It tells children to decide for themselves what is right and what is wrong. It replaced 
“character education”. Character education didn’t ask children to reinvent the moral wheel; instead, it 
encouraged them to practice habits of courage, justice and self-control. 

In the 1940s, when a character education approach prevailed, teachers worried about students 
chewing gum; today they worry about robbery and rape. Decision-making curriculums pose thorny 
ethical dilemmas to students, leaving them with the impression that all morality is problematic and that 
all questions of right and wrong are in dispute. Youngsters are forced to question values and virtues 
they’ve never acquired in the first place or upon which they have only a tenuous hold. The assumption 
behind this method is that students will arrive at good moral conclusions if only they are given the 
chance. But the actual result is moral confusion. 

For example, a recent national study of 1, 700 sixth- to ninth-graders revealed that a majority of 
boys considered rape to be acceptable under certain conditions. Astoundingly, many of the girls agreed. 

This kind of moral illiteracy is further encouraged by values-education programs that are little more 
than courses in self-esteem. These programs are based on the questionable assumption that a child who 
feels good about himself or herself won't want to do anything wrong. But it is just as reasonable to make 
an opposite assumption; namely, that a child who has uncritical self-regard will conclude that he or she 
can't do anything bad. 

Such naive self-acceptance results in large part from the non-directive, non-judgmental as-long-as- 
you-feel-comfortable-with-your-choices mentality that has pervaded public education for the last two and 
one-half decades. Many of today's drug education, sex education and values-education courses are 
based on the same 1960s philosophy that helped fuel the explosion in teen drug use and sexual activity in 
the first place. 

Meanwhile, while educators are still fiddling with outdated "feel-good" approaches, New York, 
Washington, and Los Angeles are burning. Youngsters are leaving school believing that matters of right 
and wrong are always merely subjective. If you pass a stranger on the street and decide to murder him 
because you need money—if it feels right—you go with that feeling. Clearly, murder is not taught in 
our schools, but such a conclusion— just about any conclusion— can be reached and justified using the 
decision-making method. 

It is time to consign the fads of "decision-making" and "non-judgmentalism" to the ash heap of 
failed policies, and return to a proved method. Character education provides a much more realistic 
approach to moral formation. It is built on an understanding that we learn morality not by debating it but 


by practicing it.

When people in developing countries worry about migration, they are usually concerned at the prospect of

economies, depriving them of much-needed skilled workers who could have taught at their universities, worked

Section B 


In his essay “Children Must Be Taught to Tell Right from Wrong”, William Kilpatrick argues that the 
“decision-making” approach to the moral education of American youth, which replaced “character education” 
25 years ago, has prevented juveniles from behaving and thinking in accordance with the traditional moral 
principles that are fundamental to American society. 

According to Kilpatrick, decision-making methods instill in students a wrong belief that all norms of 
morality are subjective constructs with only relative truth in them and therefore can be interpreted flexibly and 
even questioned. This belief deprives them of the chance to secure solid moral standards and causes 
misconceptions about what should be clearly right or wrong. 

In parallel with this inadequacy of the “decision-making” approach are the unexpected outcomes of those 
values-education programs focusing on students’ self-esteem that supports the “non-judgmental” mindset 
dominating “decision-making” curriculums. Their mistaken assumption that feeling good warrants morality 
excuses students from criticizing and disciplining their own behaviors. 

Basing his conclusion on his analysis of the fundamental flaws of the decision-making approach, 
Kilpatrick finally proposes an immediate shift back to character education which he believes teaches morality 


more effectively by emphasizing practice instead of discussion.

Taken together, income, occupation, and education are good measures of people’s social standing. 
Using a layered model of stratification, most sociologists describe the class system in the United States 
as divided into several classes; upper, upper middle, middle, lower middle, and lower class. Each 
class is defined by characteristics such as income, occupational prestige, and educational attainment. 
The different groups are arrayed along a continuum with those with the most money, education, and 
prestige at the top and those with the least at the bottom. 

In the United States, the upper class owns the major share of corporate and personal wealth; it 
includes those who have held wealth for generations as well as those who have recently become rich. 
Only a very small proportion of people actually constitute the upper class, but they control vast amounts 
of wealth and power in the United States. They exercise enormous control throughout society. Most of 
their wealth is inherited. 

Despite social myths to the contrary, the best predictor of future wealth is the family into which 
you are born. Each year, the business magazine Forbes publishes a list of the “Forbes 400” — the four 
hundred wealthiest families and individuals in the country. Of all the wealth represented on the Forbes 
400 list, more than half is inherited. Those on the list who could be called “self-made” were not 
typically of modest origins; most inherited significant assets (Forbes, 1997; Sklar and Collins, 1997). 
Those in the upper class with newly acquired wealth are known as the nouveau niche. Although they 
may have vast amounts of money, they are often not accepted into “old rich” circles. 

The upper middle class includes those with high incomes and high social prestige. They tend to be 
well-educated professionals or business executives. Their earnings can be quite high indeed—successful 
business executives can earn millions of dollars a year. It is difficult to estimate exactly how many 
people fall into this group because of the difficulty of drawing lines between the upper, upper middle, 
and middle class. Indeed, the upper middle class is often thought of as “middle class” because their 
lifestyle sets the standard to which many aspire, but this lifestyle is simply beyond the means of a 
majority of people in the United States. 

The middle class is hard to define; in part, being “middle class” is more than just economic 
position. By far the majority of Americans identity themselves as middle class even though they vary 
widely in lifestyle and in resources at their disposal. But the idea that the United States is an open-class 
system leads many to think that the majority have a middle-class lifestyle because, in general, people 
tend not to want to recognize class distinctions in the United States. Thus, the middle class becomes the 
ubiquitous norm even though many who call themselves middle class have a tenuous hold on this class 
position. 

In the hierarchy of social class, the lower middle class includes workers in the skilled trades and 


low-income bureaucratic workers, many of whom may actually define themselves as middle class. 
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Examples are blue-collar workers (those in skilled trades who do manual labor) and many service 
workers, such as secretaries, hairdressers, waitresses, police, and firefighters. Medium to low income, 
education, and occupational prestige define the lower middle class relative to the class groups above it. 
The term “lower” in this class designation refers to the relative position of the group in the stratification 
system, but it has a pejorative sound to many people, especially to people who are members of this 
class. 

The lower class is composed primarily of the displaced and poor. People in this class have little 
formal education and are often unemployed or working in minimum-wage jobs. Forty percent of the 
poor work; 10 percent work year-round and full time—a proportion that has generally increased over 
time. Recently, the concept of the underclass has been added to the lower class. The underclass includes 
those who have been left behind by contemporary economic developments. Rejected from the economic 


system, those in the underclass may become dependent on public assistance or illegal activities.

“The word ‘ protection’ is no longer taboo”. This short sentence, uttered by French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy late last month, may have launched a new era in economic history. Why? For decades , 


Western leaders have believed that lowering trade barriers and tariffs was a natural good. Doing so, they 
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reasoned, would lead to greater economic efficiency and productivity, which in turn would improve 
human welfare. Championing free trade thus became a moral, not just an economic, cause. 

These leaders, of course, weren’t acting out of unselfishness. They knew their economies were the 
most competitive, so they’d profit most from liberalization. And developing countries feared that their 
economies would be swamped by superior Western productivity. Today, however, the tables have 
turned—though few acknowledge it. The West continues to preach free trade, but practices it less and 
less. Asia, meanwhile, continues to plead for special protection but practices more and more free trade. 

That’s why Sarkozy’s word was so important; he finally injected some honesty into the trade 
debate. The truth is that large parts of the West are losing faith in free trade, though few leaders admit 
it. Some economists are more honest. Paul Krugman is one of the few willing to acknowledge that 
protectionist arguments are returning. In the short run, there will be winners and losers will be in the 
West. Economists in the developed world used to love quoting Joseph Schumpeter, who said that 
“creative destruction” was an essential part of capitalist growth. But they always assumed that 
destruction would happen over there. When Western workers began losing jobs, suddenly their leaders 
began to lose faith in their principles. Things have yet to reverse completely. But there’s clearly a 
negative trend in Western theory and practice. 

A little hypocrisy is not in itself a serious problem. The real problem is that Western governments 
continue to insist that they retain control of the key global economic and financial institutions while drifting 
away from global liberalization. Look at what’s happening at the IMF (International Monetary Fund). The 
Europeans have demanded that they keep the post of managing director. But all too often, Western officials 
put their own interests above everyone else’s when they dominate these global institutions. 

The time has therefore come for the Asians—who are clearly the new winners in today’s global 
economy—to provide more intellectual leadership in supporting free trade. Sadly, they have yet to do 
so. Unless Asians speak out, however, there’s a real danger that Adam Smith’s principles, which have 
brought so much good to the world, could gradually die. And that would leave all of us worse off, in 


one way or another.

Growth, reproduction, and daily metabolism all require an organism to expend energy. The 
expenditure of energy is essentially a process of budgeting, just as finances are budgeted. If all of one's 
money is spent on clothes, there may be none left to buy food or go to the movies. Similarly, a plant or 
animal cannot squander all its energy on growing a big body if none would be left over for 
reproduction, for this is the surest way to extinction. 

All organisms, therefore, allocate energy to growth, reproduction, maintenance, and storage. No 
choice is involved; this allocation comes as part of the genetic package from the parents. Maintenance 
for a given body design of an organism is relatively constant. Storage is important, but ultimately that 
energy will be used for maintenance, reproduction, or growth. Therefore the principal differences in 
energy allocation are likely to be between growth and reproduction. 

Almost all of an organism's energy can be diverted to reproduction, with very little allocated to 


» 


building the body. Organisms at this extreme are “ opportunists At the other extreme are 
"competitors", almost all of whose resources are invested in building a huge body, with a bare 
minimum allocated to reproduction. 

Dandelions are good examples of opportunists. Their seed heads raised just high enough above the 
ground to catch the wind, the plants are no bigger than they need be, their stems are hollow, and all the 
rigidity comes from their water content. Thus, a minimum investment has been made in the body that 
becomes a platform for seed dispersal. These very short-lived plants reproduce prolifically ; that is to say 
they provide a constant rain of seed in the neighborhood of parent plants. A new plant will spring up 
wherever a seed falls on a suitable soil surface, but because they do not build big bodies, they cannot 
compete with other plants for space, water, or sunlight. These plants are termed opportunists because 
they rely on their seeds’ falling into settings where competing plants have been removed by natural 
processes, such as along an eroding riverbank, on landslips, or where a tree falls and creates a gap in 
the forest canopy. 

Opportunists must constantly invade new areas to compensate for being displaced by more 
competitive species. Human landscapes of lawns, fields, or flowerbeds provide settings with bare soil 
and a lack of competitors that are perfect habitats for colonization by opportunists. Hence, many of the 
strongly opportunistic plants are the common weeds of fields and gardens. 

Because each individual is short-lived, the population of an opportunist species is likely to be 
adversely affected by drought, bad winters, or floods. If their population is tracked through time, it will 
be seen to be particularly unstable—soaring and plummeting in irregular cycles. 

The opposite of an opportunist is a competitor. These organisms tend to have big bodies, are long- 
lived, and spend relatively little effort each year on reproduction. An oak tree is a good example of a 
competitor. A massive oak claims its ground for 200 years or more, outcompeting all other would-be 
canopy trees by casting a dense shade and drawing up any free water in the soil. The leaves of an oak 
tree taste foul because they are rich in tannins, a chemical that renders them distasteful or indigestible to 


many organisms. The tannins are part of the defense mechanism that is essential to longevity. Although 
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oaks produce thousands of acorns, the investment in a crop of acorns is small compared with the energy 
spent on building leaves, trunk, and roots. Once an oak tree becomes established, it is likely to survive 
minor cycles of drought and even fire. A population of oaks is likely to be relatively stable through 
time, and its survival is likely to depend more on its ability to withstand the pressures of competition or 
predation than on its ability to take advantage of chance events. It should be noted, however, that the 
pure opportunist or pure competitor is rare in nature, as most species fall between the extremes of a 


continuum, exhibiting a blend of some opportunistic and some competitive characteristics.

Passage Four 


Many literary detectives have pored over a great puzzle concerning the writer Marcel Proust; what 
happened in 1909? How did Contre Saint-Beuve, an essay attacking the methods of the critic Saint 
Beuve, turn into the start of the novel Remembrance of Things Past? A recently published letter from 
Proust to the editor Vallette confirms that Fallois, the editor of the 1954 edition of Contre Saint-Beuve , 
made an essentially correct guess about the relationship of the essay to the novel. Fallois proposed that 
Proust had tried to begin a novel in 1908, abandoned it for what was to be a long demonstration of 
Saint-Beuve's blindness to the real nature of great writing, found the essay giving rise to personal 
memories and fictional developments, and allowed these to take over in a steadily developing novel. 

Draft passages in Proust's 1909 notebooks indicate that the transition from essay to novel began in 


Contre Saint-Beuve, when Proust introduced several examples to show the powerful influence that 
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involuntary memory exerts over the creative imagination. In effect, in trying to demonstrate that the 
imagination is more profound and less submissive to the intellect than Saint-Beuve assumed, Proust 
elicited vital memories of his own and, finding subtle connections between them, began to amass the 
material for Remembrance. By August, Proust was writing to Vallette, informing him of his intention to 
develop the material as a novel. Maurice Bardeche, in Marcel Proust, Romancier, has shown the 
importance in the drafts of Remembrance of spontaneous and apparently random associations of Proust's 
subconscious. As incidents and reflections occurred to Proust, he continually inserted new passages 
altering and expanding his narrative. But he found it difficult to control the drift of his inspiration. The 
very richness and complexity of the meaningful relationships that kept presenting and rearranging 
themselves on all levels, from abstract intelligence to profound dreamy feelings, made it difficult for 
Proust to set them out coherently. The beginning of control came when he saw how to connect the 
beginning and the end of his novel. 

Intrigued by Proust's claim that he had " begun and finished" Remembrance at the same time, 
Henri Bonnet discovered that parts of Remembrance’s last book were actually started in 1909. Already in 
that year, Proust had drafted descriptions of his novel's characters in their old age that would appear in 
the final book of Remembrance , where the permanence of art is set against the ravages of time. The 
letter to Vallette, drafts of the essay and novel, and Bonnet's researches establish in broad outline the 
process by which Proust generated his novel out of the ruins of his essay. But those of us who hoped, 
with Kolb, that Kolb's newly published complete edition of Proust's correspondence for 1909 would 
document the process in greater detail are disappointed. For until Proust was confident that he was at last 
in sight of a viable structure for Remembrance, he told few correspondents that he was producing 
anything more ambitious than Contre Saint-Beuve.

Passage Five 

Why do some desert plants grow tall and thin like organ pipes? Why do most trees in the tropics 
keep their leaves year round? Why in the Arctic tundra are there no trees at all? After many years 
without convincing general answers, we now know much about what sets the fashion in plant design. 

Using terminology more characteristic of a thermal engineer than of a botanist, we can think of 
plants as mechanisms that must balance their heat budgets. A plant by day is staked out under the Sun 
with no way of sheltering itself. All day long it absorbs heat. If it did not lose as much heat as it 
gained, then eventually it would die. 

Plants get rid of their heat by warming the air around them, by evaporating water, and by radiating 
heat to the atmosphere and the cold, black reaches of space temperature is tolerable for the processes of 
life. Plants in the Arctic tundra lie close to the ground in the thin layer of still air that clings there. A 
foot or two above the ground are the winds of Arctic cold. Tundra plants absorb heat from the Sun and 
tend to warm up; they probably balance most of their heat budgets by radiating heat to space, but also 
by warming the still air that is trapped among them. As long as Arctic plants are close to the ground, 
they can balance their heat budgets. But if they should stretch up as a tree does, they would lift their 
working parts, their leaves, into the streaming Arctic winds. Then it is likely that the plants could not 
absorb enough heat from the Sun to avoid being cooled below a critical temperature. Your heat budget 
does not balance if you stand tall in the Arctic. 

Such thinking also helps explain other characteristics of plant design. A desert plant faces the 
opposite problem from that of an Arctic plant —the danger of overheating. It is short of water and so 
cannot cool itself by evaporation without dehydrating. The familiar sticklike shape of desert plants 
represents one of the solutions to this problem; the shape exposes the smallest possible surface to 
incoming solar radiation and provides the largest possible surface from which the plant can radiate heat. 
In tropical rain forests, by way of contrast, the scorching sun is not a problem for plants because there 
is sufficient water. 

This working model allows us to connect the general characteristics of the forms of plants in 
different habitats with factors such as temperature, availability of water, and presence or absence of 
seasonal differences. Our Earth is covered with a patchwork quilt of meteorological conditions, and the 
patterns of this patchwork are faithfully reflected by the plants.

To conduct some forms of sleep research, we have to find a way to track sleepiness over the day. 
Some people might believe that measuring sleepiness is a fairly trivial task. Couldn’t you, for instance, 
simply count the number of times a person yawns during any given hour or so? 

In most people’s minds, yawning—that slow, exaggerated mouth opening with the long, deep 
inhalation of air, followed by a briefer exhalation—is the most obvious sign of sleepiness. It is a 
common behavior shared by many animals, including our pet dogs and cats but also crocodiles, snakes, 
birds, and even some fishes. It is certainly true that sleepy people tend to yawn more than wide-awake 
people. It is also true that people who say they are bored by what is happening at the moment will tend 
to yawn more frequently. However, whether yawning is a sign that you are getting ready for sleep or 
that you are successfully fighting off sleep is not known. Simply stretching your body, as you might do 
if you have been sitting in the same position for a long period of time, will often trigger a yawn. 

Unfortunately , yawns don’t just indicate sleepiness. In some animals, yawning is a sign of stress. 
When a dog trainer sees a dog yawning in a dog obedience class, it is usually a sign that the animal is 
under a good deal of pressure. Perhaps the handler is pushing too hard or moving too fast for the dog to 
feel in control of the situation. A moment or two of play and then turning to another activity is usually 
enough to banish yawning for quite a while. 

Yawning can also be a sign of stress in humans. Once, when observing airborne troops about to 


take their first parachute jump, I noticed that several of the soldiers were sitting in the plane and 
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yawning. It was 10 a. m. , just after a coffee break, and I doubted that they were tired; I knew for a 
fact that they were far too nervous to be bored. When I asked about this, the officer in charge laughed 
and said it was really quite a common behavior, especially on the first jump. 

There is also a social aspect to yawning. Psychologists have placed actors in crowded rooms and 
auditoriums and had them deliberately yawn. Within moments, there is usually an increase in yawning 
by everyone else in the room. Similarly, people who watch films or videos of others yawning are more 
likely to yawn. Even just reading about yawning tends to stimulate people to yawn. 

The truth of the matter is that we really don’t know what purpose yawning serves. Scientists 
originally thought that the purpose of yawning was to increase the amount of oxygen in the blood or to 
release some accumulated carbon dioxide. We now know that this is not true, since increasing the 
concentration of carbon dioxide in the air seems not to make people more likely to yawn but to make 
them breathe faster to try to bring in more oxygen. On the other hand, breathing 100 percent pure 
oxygen does not seem to reduce the likelihood of yawning. 

Since yawning seems to be associated with a lot more than the need for sleep, we obviously have to 
find some other measure of sleepiness. Some researchers have simply tried to ask people how sleepy 
they feel at any time using some sort of self-rating scale. There are, however, problems with getting 
people to make these types of judgments. Sometimes people simply lie to the researchers when asked 
about how sleepy they are. This occurs because in many areas of society admitting that one is fatigued 
and sleepy is considered a mark of weakness or lack of ambition and drive. In other instances, people 
may admit they need four cups of coffee to make it through the morning, but it may never occur to them 
that this might be due to the fact that they are so sleepy that they need stimulation from caffeine to be 
able to do their required tasks. For these reasons, many researchers have developed an alternate method 
to determine how sleepy a person is. It is based upon a simple definition of sleep need; The greater 


your sleep need, or the sleepier you are, the faster you will fall asleep if given the opportunity to do so.

Results should always be subject to challenge 
from experiment. That simple but powerful idea has generated a vast body of knowledge. Since its birth 
in the 17th century, modern science has changed the world beyond recognition, and overwhelmingly for 
the better. 

But success can breed complacency. Modern scientists are doing too much trusting and not enough 
verifying—to the detriment of the whole of science, and of humanity. 

Too many of the findings that fill the academic ether are the result of shoddy experiments or poor 
analysis (see article). A rule of thumb among biotechnology venture-capitalists is that half of published 
research cannot be replicated. Even that may be optimistic. Last year researchers at one biotech firm, 
Amgen, found they could reproduce just six of 53 “landmark” studies in cancer research. Earlier, a 
group at Bayer, a drug company, managed to repeat just a quarter of 67 similarly important papers. A 
leading computer scientist frets that three-quarters of papers in his subfield are bunk. In 2000—2010 
roughly 80, 000 patients took part in clinical trials based on research that was later retracted because of 
mistakes or improprieties. 

Even when flawed research does not put people’s lives at risk—and much of it is too far from the 
market to do so—it squanders money and the efforts of some of the world’s best minds. The opportunity 
costs of stymied progress are hard to quantify, but they are likely to be vast. And they could be rising. 

One reason is the competitiveness of science. In the 1950s, when modern academic research took 
shape after its successes in the Second World War, it was still a rarefied pastime. The entire club of 
scientists numbered a few hundred thousand. As their ranks have swelled, to 6m—7m active researchers 
on the latest reckoning, scientists have lost their taste for self-policing and quality control. The 
obligation to “publish or perish” has come to rule over academic life. Competition for jobs is cut- 
throat. Full professors in America earned on average $135, 000 in 2012—more than judges did. Every 


year six freshly minted PhDs vie for every academic post. Nowadays verification (the replication of 
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other people’s results) does little to advance a researcher’s career. And without verification, dubious 
findings live on to mislead. 

Careerism also encourages exaggeration and the cherry-picking of results. In order to safeguard 
their exclusivity, the leading journals impose high rejection rates; in excess of 90% of submitted 
manuscripts. The most striking findings have the greatest chance of making it onto the page. Little 
wonder that one in three researchers knows of a colleague who has pepped up a paper by, say, 
excluding inconvenient data from results “based on a gut feeling”. And as more research teams around 
the world work on a problem, the odds shorten that at least one will fall prey to an honest confusion 
between the sweet signal of a genuine discovery and a freak of the statistical noise. Such spurious 
correlations are often recorded in journals eager for startling papers. If they touch on drinking wine, 
going senile or letting children play video games, they may well command the front pages of 
newspapers, too. 

Conversely, failures to prove a hypothesis are rarely even offered for publication, let alone 
accepted. “Negative results” now account for only 14% of published papers, down from 30% in 1990. 
Yet knowing what is false is as important to science as knowing what is true. The failure to report 
failures means that researchers waste money and effort exploring blind alleys already investigated by 
other scientists. 

The hallowed process of peer review is not all it is cracked up to be, either. When a prominent 
medical journal ran research past other experts in the field, it found that most of the reviewers failed to 
spot mistakes it had deliberately inserted into papers, even after being told they were being tested. 

All this makes a shaky foundation for an enterprise dedicated to discovering the truth about the 
world. What might be done to shore it up? One priority should be for all disciplines to follow the 
example of those that have done most to tighten standards. A start would be getting to grips with 
statistics, especially in the growing number of fields that sift through untold oodles of data looking for 
patterns. Geneticists have done this, and turned an early torrent of specious results from genome 
sequencing into a trickle of truly significant ones. 

Ideally, research protocols should be registered in advance and monitored in virtual notebooks. 
This would curb the temptation to fiddle with the experiment's design midstream so as to make the 
results look more substantial than they are. (It is already meant to happen in clinical trials of drugs, but 
compliance is patchy. ) Where possible, trial data also should be open for other researchers to inspect 
and test. 

The most enlightened journals are already becoming less averse to humdrum papers. Some 
government funding agencies, including America’s National Institutes of Health, which dish out $30 
billion on research each year, are working out how best to encourage replication. And growing numbers 
of scientists, especially young ones, understand statistics. But these trends need to go much further. 
Journals should allocate space for “uninteresting” work, and grant-givers should set aside money to pay 
for it. Peer review should be tightened— or perhaps dispensed with altogether, in favour of post- 
publication evaluation in the form of appended comments. That system has worked well in recent years 
in physics and mathematics. Lastly, policymakers should ensure that institutions using public money 
also respect the rules. 

Science still commands enormous—if sometimes bemused—respect. But its privileged status is 
founded on the capacity to be right most of the time and to correct its mistakes when it gets things 
wrong. And it is not as if the universe is short of genuine mysteries to keep generations of scientists hard 


at work. The false trails laid down by shoddy research are an unforgivable barrier to understanding.

In contrast to rock musicians jazz players prefer to spend their time with their music and tend to 
measure success by that single standard, as a trombonist once put it: “A jazz musician would rather play 
a good concert for three people than a bad one for three thousand.” All the same, with their fellow 
players, jazzmen are collegiate and gregarious, exchange musical ideas in a spirit of mutual support or 
friendly competition, uniting in a collaborative effort to raise the level of their art. Even the greatest 
individuals have benefited from the talents of others. 

In this legendary band, Duke Ellington provided star soloists with the ideal framework for their 
abilities. At the same time, they inspired him with the rich material of their personal idioms and 
phrases, which found their way into his compositions. In fact, Ellington was so adept at recycling what 
he heard that one of them described him as “not a composer but a compiler". 

Ellington's creative gifts were genuine and vast, but for much of his life he did receive crucial 
assistance not only from the involvement of his band, but from an actual day-in, day-out collaborator. 
In 1938 he met Billy Strayhorn, a young pianist-composer who was immediately brought into the ducal 
fold. Strayhorn became Ellington's altered ego, contributing scores to the band but functioning even 
more importantly as a silent partner, completing pieces Ellington left unfinished, reworking others and 
acting as all-purpose composer — sometimes credited, more often not. 

Ellington provided Strayhorn with financial security, artistic respect and the creative medium of the 
Ellington band. Throughout their partnership — which lasted until Strayhorn's death in 1967 — they 
never had a contract. Ellington simply paid all creative equal and friends, describing him as “my 
favorite human being" , Strayhorn, a homosexual bon vivant, brilliant but self-effacing, let Ellington 
take both the glory and the strain of stardom, while he relieved some of the artistic pressure with a talent 
comparable to the leader's own.

Water is the giver and, at the same time, the taker of life. It covers most of the surface of the 
planet we live on and features large in the development of the human race. On present predictions, it is 
a cement that is set to assume even greater significance. 

Throughout history, water has had a huge impact on our lives. Humankind has always had a rather 
ambiguous relationship with water, on the one hand receiving enormous benefit from it, not just as a 
drinking source, but as a provider of food and a means whereby to travel and to trade. But forced to live 
close to water in order to survive and to develop, the relationship has not always been peaceful or 
beneficial. In fact, it has been quite the contrary. What has essentially been a necessity for survival was 
turned out in many instances to have a very destructive and life-threatening side. 

Through the ages, great floods alternated with long periods of drought have assaulted people and 


their environment, hampering their fragile fight for survival. The dramatic changes to the environment 
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that are now a feature of our daily news are not exactly new: fields that were once lush and fertile are 
now barren; lakes and rivers that were once teeming with life are now long gone; savannah has been 
turned to desert. What perhaps is new is our native wonder when faced with the forces of nature. 

Today, we are more aware of climatic changes around the world. Floods in far-flung places are 
instant news for the whole world. Perhaps these events make us feel better as we face the destruction of 
our own property by floods and other natural disasters. 

In 2002, many parts of Europe suffered severe flood damage running into billions of euros. 
Properties across the continent collapsed into the sea as waves pounded the coastline wreaking havoc 
with sea defenses. But it was not just the seas. Rivers swollen by heavy rains and by the effects of 
deforestation carried large volumes of water that wrecked many communities. 

Building stronger and more sophisticated river defenses against flooding is the expensive short-term 
answer. There are simpler ways. Planting trees in highland areas, not just in Europe but in places like 
the Ganges Delta, is a cheaper and more attractive solution. Progress is already being made in 
convincing countries that the emission of carbon dioxide and other greenhouse gases is causing 
considerable damage to the environment. But more effort is needed in this direction. 

And the future? If we are to believe the forecasts, it is predicted that two thirds of the world 
population will be without fresh water by 2025. But for a growing number of regions of the world the 
future is already with us. While some areas are devastated by flooding, scarcity of water in many other 
places is causing conflict. The state of Texas in the United States of America is suffering a shortage of 
water with the Rio Grande failing to reach the Gulf of Mexico for the first time in 50 years in the spring 
of 2002, pitting region against region as they vie for water sources. With many parts of the globe 
running dry through drought and increased water consumption, there is now talk of water being the new 
oil. 

Other doom-laden estimates suggest that, while tropical areas will become drier and uninhabitable , 
coastal regions and some low-lying islands will in all probability be submerged by the sea as the polar 
ice caps melt. Popular exotic destinations now visited by countless tourists will become no-go areas. 
Today’s holiday hotspots of southern Europe and elsewhere will literally become hotspots — too hot to 
live in or visit. With the current erratic behavior of the weather, it is difficult not to subscribe to such 
despair. 

Some might say that this despondency is ill-founded, but we have had ample proof that there is 
something not quite right with the climate. Many parts of the world have experienced devastating 
flooding. As the seasons revolve, the focus of the destruction moves from one continent to another. The 
impact on the environment is alarming and the cost to life depressing. It is a picture to which we will 


need to become accustomed.

Passage Three

The legend of Paul Revere’s midnight ride through the Massachusetts countryside in 1775 is known 
to most Americans, young and old. As the story goes, Paul Revere was a silversmith in Boston at the 
time of the American Revolution. When he learned that the British army planned to attack the towns and 
villages of Middlesex County , farmhouse and village hall, to warn the local revolutionary soldiers of the 
planned attack. Because of his warning ( according to legend) the struggling American colonies were 
able to defeat the British in an important battle. 

One reason for the popularity of the legend may be the publicity it has received through Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow's commemorative poem, Paul Revere's Ride. Longfellow wrote the poem in 
1861 and it has since then become one of the most well-known and well-loved poems in the country. 
The poem certainly captures the sense of danger and excitement, met with courage and ingenuity which 
many Americans associate with the American Revolution. It is easy to understand why the poem evokes 
such a large audience. 

However, Longfellow's poem contains a number of historical errors. According to Longfellow's 
poem, Paul Revere instructed a friend to watch the movement of the British troops and determine 
whether they marched inland or towards their boats. The friend was then to hang lanterns in the tower of 
the Old Church in Boston: one lantern if the British marched by land and two lanterns if they marched 
by sea. The expression "one if by land and two if by sea," taken from Longfellow's poem, has become 
very popular and is often quoted. But this idea contains two inaccuracies. First, the lanterns were hung 
in the tower of the Old Christ Church, not the Old North Church, which is in a completely different part 
of Boston and would not have been visible from Paul Revere's lookout point. Second, Longfellow 
confused the meaning of the number of lanterns to be hung: the actual arrangement was "two if by land 
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and one if by sea. ' 

Not all of Longfellow's historical mistakes are so minor. It seems as though Longfellow chose to 
emphasize the idea of one lone hero struggling against many opposing forces, with only his own abilities 
to rely on. But actually, Paul Revere was only one of three riders delegated to warn the Revolutionary 
soldiers about the coming attack. 

Some people feel that Longfellow's errors are insignificant, and that the ideals of courage and 
cunning are the important features of both the poem and the historical events which inspired it. But 
others feel that, while it probably makes little difference how many lanterns were hung from which 
church tower, the poem's emphasis on the solitary hero runs counter to the most valuable idea in the 
poem: the idea of unity and cooperation in the face of danger. Critics of the poem raise an important 


question; Longfellow’s poem tells a famous story, and tells it powerfully — but is it the right story?

Passage Four 
— QS Y29-80—— 

In a perfectly free and open market economy, the type of employer — government or private — 
school have little or no impact on the earnings differentials between women and men. However, if there 
is discrimination against one sex, it is unlikely that the degree of discrimination by government and 
private employers will be the same. Differences in the degree of discrimination would result in earnings 
differentials associated with the type of employer. Given the nature of government and private 
employers, it seems most likely that discrimination by private employers would be greater. Thus, one 
would expect that, if women are being discriminated against, government employment would have a 
positive effect on women's earnings as compared with their earnings from private employment. The 
results of a study by Fuchs support this assumption. Fuchs' results suggest that the earnings of women in 
an industry composed entirely of government employers would be 14. 6 percent employers, other things 
being equal. 

In addition, both Fuchs and Sanborn have suggested that the effect of discrimination by consumers 
on the earnings of self-employed women may be greater than the effect of either government or private 
employer discrimination on the earnings of women employees. To test this hypothesis, Brown selected a 
large sample of White male and female workers from the 1970 Census and divided them into three 
categories: private employees, government employees, and self-employed. ( Black workers were 
excluded from the sample to avoid picking up earning differentials that were the result of racial 
disparities. ) Brown's research design controlled for education, labor force participation, mobility , 
motivations, and age in order to eliminate these factors as explanations of the study's results. Brown's 
results suggest that men and women are not treated the same by employers and consumers. For men, 
self-employment is the highest earnings category, with private employment next, and government 
lowest. For women, this order is reversed. 

One can infer from Brown's results that consumer discriminate against self-employed women. In 
addition, self-employed women may have more difficulty than men in getting good employees and may 
encounter discrimination from suppliers and from financial institutions. 

Brown's results are clearly consistent with Fuchs' argument that discrimination by consumers has a 
greater impact on the earnings of women than does discrimination by either government or private 
employers. Also, the fact that women do better working for government than for private employers 
implies that private employers are discriminating against women. The results do not prove that 
government does not discriminate against women. They do, however, demonstrate that if government is 
discriminating against women, its discrimination is not having as much effect on women's earnings as is 


discrimination in the private sector.

Famed for their high-elevation forests, the Appalachian Mountains sweep south from Quebec to 
Alabama. Highest in New England and North Carolina, this broad system covers more than 1, 200 miles 
to form the rocky backbone of the eastern United States. 

The Blue Ridge Mountains form a substantial part, 615 miles, of the far-reaching Appalachians. 
They begin as a narrow, low ridge in Pennsylvania, then slowly spread and rise until they reach the 
height of 5, 938 feet at majestic Grandfather Mountain in North Carolina. The Blue Ridge technically 
includes among its major spurs the Great Smoky Mountains and the Black Mountains; Mount Mitchell, 
in the latter range, is at 6, 684 feet the highest peak east of the Mississippi River. Like the rest of the 
Appalachians, these mountains were once substantially higher and bolder. Their uplift was completed 
some 289 million years ago, and they have been drastically eroded ever since. At one time, immense 
continental glaciers covered the land as far south as Pennsylvania. Although they did not spread over the 
Blue Ridge, plants and animals far beyond their reach became adapted to the cold. When the climate 
warmed and the ice melted, the cold-adapted species retreated northward, surviving in the south only at 
higher, cooler elevations. 

Red Spruces and Fraser firs are remnants of the Ice Age, thriving in the higher elevations of the 
Blue Ridge; and local belches, birches, and red oaks are typical of forests farther to the north. Sharing 


the high peaks is another distinctive plant community. This is the “bald” — a treeless area covered with 
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grass, or more commonly, with broad-leaved shrubs. Often large and vigorous, the latter include 
huckleberries , mountain laurel, and most especially , rhododendron, an evergreen shrub that blossoms in 


June and creates some of the most spectacular wild gardens on Earth.

Throughout the nineteenth century and into the twentieth, citizens of the United States maintained a 
bias against big cities. Most lived on farms and in small towns and believed cities to be centers of 
corruption, crime, poverty, and moral degradation. Their distrust was caused, in part, by a national 
ideology they proclaimed farming the greatest occupation and rural living superior to urban living. This 
attitude prevailed even as the number of urban dwellers increased and cities became an essential feature 
of the national landscape. Gradually, economic reality overcame ideology. Thousands abandoned the 
precarious life on the farm for more secure and better paying jobs in the city. But when these people 
migrated from the countryside, they carried their fears and suspicious with them. These new urbanities , 
already convinced that cities were overwhelmed with great problems, eagerly embrace the progressive 
reforms that promised to bring order out of the chaos of the city. 

One of many reforms came in the area of public utilities. Water and sewerage systems were usually 
operated by municipal governments, but the gas and electric networks were privately owned. Reformers 
feared that the privately owned utility companies would charge exorbitant rates for these essential 
services and deliver them only to people who could afford them. Some city and state governments 
responded by regulating the utility companies, but a number of cities began to supply these services 
themselves. Proponents of these reforms argued that public ownership and regulation would insure 
widespread access to these utilities and guarantee a fair price. 

While some reforms focused on government and public behavior, others looked at the cities as a 
whole. Civic leaders, convinced that physical environment influenced human behavior, argued that 


cities should develop master plans to guide their future growth and development. City planning was 
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nothing new, but the rapid industrialization and urban growth of the late nineteenth century took place 
without any consideration for order. Urban renewal in the twentieth century followed several courses. 
Some cites introduced plans to completely rebuild the city core. Most other cities contented themselves 
with zoning plans for regulating future growth. Certain parts of town were restricted to residential use, 


while others were set aide for industrial or commercial development.

By 1776 the fine art of painting as it had developed in western Europe up to this time had been 
introduced into the American colonies through books and prints, European visitors and immigrants, and 
traveling colonists who brought back copies ( and a few original) of old master paintings and 
acquaintance with European art institutions. 

By the outbreak of the Revolution against British rule in 1776, the status of the artists had already 
undergone change. In the mid-eighteenth century, painters had been willing to assume such artisan- 
related tasks as varnishing, gilding teaching, keeping artists were described at the time suggests their 
status: “limner” was usually applied to the anonymous portrait painter up to the 1760’s: “ painter” 
characterized anyone who could paint a flat surface. By the second half of the century, colonial artists 


who were trained in England or educated in the classics rejected the status of laborer and thought of 
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themselves as artists. Some colonial urban portraitists, such as John Singleton Copley, Benjamin West, 
and Charles Wilson Peale, consorted with affluent patrons. Although subject to fluctuations in their 
economic status, all three enjoyed sufficient patronage to allow them to maintain an image of themselves 
as professional artists, an image indicated by their custom of signing their paintings. A few art collectors 
James Bowdoin III of Boston, William Byrd of Virginian, and the Aliens and Hamiltons of Philadelphia 
introduced European art traditions to those colonists privileged to visit their galleries, especially aspiring 
artists, and established in their respective communities the idea of the value of art and the need for 
institutions devoted to its encouragement. 

Although the colonists tended to favor portraits, they also accepted landscapes, historical works, 
and political engravings as appropriate artistic subjects. With the coming of independence from the 
British Crown, a sufficient number of artists and their works were available to serve nationalistic 
purposes. The achievements of the colonial artists, particularly those of Copley, West, and Peale, lent 
credence to the boast that the new nation was capable of encouraging genius and that political liberty was 
congenial to the development of taste — a necessary step before art could assume an important role in 


the new republic.

Fishing and Rights 

Acidification, warming, the destruction of coral reefs: the biggest problems facing the sea are as 
vast, deep and seemingly intractable as the oceans themselves. So long as the world fails to cut its 
emissions of greenhouse gases, cause of the global warming behind these troubles, they will grow. By 
comparison, overfishing, another great cause, should be easier to put right, especially in the coastal 
waters where most fishing occurs. And yet it goes on, year after year. 

Fishermen have every reason to do something. Many fisheries are hurtling towards collapse; stocks 
of large fish have been reduced by up to 90% . When stocks are overfished, they yield a smaller catch. 
The cost of mismanagement, in lost economic output, is huge: some $ 50 billion a year, according to 
the World Bank. 

One reason why the pillage continues is that knowledge of fish stocks is poor, especially in 
developing countries. A new statistical attempt at estimating the remaining shoals, from University of 
California, Santa Barbara, is therefore welcome — even if that is not true of its findings that stocks are 
even more ravaged than previously thought. The study found that better understood fisheries are likelier 
to be healthy. Another reason for overfishing is new technology ( developed, aptly enough, for 
battlefields) , which makes shoals easier to detect. As large boats and refrigeration have spread, fishing 


fleets have covered greater distances and hovered up larger catches. Because technology lets fishermen 
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fish with less effort, it disguises just how fast the stocks are depleting. 
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Fishermen generally understand the risks of overfishing. Yet still they flout quotas, where they 
exist. That is often because they take a short-term view of the asset — they would rather cash in now 
and invest the money in something else. And it is invariably compounded by a commons-despoiling 
feeing that if they don’t plunder, others will. 

In most fisheries, the fishermen would make more money by husbanding their resource, and it 
should be possible to incentivize them to do so. The best way is to give them a defined, long-term right 
to a share of the fish. In regulated industrial fisheries, as in Iceland, New Zealand and America, this 
has taken the form of a tradable, individual share of a fishing quota. Developing countries, where law 
enforcement is weak, seem to do better when a group right over an expanse of water is given to a 
cooperative or village fleet. The principle is the same: fishermen who feel like owners are more likely to 
behave as responsible stewards. The new statistical study confirms that rights-based fisheries are 
generally healthier. 

Yet only a few hundred of the ocean's thousands of fisheries are run this way, mainly because such 
schemes are hard to get right. Limiting access to a common resource creates losers, and therefore 
discord. Cultural differences affect success rates; not everyone is as law-abiding as Icelanders. Almost 
everywhere it takes time to convince fishermen, the last hunter-gatherers, to change their habits. But, 
barnacled by caveats though it may be, the rights-based approach is the best available. 

In rich countries, satellite imagery will increasingly help, by making monitoring cheaper and 
better. In many poor ones, devolution is making it easier to form local organizations. Another 
promising idea is to incorporate rights-based fisheries with no-catch zones. These safeguard breeding- 
stocks and are easier to monitor than individual catches. Where stocks are recovering, as a result of 
these reforms, fishermen are likelier to see scientifically determined quotas as in their self-interest. In 


the end, that may be the only hope.

According to sociologists, there are several different ways in which a person may become 
recognized as the leader of social group in the United States. In the family, traditional cultural patterns 
confer leadership on one or both of the parents. In other cases, such as friendship group, one or more 
persons may gradually emerge as leaders, although there is no formal process of selection. In larger 
groups, leaders are usually chosen formally through election or recruitment. 

Although leaders are often thought to be people with unusual personal ability, decades of research 
have failed to produce consistent evidence that there is any category of "natural leaders". It seems that 
there is no set of personal qualities that all leaders have in common; rather, virtually any person may be 
recognized as a leader if the person has qualities that meet the needs of that particular group. 

Furthermore, although it is commonly supposed that social groups have a single leader, research 
suggests that there are typically two different leadership roles that are held by different individuals. 
Instrumental leadership is leadership that emphasizes the completion of tasks by a social group. Group 
members look to instrumental leaders to “get things done". Expressive leadership, on the other hand, is 
leadership that emphasizes the collective well-being of a social group's members. Expressive leaders are 
less concerned with the overall goals of the group than with providing emotional support to group members 
and attempting to minimize tension and conflict among them. Group members expect expressive leaders to 
maintain stable relationships within the group and provide support to individual members. 

Instrumental leaders are likely to have a rather secondary relationship to other group members. 
They give orders and may discipline group members who inhibit attainment of the group's goals. 
Expressive leaders cultivate a more personal or primary relationship to others in the group. They offer 
sympathy when someone experiences difficulties or is subjected to discipline, are quick to lighten a 
serious moment with humor, and try to resolve issues that threaten to divide the group. As the 
differences in these two roles suggest, expressive leaders generally receive more personal affection from 
group members; instrumental leaders, if they are successful in promoting group goals, may enjoy a 


more distant respect.

The word hospice is hundreds of years old. It comes to us from the time called the Middle Ages in 
Europe. Religious groups then provided hospice as a place where travelers could stay. Sometimes the 
groups also offered a place for the sick and the dying. Today the word hospice means more than a 
place. It means a way of caring for the dying. In the modern sense of the word, it means that, if 
possible, dying people can receive care at home during their last days; and the health-care workers do 
not try to lengthen the lives of the dying with modern medical equipment. Instead, care-givers make 
every effort to control or stop the patient's pain. It also means that patients get help for their emotional 
needs in addition to their physical needs. 

A British woman Cicely Saunders was the first major activist for hospice care in modern times. 
Cicely Saunders worked as a nurse in a hospital right after World War II , where she met a man who 
was dying of cancer. Together they found ideas about the best possible treatment for people who would 
never get well again. They talked about treatments that would permit patients to discuss their feelings 
and to take part in activities meaningful to them. They planned a system that would allow dying people 
to be surrounded by the people and things they loved most. The dying man gave Cicely Saunders 
enough money to study to become a doctor. By 1967 Dr. Saunders had organized and opened St. 
Christopher's Hospice in London. 

In 1974, after the America's first hospice started in New Haven, others followed suit in cities 
throughout the country. Organizers had a difficult job. They had to teach the public about the idea of 
hospice. They had to get money from companies, religious groups and citizens. And they had to 
negotiate with local governments to use public money to care for the dying. Thanks to their unyielding 
determination and painstaking efforts, hospice has grown in America. Dr. Jo Magno, the President of 
the National Hospice Organization , said that working with the dying occasionally made her sad. Yet she 
remembers the words of Dr. Cicely Saunders— “We can not add days to life, but we can add life to

What we today call American folk art was, indeed, art of, by, and for ordinary , everyday “folks” 
who, with increasing prosperity and leisure, created a market for art of all kinds, and especially for 
portraits. Citizens of prosperous, essentially middle-class republics—whether ancient Romans, 
seventeenth-century Dutch burghers, or nineteenth-century Americans—have always shown a marked 
taste for portraiture. Starting in the late eighteenth century, the United States contained increasing 
numbers of such people, and of the artists who could meet their demands. 

The earliest American folk art portraits come, not surprisingly, from New England—especially 
Connecticut and Massachusetts—for this was a wealthy and populous region and the center of a strong 
craft tradition. Within a few decades after the signing of the Declaration of Independence in 1776, the 
population was pushing westward, and portrait painters could be found at work in western New York, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, and Missouri. Midway through its first century as a nation, the United States’ 
population had increased roughly five times, and eleven new states had been added to the original 
thirteen. During these years the demand for portraits grew and grew, eventually to be satisfied by the 
camera. In 1839 the daguerreotype was introduced to America, ushering in the age of photography, and 
within a generation the new invention put an end to the popularity of painted portraits. Once again an 
original portrait became a luxury, commissioned by the wealthy and executed by the professional. 

But in the heyday of portrait painting — from the late eighteenth century until the 1850’s—anyone 
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with a modicum of artistic ability could become a limner, as such a portraitist was called. Local 
craftspeople—sign, coach, and house painters—began to paint portraits as a profitable sideline; 
sometimes a talented man or woman who began by sketching family members gained a local reputation 
and was besieged with requests for portraits; artists found it worth their while to pack their paints, 
canvases, and brushes and to travel the countryside, often combining house decorating with portrait 


painting.

Virtual blades. So for cases in which a real dissection would be too slimy, it's time to try some 
toad tech. While the first computer-based alternatives to dissection emerged in the 1980s, modern frog 
dissection software can be found at different websites. These software programs use creative clicking, 
high-powered zoom functions, and video clips to teach anatomy. Froguts software, for example, lets 
students trace incision lines with a computer mouse and snip through skin with a virtual blade. There are 
even sound effects like a “slish” for slicing frog flesh, or a “shwoosh” for pinning down skin flaps. 
(Schools currently pay about $ 300 for a one-year software license, though some organizations will lend 
programs out free of charge. ) 

Earlier this year, a graduate student from Simon Fraser University in Vancouver designed the 
first-ever haptic (the Greek word for "touch" ) frog dissection program, which uses a penlike 
tool to create a sensation similar to cutting into real flesh. The hand-held device connects to a 
computer, and students move the device through the air while watching the results of their actions 
on a computer screen. 

With Digital Frog — a popular program that’s had approximately 1, 500 frog demo downloads since 
January and is currently in use in 2, 000 schools — students can add or subtract those amphibious organs 
with a mere mouse click. They can then assess their learning with sporadic frog anatomy quizzes. 

“Repetition is helpful. The fact that a student can review sections of a program over and over again 
is important,” says Martin Stephens, vice president for animal research issues at the Humane Society of 
the United States. “In dissections, the animal’s organs are all shriveled and discolored. You look for 
things and can’t find them because body parts have changed drastically since the animal was killed. But 
Other experts think the dissection

The period of adolescence, i.e. , the period between childhood and adulthood, may be long or 
short, depending on social expectations and on society's definition as to what constitutes maturity and 
adulthood. In primitive societies adolescence is frequently a relatively short period of time, while in 
industrial societies with patterns of prolonged education coupled with laws against child labor, the period 
of adolescence is much longer and may include most of the second decade of one's life. Furthermore, 
the length of the adolescence period and the definition of adulthood status may change in a given society 
as social and economic conditions change. 

In modern society, ceremonies for adolescence have lost their formal recognition and symbolic 
significance and there is no longer agreement as to what constitutes initiation ceremonies. Social ones 
have been replaced by a sequence of steps that lead to increased recognition and social status. For 
example, grade school graduation, high school graduation and college graduation constitute such a 
sequence , and while each step implies certain behavioral changes and social recognition, the significance 
of each depends on the socio-economic status and the education ambition of the individual. Ceremonies 
for adolescence have also been replaced by legal definitions of status roles, rights, privileges and 
responsibilities. It is during the nine years from the twelfth birthday to the twenty-first that the protective 
and restrictive aspects of childhood and minor status are removed and adult privileges and responsibilities 
are granted. The twelve-year-old is no longer considered a child and has to pay full fare for train, 
airplane, theater and movie tickets. Basically, the individual at this age loses childhood privileges 
without gaining significant adult rights. At the age of 16 the adolescent is granted certain adult rights 
which increase his social status by providing him with more freedom and choices. He now can obtain a 
driver's license, he can leave public schools; and he can work without the restrictions of child labor 
laws. At the age of 18 the law provides adult responsibilities as well as rights; the young man can now 
be a soldier, but he also can marry without parental permission. At the age of 21 the individual obtains 
his full legal rights as an adult. He now can vote, buy liquor, enter into financial contracts, and he is 
entitled to run for public office. No additional basic rights are acquired as a function of age after 
majority status has been attained. None of these legal provisions determine at what point adulthood has 


been reached but they do point to the prolonged period of adolescence.

Sere 

"'Tear'em apart!” “Kill the fool!” “Murder the referee!” 

These are common remarks one may hear at various sporting events. At the time they are made, 
they may seem innocent enough. But let’s not kid ourselves. They have been known to influence 
behavior in such a way as to lead to real bloodshed. Volumes have been written about the way words 
affect us. It has been shown that words having certain connotations may cause us to react in ways quite 
foreign to what we consider to be our usual humanistic behavior. I see the term “opponent” as one of 
those words. Perhaps the time has come to delete it from sports terms. 

The dictionary meaning of the term “opponent” is “adversary”, “enemy”, “one who opposes 
your interests. " Thus, when a player meets an opponent, he or she may tend to treat that opponent as 
an enemy. At such times, winning may dominate one's intellect, and every action, no matter how 
gross, may be considered justifiable. I recall an incident in a handball game when a referee refused a 
player's request for a time out for a glove change because he did not consider them wet enough. The 
player proceeded to rub his gloves across his wet T-shirt and then exclaimed. “Are they wet enough 
now?" 

In the heat of battle, players have been observed to throw themselves across the court without 
considering the consequences that such a move might have on anyone in their way. I have also witnessed 
a player reacting to his opponent's international and illegal blocking by deliberately hitting him with the 
ball as hard as he could during the course of play. Off the court, they are good friends. Does that make 
any sense? It certainly gives proof of a court attitude which departs from normal behavior. 

Therefore , I believe it is time we elevated the game to the level where it belongs thereby setting an 
example to the rest of the sporting world. Replacing the term "opponent" with "associate" could be 
an ideal way to start. 

The dictionary meaning of the term “associate” is "colleague"; “friend”; ^ "companion. "

Two hours from the tall buildings of Manhattan and Philadelphia live some of the world’s largest 
black bears. They are in northern Pennsylvania’s Pocono Mountains, a home they share with an 
abundance of other wildlife. 

The streams, lakes, meadows, mountain ridges and forests that make the Poconos an ideal place 
for black bears have also attracted more people to the region. Open spaces are threatened by plans for 
housing estates and important habitats are endangered by highway construction. To protect the Poconos’ 
natural beauty from irresponsible development, the Nature Conservancy named the area one of 
America’s “Last Great Places”.

Do you think that all human beings have a “comfort zone” regulating the distance they stand from 
someone when they talk? This distance varies in interesting ways among people of different cultures. 

Greeks, others of the Eastern Mediterranean, and many of those from South America normally 
stand quite close together when they talk, often moving their faces even closer as they warm up in a 
conversation. North Americans find this awkward and often back away a few inches. Studies have 
found that they tend to feel most comfortable at about 21 inches apart. In much of Asia and Africa, 
there is even more space between two speakers in conversation. This greater space subtly lends an air of 
dignity and respect. This manner of space is nearly always unconscious, but it is interesting to observe. 

This difference applies also to the closeness with which people sit together, the extent to which they 
lean over one another in conversation, and how they move as they argue or make an emphatic point. In 
the United States, for example, people try to keep their bodies apart even in a crowded elevator; in 
Paris they take it as it comes! 

Although North Americans have a relatively wide “comfort zone” for talking, they communicate a 
great deal with their hands — not only with gesture but also with touch. They put a sympathetic hand 
on a person's shoulder to demonstrate warmth of feeling or an arm around him in sympathy; they nudge 
a man in the ribs to emphasize a funny story; they put an arm in reassurance or stroke a child's head in 
affection; they readily take someone's arm to help him cross a street or direct him along an unfamiliar 
route. To many people — especially those from Asia or the Moslem countries — such bodily contact is 
unwelcome, especially if inadvertently done with the left hand. The left hand carries no special 


significance in the U. S. Many Americans are simply left-handed and use that hand more.

Until men invented ways of staying underwater for more than a few minutes, the wonders of the 
world below the surface of the sea were almost unknown. The main problem, of course, lies in air. 
How could air be supplied to swimmers below the surface of the sea? Pictures made about 2, 900 years 
ago in Asia show men swimming under the surface with air bags tied to their bodies. A pipe from the 
bag carried air into the swimmer’s mouth. But little progress was achieved in the invention of diving 
devices until about 1490, when the famous Italian painter, Leonardo da Vinci, designed a complete 
diving suit. 

In 1680, an Italian professor invented a large air bag with a glass window to be worn over the 
diver’s head. To “clean” the air a breathing pipe went from the air bag, through another bag to 
remove moisture, and then again to the large air bag. The plan did not work, but it gave later 
inventors the idea of moving air around in diving devices. 

In 1819, a German, Augustus Siebe, developed a way of forcing air into the head-covering by a 
machine operated above the water. Finally, in 1837, he invented the “hard-hat suit” that was to be 
used for nearly a century. It had a metal covering for the head and an air pipe attached to a machine 
above the water. It also had small openings to remove unwanted air. But there were two dangers to the 
diver inside the “hard-hat suit”. One was the sudden rise to the surface, caused by a too great supply 
of air. The other was the crushing of the body, caused by a sudden diving into deep water. The sudden 
rise to the surface could kill the diver; a sudden dive could force his body up into the helmet, which 
could also result in death. 

Gradually the “hard-hat suit” was improved so that the diver could be given a constant supply of 
air. The diver could then move around under the ocean without worrying about the air supply. 

During the 1940s diving underwater without a special suit became popular. Instead, divers used a 
breathing device and a small covering made of rubber and glass over parts of the face. To improve the 
swimmer’s speed another new invention was used; a piece of rubber shaped like a giant foot, which was 
attached to each of the diver’s own feet. The manufacture of rubber breathing pipes made it possible for 
divers to float on the surface of the water, observing the marine life underneath them. A special rubber 
suit enabled them to stay in cold water for long periods, collecting specimens of animal and vegetable 
life that had never been obtained in the past. 

The most important advance, however, was the invention of a self-contained underwater breathing 
apparatus, which is called a “sucba”. 

Invented by two Frenchmen, Jacques Cousteau and Emile Gagnan, the scuba consists of a mouth- 
piece joined to one or two tanks of compressed air which are attached to the diver's back. 

The scuba makes it possible for a diver-scientist to work 200 feet underwater or even deeper for 
several hours. As a result, scientists can now move around freely at great depths, learning about the 


wonders of the sea.

In recent years, there has been a steady assault on salt from the doctors; Salt is bad for you — 
regardless of your health. Politicians also got on board. “There is a direct relationship," US 
Congressman Neal Smith noted, "between the amount of sodium a person consumes and heart disease, 
circulatory disorders, stroke and even early death. " 

Frightening, if true! But many doctors and medical researchers are now beginning to feel the salt

scare has gone too far. “All this hue and cry about eating salt is unnecessary,” Dr. Dustan insists. 
"For most of us it probably doesn't make much difference how much salt we eat." Dustan's most 
recent short-term study of 150 people showed that those with normal blood pressure underwent no 
change at all when placed on an extremely low-salt diet, or later when salt was reintroduced. Of the 
hypertensive subjects, however, half of those on the low-salt diet did experience a drop in blood 
pressure, which returned to its previous level when salt was reintroduced. 

" An adequate to somewhat excessive salt intake has probably saved many more lives than it has 
cost in the general population," notes Dr. John H. Laragh. "So a recommendation that the whole 
population should avoid salt makes no sense. " 

Medical experts agree that everyone should practice reasonable " moderation" in salt consumption. 
For an average person, a moderate amount might run from four to ten grams a day, or roughly 1/2 to 
1/3 of a teaspoon. The equivalent of one to two grams of this salt allowance would come from the 
natural sodium in food. The rest would be added in processing, preparation or at the table. Those with 
kidney, liver or heart problems may have to limit dietary salt, if their doctor advises. But even the

very vocal “low salt " exponent, Dr. Arthur Hull Hayes Jr. admits that “we do not know whether 


» 


increased sodium consumption causes hypertension. " In fact, there is increasing scientific evidence that 
other factors may be involved: deficiencies in calcium, potassium, perhaps magnesium, obesity 
(much more dangerous than sodium) , generic predisposition, stress.

“Tt is not your enemy,” says Dr. Laragh. “Salt is the No.1 natural component of all human 
tissue, and the idea that you don't need it is wrong. Unless your doctor has proven that you have a 


salt-related health problem, there is no reason to give it up. "

Opinion polls are now beginning to show that, whoever is to blame and whatever happens from 
now on, high unemployment is probably here to stay. This means we shall have to make ways of 
sharing the available employment more widely. 

But we need to go further. We must ask some primary questions about the future of work. Would 
we continue to treat employment as the norm? Would we not rather encourage many other ways for self- 
respecting people to work? Should we not create conditions in which many of us can work for 
ourselves, rather than for an employer? Should we not aim to revive the household and the 
neighborhood, as well as the factory and the office, as centers of production and work? 

The industrial age has been the only period of human history in which most people’s work has taken 
the form of jobs. The industrial age may now be coming to an end, and some of the changes in work 
patterns which it brought may have to be reversed. This seems a daunting thought. But, in fact, it 
could provide the prospect of a better future for work. Universal employment, as its history shows, 
has not meant economic freedom. 

Employment became widespread when the enclosures of the 17" and 18" centuries made many 
people dependent on paid work by depriving them of the use of the land, and thus of the means to 
provide a living for themselves. Then the factory system destroyed the cottage industries and removed 
work from people's homes. Later, as transportation improved, first by rail and then by road, people 
commuted longer distances to their places of employment until, eventually, many people's work lost 
all connection with their home lives and the place in which they lived. 

Meanwhile employment put women at a disadvantage. In pre-industrial time, men and women had 
shared the productive work of the household and village community. Now it became customary for the 
husband to go out to paid employment, leaving the unpaid work of the home and family to his wife. 
Tax and benefit regulations still assume this norm today and restrict more flexible sharing of work roles 
between the sexes. 

It was not only women whose work status suffered, as employment became the dominant form of 
work, young people and old people were excluded — a problem now, as more teenagers become 


frustrated at school and more retired people want to live active lives. 
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All this may now have to change. The time has certainly come to switch some effort and resources 
away from the idealist goal of creating jobs for all, to the urgent practical task of helping many people 


to manage without full time jobs.

To produce the upheaval in the United States that changed and modernized the domain of higher 
education from the mid-1860’s to the mid-1880’s, three primary causes interacted. The emergence of a 
half-dozen leaders in education provided the personal force that was needed. Moreover, an outcry for a 
fresher, more practical, and more advanced kind of instruction arose among the alumni and friends of 
nearly all of the old colleges and grew into a movement that overrode all conservative opposition. The 
aggressive “Young Yale” movement appeared, demanding partial alumni control, a more liberal spirit, 
and a broader course of study. The graduates of Harvard University simultaneously rallied to relieve the 
University’s poverty and demand new enterprise. Education was pushing toward higher standard in the 
East by throwing off church leadership everywhere, and in the West by finding a wider range of studies 
and a new sense of public duty. 

The old-style classical education received its most crushing blow in the citadel of Harvard 
University, where Dr. Charles Elliot, a young captain of thirty-five, son of a former treasurer of 
Harvard led the progressive forces. Five revolutionary advances were made during the five years of 
Dr. Elliot administration. They were the elevation and amplification of entrance requirements, the 
enlargement of the curriculum and the development of the elective system, the recognition of graduate 
study in the liberal arts, the raising of professional training in law, medicine, and engineering to a 
postgraduate level, and the fostering of greater maturity in student life. Standards of admission were 


sharply level, and the fostering of greater maturity in student life. Standards of admission were sharply 
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advanced in 1872-1873 and 1876-1877. By the appointment of a dean to take charge of student affairs , 
and a wise handling of discipline, the undergraduates were led to regard themselves more as young 
gentlemen and less as young animals. One new course of study or another was opened up — science,

Mr Gordon is right that the second industrial revolution involved never-to-be-repeated changes. But 
that does not mean that driverless cars count for nothing. Messrs Erixon and Weigel are also right to 
worry about the West’s dismal recent record in producing new companies. But many old firms are not 
run by bureaucrats and have reinvented themselves many times over; General Electric must be on at least 
its ninth life. And the impact of giant new firms born in the past 20 years such as Uber, Google and 
Facebook should not be underestimated; they have all the Schumpeterian characteristics the authors 
admire. 

On the pessimists’ side the strongest argument relies not on closely watching corporate and investor 
behavior but rather on macro-level statistics on productivity. The figures from recent years are truly 
dismal. Karim Foda, of the Brookings Institution, calculates that labor productivity in the rich world is 
growing at its slowest rate since 1950. Total factor productivity ( which tries to measure innovation) has 
grown at just 0. 1% in advanced economies since 2004, well below its historical average. 

Optimists have two retorts. The first is that there must be something wrong with the figures. One 
possibility is that they fail to count the huge consumer surplus given away free of charge on the Internet. 
But this is unconvincing. The official figures may well be understating the impact of the Internet 
revolution, just as they downplayed the impact of electricity and cars in the past, but they are not 
understating it enough to explain the recent decline in productivity growth. 

Another, second line of argument that the productivity revolution has only just begun is more 
persuasive. Over the past decade many IT companies may have focused on things that were more “fun 
than fundamental” in Paul Krugman’s phrase. But Silicon Valley’s best companies are certainly focusing 
on things that change the material world. 

Uber and Airbnb are bringing dramatic improvements to two large industries that have been more or 
less stuck for decades. Morgan Stanley estimates that driverless cars could result in $507 billion a year 
of productivity gains in America, mainly from people being able to stare at their laptops instead of at the 


road.

Winston Churchill was one of the central statesmen of the 20th century and, almost 50 years after 
his death, remains a subject of enduring fascination. Part of the current interest in this venerable figure 
can be attributed to two superb biographies written in the 1980s by historian William Manchester; The 
Last Lion: Visions of Glory and The Last Lion: Alone. These two books examined the first two-thirds of 
Churchill’s life. 

Unfortunately, after completing the second volume, Manchester’s health declined and the rest of 
the project stalled. So great was public interest in the long-delayed final volume that it was the subject 
of a front page story in The New York Times. 

Eventually, in 2003, Manchester asked his friend Paul Reid to complete the trilogy. Now, nearly a 
decade later, Reid has published The Last Lion, the final piece of this monumental undertaking. Reid 
starts when Churchill was appointed prime minister in May 1940 and follows him through his death in 
1965. While most of this volume is appropriately devoted to World War II, it also includes the vast 
expansion of the British welfare state following the war, the start of the Cold War and the enormous 
dangers it carried, and the loss of the British Empire. 

Reid has written a thorough and complete analysis of these years, and it is a worthy finale to the 
first two volumes. Exhaustively researched and carefully written, it draws on a full range of primary 
and secondary materials. This book will be essential reading for those who enjoyed the first two volumes 
and those with a deep interest in understanding this seminal figure and his place in history. 

Reid does a wonderful job of capturing Churchill in all his complexity. He gives Churchill great 
praise for his personal courage and inspirational leadership during the dark days when Britain stood 
alone, but he is equally clear about Churchill's poor strategic judgments, such as the efforts to defend 
Greece and Crete, the Allied assault on Anzio, and the decision to send the battleship Prince of Wales 
and battle cruiser Repulse to the South China Sea without adequate air cover where they were promptly 
sunk by the Japanese. 

He highlights Churchill’s naiveté in dealing with Soviet Premier Stalin in the early years of the war, 


but praises his prescience in anticipating Stalin's land grab in Eastern Europe at the end of the conflict. 
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Reid also gives welcome attention to aspects of the war 一 such as Churchill’s fear that the United States 
might decide to put its primary emphasis on defeating Japan regardless of the “Germany first” 


understanding he shared with Roosevelt that have received little attention in other books.

Asteroids and comets that repeatedly smashed into the early Earth covered the planet’s surface with 
molten rock during its earliest days, but still may have left oases of water that could have supported the 
evolution of life, scientists say. The new study reveals that during the planet’s infancy, the surface of 
the Earth was a hellish environment, but perhaps not as hellish as often thought, scientists added. 

Earth formed about 4. 5 billion years ago. The first 500 million years of its life are known as the 
Hadean Eon. Although this time amounts to more than 10 percent of Earth’s history, little is known 
about it, since few rocks are known that are older than 3. 8 billion years old. 

For much of the Hadean, Earth and its sister worlds in the inner solar system were pummeled with 
an extraordinary number of cosmic impacts. “It was thought that because of these asteroids and comets

flying around colliding with Earth, conditions on early Earth may have been hellish,” said lead study 
author Simone Marchi, a planetary scientist at the Southwest Research Institute in Boulder, Colorado. 
This imagined hellishness gave the eon its name — Hadean comes from Hades, the lord of the 
underworld in Greek mythology. 

However, in the past dozen years or so, a radically different picture of the Hadean began to 
emerge. Analysis of minerals trapped within microscopic zircon crystals dating from this eon “suggested 
that there was liquid water on the surface of the Earth back then, clashing with the previous picture that 
the Hadean was hellish,” Marchi said. This could explain why the evidence of the earliest life on Earth 


appears during the Hadean — maybe the planet was less inhospitable during that eon than previously 
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thought. 

The exact timing and magnitude of the impacts that smashed Earth during the Hadean are unknown. 
To get an idea of the effects of this bombardment, Machi and his colleagues looked at the moon, whose 
heavily cratered surface helped model the battering that its close neighbor Earth must have experienced 
back then. 

“We also looked at highly siderophile elements (elements that bind tightly to iron) , such as gold, 
delivered to Earth as a result of these early collisions, and the amounts of these elements tells us the total 
mass accreted by Earth as the results of these collisions,” Marchi said. Prior research suggests these 
impacts probably contributed less than 0. 5 percent of the Earth’s present-day mass. 

The researchers discovered that “the surface of the Earth during the Hadean was heavily affected by 
very large collisions, by impactors larger than 100 kilometers or so — really, really big impactors, " 
Marchi said. “When Earth has a collision with an object that big, that melts a large volume of the 
Earth’s crust and mantle, covering a large fraction of the surface,” Marchi added. These findings 
suggest that Earth’s surface was buried over and over again by large volumes of molten rock — enough 
to cover the surface of the Earth several times. This helps explain why so few rocks survive from the 


Hadean, the researchers said.

From beach balls, pool toys, and jump houses, inflatable technology takes a big step forward for 
its next frontier; space station. A new kind of tech will be aboard Space X’s eighth supply mission to 
the International Space Station (ISS). A compressed living module will be delivered and attached to the 
station where, in the void of space, it will expand into a new habitat for astronauts. 


Designed by Bigelow Aerospace, the inflatable space habitat is one area NASA is exploring for 
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potential deep space habitats and other advanced space missions. 

“The ‘Bigelow Expandable Activity Module’ or the BEAM, is an expandable habitat that will be 
used to investigate technology and understand the potential benefits of such habitats for human missions 
to deep space,” NASA Administrator Charles Bolden wrote in a blog post. The habitats could be a way 
to “dramatically increase” the space available for astronauts while also offering added protection from 
the dangers of space, like radiation and space debris, the NASA press release says. 

But how is an inflatable space station supposed to be a viable means of housing for space travelers? 
BEAMs are far more than balloon-like rooms where astronauts can take asylum. Technically, the 
modules don’t inflate — they expand, according to the company. And beyond just air, the habitats are 
reinforced with an internal metal structure. The outside is composed of multiple layers of material 
including things like rubber and kevlar to protect form any speeding debris. 

Inside Space X’s Dragon spacecraft on the way to the ISS, the BEAM will be approximately 8 feet 
in diameter. It will expand once deployed in space to offer 565 cubic feet of space for astronauts. "It'll 
be the first time human beings will actually step inside this expandable habitat in space,” former 
astronaut George Zamka, who has worked for Bigelow Aerospace, told USA Today. “There won’t be 
this sense of it being like a balloon. ” 





But astronauts won’t be getting inside the module for some time yet. The BEAM will be attached 
to the Tranquility Node and deployed. Inside the module are a series of tools that will help the crew of 
the ISS monitor different aspects of the expandable area to see how it acts in space. The crew will watch 
heat, radiation, orbital debris, and provide information about the viability of using similar modules in 
the future. 

The testing is scheduled to go on for a two-year time period, after which the module will be 
released and burn up in the atmosphere. NASA’s partnership with Bigelow fits Mr. Bolden’s desire to 
help grow a robust private sector industry to commercialize aspects of space — a process he sees as vital 
if humans want to reach farther cosmic destinations. “The world of low Earth orbit belongs to 


industry,” Bolden said at a press conference in January 2015.

A few years ago, as my children descended like piranhas on their presents under the Christmas 
tree, the only attitude I could see was greed. Where was the appreciation of time and effort? 

A thank-you note should contain three things: an acknowledgement of the gift ( Love the tie with 
the picture of a horse on it. ) ; a recognition of the time and effort spent to select it ( You must have 
shopped all over the state to find such a unique item!) ; a prediction of how you will use your gift or the 
way it has enhanced your life (I'll be sure to wear it to the next Mr. Ed convention! ). 

So, five years ago, in one of my rare flashes of parental insight, I decided that the most 
appropriate time to teach this basic courtesy is while the tinsel is hot. To the horror of my children, I 
announced that henceforth every gift received will be an occasion for a thank-you note written 
immediately, on the spot. I have explained to my kids how I have reacted to not hearing from the little 
boy — how it made me feel unappreciated and unmotivated to repeat the process next year. 

I have reluctantly given my kids the green light to send e-thank-you notes; though hand-lettered 
ones (at least to me) still seem friendlier. But pretty much any thank-you makes the gift giver feel 
special — just as, we hope, the recipient feels. It's a gesture that perfectly captures the spirit of the 


holidays.

My last flight to Rome landed at stupid o’clock in the morning so I was almost looking forward to 
getting a cup of hot coffee from the flight crew. Instead, I opted for holding my eyelids up with two 
fingers so I could find the first coffee shop in the airport. Coffee always tastes terrible on planes and 
there could be a simple — and disgusting — reason why. 

A couple of weeks ago, an assortment of airline employees spilled some of their industry’s secrets 
in an Ask Reddit thread, and two of them had some unpleasant things to say about the coffee-makers. 
A user named Muddbutt7 wrote: 

“Sometimes, the vehicle that fills the potable water for washing hands and making coffee is parked 
next to the vehicle that in used to dump the [toilets] and fill the blue juice for the lavatories. They’re 
not supposed to. Sometimes, they parked at a distance from each other, which is policy, yet the guy 
who is filling the water is using gloves that he hasn’t in over 2 years. ” 

While a second user named Worseto added: 

“The coffee is absolutely disgusting because no one washes the container that goes out every 
morning. The station agents who get paid way too little don’t give a [ expletive] about cleaning it. I 
certainly didn’t when I worked for AA. Also, because we weren’t given the proper supplies to clean it. 
We pretty much just rinsed it out and dumped coffee into it. ” 

After reading those sort of stomach-churning confessions, Huffington Post attempted to determine 
how true those statements are. Abbie Unger, a former flight attendant, told the site: 

“Tt is true that the portable water tanks are not cleaned. But they are only filled with potable 
(drinkable) water, so it's not like there is old coffee in a big container somewhere. The water doesn't 
make for an excellent cup of coffee, but it's not unsafe. " 

So basically, the reason that cup of Starbucks during your Delta flight tastes worse than the cup 
you had at the airport is because of the water, which is a point that has been raised previously. The 
Environmental Protection Agency began investigating the safety of the water on airplanes in 2004, after 
discovering that 1596 —or 1.5 out of every 10 planes—tested positive for coliform bacteria in the 
drinking water. 

In 2013, NBC 5 looked into whether those numbers had improved and discovered that 12% of 
planes had at least one positive test for coliform in what was then the EPA’s most recent survey. 
Although the EPA said that there had not been any cases of anyone getting sick from the water onboard 
a plane, insiders still say that the tanks — and the hoses that are used to fill them — can be pretty gross 
( “pretty gross” is a highly scientific term). 

In a Forbes piece called “Why Airline Crews Skip the Coffee and Tea On Board" , former US Air 
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employee John Goglia wrote:

Passage Two

Researchers have created male mice with no trace of a Y chromosome, supposedly the defining 
hallmark of being male. 

Reproductive biologist Monika Ward of University of Hawaii in Honolulu and colleagues started 
with mice that have only one X chromosome (and no second sex chromosome). Normally those 
animals would develop as females. But when the researchers manipulated genes found on the X and 
another chromosome, the mice became males that could produce immature sperm. Those engineered 
males fathered offspring with reproductive assistance from the researchers, who injected the immature 
sperm into eggs, Ward and colleagues report in the Jan. 29 Science. 

The experiments demonstrate that there are multiple ways to make males, says Richard Behringer, 
a developmental geneticist at MD Anderson Cancer Center in Houston. " They've done it without any Y 
chromosome gene information," he says " There's not even a sniff of the Y around. " 

At first glance, the experiments would seem to suggest Y chromosomes aren't necessary for 
reproduction, which hints that evolution may eventually show Y's the door. “To me it is a paradigm 


, 


of the decline and fall of the Y chromosome,” says reproductive biologist Jennifer Marshall Graves of 
La Trobe University in Melbourne, Australia. 
But Ward and other researchers say the Y isn't going anywhere and that interpreting the new 


results as the chromosome's death knell is wrong. Because the Y-less males needed help to reproduce, 
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"clearly we need the Y chromosome for full natural male reproduction," says Mary Ann Handel, a 
reproductive biologist at the Jackson Laboratory in Bar Harbor, Maine. 

Ward and colleagues had previously shown that two Y chromosome genes—Sry and Eif2s3 y—are 
crucial for male mouse development. Sry is a master gene that turns on male developmental 
programming in early embryos. It turns on a gene called Sox9, which then sets off a biochemical 
chain reaction that leads to male development. 

But in the new experiments, the researchers turned on Sox9 through other means. Activating 
Sox9 in a genetically female embryo will cause it to develop as a male, Ward and colleagues found.

But those males didn't make sperm. “The testes were empty,” says Ward. 

In order to produce sperm, mice need the Eif2s3y gene, the researchers had previously 
discovered. In the new experiment, the mice were missing the gene because they didn't have Y 
chromosomes. So researchers substituted a similar gene from the X chromosome called Eif2s3x. Only 
one copy of the Y version is needed to make immature, tailless sperm, but it takes at least five copies 


of the X version to do the same thing. " This indicates that the Y chromosome gene is the strong 


»

one," says Ward. 

Her research suggests that the Y chromosome has optimized production from genes that are 
necessary for making males. Making just the right dose of male development factors is how the Y 
protects itself from evolutionary erasure, Ward says. “Our work does not support that the Y 
chromosome will disappear. " 

Graves disagrees, Ward's work is “a lovely example of how you can lose even a really important 
gene," she says. At least two species of rodents have already jettisoned their Y chromosomes entirely. 
Primates, including humans, don't have Eif2s3y genes on their Y chromosomes. The new work may 
help explain how primates get along without the gene, Graves suggests, and the research may “give us 


, 


useful information about what happens at the end of the Y chromosome. '

“A HARMLESS drudge.” Of the definitions in Samuel Johnson’s great English dictionary of 
1755, that of “lexicographer” , his own calling, is the most famous, an example of the same wit that 
led him to define “oats” as “a grain, which in England is generally given to horses, but in Scotland 
supports the people". 

Why name a language column after a harmless drudge? Because Johnson, despite the drudgery, 
knew that language was not harmless. Its power to inform and to lead astray, to entertain and to annoy, 
to build co-operation or destroy a reputation, makes language serious stuff, The Economist's “Johnson” 
column began in 1992 and was later revived online. This week it returns to the print edition, and 
henceforth will appear fortnightly. 

Many of the topics tackled are fun; swearing and slang, preferences and peeves. Some are more 
fundamental. Language reveals a lot about human nature; how people reason differently in a foreign 
language , or to what extent different languages encode a world view, are some of the most exciting and 
controversial topics in linguistic research. 

People care intensely about their language, and so language in the wider world sometimes comes 
into conflict. The perceived arrogance of Castilians to Catalan threatens to sunder Spain; "language 


e 


police" in Quebec tell restaurant owners to change "pasta" and "grilled cheese" pâtes and fromae 
fondant. At the extreme, the passage of a law downgrading Russian in Ukraine helps spark war in that 
country; Vladimir Putin has used it as evidence that Ukrainian nationalists are bent on wiping out 
Russian culture there. The war has rumbled on since, with language the most obvious symbol of wider 
identity and sympathy. 

So the Johnson column treats topics light and heavy as well as language both English and 
international. A language column is expected to tackle questions of right and wrong. There are roughly 
two views of how to do this; one top-down, based on authority, prestige, writing and stability ; one 
bottom-up, resting on how most people actually use the language, and open to change. 


“ 


The two schools of thought, known as “ prescriptivism” (which sets down how the language 
should be) and “descriptivism” (which tells how it is ) , have often been at daggers drawn: 
English teachers and some usage-book writers on one side, and academic linguists, lexicographers 
and other usage-book writers on the other. In the caricature, prescriptivists are authoritarians with 
their heads in the sand, insisting on Victorian-era non-rules. The descriptivists are mocked as 
“ anything-is-correct" , embracing every fad, even that Shakespeare should be taught in text- 
message-speak. 

An intellectual writing for an elite audience, Samuel Johnson did not shy away from “ right" 


“ 


and "wrong", even “barbarity” , “depravity” and "corruption" , in matters of language. But 
he declared his task was not to “form” but to “register” (that is, describe) the language; trying 
to stop change was like trying to “lash the wind”. Above all, his years of drudging at the 
dictionary had taught him humility: he knew he was sure to commit “a few wild blunders, and 
visible absurdities, from which no work of such multiplicity was ever free” . 

Prescribing is not really the opposite of describing. Lexicographers from Johnson’s day on 
must describe the language, grounding their definitions in real living English. But that is in order to 


give stronger roots to a book they know people will use for firm guidance. Academic linguists, the 
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arch-descriptivists, are perfectly willing to call some usages wrong and others plain ugly.

The weight of plastic waste clogging the world's oceans threatens to exceed all fish by 2050 if the 
world's seemingly insatiable appetite for the material continues at the current explosive rate, warned a 
new report presented on Tuesday. 

In fact, according to the study by the Ellen MeaArthur Foundation along with the World Economic 
Forum, "plastics production has surged over the past 50 years, from 15 million tonnes in 1964 to 311 
million tonnes in 2014, and is expected to double again over the next 20 years. " 

The study—The New Plastics Economy: Rethinking The Future of Plastics—introduced at the 
opening day of the WEF's annual summit in Davos, Switzerland is the first of its kind to 
comprehensively assess global plastic packaging flows. The report makes an economic case for what it 
calls the “New Plastics Economy" , described as “a new approach based on creating effective after-use 
pathways for plastics; drastically reducing leakage of plastics into natural systems, in particular oceans; 
and decoupling plastics from fossil feedstocks” . 

Among the findings, which are based on interviews with over 180 experts and on analysis of over 
200 reports, the study estimates that roughly 8 million tonnes of plastics leak into the ocean each year— 
“which is equivalent to dumping the contents of one garbage truck into ocean every minute”, This 
amount is expected to double by 2030. 

“In a business-as-usual scenario, the ocean is expected to contain/tonne of plastic for every 3 
tonnes of fish by 2025, and by 2050, more plastics than fish (by weight)” the report continues. 

What’s more, the report estimates that only 14 percent of plastic packaging is collected for 
recycling and even less for plastics in general. After sorting, only 5 percent is ultimately retained for 
subsequent use, which is far below global recycling rates for paper (58 per cent) and iron and steel 
(70 —90 percent). 

Further, the report examines the carbon impact of plastics production, given that over 90 percent 
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are derived from “virgin fossil feedstocks”. Plastics production represents roughly 6 percent of global 
oil consumption and “If the current strong growth of plastics usage continues as expected, the plastics 
sector will account for 20% of total oil consumption and 15% of the global annual carbon budget by 
2050. ” 

The report argues that single-use plastics, and plastic packaging specifically, represents a net 
loss for the economy, as its limited value is outweighed by these negative impacts. It states: 

After a short first-use cycle, 95% of plastic packaging material value, or USD 80-120 billion 
annually, is lost to the economy. A staggering 32% of plastic packaging escapes collection 
systems, generating significant economic costs by reducing urban infrastructure. The cost of such 
after-use externalities for plastic packaging , plus the cost associated with greenhouse gas emissions 
from its production, is exceeding the plastic packaging industry’s profit pool. 

“Linear models of production and consumption are increasingly challenged by the context 
within which they operate, and this is particularly true for high-volume, low-value materials such 
as plastic packaging,” said Ellen MacArthur, an accomplished British yachtswoman turned 
foundation chair. 

The researchers conclude that in order to get closer to the goal of a “circular economy ” —where 
"consumption happens only in effective bio-cycles; elsewhere use replaces consumption” —both the 
public and private sector must work towards the goal of creating plastics that can be both recycled and 


composted.

Advances in campaign against the Islamic State in Syria and lraq are forcing the extremists to 
abandon territory there, generating concerns that they are carving out a new stronghold in oil-rich Libya, 
Secretary of State John F. Kerry said Tuesday. 

" As everybody here knows, that country has resources," Kerry said at a conference of 23 foreign 
ministers from nations that form the core of a coalition fighting the Islamic State. " The last thing in the 
world you'd want is a false caliphate with access to billions of dollars in oil revenue. " 

In a joint statement, both Kerry and Italian foreign minister Paolo Gentiloni expressed concern over 
the “growing influence” of Islamic State in Libya. They vowed to “continue to National Accord in its 
efforts to establish peace and security for the Libyan people. " 

Kerry ruled out military intervention in Libya by the United States in near future. But he said that 
could change if there were "some turn of events, like weapons of mass destruction ending up in the 
hands of the wrong people". 

Libya has been in a state of chaos since 2011 when Moammar Gaddafi was ousted. Two rival 
governments subsequently emerged, and continuing conflict has foiled efforts to establish a united 
Libyan government. 

Though the emerging threat in Libya commanded much of the diplomats’ attention, the situation in 
Syria remains troublesome. Success in pushing Islamic State fighters out of an estimated 40 percent of 
territory they controlled in Iraq and 20 percent to 30 percent of the land they held in Syria has created its 
own set of urgent problems. 

Fleeing fighters often booby-trap homes and demolish buildings, which then need to be cleared and 
rebuilt before residents can return. Kerry urged his fellow foreign ministers to donate more money to a 
stabilization fund for rebuilding and restoring services in those areas. 

Now that U. N. -backed Syria peace talks aimed at ending the war have started in Geneva, Kerry 
called on Russia to stop bombing opposition fighters and the Syrian government to grant humanitarian 
access to besieged towns. 

With the onset of peace talks, a cease-fire should follow shortly, he said. 

" We are at the table, and we expect a cease-fire," he said. " And we expect adherence to the 
cease-fire, and we expect full humanitarian access. " 

In Geneva, where U. N. envoy Staffan de Mistura on Monday declared the official opening of talks 
between the Syrian government and opposition, both sides said that as far as they were concerned, 
negotiations had not yet begun. 

In a statement, the opposition delegation said Syrian rebels are facing "a massive acceleration of 
Russian and regime military aggression...including attacks on hospitals and critical infrastructure" near 
the cities of Aleppo and Homs over the past two days. 

The Syrian government delegation accused the opposition of acting like “amateurs and not 
professional politicians". Syria’s United Nations ambassador, Bashar Jaafari, representing Syrian 
President Basher al-Assad, said his side challenged the participation of two "terrorist" groups in the 
opposition delegation, according to the state-run Syrian Arab News Agency. 

The Obama administration is eager for the peace talks to begin and has pressured the opposition to 
participate. Opposition representatives have said the agreed-upon rules for the negotiations, in a U. N. 


resolution, call for an end to bombardments and government sieges of civilian areas, as well as the 
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release of prisoners. 

Russian Foreign Minister Sergei Lavrov told reporters there that his government considered 
members of Jaish al-Islam and Ahrar al-Sham to be participating in the opposition delegation in their 
“personal capacity” rather than as official representatives. Lavrov also said that he considers it the 
responsibility of the United States, as leader of the coalition against the Islamic State in Syria and Iraq, 


to prevent conflict among the various participants operating strike aircraft over those countries.

The fact that we are not sure what “intelligence” is, nor what is passed on, does not prevent us from 
finding it a very useful working concept, and placing a certain amount of reliance on tests which measure it. In 
an intelligence test we take a sample of an individual’s ability to solve puzzles and problems of various kinds, 
and if we have taken a representative sample, it will allow us to predict successfully the level of performance 
he will reach in a wide variety of occupations. 

This became of particular importance when, as a result of the 1944 Education Act, secondary schooling 
for all became law, and grammar schools, with the exception of a small number of independent foundation 
schools, became available to the whole population. Since the number of grammar schools in the country could 
accommodate at most approximately 25 per cent of the total child population of eleven-plus, some kind of 
selection had to be made. Narrowly academic examinations and tests were felt, quite rightly, to be heavily 
weighted in favour of children who had had the advantage of highly-academic primary schools and 
academically biased homes. Intelligence tests were devised to counteract this narrow specialization, by 
introducing problems which were not based on specifically scholastically-acquired knowledge. The intelligence 
test is an attempt to assess the general ability of any child to think, reason, judge, analyze and synthesize by 
presenting him with situations, both verbal and practical, which are within his range of competence and 


understanding.

Will paper book be replaced by e-book? 

Nowadays, the advancement of information technology is shaping new reading habits. E-books are 
becoming more popular with readers of all ages around the world. Compared with traditional paper books, 
e-books are cheaper, more accessible, easy to carry and environment-friendly. Many people even assert that 
e-books will replace paper book in the near future. But a new study from the American linguistics professor 
Naomi S. Baron shows that 92% of college students would rather do their reading in the old-fashioned way.

Reading is a pleasant enjoyment, but the normal computer 
problems will detract from your reading pleasure, like 4-6 hours of battery life, eye strain of long time staring 
at the screen. 

They can be read 
anywhere with sufficient light and are perfect travelling companions. More importantly, reading paper book 
enable the readers to underline passages and take notes, which will cultivate their meditation habits. Paper 
books also serve as a bridge for interpersonal communication and offer readers different spiritual experience. 
Two strangers can build a life-long friendship just because of a paper book one holding in his or her hand. 

All in all, paper books have their own defining features that can not be substituted by e-books. And paper 


books were, are and will always be the choice of readers.

Justice in society must include both a fair trial to the accused and the selection of an appropriate 
punishment for those proven guilty. Because justice is regarded as one form of equality, we find in its 
earlier expression the idea of a punishment equal to the crime. Recorded in the Old Testament is the 
expression; “an eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth.” That is, the individual who has done wrong 
has committed an offence against society. To make up for his offence, society must get even. This can 
be done only by doing an equal injury to him. This conception of retributive justice is reflected in many 
parts of the legal documents and procedures of modern times. It is illustrated when we demand the death 
penalty for a person who had committed murder. This philosophy of punishment was supported by the 
German idealist Hegel. He believed that society owed it to the criminal to give a punishment equal to the 
crime he had committed. The criminal had by his own actions denied his true self and it is necessary to 
do something that will counteract this denial and restore the self that has been denied. To the murderer 
nothing less than giving up his own will pay his debt. The demand of the death penalty is a right the 
state owes the criminal and it should not deny him his due. 

Modern jurists have tried to replace retributive justice with the notion of corrective justice. The aim 
of the latter is not to abandon the concept of equality but to find a more adequate way to express it. It 
tries to preserve the idea of equal opportunity for each individual to realize the best that is in him. The 
criminal is regarded as being socially ill and in need of treatment that will enable him to become a 
normal member of society. Before a treatment can be administered, the causes of his antisocial behavior 
must be found. If the cause can be removed, provisions must be made to have this done. 

Only those criminals who are incurable should be permanently separated from the rest of the 
society. This does not mean that criminals will escape punishment or be quickly returned to take up 
careers of crime. It means that justice is to heal the individual, not simply to get even with him. If 
severe punishment is the only adequate means for accompanying this, it should be administered. 
However, the individual should be given every opportunity to assume a normal place in society. His 
conviction of crime must not deprive him of the opportunity to make his way in the society of which he 


is a part.

Farmers in the developing world hate price fluctuations. It makes it hard to plan ahead. But most 
of them have little choice: they sell at the price the market sets. Farmers in Europe, the U. S. and Japan 
are luckier; they receive massive government subsidies in the form of guaranteed prices or direct 
handouts. Last month U. S. President Bush signed a new farm bill that gives American farmers $ 190 
billion over the next 10 years, or $83 billion more than they had been scheduled to get, and pushes 
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U. S. agricultural support close to crazy European levels. Bush said the step is necessary to “ promote 
farmer independence and preserve the farm way of life for generations”. It is also designed to help the 
Republican Party win control of the Senate in November’s mid-term elections. 

Agricultural production in most poor countries accounts for up to 50% of GDP, compared to only 
3% in rich countries. But most farmers in poor countries grow just enough for themselves and their 
families. Those who try exporting to the West find their goods whacked with huge tariffs or competing 
against cheaper subsidized goods. In 1999 the United Nations Conference on Trade and Development 
concluded that for each dollar developing countries receive in aid they lose up to $14 just because of 
trade barriers imposed on the export of their manufactured goods. It's not as if the developing world 
wants any favours, says Uganda's Minister of Finance. "What we want is for the rich countries to let us 
compete. " 

Agriculture is one of the few areas in which the Third World can compete. Land and labour are 
cheap, and as farming methods develop, new technologies should improve output. This is no pie-in-the- 
sky speculation. The biggest success in Kenya's economy over the past decade has been the boom in 
exports of cut flowers and vegetables to Europe. But that may all change in 2008, when Kenya will be 
slightly too rich to qualify for the “least-developed country” status that allows African producers to 
avoid paying stiff European import duties on selected agricultural products. With trade barriers in place, 
the horticulture industry in Kenya will shrivel as quickly as a discarded rose. And while agriculture 
exports remain the great hope for poor countries, reducing trade barriers in other sectors also works: 
American's African Growth and Opportunity Act, which cuts duties on exports of everything from 
handicrafts to shoes, has proven a boon to Africa's manufacturers. The lesson; the Third World can 
prosper if the rich world gives it a fair go. 

This is what makes Bush's decision to increase farm subsidies last month all the more depressing. 
Poor countries have long suspected that the rich world urges trade liberalization only so it can wangle its 
way into new markets. Such suspicions caused the Seattle trade talks to break down three years ago. But 
last November members of the World Trade Organization, meeting in Doha, Qatar, finally agreed to a 


new round of talks designed to open up global trade in agriculture and textiles. Rich countries assured 
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poor countries that their concerns were finally being addressed. Bush’s handout last month makes a lie of 


America’s commitment to those talks and his personal devotion to free trade.

“In every known human society the male's needs for achievement can be recognized... In a greater 
number of human societies men’s sureness of their sex role is tied up with their right, or ability, to 
practice some activity that women are not allowed to practice. Their maleness in fact has to be 
underwritten by preventing women from entering some field or performing some feat. ” 

This is the conclusion of anthropologist Margaret Mead about the way in which the roles of men 
and women in society should be distinguished. 

If talk and print are considered, it would seem that the formal emancipation of women is far from 
complete. There is a flow of publications about the continuing domestic bondage of women and about 
the complicated system of defenses which men have thrown up around their hitherto accepted 
advantages, taking sometimes the obvious form of exclusion from types of occupation and sociable 
groupings, and sometimes the more subtle form of automatic doubt of the seriousness of women’s 
pretensions to the level of intellect and resolution that men, it is supposed, bring to the business of 
running the world. 

There are a good many objective pieces of evidence for the erosion of men’s status. In the first 
place, there is the widespread postwar phenomenon of the woman Prime Minister, in India, Sri Lanka 
and Israel. 

Secondly, there is the very large increase in the number of women who work, especially married 
women and mothers of children. More diffusely there are the increasingly numerous convergences 
between male and female behavior; the approximation to identical styles in dress and coiffure, the 
sharing of domestic tasks, and the admission of women to all sorts of hitherto exclusively male leisure- 
time activities. 

Everyone carries round with him a fairly definite idea of the primitive or natural conditions of 
human life. It is acquired more by the study of humorous cartoons than of archaeology, but that does 
not matter since it is not significant as theory but only as an expression of inwardly felt expectations of 
people’s sense of what is fundamentally proper in the differentiation between the roles of the two sexes. 


In this rudimentary natural society men go out to hunt and fish and to fight off the tribe next door while 
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women keep the fire going. Amorous initiative is firmly reserved to the man, who set about courtship

Roger Rosenblatt’s book Black Fiction, in attempting to apply literary rather than sociopolitical 
criteria to its subject, successfully alters the approach taken by most previous studies. As Rosenblatt 
notes , criticism of black writing has often served as a pretext for expounding on Black history. Addison 
Gayle’s recent work, for example, judges the value of Black fiction by overtly political standards, rating 
each work according to the notions of Black identity which it propounds. 

Although fiction assuredly springs from political circumstances, its authors react to those 
circumstances in ways other than ideological, and talking about novels and stories primarily as 
instruments of ideology circumvents much of the fictional enterprise. Rosenblatt’s literary analysis 
discloses affinities and connections among works of Black fiction which solely political studies have 
overlooked or ignored. 

Writing acceptable criticism of Black fiction, however, presupposes giving satisfactory answers to a 
number of questions. First of all, is there a sufficient reason, other than the racial identity of the 
authors, to group together works by Black authors? Second, how does Black fiction make itself distinct 
from other modern fiction with which it is largely contemporaneous? Rosenblatt shows that black fiction 
constitutes a distinct body of writing that has an identifiable, coherent literary tradition. Looking at 
novels written by blacks over the last eighty years, he discovers recurring concerns and designs 
independent of chronology. These structures are thematic, and they spring not surprisingly, from the 
central fact that the Black characters in these novels exist in a predominantly white culture, whether they 
try to conform to that culture or rebel against it. 


Black fiction does leave some aesthetic questions open. Rosenblatt’s thematic analysis permits 
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considerable objectivity; he even explicitly states that it is not his intention to judge the merit of the 
various works yet his reluctance seems misplaced, especially since an attempt to appraise might have led 
to interesting results. For instance, some of the novels appear to be structurally diffuse. Is this a defect, 
or are the authors working out of, or trying to forge, a different kind of aesthetic? In addition, the style 
of some black novels, like Jean Toomer’s Cane, verges on expressionism or surrealism; does this 
technique provide a counterpoint to the prevalent theme that portrays the fate against which Black heroes 
are pitted, a theme usually conveyed by more naturalistic modes of expression? 

In spite of such omissions, what Rosenblatt does include in his discussion makes for an astute and 
worthwhile study. Black Fiction surveys a wide variety of novels, bringing to our attention in the 
process some fascinating and little-known works like James Weldon Johnson’s Autobiography of an Ex- 
Colored Man. Its argument is tightly constructed, and its forthright, lucid style exemplifies levelheaded 


and penetrating criticism.

Passage Five 
一 RD 

Any hope of a fountain of youth to stop people from getting older is a long way off, with science 
just beginning to understand the complex genetic, physical and hormonal causes of aging. But experts 
said there were interesting targets for study, including genes involved in Alzheimer’s disease, the 
hormone DHEA and the role of exercises in keeping people young. 

Steven Lamberts and colleagues noted that levels of DHEA were much lower in older people. One 
study in adults showed taking DHEA tablets “induced a remarkable increase in perceived physical and 


physiological wellbeing in both men and women without having an effect on sex”. Other studies on rats 
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showed giving them DHEA could prevent obesity and diabetes. But they said much more study was 
needed. 

Cable Finch and Rudoph Tanzi said it was conceivable that genetic engineering experiments could 
transfer genes from one species to another to alter life span. However, it seems unlikely that a few 
genes determine the 25 fold difference in life spans between rats and humans. An instructive example is 
the 10-fold difference in lifespans of female worker bees and queens of the same genotype, which show 
much slower aging during lifespans of many active years of egg production. The difference—what the 
bees were fed as juveniles. 

One interesting genetic candidate was the APOE gene, mutations of which are linked with 
Alzheimer’s disease. One version of this gene does seem to be linked with long life, although many 
more studies are needed. 

For those who do not want to wait, Lamberts’ team said exercise can be key to preventing the 
frailty that aging brings. Loss of muscle strength is an important factor in the process of frailty. One 
study in home for the elderly showed a sedentary lifestyle greatly contributes to this. Supervised 
resistance exercise training could double muscle strength and significantly increase gait velocity and stair- 
climbing power. This demonstrates that frailty in the elderly is not an irreversible effect of aging and 


disease and can be reduced and perhaps even prevented.

The Chinese presence in the colonies stirred many Australian anxieties. Australian colonists liked to 
think of themselves as British, but they began to see they were British in strange geo-political 
surroundings.

Many social commentators found the prospect that working men 
could gain sudden wealth in this way very disturbing. Would people still value achievements wrought 


by steady labour and industrious habits? What would happen to moral values? (2) There was another

Before writing, first, you should prepare enough details, have clear theme about what you 
are about to write, conceive the style of your writing and determine the way of organization; second, design an 
outline for your possible article; finally, make sure that all of these writing materials originate from your own 


thoughts or are prepared by your own efforts.

Standing in line has never been a popular activity, but today it seems that Americans are likely to 
be more impatient about waiting in line than they have been in 20 years. According to a recent Louis 
Harris survey, Americans’ leisure time has shrunk by 37 percent in the last two decades. With leisure 
time more valuable, the opportunity cost of waiting in lines is much higher. 

Businesses recognize that people choose their products on the basis of the full opportunity cost, not 
just the price of the goods or service. By keeping customers waiting businesses may be losing 
customers. They are finding that people will choose one establishment over another because shorter 
lines. As a result, businesses are focusing on their marketing efforts on what marketers call time 
utility—providing products and services in ways that do not consume valuable time or providing values 
to offset the time losses. When the multiple-lines approach is used in banks and stores, people get 
frustrated because they often find themselves in the slowest line. Single lines do not move any quicker, 
but they reduce the variance of the wait and thus reduce frustrations. Customers can line up behind the 
teller or clerk or their choice; or in one line that allows the first person in line to go to the next available 
server—called a single-server line. As a result, most types of businesses in which several service people 
handle customers have switched to the single-server line. 

Firms have tried several other approaches to dealing with lines. Chemical Bank began a program 
where any customer who had to wait in a teller line for more than seven minutes was given $5. 
Hospital emergency rooms in Los Gatos, California, now offer a “No Waiting” guarantee: If you 
wait longer than five minutes for emergency-room care, the billing department knocks 25 percent off 
your bill. The Manhattan Savings Bank offers live entertainment during noontime banking hours. Some 
hotels and office buildings have mirrors on their elevator doors in an attempt to distract people while 
waiting. 

Sometimes just telling people how long they have to wait cheers them up. Disneyland has had to 
learn to comfort those in line, since a popular attraction like Star Tours can attract as many as 1, 800 
people in a line. Like many amusement parks, Disneyland provided entertainment for those standing in 
line, but it also gives people updates, in the form of signs, noting “from this point, on the wait is 30 


minutes”. Distractions such as these can help people forget how they could be spending their time if 
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they weren’t waiting in line.

In some ways they are a marketers’ dream. They have billions of dollars in discretionary income— 
and spend most of it. Although their individual purchases are small, they buy regularly, often response 
to peer pressure. They are heavily influenced by the hours of television advertising they see each week. 
And, as a result of today’s smaller families, and the increase in the number of two-income households , 
they have more to say about family decisions than ever before. 

“They” are children, of course, a group whose spending habits are attracting the attention of 
more and more marketers. One recent study estimates that: the thirty million U. S. children 4 to 12 
years old receive about $4.7 billion annually from allowances, gifts and odd obs. Of that amount, 
they spend a total of $4.2 billion each year on snacks ( $1.4 billion), toys and games ( $1.1 
billion), movies and sports ( $771 million), video games ( $766 million), and gifts ( $164 
million), engaging in some 280 independent purchases transactions annually. Children thirteen to 
nineteen account for even greater yearly expenditures: $ 30.5 billion of their own money. 

But children's financial muscle does not end there. Researchers estimate that children directly 
influence more-than $40 billion in adult purchases each year. A Nickeldeon USA Today/Yankelovich 
Youth Monitor study found that children are extremely aware of brand and have considerable input into 
their parents' selection of apparel, cereal, snacks, cars, televisions and personal computers. Many 
children are involved in actual household purchasing, especially food; in a recent Teenage Research 


study, half the teen girls surveyed reported shopping for groceries at least once a week. Recognizing 
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this indirect purchasing power that children have，a growing number of marketers are approaching the 
youth directly. The National Dairy Board, for example, now airs milk commercials with youth appeal, 
and Procter & Gamble has developed Crest for Kids toothpaste. 

How did children acquire such buying clout? Researchers point to several factors. As the number of 
working couples and single-parent households increased, many parents shifted certain household 
responsibilities onto children's shoulders. Thrust into adult roles, children have ended up with more 
influence over the family's purchases, and they also tend to spend increased amounts of money 
themselves. In addition, many older, professional couples have fewer children. These parents can 
afford to lavish more on their children, including extra spending money for such items as Fisher-Price 
Toys’ $225 children's camcorder and the My First Sony lie of electronics gear for children. The 
bandwagon effect is yet another factor. When one marketer begins to focus on children, competitors 
follow suit, encouraging even more children's purchases. McDonald's Corp. , for example, has aimed 
advertisements for its hamburgers, meal kits, and parties on children for years; now Hardee's Food 
Systems. Inc. and Wendy's International Inc. are doing the same. 

Astute marketers realize that children actually represent three markets: current consumers, 
influential consumers , and future buyers. Because children are steadily developing brand awareness, and 
product preferences that someday will translate into purchasing decisions, even companies not selling 
youth products per se are beginning to pay attention to sell directly to children, realizing that, out there 


somewhere, tomorrow's big-ticket customer is playing video games today.

To explain the current economic crisis, the world of finance has a particular lexicon—including , for 
example, credit default swaps; mark-to-market and securitized sub-prime mortgages. Psychologists, on 
the other hand, might use very different terms: hope, greed and fear. The language of psychology helps to 
address the fact that behind every cut-and-dried statistic about falling home prices and other indicators of 
economic decline, lies an ever-shifting horde of homeowners, bankers, business owners, unwitting 
investors—in short, people. And people often pay no heed to fine-tuned economic models by doing things 
that are not rational, are not in their best interest, and are justified not by numbers—but by emotion. 

Emotion, it can be argued, not only helped to lead America into the current economic crisis but may 
also be helping to keep it there. At a recent conference called “Crisis of Confidence: The Recession and 
the Economy of Fear” sponsored by the University of Pennsylvania’s Department of Psychiatry and the 
Psychoanalytic Center of Philadelphia, an interdisciplinary panel explored the psychological elements 
behind today’s economy. “Is there a systematic way to think about our feelings when it comes to the 
economy?” asked Marvin, the panel moderator. The word “confidence” itself has a double edge to it, 
encompassing optimism on the one hand and delusion on the other. And could there be a psychological 


” 


tinge to economic vocabulary itself? “The powers that be are avoiding the word ‘depression’ ,” Marvin 
pointed out, “which describes not only a state of the market but certainly a clinical condition. ” 

Psychological factors are at work behind the crisis, the panel agreed, although each focused on a 
different element: mania and over-optimism behind the housing bubble, a lack of self-control by 
consumers hooked on debt, and the shock and feelings of betrayal of many Americans who thought they 
were making safe investments, but now find themselves facing a frightening and uncertain future. 

However, according to David M. Sachs, a training and supervision analyst at the Psychoanalytic 
Center of Philadelphia, the crisis today is not one of confidence, but one of test. " Abusive financial 
practices were unchecked by personal moral controls that prohibit individual criminal behavior, as in the 
case of Bernard Madoff, and by complex financial manipulations. as in the case of AIG.” The public, 
expecting to be protected from such abuse, has suffered a trauma of loss similar to that after 9/11. 

" Normal expectations of what is safe and dependable were abruptly shattered," Sachs noted. "As 
is typical of post-traumatic states, planning for the future could not be based on old assumptions about 
what is safe and what is dangerous. A radical reversal of how to be gratified occurred. " 

“Once a person has been traumatized , promises...are experienced as dangerous—not safe—because 
they require trust to believe," said Sachs. "It is up to the victim to decide when she can trust again.

If you want to see a roomful of people roll their eyes, just walk into a gathering of astronomers— 
or experts on ancient Mesoamerican civilizations for that matter—and shout, “Mayan apocalypse!” For 
years now, the idea that the earth will be destroyed in a terrible cataclysm or Dec. 21, 2012, has been 
bouncing around the Internet and showing up in articles, books and even movies. It’s been the 
inspiration for get-rich-quick schemes, It’s like Y2K all over again, but at least that episode of end-of- 
world hysteria was reality-based. 

The 2012 apocalypse, by contrast, is just plain nutty. An asteroid is not about to hit the earth. Neither 
is an imaginary planet called Nibiru. Our world isn’t going to be abruptly flipped upside down like a burger 
on a griddle. The earth won’t be plunged into a three-day blackout. And contrary to what you’ve been 
hearing , Maya astrologers never said any of that stuff would actually happen. The idea is so preposterous that 
a Web search for “Mayan apocalypse” turns up as many spoofs as it does serious discussions. 

The truth is a lot more prosaic than what the tinfoil-hat crowd would have you believe. Yes, the 
Maya had what’s known as a Long Count calendar, and yes, that calendar ends on Dec. 21, 2012. But 
the delightful thing about calendars—including the one the Maya used—is that they always start over 
again from zero, Just because we have a record of the Long Count equivalent of last year doesn’t mean 
the Maya weren’t busy working on next year’s. As for Nibiru, well, never mind. That one was 
borrowed from the ancient Sumerians, and the original prediction was that we’d get clobbered by the 
free-range planet in 2003. You might have noticed that that didn’t happen, so the date of arrival was 
moved up to 2012 to coincide with the Maya silliness. An apocalyptic twofer! 

All the same, some folks at NASA are seriously worried—not about the end of the world but about 


the real harm the loose talk may be doing to some people’s mental health. “I get a tremendous number 
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of e-mails about it.” says David Morrison, a space scientist at the NASA Ames Research Center at 
Moffett Field in California, who hosts the agency’s Ask an Astrobiologist website. “A large fraction are 
from people asking if the world will end, saying they’re scared and don’t know what to do. A few even 
talk about suicide. ” 

It might seem implausible that people would kill themselves over an imaginary cosmic event, but it 
happened back in 1997, when 39 members of the Heaven’s Gate cult in Southern California committed 
mass suicide under the delusion that the approach of Comet Hale-Bopp meant it was time to leave their 
physical bodies. Fearing that people were taking the 2012 scaremongering too seriously, NASA 
convened a Google + hangout on Nov. 28 during which people could interact with six astronomers who 
were prepared to debunk any myth the public could throw at them. For nearly an hour, they did just 
that, patiently explaining, for example, that any asteroid en route to obliterating earth in just a few short 
weeks would have been spotted by telescopes long ago and that Nibiru, one of whose leading proponents 
is a woman who insists she’s in touch with aliens from the Zeta Reticuli star system, would be the 
brightest object in the sky after the sun and moon. 

But NASA has been debunking the apocalypse for years now, in the same patient and rational 
manner, and it hasn't helped a whole lot. “I’m told that about 10% of the public believes this stuff. ” 
says Seth Shostak a scientist with the SETI Institute in Mountain View, Calif. , who wasn’t part of the 
online hangout. “That is about the same percentage that believes in Santa Claus and thinks we never 
went to the moon. ” 

Trying to reduce that percentage by providing facts isn’t necessarily going to work, since 
proponents of the nonsense provide plenty of their own “facts”. “I have to admit,” says Morrison, 
“that there’s something of an inherent contradiction when we scientists tell people not to trust things they 
read on the Internet, and then put information on the Internet. ” 

The real problem, said Andrew Fraknoi, an astronomer’at Foothill College in Los Altos, Calif, 
during the NASA webcast, “is that our schools have not taught skeptical thinking, have not taught 
children to distinguish between fantasy and reality. The real threat in 2012 is the public’s low level of 
science understanding. ” 

Whether that could lead to panic or suicides this time around is unclear. Only a tiny handful of the 
thousands of worried e-mails Morrison has gotten raise the disturbing possibility of people taking their 
own lives, and those have all been from adults. 

But even if kids are not suicidal, plenty of them are frightened, and have been for a long time. 
“ Two years ago, I met with a group of middle-school science teachers," Morrison says, “and I asked 
them how many of them were seeing kids who were worried about 2012. Nearly every hand shot up. ” 
When Dec. 21 comes and goes without incident, those fears should finally evaporate—that is, until the 


next doomsday pronouncement comes along.

In 1896 a Georgia couple suing for damages in the accidental death of their two-year-old was told 
that since the child had made no real economic contribution to the family, there was no liability for 
damages. In contrast, less than a century later, in 1979, the parents of a three-year-old sued in New 
York for accidental-death damages and won an award of $750, 000. 

The transformation in social values implicit in juxtaposing these two incidents is the subject of 
Viviana Zelizer’s excellent book, Pricing the Priceless Child. During the nineteenth century, she 
argues, the concept of the “useful” child who contributed to the family economy gave way gradually to

the present-day notion of the “useless” child who, though producing no income for, and indeed 
extremely costly to, its parents, is yet considered emotionally “priceless”. Well established among 
segments of the middle and upper classes by the mid-1800’s. This new view of childhood spread 
throughout society in the late-nineteenth and early-twentieth centuries as reformers introduced child-labor 
regulations and compulsory education laws predicated in part on the assumption that a child’s emotional 
value made child labor taboo. 

For Zelizer the origins of this transformation were many and complex. The gradual erosion of 
children’s productive value in a maturing industrial economy, the decline in birth and death rates, 
especially in child mortality, and the development of the companionate family (a family in which 
members were united by explicit bonds of love rather than duty) were all factors critical in changing the 
assessment of children’s worth. Yet “expulsion of children from the ‘cash nexus’, ... although clearly 
shaped by profound changes in the economic, occupational, and family structures,” Zelizer maintains, 
“was also part of a cultural process ‘ of sacralization’ of children’s lives. " Protecting children from the 
crass business world became enormously important for late-nineteenth-century middle-class Americans, 
she suggests; this sacralization was a way of resisting what they perceived as the relentless corruption of 
human values by the marketplace. 

In stressing the cultural determinants of a child's worth, Zelizer takes issue with practitioners of the 
new "sociological economics" , who have analyzed such traditionally sociological topics as crime, 
marriage, education, and health solely in terms of their economic determinants. Allowing only a small 
role for cultural forces in the form of individual " preferences" , these sociologists tend to view all human 
behavior as directed primarily by the principle of maximizing economic gain. Zelizer is highly critical of 
this approach, and emphasizes instead the opposite phenomenon: the power of social values to transform 
price. As children became more valuable in emotional terms, she argues, their "exchange" or 
"surrender" value on the market, that is, the conversion of their intangible worth into cash terms, 


became much greater.

A stout old lady was walking with her basket down the middle of a street in Petrograd to the great 
confusion of the traffic and with no small peril to herself. It was pointed out to her that the pavement 
was the place for pedestrians, but she replied, “I’m going to walk where I like. We've got liberty 
now. " It did not occur to the dear old lady that if liberty entitled the pedestrian to walk down the middle 
of the road, then the end of such liberty would be universal chaos. Everybody would be getting in 
everybody else's way and nobody would get anywhere. Individual liberty would have become social 
anarchy. 

There is a danger of the world getting liberty — drunk in these days like the old lady with the 
basket, and it is just as well to remind ourselves of what the rule of the road means. It means that in 
order that the liberties of all may be preserved, the liberties of everybody must be curtailed. When the 
policeman, say, at Piccadilly Circus steps into the middle of the road and puts out his hand, he is the 
symbol not of tyranny, but of liberty. You may not think so. You may, being in a hurry, and seeing 


your car pulled up by this insolence of office, feel that your liberty has been outraged. How dare this 
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fellow interfere with your free use of the public highway? Then, if you are a reasonable person, you will 
reflect that if he did not interfere with you, he would interfere with no one, and the result would be that 
Piccadilly Circus would be a maelstrom that you would never cross at all. You have submitted to a 
curtailment of private liberty in order that you may enjoy a social order which makes your liberty a reality. 

Liberty is not a personal affair only, but a social contract. It is an accommodation of interests. In 
matters which do not touch anybody else’s liberty, of course, I may be as free as I like. If I choose to 
go down the road in a dressing-gown who shall say me nay? You have liberty to laugh at me, but I have 
liberty to be indifferent to you. And if I have a fancy for dyeing my hair, or waxing my moustache 
( which heaven forbid), or wearing an overcoat and sandals, or going to bed late or getting up early, I 
shall follow my fancy and ask no man’s permission. I shall not inquire of you whether I may eat mustard 
with my mutton. And you will not ask me whether you may follow this religion or that, whether you 
may prefer Ella Wheeler Wilcox to Wordsworth, or champagne to shandy. 

In all these and a thousand other details you and I please ourselves and ask no one’s leave. We 
have a whole kingdom in which we rule alone, can do what we choose, be wise or ridiculous, harsh or 
easy, conventional or odd. But directly we step out of that kingdom, our personal liberty of action 
becomes qualified by other people’s liberty. I might like to practice on the trombone from midnight till 
three in the morning. If I went on to the top of Everest to do it, I could please myself, but if I do it in 
my bedroom my family will object, and if I do it out in the streets the neighbors will remind me that my 
liberty to blow the trombone must not interfere with their liberty to sleep in quiet. There are a lot of 
people in the world, and I have to accommodate my liberty to their liberties. 

We are all liable to forget this, and unfortunately we are much more conscious of the imperfections 
of others in this respect than of our own. A reasonable consideration for the rights or feelings of others 
is the foundation of social conduct. It is in the small matters of conduct, in the observance of the rule of 
the road, that we pass judgment upon ourselves, and declare that we are civilized or uncivilized. The 
great moments of heroism and sacrifice are rare. It is the little habits of commonplace intercourse that

The name of Florence Nightingale lives in the memory of the world by virtue of the heroic 
adventure of the Crimea. Had she died — as she nearly did — upon her return to England, her 
reputation would hardly have been different; her legend would have come down to us almost as we 
know it today — that gentle vision of female virtue which first took shape before the adoring eyes of the 
sick soldiers at Scutari. Yet, as a matter of fact, she lived for more than half a century after the 
Crimean War; and during the greater part of that long period all the energy and all the devotion of her 
extraordinary nature were working at their highest pitch. What she accomplished in those years of 
unknown labor could, indeed, hardly have been more glorious than her Crimean triumphs; but it was 
certainly more important. The true history was far stranger even than the myth. In Miss Nightingale’s 
own eyes the adventure of the Crimea was a mere incident — scarcely more than a useful stepping-stone 
in her career. It was the fulcrum with which she hoped to move the world; but it was only the fulcrum. 
For more than a generation she was to sit in secret, working her lever: and her real life began at the very 
moment when, in popular imagination, it had ended. 

She arrived in England in a shattered state of health. The hardships and the ceaseless efforts of the 
last two years had undermined her nervous system; her heart was affected; she suffered constantly from 
fainting-fits and terrible attacks of utter physical prostration. The doctors declared that one thing alone 
would save her — a complete and prolonged rest. But that was also the one thing with which she would 
have nothing to do. She had never been in the habit of resting; why should she begin now? Now, when 
her opportunity had come at last; now, when the iron was hot, and it was time to strike? No; she had 
work to do; and, come what might, she would do it. The doctors protested in vain; in vain her family 
lamented and entreated, in vain her friends pointed out to her the madness of such a course. Madness? 
Mad — possessed — perhaps she was. A frenzy had seized upon her. As she lay upon her sofa, 
gasping, she devoured blue-books, dictated letters, and, in the intervals of her palpitations, cracked 
jokes. For months at a stretch she never left her bed. But she would not rest. At this rate, the doctors 
assured her, even if she did not die, she would become an invalid for life. She could not help that; 
there was work to be done; and, as for rest, very likely she might rest... when she had done it. 

Wherever she went, to London or in the country, in the hills of Derbyshire, or among the 
rhododendrons at Embley, she was haunted by a ghost. It was the specter of Scutari — the hideous 
vision of the organization of a military hospital. She would lay that phantom, or she would perish. The 
whole system of the Army Medical Department, the education of the Medical Officer, the regulations of 
hospital procedure... rest? How could she rest while these things were as they were, while, if the like 
necessity were to arise again, the like results would follow? And, even in peace and at home, what was 
the sanitary condition of the Army? The mortality in the barracks, was, she found, nearly double the 
mortality in civil life. “You might as well take 1, 100 men every year out upon Salisbury Plain and

shoot them,” she said. After inspecting the hospitals at Chatham, she smiled grimly. "Yes, this is one 
more symptom of the system which, in the Crimea, put to death 16, 000 men. " Scutari had given her 
knowledge; and it had given her power too: her enormous reputation was at her back — an incalculable 
force. Other work, other duties, might lie before her; but the most urgent, the most obvious, of all 


was to look to the health of the Army.

How many really suffer as a result of labor market problems? This is one of the most critical yet 
contentious social policy questions. In many ways, our social statistics exaggerate the degree of 
hardship. Unemployment does not have the same dire consequences today as it did in the 1930's when 
most of the unemployed were primary breadwinners, when income and earnings were usually much 
closer to the margin of subsistence, and when there were no countervailing social programs for those 
failing in the labor market. Increasing affluence, the rise of families with more than one wage earner, 
the growing predominance of secondary earners among the unemployed, and improved social welfare 
protection have unquestionably mitigated the consequences of joblessness. Earnings and income data also 
overstate the dimensions of hardship. Among the millions with hourly earnings at or below the minimum 
wage level, the overwhelming majority are from multiple-earner, relatively affluent families. Most of 
those counted by the poverty statistics are elderly or handicapped or have family responsibilities which 
keep them out of the labor force, so the poverty statistics are by no means an accurate indicator of labor 
market pathologies. 

Yet there are also many ways our social statistics underestimate the degree of labor-market-related 
hardship. The unemployment counts exclude the millions of fully employed workers whose wages are so 
low that their families remain in poverty. Low wages and repeated or prolonged unemployment 
frequently interact to undermine the capacity for self-support. Since the number experiencing joblessness 
at some time during the year is several times the number unemployed in any month, those who suffer as 
a result of forced idleness can equal or exceed average annual unemployment, even though only a 
minority of the jobless in any month really suffer. For every person counted in the monthly 
unemployment tallies, there is another working part-time because of the inability to find full-time work, 
or else outside the labor force but wanting a job. Finally, income transfers in our country have always 
focused on the elderly, disabled, and dependent, neglecting the needs of the working poor, so that the 


dramatic expansion of cash and in-kind transfers does not necessarily mean that those failing in the labor 
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market are adequately protected. 


As a result of such contradictory evidence, it is uncertain whether those suffering seriously as a 


result of labor market problems number in the hundreds of thousands or the tens of millions, and, 


hence, whether high levels of joblessness can be tolerated or must be countered by job creation and 


economic stimulus. There is only one area of agreement in this debate that the existing poverty, 


employment, and earnings statistics are inadequate for one their primary applications, measuring the 


consequences of labor market problems.

Analysts have had their go at humor, and I have read some of this interpretative literature, but 
without being greatly instructed. Humor can be dissected, as a frog can, but the thing dies in the 
process and the innards are discouraging to any but the pure scientific mind. 

In a newsreel theatre the other day I saw a picture of a man who had developed the soap bubble to 
a higher point than it had ever before reached. He had became the ace soap bubble blower of America, 
had perfected the business of blowing bubbles, refined it, doubled it, squared it, and had even worked 
himself up into a convenient lather. The effect was not pretty. Some of the bubbles were too big to be 
beautiful, and the blower was always jumping into them or out of them, or playing some sort of 
unattractive trick with them. It was, if anything, a rather repulsive sight. Humor is a little like that: it 


won't stand much blowing up, and it won't stand much poking. It has a certain fragility, an 
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evasiveness, which one had best respect. Essentially, it is a complete mystery. A human frame 
convulsed with laughter, and the laughter becoming hysterical and uncontrollable, is as far out of 
balance as one shaken with the hiccoughs or in the throes of a sneezing fit. 

One of the things commonly said about humorists is that they are really very sad people — clown 
with a breaking heart. There is some truth in it, but it is badly stated. It would be more accurate, I 
think, to say that there is a deep vein of melancholy running through everyone’s life and that the 
humorist, perhaps more sensible of it than some others, compensates for it actively and positively. 
Humorists fatten on trouble. They have always made trouble pay. They struggle along with a good will 
and endure pain cheerfully, knowing how well it will serve them in the sweet by and by. You find them 
wrestling with foreign languages, fighting folding ironing boards and swollen drainpipes, suffering the 
terrible discomfort of tight boots (or as Josh Billing wittily called them, “tite” boots). They pour out 
their sorrows profitably, in a form that is not quite fiction nor quite fact either. Beneath the sparkling

Every time an old building is torn down in this country, and a new building goes up, the ground 
floor becomes a bank.

What if our society uses new-found technologies of "genetic engineering" to interfere with the 
biological nature of human beings? Might that not be disastrous? 

What about cloning, for instance? 

Cloning is a term originally used in connection with nonsexual reproduction of plants and very 
simple animal. Now it is coming into use in connection with higher animals, since biologists are finding 
ways of starting with an individual cell of a grown animal and inducing it to multiply into the same way 
in the future. 

But is cloning a safe thing to unleash on society? Might it not be used for destructive purposes? For 
instance, might not some ruling group decide to clone their submissive, downtrodden peasantry, and 
thus produce endless hordes of semi-robots who will slave to keep a few in luxury and who may even 
serve as endless ranks of soldiers designed to conquer the rest of the world? 

A dreadful thought, but an unnecessary fear. For one thing, there is no need to clone for the 
purpose. The ordinary method of reproduction produces all the human beings that are needed and as 
rapidly as is needed. Right now, the ordinary method is producing so many people as to put civilization 
in danger of imminent destruction. What more can cloning do? 

Secondly, unskilled semi-robots cannot be successfully pitted against the skilled users of machine, 
either on farms, in factories or in armies. Any nation depending on downtrodden masses will find itself 
an easy mark for exploitation by a less populous but more skilled and versatile society. This has 
happened in the past often enough. 

But even if we forget about self-hordes, what about the cloning of a relatively few individuals? 
There are rich people who could afford the expense, or politicians who could have the influence for it, 
or the gifted who could undergo it by popular demand. There can be two if a particular banker or 
governor or scientist — or three — or a thousand. Might this not create a kind of privileged caste, who 
would reproduce themselves in greater and greater numbers, and who would gradually take over the 
world? 

Before we grow concerned about this, we must ask whether there will really be any great demand 
for cloning. Would you want to be cloned? The new individual formed your cell will have your genes 
and therefore your appearance and, possibly, talents, but he will not be you. The clone will be, at 
best, merely your identical twin. Identical twins share the same genetic pattern, but they each have own 
individuality and are separate persons. 

Cloning is not a pathway to immortality, then, because your consciousness does not survive in your 
clone, any more than it would in your identical twin if you had one. 

In fact, your clone would be far less than your identical twin. What shapes and forms a personality 
is not genes alone, but all the environment to which it is exposed. Identical twins grow up in identical 


surroundings , in the same family, and under each other's influence. A clone of yourself, perhaps thirty 
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of forty years younger, would grow up in a different world altogether and would be shaped by influences 
that would be sure to make him less and less like you as he grows older. 

He may even earn your jealousy. After all, you are old and he is young. You may once have been 
poor and struggled to become well-to-do, but he will be well-to-do from the start. The mere fact that 
you won’t be able to view it as a child, but as another competing and better-advantaged you, may 
accentuate the jealousy. 

No! Imagine that, after some initial experiments, the demand for cloning will be virtually 


nonexistent.

Or that Tim (white, 31, college educated) was clueless about King’s nonviolent 
approach to civil rights activism? 

Darlene (black, 23) thought she should have the day off to sleep in. She had no idea the MLK 
day is really about doing something to inspire others. 

What is the point of having a day to mark the man if we do not understand the significance of his 
life? How is it that not only one of the greatest Americans, but one of the most influential humans in 
the history of our planet is not better known in this country? Had King been a football player or a 
musician, he may have registered better with the present generation. 

Martin Luther King, Jr. was more than just an inspirational black leader. His desire and ability to 
rise above his own failings and those of fellow humans uplifted us all—both those who were living at the 
time and those who have come after. Even if we do not know it, our world is a better place because of 
his light. 

Dr. King’s life was extinguished more than 30 years ago, but not his light. It is still here for each 
of us to carry, and to illuminate even brighter with our own unique creativity and contributions. 

Martin Luther King, Jr. was born on January 15, 1929 in Atlanta, Georgia. After graduating from 
Morehouse College and becoming a minister, he made his way to Montgomery, Alabama in 1954. 
This was an important decision for it was in the same city that, on December 1 of the following year, 
Rosa Parks refused to give up her bus seat to a white man. King was elected president of the 
Montgomery Improvement Association and led a boycott of Montgomery buses throughout 1956, which 
brought him national recognition. 

King’s legacy of non-violent activism was influenced by the teachings of Jesus and Gandhi. King 
reinforced and expanded his Biblical convictions during a visit to India in 1959, where he studied 
Gandhi’s methods of non-violent protests during the early 1960’s. 

A gifted orator, King ignited the world and a generation in the cause for American civil rights with 
his “I Have a Dream” speech on Aug 28 1963 to a crowd of 250 000 in Washington, D. C. 


“We must forever conduct our struggle on the high plane of dignity and discipline. We must not 
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allow our creative protests to degenerate into physical violence. Again and again we must rise to the 
majestic heights of meeting physical force with soul force" ...“I have a dream that one day this nation 
will rise up and live out the true meaning of its creed: We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all 
men are created equal.” ...“ When we let freedom ring, when we let it ring from every village and 
every hamlet, from every state and every city, we will be able to speed up that day when all of God’s 
children, black men and white men, Jews and Gentiles, Protestants and Catholics, will be able to join 
hands and sing in the words of the old Negro spiritual, ‘ Free at last! Free at last! Thank God 
Almighty, we are free at last!’ " 

Dr. King received the Nobel Peace Prize and was named Time magazine’s “Person of the Year” in 
1964. In his Nobel Prize acceptance speech, he said, " Non-violence is the answer to the crucial 
political and moral questions of our time: the need for man to overcome oppression and violence without 
resorting to oppression and violence. Man must evolve for all human conflicts a method which rejects 
revenge, aggression and retaliation. The foundation of such a method is love. " 

King was one of the most extraordinary humans to ever grace our planet. He was a man who met 
hate and hopeless with love and inspiration. He used non-violence to point out the obscenity of violence. 

Martin Luther King was gunned down at the Lorraine Motel in Memphis on April 4, 1968. Some 


call it irony. I choose to think of it as his final lesson to us.

A few decades ago, it was still possible to leave home and go somewhere else: the architecture 
was different, the landscape was different, the language, lifestyle, dress, and values were different. 
That was a time when we could speak of cultural diversity. But with economic globalization, diversity 


is fast disappearing. The goal of the global economy is that all countries should be homogenized. When 
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global hotel chains advertise to tourists that all their rooms in every city of the world are identical ，they 
don’t mention that the cities are becoming identical too: cars, noise, smog, corporate high-rises, 
violence, fast food, McDonalds, Nikes, Levis, Barbie Dolls, American TV and film. What’s the 
point of leaving home? 

There are many causes for this dreary turn of events, but one is central: economic globalization 
and institutions like the World Bank and the WTO promote a specific kind of homogenizing development 
that frees the largest corporations in the world to invest and operate in every market, everywhere. For 
these agencies and corporation, diversity is not a primary value: efficiency is. Diversity is an enemy 
because it requires differentiated sales appeal. What corporations love is creating the same values, the 
same tastes, using the same advertising, selling the same products, and driving out small local 
competitors. Mass marketers prefer homogenized consumers. They also prefer places with low wages, 
cheap resources, and the least restrictive environmental and labor laws. 

The new rules of global trade are primarily set by the ultra-secretive World Trade Organization 
(WTO), which now rivals the International Monetary Fund (IMF) as the most powerful, yet 
undemocratic body in the world. Its rules are specifically designed to serve global corporate expansion 
and the homogenization process. They make it nearly impossible for nation-states to prevent certain 
harmful forms of corporate development, no matter what problems they bring. So we find that 
European bankers can dominate Third World economies; Asian companies can cut down Canadian and 
Brazilian forests; American corporations can dominate the whole world’s farmers and food supply; 
Disney can homogenize consciousness and McDonalds can homogenize tastes, globally. Every country 
loses while global corporations win. 

Corporate invasions into diverse cultures often occur over vigorous protests by local governments 
and populations that try to protect local business, culture, health, food safety, and local livelihoods. 
Not everyone wants to become like everyone else. (More than one million of India’s small farmers 
protested against the entry of industrial agriculture, specifically Cargill Corporation and Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. ) Millions of others have protested against the invasion and promotion of genetically 
engineered foods which are destroying local livelihoods and threatening public health. But when 
countries try to slow down these corporate invasions—or create laws that protect local resources, or 
jobs, or health standards—they may find the laws challenged at the WTO as illegal restrictions against 
foreign investment. In fact, a recently proposed addition to the WTO would make it nearly impossible 
for any country to prevent imports of biotech food products—despite public concern over health aspects. 

Meanwhile, all places are starting to merge. In rural France, local cheese farms are sucked up by 
giant agribusiness. In England, small towns in the countryside have high-speed freeways and trucks 
jamming through them despite mass opposition. Rice paddies in Bali are turned into hotel resorts. Small 
farms in Japan become executive golf courses. Small businesses and retail shops everywhere, including 
the U. S., are being driven under by untaxed e-commerce, which the WTO may soon codify. 
Nepalese villages have Sylvester Stallone on their billboards, Barbie in their stores, and Jay Leno on 
their TV sets.

Every place is becoming everyplace else: monoculture. “Get there before it’s ruined.” Is this a 
familiar phrase? Is this a system you want? 

If globalization homogenizes cultures, its effect on Nature is just as bad. With every country 
pressured to open up its forests, minerals, water, and land to global corporations, the few pristine 
places are disappearing fast. So are the native people who live in them. So are the animals, plants and 


biota... the biodiversity of the planet. ( Brazil, for example, recently suspended its environmental 
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laws, so that Amazon forests can be cut down faster to help the country pay off IMF debts. ) 
Meanwhile, industrial forestry practices, like clear-cutting, produce landscapes so barren that it’s 
hard to know if it’s the Amazon or Oregon; landscapes of tree stumps look alike wherever they are. This 
is monoculture too. Biodiversity is disappearing as fast as cultural diversity. 
Here’s the rationale for all this: By serving the needs of global business, everyone benefits. “A 


” 


rising tide lifts all boats.” Is this true? While CEO salaries for global corporations are rising—some 
make $50 —500 million annually—worldwide, real wages for most people are falling. According to 
the U. N. , the gaps between rich and poor within countries and among countries, has grown because of 
the inequities of global trade. Even in the U. S. , the median wage of factory workers has fallen by 
10% in the last two decades. And, England now advertises that its workers are the lowest paid in 
Europe. Low wages are suddenly virtuous. Apparently, the rising tide lifts mainly yachts. 

The global economy is designed to benefit the largest corporations in the world, who are getting 
rapidly larger and more dominant. Already some corporations are bigger in economic terms than most 
nation states. Mitsubishi is the 22nd largest economy in the world. General Motors is 26th. Ford is 
3lst. They are larger than Denmark, Thailand, Turkey, Norway, Greece, Chile, Brazil, New 
Zealand and dozens of others. 

What can we do? Dozens of good organizations are working on these issues. This year, most are 
focused on the World Trade Organization Ministerial Meeting in Seattle, Washington, two weeks from now. 


Most groups are demanding a halt to all WTO expansion and a full public reassessment of its activities.

Unless you lived through the Eisenhower era, it may be hard to imagine the impact of the on- 
screen sight of sneering high-school students challenging adults with switch-blades. But in 1950s 
America, killing was still seen as something rare and horrible, something done by soldiers in battle, 
by lawmen, by gangsters, or by the occasional psychopath. 

Homicides in movies, even those considered violent, were infrequent. Those films presented 
juvenile delinquency more as the thread of rebellion and disobedience than of outright violence. 

The idea of American teenagers as killers was beyond compression. The change in 1957 when a 
wave of teen-street-gang killing in New York City (22 in the first six months of the year) spurred the 
emergency deployment of six hundred Police Academy cadets in a war on teen street crime. Though teen 
violence soon lost its place in news headlines to other crises, it did not go away. 

Thirty-five years later America is in the grip of a violence epidemic that has transformed the country 
into one of the most dangerous nations on earth. The national homicide rate, corrected for population 
growth, increased almost exactly 100 percent from 1950 to 1990. In major cities the increase has been 
much higher. In Los Angeles County the 1953 homicide total was 82. In 1992, with a population almost 
doubled, the total was 2, 512—an increase of over 1, 000 percent. These are staggering increase by any 
measure, with the one-year toll for L. A. County exceeding the deaths in over fifteen years of conflict in 
Northern Ireland. 

Youth crime accounts for a disproportionate number of these killings. That’s more than twice the 
number recorded a decade earlier, reflecting the fact, according to FBI reports, that the number of 
youths who committed murder with guns was up 79 percent in one decade. Clearly something has gone 
horribly wrong. In looking for a root cause, one of the most obvious differences in the social and 
cultural fabric between post-World War II and pre-World War II America is the massive and pervasive 
exposure of American youth to television. Since the 1950s, behavioral scientists and medical researchers 
have been examining screen violence as a possible causative element in America’s spiraling violent 
crime rate. There is compelling evidence of a direct, demonstrable link. Homicide has become the 
second leading cause among African-American youth. In 1992 the US surgeon general cited violence as 
the leading cause of injury to women aged 15 to 44, and the US Centers for Disease Control consider 


violence a public health issue, to be treated as an epidemic.

“It’s so easy to lie," Feldman said. “We teach our children to be honest, but we also tell them

Anyone who trains animals recognizes that human and animal perceptual capacities are different. 
For most humans, seeing is believing, although we do occasionally brood about whether we can believe 
our eyes. The other senses are largely ancillary; most of us do not know how we might go about 
either doubting or believing our noses. But for dogs, scenting is believing. A dog’s nose is to ours as 
the wrinkled surface of our complex brain is to the surface of an egg. A dog who did comparative 
psychology might easily worry about our consciousness or lack thereof, just as we worry about the 
consciousness of a squid. 

We who take sight for granted can draw pictures of scent, but we have no language for doing it the 
other way about, no way to represent something visually familiar by means of actual scent. Most 
humans cannot know, with their limited noses, what they can imagine about being deaf, blind, mute, 
or paralyzed. The sighted can, for example, speak of a blind person as “in the darkness,” but there is 
no corollary expression for what it is that we are in relationship to scent. If we tried to coin words, we 


, 


might come up with something like “ scent-blind. " But what would it mean? It couldn't have the sort of 


meaning that “color-blind” and “tone-deaf” do, because most of us have experienced what “tone” and 
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"color" mean in those expressions, but we don’t know what "scent" means in the expression “ scent- 
blind. " Scent for many of us can be only a theoretical, technical expression that we use because our 
grammar requires that we have a noun to go in the sentences we are prompted to utter about animals' 
tracking. We don't have a sense of scent. What we do have is a sense of smell—for Thanksgiving 
dinner and skunks and a number of things we call chemicals. 

So if Fido and I are sitting on the terrace, admiring the view, we inhabit worlds with radically 
different principles of phenomenology. Say that the wind is to our backs. Our world lies all before us, 
within a 180 degree angle. The dog's—well, we don't know, do we? 

He sees roughly the same things that I see but he believes the scents of the garden behind us. He 
marks the path of the black-and white cat as she moves among the roses in search of the bits of chicken 
sandwich I let fall as I walked from the house to our picnic spot. I can show that Fido is alert to the 
kitty, but not how, for my picture-making modes of thought too easily supply falsifyingly literal 


representations of the cat and the garden and their modes of being hidden from or revealed to me.

Should doctors ever lie to benefit their patients—to speed recovery or to conceal the approach of 
death? In medicine as in law, government, and other lines of work, the requirements of honesty often 
seem dwarfed by greater needs; the need to shelter from brutal news or to uphold a promise of secrecy. 

What should doctors say, for example, to a 46-year-old man coming in for a routine physical 
checkup who, though he feels in perfect health, is found to have a form of cancer? If he asks, should 
the doctor deny that he is ill, or minimize the gravity of the illness? Doctors confront such choices often 


and urgently. At times, they see important reasons to lie for the patient's own sake. In their eyes, such 
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lies differ sharply from self-serving ones. 

Studies show that most doctors sincerely believe that the seriously ill do not want to know the truth 
about their condition, and that informing them risks destroying their hope, so that they may recover more 
slowly, or deteriorate faster, perhaps even commit suicide. As one physician wrote; “Ours is a profession 
which traditionally has been guided by a precept that transcends the virtue of uttering the truth for truth's 
sake, and that is, as far as possible ‘do no harm’.” Armed with such a precept, a number of doctors 
may slip into deceptive practices that they assume will “do no harm" and may well help their patients. 

But the illusory nature of the benefits such deception is meant to produce is now coming to be 
documented. Studies show that, contrary to the belief of many physicians, an overwhelming majority of 
patients do want to be told the truth, even about grave illness, and feel betrayed when they learn that 
they have been misled. We are also learning that truthful information, humanely conveyed, helps 
patients cope with illness. 

Not only do lies not provide the "help" hoped for by advocates of benevolent deception, they invade 
the autonomy of patients and render them unable to make informed choices concerning their own health. 

Lies also do harms to those who tell them; harm to their integrity and, in the long run, to their 
credibility. Lies hurt their colleagues as well. The suspicion of deceit undercuts the work of the many 
doctors who are scrupulously honest with their patients; it contributes to the spiral of lawsuits and of 


"defensive medicine" , and thus it injures, in turn, the entire medical profession.

Along 
with them goes social mobility, ambition to rise in the urban world, a main factor in bringing down the 
births in Europe in the 19" century. 

Food shortage will happen again when the reserves resulting from the good harvests of 1998 and 
1999 have been consumed. Urbanization is likely to continue, with the cities of the developing nations 
struggling under the weight of twice their present populations by the year 2010. The presently rich 
countries are approaching a stable population largely because of the changed place of women, and they 
incidentally are setting an example of restraint to the rest of the world. Industrial society will spread to 
the poor countries, and aspiration will exceed resources. All this will lead to a population in the new 
century that is smaller than was feared a few years ago.

However important we regard school life to be, there is no gainsaying the fact that children spend 
more time at home than in the classroom. Therefore, the great influence of parents cannot be ignored or 
discounted by the teacher. They can become strong allies of the school personnel or they can consciously 
or unconsciously hinder and thwart curricular objectives. 

Administrators have been aware of the need to keep parents apprised of the newer methods used in 
schools. Many principals have conducted workshops explaining such matter as the reading readiness 
program, manuscript writing and developmental mathematics. 

Moreover, the classroom teacher, with the permission of the supervisors, can also play an 
important role in enlightening parents. The informal tea and many interviews carried on during the year, 


as well as new ways of reporting pupils’ progress, can significantly aid in achieving a harmonious

To illustrate , suppose that a father has been drilling Junior in arithmetic processes night after night. 
In a friendly interview, the teacher can help the parent sublimate his natural paternal interest into 
productive channels. He might be persuaded to let Junior participate in discussing the family budget, 
buying the food, using a yardstick or measuring cup at home, setting the clock, calculating mileage on 
a trip and engaging in scores of other activities that have a mathematical basis. 

If the father follows the advice, it is reasonable to assume that he will soon realize his son is 
making satisfactory progress in mathematics, and at the same time, enjoying the work. 

Too often, however, teachers’ conferences with parents are devoted to petty accounts of children’s 
misdemeanors, complaints about laziness and poor work habits, and suggestion for penalties and rewards 
at home. 

What is needed is more creative approach in which the teacher, as a professional adviser, plants 
ideas in parents’ minds for the best utilization of the many hours that the child spends out of the 
classroom. In this way, the school and the home join forces in fostering the fullest development of

Extraordinary creative activity has been characterized as revolutionary, flying in the face of what is 
established and producing not what is acceptable but what will become accepted. According to this 
formulation, highly creative activity transcends the limits of an existing form and establishes a new 
principle of organization. However, the idea that extraordinary creativity transcends established limits is 
misleading when it is applied to the arts, even though it may be valid for the sciences. Differences 
between highly creative art and highly creative science arise in part from a difference in their goals. For 
the sciences, a new theory is the goal and end result of the creative act. Innovative science produces 
new propositions in terms of which diverse phenomena can be related to one another in more coherent 
ways. Such phenomena as a brilliant diamond or a nesting bird are relegated to the role of data, serving 


as the means for formulating or testing a new theory. The goal of highly creative art is very different; 
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the phenomenon itself becomes the direct product of the creative act. Shakespeare’s Hamlet is not a tract 
about the behavior of indecisive princes or the uses of political power, nor is Picasso’s painting Guernica 
primarily a prepositional statement about the Spanish Civil War or the evils of fascism. What highly 
creative artistic activity produces is not a new generalization that transcends established limits, but rather 
an aesthetic particular. Aesthetic particulars produced by the highly creative artist extend or exploit, in 
an innovative way, the limits of an existing form, rather than transcend that form. 

This is not to deny that a highly creative artist sometimes established a new principle of 
organization in the history of an artistic field, the composer Monteverdi, who created music of the 
highest aesthetic value, comes to mind. More generally, however, whether or not a composition 
establishes a new principle in the history of music has little bearing on its aesthetic worth. Because they 
embody a new principle of organization, some musical works, such as the opera of the Florentine 
Camerata, are of signal historical importance, but few listeners or musicologists would include these 
among the great works of music. On the other hand, Mozart’s The Marriage of Figaro is surely among 
the masterpieces of music even though its modest innovations are confined to extending existing means. 
It has been said of Beethoven that he toppled the rules and freed music from the stifling confines of 
convention. But a close study of his compositions reveals that Beethoven overturned no fundamental 
rules. Rather, he was an incomparable strategist who exploited limits—the rules, forms, and 
conventions that he inherited from predecessors such as Haydn and Mozart, Handel and Bach—in 


strikingly original ways.

Ground-level ozone is an air pollutant that causes human health problems even at very low levels. 
It also damages crops and other vegetation. It is a key ingredient of urban smog. “Good ozone” occurs 
naturally in the stratosphere approximately 10 to 30 miles above the earth’s surface and forms a layer that 
protects life on earth from the sun’s harmful rays. 

“Bad ozone” is formed in the earth’s lower atmosphere, near ground level, when pollutants 
emitted by cars, power plants, industrial boilers, refineries, chemical plants, and other sources react 
chemically in the present of sunlight. Ozone pollution is a concern during the summer months when the 
weather conditions needed to form ground-level ozone — lots of sun, hot temperatures — normally 
occur. The length of ozone season varies from one area of the United States to another. Southern and 
southwestern states may have an ozone season that lasts nearly the entire year. 

Ozone can irritate lung airways and cause inflammation much like sunburn. Other symptoms 
include wheezing, coughing, pain when taking it deep breath, and breathing difficulties during exercise 
of outdoor activities. People with respiratory problems are most vulnerable, but even healthy people 
who are active outdoors can be affected when ozone levels are high. Repeated exposure to ozone 
pollution for several months may cause permanent lung damage. Anyone who spends time outdoors in 
the summer is at risk, particularly children and other people who are active outdoors. Even at very low 
levels, ground-level ozone triggers a variety of problems including aggravated asthma, reduced lung 
capacity, and increased susceptibility to respiratory illnesses like pneumonia and bronchitis. 

Ozone damage can occur without any noticeable signs. People who love in areas where ozone levels 
are frequently high may find that their initial symptoms go away overt time — particularly when 
exposure to high ozone levels continues for several days.

School buildings themselves can reflect liberal or conservative views about what should go on in a 
classroom. The earliest schools built to accommodate large numbers of children had separate classrooms 
for graded groups. The rooms were laid out formally, with pupils’ desks bolted to the floor in straight 
rows facing the teacher’s desk. Clearly, the school itself reflected a teacher-and subject-centered view of 
education. 

Schools of the next generation, built after 1940, were lighter and airier and had more open space, 
and most had movable desks. They also often provided special rooms or areas for science, art, music, 
and physical education. There were still separate rooms for different grade levels, however, and the 
desks still were likely to be formally arranged in straight, rows. That is, the schoolroom was still 
largely designed to implement the old school program, which involved grade levels, uniform time 
blocks, uniformity of instruction, and absorption of subject matter. Newer subjects, not newer teaching 
methods, accounted for most of what was new in school design. 

The first school buildings specifically to facilitate liberal teaching methods began to appear in the 
mid-1950s. Folding interior walls — or no walls at all — permitted the flexible use of space to 
encourage large-group, small-group, or individual instruction. Some provided carrels for individual 
study, areas designed for team teaching, centers for programmed instruction and a language laboratory. 

In the newest buildings — called open schools — the use of space is even more flexible. Since so 


much of the space is undifferentiated, areas within the buildings can be readily expanded, converted to 
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accommodate program changes, and used for many kinds of functions. As a reflection of a conservative 
or liberal attitude toward education, the physical layout of a school can either facilitate or hinder 
conservative or liberal teaching practices. But it cannot determine what those practices will be. It may 
be difficult for a conservative teacher to operate in a physically open classroom or for liberal teacher to 
operate in formal classroom. But it is not impossible. What determines whether the classroom is liberal

Playing violent video games can have immediate and lasting effects on a person’s thoughts and 
behavior, new research shows. In fact, researchers report that the interactive and increasingly graphic 


mature of some video games makes them “potentially more dangerous” than violence-charged television 
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and movies. 

Psychologists Anderson and Dill conducted two studies. In one study of 227 college students, the 
investigators found that students who more frequently played violent video games during junior high and 
high school were more likely to have engaged in “aggressive behavior”. A second study in which 210 
college students played either a violent or non-violent video game revealed that the violence-packed 
game increased subjects’ aggression immediately afterwards. 


In the first study, the investigators questioned students on their natural levels of aggression and 





irritability, and their delinquent (犯法 的 ) behavior 一 for instance whether they had bit other students 
in the past year. The investigators found that students with aggressive personalities and those who more 
often played violent video games were more prone to real-life aggression. Students who considered 
themselves aggressive were also more likely to play violet video games. Since aggressive people may 
seek out violet games, coming to the conclusion that the video games caused real-life delinquency is too 
risky. 

However, the second study lined video-game violence with immediate increases in aggression. 
Anderson and Dill had students play either a violent game or a nonviolent game and let the students 
believe they were playing against an opponent in another room after completing the video game, 
participants played a competitive-reaction game with their imaginary opponents, in this game the winner 
was allowed to publish the loser with a noise blast (响亮 的 噪音 ) . The researchers found that students 
who were fresh from the violent video game blasted their opponents longer than those who played the 
nonviolent game. 

Because video games show short-term and long-term effects, Anderson and Dill suppose that video- 
game violence influences behavior not by arousing aggressive feelings, but by teaching players to find 
“ageressive solutions” to problems. Unlike TV, many video games demand that player identify with the 


aggressor and actively participate in violence.

He tells me, with a sheepish grin, that he is taking his suits to Chinatown to have 
them “tailored”. 

Still-older men have lost their dignity and rattle on unabashedly. Often, wives and children play 
important roles in their fat-inspection rituals. Take my oldest brother, a former college football player. 
His daughter says that several times a day he will stand at attention and call out. “Fat medium or thin?” 
She knows the correct answer medium. Thin would be an obvious stretch, and fat may not get her that 
new video. According to his wife, he stands in front of the mirror in the morning ( before the day's 
meals take their toll) , puts his hands behind his head and lurches into a side bend, then clutches the roll 
that has developed and says, “Am I getting fatter?” His wife is expected to answer. “You look like you 
may have lost a few pounds. ” 

And then there are the ex-husbands, a pitiful group. They are extremely vocal. When I go to the 
movies with one, he confides that he is suffering from great hunger because he is dieting. He hasn’t 
eaten since the pancakes and sausages he wolfed down that morning. He pauses in his monologue 
while he buys his popcorn. After the movie, we sprint to a restaurant, where he again pauses to 
devour a basket of bread. Before he orders his chaste salad and soup, he grows plaintive. Do I think 


he’s fat?

The Currier and Ives firm of lithographers was founded Nathaniel Currier in 1834. James Ives 
joined the firm as a bookkeeper eighteen years later just after becoming Currier’s brother-in-law, and 
was made a partner in 1857. The pair showed an uncanny (神秘 的 ) ability to predict what the 
American public would rush to buy in the way of cheap art, and literally hundreds of thousands of prints 
from as many as 7, 000 individual pictures were turned out and sold from the firm’s shop in lower New 
York by street vendors and over shop counters throughout the country and even in Europe. Though in 
the course of time the firm employed some of America’s finest artists, artistic excellence could certainly 
not be counted among the firm’s real goals.

In 1997, Moscow, Russia, celebrated the 850" anniversary of its founding. In the more than eight 
centuries that Moscow has been a viable city, it has been characterized by waves of new construction. 
The most recent one is ongoing, as Moscow thrives as capital of the new Russia. The architecture of 
Moscow represents a hodgepodge (大 杂烩 ) of styles, as 12" century forms mingle with elegant estates 
from the times of the Czars and functional structures that reflect the pragmatism (实用 性 ) of the 
Soviet era. As Moscow grows under a new system of government, there is concern that some of the 
city’s architectural history will be lost. 

Moscow has a history of chaotic periods that ended with the destruction of the largely wooden city 
and the building of the “new” city on top of the ruins of the old. The result is a layered city, with each 
tier holding information about a part of Russia’s past. In some areas of the city, archaeologists have 
reached the layer from 1147, the year of Moscow’s founding. 

Russia has begun a huge attempt to salvage and preserve as much of Moscow’s past as possible. 
New building could destroy this history forever, but Moscow has decided on a different approach. 
Recognizing that new building represents progress, and progress is necessary for the growth of the 
nation, new building is flourishing in Moscow. However, the Department of Preservation of Historical 
Monuments is insuring that building is done in a manner that respects the past. There are approximately 
160 active archeological sites currently in Moscow; 5 000 buildings have been designated as protected 
locations. 

One example of the work done by the Department of Preservation of Historical Monuments is 
Manege Square, which lies just west of the Kremlin. Throughout Moscow’s past, this Square has been 
a commercial district. In keeping with that history, the area will be developed as a modern shopping 
mall, complete with restaurants, theaters, casinos and a parking garage. 

Archaeologists working in Manege Square uncovered the commercial life of eight centuries. By 
excavating live meters deep, archaeologists provided a picture of the evolution of commercial Moscow. 
Among the finds: wooden street pavement from the time of Ivan the Terrible (16^ century), a wide 
cobblestone road from the era of Peter the Great (early 18" century), street paving from the reign of 
Catherine the Great ( mid-to late 18" century) , and a wealthy merchant's estate ( 19" century ). 
Smaller finds — a belt and buckle, a gold chain, shoes, locks, and a horse harness — provide rich 
details about the lives of Muscovites of the past. Now Moscow, a city with more and more modern 
structures appearing all the time, remains largely distinguished by Byzantine cathedrals, 15" and 16"

As the English language has changed at a fast speed in the last century, so has the use of the 
English language. 

After the British Broadcasting Corporation ( BBC) was founded in 1927, the particular style of 
speech of the BBC announcers was recognized as Standard English or Received Pronunciation ( RP) 
English. Now, most people still consider that the pronunciation and delivery of BBC announcers is the 
clearest and most understandable spoken English.

One billion people in the world are short of water. How can this problem be solved? Some 
suggestions have been to desalinate ( 除去 盐分 ) ocean water or to build enormous water pipelines from 
areas where water is abundant. Suggestions such as these prove extremely costly when they are actually 
used. One possibility that scientists are considering is pulling icebergs from either the North Pole or the 
South Pole to parts of the world with a water shortage. Although many questions must be answered 
before such a project could be tried, moving icebergs seems a reasonable possibility in the future. 

Engineers, mathematicians, and glaciologists (冰川 学 家 ) from a dozen countries have been 
considering the iceberg as a future source of water. Saudi Arabia is particularly interested in this project 
because it has a great water shortage. Scientists estimate that it would take 128 days to transport a large 
iceberg (about 1/2 miles square) to Saudi Arabia. Yet the iceberg would be completely melted by the 104" 
day. Therefore, insulation would be essential, but how to insulate the iceberg remains an unsolved problem. 

The problems in transporting an iceberg are numerous. The first problem is choosing the iceberg to 
pull. The icebergs that form in the North Pole are quite difficult to handle because of their shape. Only 
a small portion extends above the water — most of the iceberg is below the surface, which would make 
it difficult to pull. South Pole icebergs, on the other hand, are flat and float like table tops; thus, they 
would be much easier to move. 

How can a 200 million-ton iceberg be moved? No ship is strong enough to pull such enormous 
weight through the water. Perhaps several ships could be used. Attaching ropes to an iceberg this size is 
also an enormous problem. Engineers think that large nails or long metal rods could be driven into the 
ice. What would happen if the iceberg split into several pieces during the pulling? Even if an iceberg 
with very few cracks were chosen, how could it be pulled through stormy waters? Furthermore, once the 
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iceberg reached its destination, very few ports would be deep enough to store it. 

All of these problems must be solved before icebergs can become a reasonable source of water. Yet 
scientists estimate that it will be possible to transport them in the near future. Each year, enough 
icebergs form to supply the whole world with fresh water for a full year. In addition, icebergs are free 


and nonpolluting. As a solution to the world’s water problems, icebergs may be a workable possibility.

The gift of being able to describe a face accurately is a rare one, as every experienced police officer 
knows to his cost. As the Lancet put it recently, “When we try to describe faces precisely words fail 
us, and we resort to identikit ( 拼 脸 型 图 ) procedures. " 

Yet, according to one authority on the subject, we can each probably recognize more than 1, 000 
faces, the majority of which differ in fine details. This, when one comes to think of it, is a tremendous 
feat. Though, curiously enough, relatively little attention has been devoted to the fundamental problems 
of how and why we acquire this gift for recognizing and remembering faces. Is it an inborn property of 
our brains, or an acquired one? As so often happens, the experts tend to differ. 

Thus, some argue that it is inborn, and that there are "special characteristics about the brain's 
ability to distinguish faces". In support of this thesis they note how much better we are at recognizing a 
face after a single encounter than we are, for example, in recognizing an individual horse. On the other 
hand, there are those, and they are probably in the majority, who claim that the gift is an acquired one. 

The arguments in favor of this latter view, it must be confessed, are impressive. It is a habit that is 


acquired soon after birth. Watch, for instance, how a quite young baby recognizes his mother by sight. 
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Granted that his mother senses help 一 the sound of her voice, his sense of smell, the distinctive way 
she handles him. 

But of all these, sight is predominant. Formed at the very beginning of life, the ability to 
recognize faces quickly becomes an established habit, and one that is essential for daily living, if not 
necessary for survival. How essential and valuable it is we probably do not appreciate until we encounter 
people who have been deprived of the faculty. 

This unfortunate inability to recognize familiar faces is known to all, but such people can often 
recognize individuals by their voices, their walking manners or their spectacles (眼镜 ). With typical 
human ingenuity many of these unfortunate people overcome their handicap by recognizing other

Insects have inhabited the earth for well over 300 million years, and during that time they have 
evolved into an almost unbelievable variety of species. The astronomical numbers involved in any 
discussion of the insect world are difficult for the imagination to grasp. There are probably more than a 
million different species of them, compared with a mere 20,000 species of all other animals, and 


according to the best estimates roughly 1, 018 individual insects are living at any given time. 
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Most insects are completely harmless to man, and many are directly beneficial. Only about one- 
tenth of one percent of the insect world consists of species harmful to man, but throughout human 
history these have been a persistent threat. Many infectious diseases are transmitted to man by insects. 
Perhaps even more important, insects are man’s principal competitors ( indeed his only serious 
competitors) for food. Nearly 40 percent of the world's food crops is destroyed by insects each year. 

The battle against harmful insects has been fought for thousands of years, but man has never gained 
more than a transitory advantage. Whenever man has concentrated in significant numbers and practiced 
any form of agriculture, the insect population has inevitably risen because man's crops and domesticated 
animals have provided a rich source of food for them. Efforts to reduce or eliminate harmful insect 
populations are on record from as far back as 1, 000 B. C. An uneasy balance has occasionally been 
abandoned to the insects in hopes that the remaining yield would be sufficient for human needs. 
Whenever various circumstances, including man's own mismanagement of the environment, have upset 
this balance and allowed the insect population to explode, the result has been a graphic demonstration of 
man's inability to attain mastery over insects. 

The methods employed to control the growth of undesirable insects can be classified as biological, 
chemical, cultural, reproductive, mechanical and physical control. 

None of the above types of control, used by itself, has ever proved to be more than a temporary 
solution to the insect problem, but an integrated approach utilizing combinations of these methods can 
keep insect populations down to a point where farming remains economical. No method, however, 


offers any hope that unwanted insects will ever be eliminated altogether.

Previous research by scientists from Keil University in Germany monitored Adelie penguins and 
noted that the birds’ heart rates increased dramatically at the sight of a human as far as 30 meters away. 
But new research using an artificial egg, which is equipped to measure heart rates, disputes this. 
Scientists from the Scott Polar Research Institute at Cambridge say that a slow moving human who does 
not approach the nest too closely, is not perceived as a threat by penguins. 

The earlier findings have been used to partly explain the 20 per cent drop in populations of certain 
types of penguins near tourist sites. However, tour operators have continued to insist that their activities 
do not adversely affect wildlife in Antarctica, saying they encourage non-disruptive behavior in tourists , 
and that the decline in penguin numbers is caused by other factors. 


Amanda Nimon of the Scott Polar Research Institute spent three southern hemisphere summers at 
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Cuverville Island in Antarctica studying penguin behavior towards humans. “A nesting penguin will 


” 


react very differently to a person rapidly and closely approaching the nest,” says Nimon. “First they 
exhibit large and prolonged heart rate changes and then they often flee the nest leaving it open for 
predators (捕食 者 ) to fly in and remove eggs or chicks. " The artificial egg, specially developed for 
the project, monitored both the parent who had been disturbed when the egg was placed in the nest and 
the other parent as they both took it in turns to guard the nest. 

However, Boris Culik, who monitored the Adelie penguins, believes that Nimon’s findings do not 
invalidate his own research. He points out that species behave differently — and Nimon’s work was with 
Gentoo penguins. Nimon and her colleagues believe that Culik’s research was methodologically flawed 
because the monitoring of penguins’ responses entailed capturing and restraining the birds and fitting 
them with heart-rate transmitters. Therefore, argues Nimon, it would not be surprising if they became 


stressed on seeing a human subsequently.

An organization is only as good as the people it employs. Selecting the right person for the job 
involves more than identifying the essential or desirable range of skills, educational and professional 


qualifications necessary to perform the job and then recruiting (招募 ) the candidate who is most likely 
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to possess these skills or at least is perceived to have the ability and inclination to acquire them. This is 
a purely person/skills match approach to selection. 

Work invariably takes place in the presence and/or under the direction of others, in a particular 
organizational setting. The individual has to fit in with the work environment, with other employees, 
with the organizational climate, style of work, organization and culture of the organization. Different 
organizations have different cultures. Working as an engineer at British Aerospace will not necessarily 
be a similar experience to working in the same capacity at GEC or Plessey. 

Poor selection decisions are expensive. For example, the costs of training a policeman are about 














£ 20,000. The costs of employing an unsuitable technician on an oil rig (石油 钻 塔 ) or in a nuclear 
plant could, in an emergency, result in millions of pounds of damage or loss of life. The disharmony of 
a poor person-environment fit is likely to result in low job satisfaction, lack of organizational commitment 
and employee stress, which affect organizational outcomes, i.e. productivity, high rates of staff change 
and absenteeism, and individual outcomes i. e. physical, psychological and mental well-being. 

However despite the importance of the recruitment decision and the range of sophisticated and more 
objective selection technique available, including the use of psychometric tests, assessment centers etc. , 
many organizations are still prepared to make this decision on the basis of a single 30 to 45 minute 
unstructured interview. Indeed, research has demonstrated that a selection decision is often made within 
the first four minutes of the interview. In the remaining time, the interviewer then attends exclusively to 
information that reinforces the initial “accept” or “reject” decision. Research into the validity of 
selection methods has consistently demonstrated that the unstructured interview, where the interviewer 
asks any questions he or she likes, is a poor predictor of future job performance and does little better 


than more controversial methods like graphology (笔迹 学 ) and astrology (占星 术 ).

Every year thousands of people are arrested and taken to court for shop-lifting. In Britain alone, 
about HK $3,000,000 worth of goods are stolen from shops every week. As a result of this 
“shrinkage” as the shops call it, the honest public has to pay higher prices. 

Shop-lifters can be divided into three main categories: the professionals, the deliberate amateur, 
and the people who just can't help themselves. The professionals do not pose much of a problem for the 
store detectives, who, assisted by closed circuit television, can usually cope with them. The 
professionals tend to go for high value goods in parts of the shops where security measures are tightest. 
And, in any case, they account for only a small percentage of the total losses due to shop-lifting. 

The same applies to the deliberate amateur who is, so to speak, a professional in training. Most of 
them get caught sooner or later, and they are dealt with severely by the courts. 

The real problem is the person who gives way to a sudden temptation and is in all other respects an 
honest and law-abiding citizen. Contrary to what one would expect, this kind of shop-lifter is rarely 
poor. He does not steal because he needs the goods and cannot afford to pay for them. He steals because 
he simply cannot stop himself. And there are countless others who, because of age, sickness or plain 
absent-mindedness, simply forget to pay for what they take from the shops. 

In order to prevent the quite incredible growth in ship-lifting offences, some stores, in fact, are 
doing their best to separate the thieves from the confused by prohibiting customers from taking bags into 
the store. However, what is most worrying about the whole problem is, perhaps, that it is yet another 
instance of the innocent majority being penalized and inconvenienced because of the actions of a small 
minority. It is the aircraft hijack situation in another form. Because of the possibility of one passenger in 
a million boarding an aircraft with a weapon, the other 999, 999 passengers must subject themselves to 
searches and delays. Unless the situation in the shops improves, in ten years’ time we may all have to

It is perhaps, no accident that many of the outstanding figures of the past were amazingly versatile 
men. Right up until comparatively recent times, it was possible for an intelligent person to acquaint 
himself with almost every branch of knowledge. Thus, a man of genius like Leonardo da Vinci engaged 
in many careers at once as a matter of course. Da Vinci was so busy with his numerous inventions that 
he barely found the time to complete his paintings.

All Eskimos live most of their lives close to salt or fresh water. They may follow game inland for 
several hundred miles, but they always return to the shores of rivers, lakes or seas. Eskimo land has a 
bare look. Large rocks, pebbles, and sand cover much of the surface. Plants called lichen grow right on 
rocks. And where there is enough soil, ever grass, flowers and small bushes manage to live. No trees 
can grow on the Eskimo land, so geographers sometimes call this country the Arctic plains. Some 
animals, such as rabbits and caribou, eat the plants. Others, like the white fox and grey wolf, eat the 
rabbits and caribou. The Eskimo is a meat-eater, too, and may even eat a wolf when food is scarce. 

The Eskimo year has two main parts: a long, cold winter and a short, cool summer. Spring and 
fall almost too short to be noticed. Summer is the good time, when food is usually plentiful. But it is 
also the time when the Eskimos are very busy. Winter is never far away, and the men must bring home 
extra meat for the women to prepare and store.

Before many people buy a car, a television or a washing machine, they shop around for the best 
deal. Yet, when some of these people find themselves in a position in which a second medical opinion 
is a good idea — when facing a difficult operation, for example, — they are unwilling to go further. 
Sometimes it doesn't matter. But sometimes it can lead to the wrong treatment, even death. 

A number of psychological roadblocks get in the way of second medical opinions, but one of the 
most common is the fear of hurting the feelings of the doctors, and the possible result of that. People 
may think that in bringing up that they want to get a second opinion they're questioning the doctor's 
ability, so in the interest of not hurting the feeling of him they don't suggest it. 

Another reason people avoid getting a second opinion is fear of the second doctor giving them 
worse news than the first. Says Balyk: “You fear that if you go for, say, an ingrown toenail, he'll tell 
you that the toe must come off. " The most important consideration is that it's in your self interest to get 
another opinion — and it may not be worse. 

Then, most people trust, even give great respect to their doctors, and regard them as with godlike 
qualities. So they trust their doctor is right, and don't ask for a second opinion. In fact, it doesn't even 
occur to them that they should. But you should remember that the doctor is a human being — just like 
you. 

And sometimes, when people are sick, they become childlike. They put all types of good feelings 
onto the doctor and just let him take over. At other times, obtaining that second opinion just seems like 
too much work. 

But remember, sometimes getting that second medical opinion can mean the difference between life 
and death.

“Use it or lose it" is the new approach to back pain. In the last few years, there has beena 91 





change in the way doctors treat this most common disease. Weeks or months of rest in bed —the 
. 92 method of treatment for so long — are now thought to be surely harmful. Muscles become soft, 
joints become 93 and what started out asa 94 acute condition quickly turns into a continuing 
disability. Far better, according to current thinking, is to put up with a little pain and get moving. 

The change has not happened overnight. For years, some specialists have had an 95 feeling 
that bed rest was not the answer. But what finally put an end to 96 bed rest was a study of more 
than 200 patients who were treated for back pain in a clinic in Taxes. Not only did patients who had two 
days’ bed rest do totally as well as those given seven days, they 97 only half as much time 
altogether 98 work. 





As a result of the study, experts now recommend that 99 anyone with acute back pain should

Passage One

For years scholars have contrasted slavery in the United States and in Brazil, stimulated by the fact 
that racial patterns assumed such different aspects in the two countries after emancipation. Brazil never 
developed a system of rigid segregation of the sort that replaced slavery in the United States, and its racial 
system was fluid (a situation that is fluid is likely to change) because its definition of race was based as 
much on characteristics such as economic status as on skin color. Until recently, the most persuasive 
explanation for these differences was that Portuguese institutions especially the Roman Catholic church and 
Roman civil law, promoted recognition of the slave's humanity. The English colonists, on the other 


hand, constructed their system of slavery out of whole cloth ( whole cloth: pure fabrication usually used 





in the phrase out of whole cloth). There were simply no precedents in English common law, and 
separation of church and state barred Protestant clergy from the role that priests assumed in Brazil. 

But the assumption that institutions alone could so powerfully affect the history of two raw and 
malleable frontier ( a new field for exploitative or developmental activity ) countries seems, on 
reexamination, untenable. Recent studies focus instead on a particular set of contrasting economic 
circumstances and demographic profiles at significant periods in the histories of the two countries. 
Persons of mixed race quickly appeared in both countries. In the United States they were considered to 
be Black, a social definition that was feasible because they were in the minority. In Brazil, it was not 
feasible. Though intermarriage was illegal in both countries, the laws were unenforceable in Brazil since 
Whites formed a small minority in an overwhelmingly Black population. Manumission for persons of 
mixed race was also easier in Brazil, particularly in the nineteenth century when in the United States it 
was hedged about with difficulties. Furthermore, a shortage of skilled workers in Brazil provided 
persons of mixed race with the opportunity to learn crafts and trades, even before general emancipation , 
whereas in the United States entry into these occupations was blocked by Whites sufficiently numerous to 
fill the posts. The consequence was the development in Brazil of a large class of persons of mixed race, 
proficient in skilled trades and crafts, who stood waiting as a community for freed slaves to join. 

There should be no illusion that Brazilian society after emancipation was color-blind. Rather, the 
large population of persons of mixed race produced a racial system that included a third status, a bridge 
between the Black caste and the White, which could be traversed by means of economic or intellectual 
achievement, marriage, or racial heritage. The strict and sharp line between the races so characteristic 
of the United States in the years immediately after emancipation was simply absent. With the possible 


exception of New Orleans, no special "place" developed in the United States for persons of mixed race. 
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Sad to say, every pressure of society worked to prevent their attaining anything approximating the 


economic and social position available to their counterparts in Brazil.

Medievalists usually distinguish medieval public law from private law: the former was concerned 


with government and military affairs and the latter with the family, social status, and land transactions. 


Examination on medieval women’s lives shows this distinction to be overly simplistic. Although 


medieval women were legally excluded from roles that categorized as public, such as soldier, justice, 


jury member, or professional administrative official, women’s control of land—usually considered a 


private or domestic phenomenon—had important political implications in the feudal system of thirteenth- 


century England. Since land equaled wealth and wealth equaled power, certain women exercised 


influence by controlling land. Unlike unmarried women who were legally subject to their guardians or 


married women who had no legal identity separate from their husbands, women who were widows had 


autonomy with respect to acquiring or disposing of certain property, suing in court, incurring liability 
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for their own debts ，and making wills. 

Although feudal lands were normally transferred through primogeniture (the eldest son inheriting 
all) , when no sons survived, the surviving daughters inherited equal shares under what was known as 
partible inheritance. In addition to controlling any such land inherited from her parents and any bridal 
dowry—property a woman brought to the marriage from her own family—a widow was entitled to use of 
one-third of her late husband’s lands. Called “dower” in England, this grant had greater legal 
importance under common law than did the bridal dowry; no marriage was legal unless the groom 
endowed the bride with this property at the wedding ceremony. In 1215 Magna Carta ( The charter of 
English political and civil liberties granted by King John at Runnymede in June 1215) guaranteed a 
widow's right to claim her dower without paying a fine; this document also strengthened widow's ability 
to control land by prohibiting forced remarriage. After 1272 women could also benefit from jointure: the 
groom could agree to hold part or all of his lands jointly with the bride, so that if one spouse died, the 
other received these lands. 

Since many widows had inheritances as well as dowers, widows were frequently the financial heads 
of the family; even though legal theory assumed the maintenance of the principle of primogeniture, the 
amount of land the widow controlled could exceed that of her son or of other male heirs. Anyone who 
held feudal land exercised authority over the people attached to the land—knights, rental tenants, and 
peasants—and had to hire estate administrators, oversee accounts, receive rents, protect tenants from 
outside encroachment, punish tenants for not paying rents, appoint priests to local parishes, and act as 
guardians of tenants’ children and executors of their wills. Many married women fulfilled these duties as 
deputies for husbands away at court or at war, but widows could act on their own behalf. Widow's legal 
independence is suggested by their frequent appearance in thirteenth-century English legal records. 
Moreover, the scope of their sway (a: a controlling influence b: sovereign power: DOMINION c: the

Painter Frida Kahlo ( 1910—1954) often used harrowing images derived from her Mexican 
heritage to express suffering caused by a disabling accident and a stormy marriage. Suggesting much 
personal and emotional content, her works—many of them self-portraits—have been exhaustively 
psychoanalyzed, while their political content has been less studied. Yet Kahlo was an ardent political 
activist who in her art sought not only to explore her own roots, but also to champion Mexico's struggle 
for an independent political and cultural identity. 

Kahlo was influenced by Marxism, which appealed to many intellectuals in the 1920s and 1930s, 
and by Mexican nationalism. Interest in Mexico's culture and history had revived in the nineteenth 
century, and by the early 1900s, Mexican indigenista tendencies ranged from a violently anti-Spanish 
idealization of Aztec Mexico to an emphasis on contemporary Mexican Indians as the key to authentic 
Mexican culture. Mexican nationalism, reacting against contemporary United States political 
intervention in labor disputes as well as against past domination by Spain, identified the Aztecs as the 
last independent rulers of an indigenous political unit. Kahlo's form of Mexicanidad, a romantic 
nationalism that focused upon traditional art uniting all indigenistas, revered the Aztecs as a powerful 
pre-Columbian society that had united a large area of the Middle Americas and that was thought to have 
been based on communal labor, the Marxist ideal. 

In her paintings, Kahlo repeatedly employed Aztec symbols, such as skeletons or bleeding hearts 
that were traditionally related to the emanation of life from death and light from darkness. These images 
of destruction coupled with creation speak not only to Kahlo's personal battle for life, but also to the 
Mexican struggle to emerge as a nation—by implication, to emerge with the political and cultural 
strength admired in the Aztec civilization. Self-portrait on the Border between Mexico and the United 
States (1932), for example, shows Kahlo wearing a bone necklace, holding a Mexican flag, and 
standing between a highly industrialized United States and an agricultural, preindustrial Mexico. On the 
United States side are mechanistic and modern images such as smokestacks, light bulbs, and robots. In 
contrast, the organic and ancient symbols on the Mexican side—a blood-drenched Sun, lush vegetation, 


an Aztec sculpture, a pre-Columbian temple, and a skull alluding to those that lined the walls of Aztec 
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temples—emphasize the interrelation of life, death, the earth, and the cosmos. 

Kahlo portrayed Aztec images in the folkloric style of traditional Mexican paintings, thereby 
heightening the clash between modern materialism and indigenous tradition; similarly, she favored 
planned economic development, but not at the expense of cultural identity. Her use of familiar symbols 
in a readily accessible style also served her goal of being popularly understood; in turn, Kahlo is viewed 


by some Mexicans as a mythic figure representative of nationalism itself.

There is widespread belief that the emergence of giant industries has been accompanied by an 
equivalent surge in industrial research. A recent study of important inventions made since the turn of the 


century reveals that more than half were the product of individual inventors working alone, independent 
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of organized industrial research. While industrial laboratories contributed such important products as 
nylon and transistors, independent inventors developed air conditioning, the automatic transmission, the 
jet engine, the helicopter, insulin, and streptomycin. Still other inventions, such as stainless steel, 
television, silicones, and Plexiglas were developed through the combined efforts of individuals and 
laboratory teams. 

Despite these finding, we are urged to support monopolistic power on the grounds that such power 
creates an environment supportive of innovation. We are told that the independent inventor, along with 
the small firm, cannot afford to undertake the important research needed to improve our standard of 
living while protecting our diminishing resources; that only the giant corporation or conglomerate, with 
its prodigious assets, can afford the kind of expenditures that produce the technological advances vital to 
economic progress. But when we examine expenditures for research , we find that of the more than $ 35 
billion spent each year in this country, almost two-thirds is spent by the federal government. More than 
half of this government expenditure is funneled into military research and product development, 
accounting for the enormous increase in spending in such industries as nuclear energy, aircraft, missiles, 
and electronics. There are those who consider it questionable that these defense-linked research projects 
will either improve our standard of living or do much to protect our diminishing resources. 

Recent history has demonstrated that we may have to alter our longstanding conception of the 
process actuated by competition. The price variable, once perceived as the dominant aspect of the 
process, is now subordinate to the competition of the new product, the new business structure, and the 
new technology. While it can be assumed that in a highly competitive industry not dominated by a single 
corporation, investment in innovation — a risky and expensive budget item — might meet resistance 
from management and stockholders concerned about cost-cutting, efficient organization, and large 
advertising budgets, it would be an egregious error to equate the monopolistic producer with bountiful 
expenditures on research. Large-scale enterprises tend to operate more comfortably in stable and secure 
circumstances, and their managerial bureaucracies tend to promote the status quo and resist the threat 
implicit in change. Moreover, in some cases, industrial giants faced with little or no competition seek to 
avoid the capital loss resulting from obsolescence by deliberately obstructing technological progress. By 
contrast, small firms undeterred by large investments in plant and capital equipment often aggressively 
pursue new techniques and new products, investing in innovation in order to expand their market shares. 

The conglomerates are not, however, completely except from strong competitive pressures. There 
are instances in which they too must compete with another industrial Goliath, and then their weapons 


may include large expenditures for innovation.

called redundancy. Without redundancy, a cloud storage system couldn't 20 clients that they could

Recent years have brought minority-owned businesses in the United States unprecedented 
opportunities — as well as new and significant risks. Civil rights activists have long argued that one of 
the principal reasons why Blacks, Hispanics, and other minority groups have difficulty establishing 
themselves in business is that they lack access to the sizable orders and subcontracts that are generated by 
large companies. Now Congress, in apparent agreement, has required by law that businesses awarded 
federal contracts of more than $500, 000 do their best to find minority subcontractors and record their 
efforts to do so on forms filed with the government. Indeed, some federal and local agencies have gone 
so far as to set specific percentage goals for apportioning parts of public works contracts to minority 
enterprises. 

Corporate response appears to have been substantial. According to figures collected in 1977, the 
total of corporate contracts with minority businesses rose from $77 million in 1972 to $1.1 billion in 
1977. The projected total of corporate contracts with minority businesses for the early 1980’s is 
estimated to be over 53 billion per year with no letup anticipated in the next decade. 

Promising as it is for minority businesses, this increased patronage poses dangers for them, too. 
First, minority firms risk expanding too fast and overextending themselves financially, since most are 
small concerns and, unlike large businesses, they often need to make substantial investments in new 
plants, staff, equipment, and the like in order to perform work subcontracted to them. If, thereafter, 


their subcontracts are for some reason reduced, such firms can face potentially crippling fixed expenses. 
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The world of corporate purchasing can be frustrating for small entrepreneurs who get requests for 
elaborate formal estimates and bids. Both consume valuable time and resources, and a small company’s 
efforts must soon result in orders, or both the morale and the financial health of the business will suffer. 

A second risk is that White-owned companies may seek to cash in on the increasing apportionments 
through formation of joint ventures with minority-owned concerns. Of course, in many instances there 
are legitimate reasons for joint ventures; clearly, White and minority enterprises can team up to acquire 
business that neither could acquire alone. But civil rights groups and minority business owners have 
complained to Congress about minorities being set up as “fronts a person, group, or thing used to mask 
the identity or true character or activity of the actual controlling agent” with White backing, rather than 
being accepted as full partners in legitimate joint ventures. 

Third, a minority enterprise that secures the business of one large corporate customer often runs the 
danger of becoming and remaining dependent. Even in the best of circumstances, fierce competition 
from larger, more established companies makes it difficult for small concerns to broaden their customer 
bases: when such firms have nearly guaranteed orders from a single corporate benefactor, they may truly 


have to struggle against complacency arising from their current success.

No very satisfactory account of the mechanism that caused the formation of the ocean basins has yet 
been given. The traditional view supposes that the upper mantle of the earth behaves as a liquid when it 
is subjected to small forces for long periods and that differences in temperature under oceans and 
continents are sufficient to produce convection in the mantle of the earth with rising convection currents 
under the mid-ocean ridges and sinking currents under the continents. Theoretically, this convection 
would carry the continental plates along as though they were on a conveyor belt and would provide the 
forces needed to produce the split that occurs along the ridge. This view may be correct: it has the 
advantage that the currents are driven by temperature differences that themselves depend on the position 
of the continents. Such a back-coupling, in which the position of the moving plate has an impact on the 
forces that move it, could produce complicated and varying motions. 

On the other hand, the theory is implausible because convection does not normally occur along 
lines, and it certainly does not occur along lines broken by frequent offsets or changes in direction, as 
the ridge is. Also it is difficult to see how the theory applies to the plate between the Mid-Atlantic Ridge 
and the ridge in the Indian Ocean. This plate is growing on both sides, and since there is no 
intermediate trench, the two ridges must be moving apart. It would be odd if the rising convection 
currents kept exact pace with them. An alternative theory is that the sinking part of the plate, which is 
denser than the hotter surrounding mantle, pulls the rest of the plate after it. Again it is difficult to see 
how this applies to the ridge in the South Atlantic, where neither the African nor the American plate has 
a sinking part. 

Another possibility is that the sinking plate cools the neighboring mantle and produces convection 
currents that move the plates. This last theory is attractive because it gives some hope of explaining the 
enclosed seas, such as the Sea of Japan. These seas have a typical oceanic floor, except that the floor is 
overlaid by several kilometers of sediment. Their floors have probably been sinking for long periods. It 
seems possible that a sinking current of cooled mantle material on the upper side of the plate might be 
the cause of such deep basins. The enclosed seas are an important feature of the earth's surface, and 
seriously require explanation in because, addition to the enclosed seas that are developing at present 
behind island arcs, there are a number of older ones of possibly similar origin, such as the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Black Sea, and perhaps the North Sea.

WOR 

In the eighteenth century, Japan’s feudal overlords, from the shogun to the humblest samurai, 
found themselves under financial stress. In part, this stress can be attributed to the overlords’ failure to 
adjust to a rapidly expanding economy, but the stress was also due to factors beyond the overlords’ 
control. Concentration of the samurai in castle-towns had acted as a stimulus to trade. Commercial 
efficiency , in turn, had put temptations in the way of buyers. Since most samurai had been reduced to 
idleness by years of peace, encouraged to engage in scholarship and martial exercises or to perform 
administrative tasks that took little time, it is not surprising that their tastes and habits grew expensive. 
Overlords’ income, despite the increase in rice production among their tenant farmers, failed to keep 
pace with their expenses. Although shortfalls in overlords’ income resulted almost as much from laxity 
among their tax collectors (the nearly inevitable outcome of hereditary office-holding) as from their 
higher standards of living, a misfortune like a fire or flood, bringing an increase in expenses or a drop 
in revenue, could put a domain in debt to the city rice-brokers who handled its finances. Once in debt, 
neither the individual samurai nor the shogun himself found it easy to recover. 

It was difficult for individual samurai over lords to increase their income because the amount of rice 
that farmers could be made to pay in taxes was not unlimited, and since the income of Japan's central 
government consisted in part of taxes collected by the shogun from his huge domain, the government too 
was constrained. Therefore, the Tokugawa shoguns began to look to other sources for revenue. Cash 
profits from government-owned mines were already on the decline because the most easily worked 
deposits of silver and gold had been exhausted, although debasement of the coinage had compensated for 
the loss. Opening up new farmland was a possibility, but most of what was suitable had already been 
exploited and further reclamation was technically unfeasible. Direct taxation of the samurai themselves 
would be politically dangerous. This left the shoguns only commerce as a potential source of government 
income. 

Most of the country's wealth, or so it seemed, was finding its way into the hands of city 


merchants. It appeared reasonable that they should contribute part of that revenue to ease the shogun's 
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burden of financing the state. A means of obtaining such revenue was soon found by levying forced 
loans, known as goyo-kin; although these were not taxes in the strict sense, since they were irregular in 
timing and arbitrary in amount, they were high in yield. Unfortunately, they pushed up prices. Thus, 
regrettably , the Tokugawa shoguns’ search for solvency for the government made it increasingly difficult 


for individual Japanese who lived on fixed stipends to make ends meet.

Years of research had educated me about how sugar, fat, and salt change the brain. I understood 
some of the parallels between hyperpalatable foods and drugs of abuse, and about the links among 
sensory stimulation, cues, and memory. I'd met enough people like Claudia and Maria to understand 
how even the thought of food could cause them to lose control. 

But I wasn't fully prepared for the discoveries I made about irresistibility and whoosh, the Monster 
Thick burger and Baked! Cheetos Flamin' Hot, about indulgence and purple cows. Without necessarily 
understanding the underlying science, the food industry has discovered what sells. 

I was sitting at Chili’s Grill & Bar in Chicago's O'Hare Airport waiting for a late-night flight. At a 
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nearby table a couple in their early forties was deep into a meal. The woman was overweight, with 
about 180 pounds on her five-foot-four-inch frame. The Southwestern Eggrolls she had ordered were 
listed as a starter course, but the enormous platter in front of her had been heaped with food. The dish 
was described on the menu as “smoked chicken, black beans, corn, Jack cheese, red peppers, and 


, 


spinach wrapped inside a crispy flour tortilla," and it was served with a creamy avocado-ranch dipping 
sauce. Despite its name, the dish looked more like a burrito than an egg roll, an only-in-America fusion 
approach. 

I watched as the woman attacked her food with vigor and speed. She held the egg roll in one hand, 
dunked it into the sauce, and brought it to her mouth while using the fork in her other hand to scoop up 
more sauce. Occasionally she reached over and speared some of her companion's French fries. The 
woman ate steadily, working her way around the plate with scant pause for conversation or rest. When 
she finally paused, only a little lettuce was left. 

Had she known someone was watching her, I’m sure she would have eaten differently. Had she 
been asked to describe what she had just eaten, she probably would have substantially underestimated 
her consumption. And she would probably have been surprised to learn what the ingredients in her meal 
really were. 

The woman might have been interested in how my industry source, who had called sugar, fat, and 
salt the three points of the compass, described her entree. Deep-frying the tortilla drives down its water 
content from 40 percent to about 5 percent and replaces the rest with fat. “The tortilla is really going to 
absorb a lot of fat," he said. "It looks like an egg roll is supposed to look, which is crispy and brown 
on the outside. " 

The food consultant read through other ingredients on the label, keeping up a running commentary 
as he did. "Cooked white meat chicken, binder added, smoke flavor. People like smoky flavor — it's 
the caveman in them. " 

"There's green stuff in there,” he said, noting the spinach. “That makes me feel like I’m eating 
something healthy. " 

" Shredded Monterey Jack cheese... The increase in per-capita consumption of cheese is off the 
chart. ” 

The hot peppers, he said, “add a little spice, but not too much to kill everything else off.” He 
believed the chicken had been chopped and formed much like a meat loaf, with binders added, which 
makes those calories easy to swallow. Ingredients that hold moisture, including autolyzed yeast extract , 
sodium phosphate, and soy protein concentrate, further soften the food. I noticed that salt appeared 
eight times on the label and that sweeteners were there five times, in the form of corn-syrup solids, 
molasses, honey, brown sugar, and sugar. 

“This is highly processed?” I asked. 

“Absolutely, yes. All of this has been processed such that you can wolf it down fast... chopped up 
and made ultrapalatable... Very appealing looking, very high pleasure in the food, very high caloric 
density. Rules out all that stuff you have to chew. " 

By eliminating the need to chew, modern food processing techniques allow us to eat faster. “ When 
you're eating these things, you've had 500, 600, 800, 900 calories before you know it," said the 


consultant. "Literally before you know it. " Refined food simply melts in the mouth.

The Bad Aspect of Online Shopping 

With the development of the Internet, online shopping, which is the process where consumers directly buy 
goods or services from a seller in real-time over the Internet, is becoming more and more popular. However, 
some people can’t trust the online shopping. 

To begin with, given the lack of ability to inspect merchandise before purchase, consumers are at higher 
risk of fraud on the part of the merchant than in a physical store. Merchants also risk fraudulent purchases using 
stolen credit cards or fraudulent repudiation of the online purchase. With a warehouse instead of a retail 
storefront, merchants face less risk from physical theft. 

Additionally , the lack of full disclosure with regards to the total cost of purchase is one of the concerns of 
online shopping. While it may be easy to compare the base price of an item online, it may not be easy to see 
the total cost up front as additional fees such as shipping are often not be visible until the final step in the 
checkout process. 

Lastly, privacy of personal information is a significant issue for some consumers. Different legal 
jurisdictions have different laws concerning consumer privacy, and different levels of enforcement. Many 
consumers wish to avoid spam and telemarketing which could result from supplying contact information to an 
online merchant. In response, many merchants promise not to use consumer information for these purposes, or 


provide a mechanism to opt-out of such contacts.

Globalization is a phenomenon that has been affecting countries and societies for several decades , 
but the outline of the global system has only emerged with some clarity recently. The rise of global 
markets and the increase in speed and volume of international transactions has brought about a degree of 
interdependence and co-operation in economic matters among states that has not so far been matched by 
a corresponding increase in respect for and protection of human rights and democracy. Indeed, many 
democracies are still fragile, and have not made the transition from viewing democratic practices as 
instrumental to having a widely shared principled commitment to the democratic and constitutional 
framework. 

The rise of global economic networks has led to a rise in the influence of global actors such as 
multi-national corporations, global economic bodies such as the WTO, the World Bank, the IMF and 
regional economic organizations. These constitute a new form of global governance whose directives and 
imperatives states find increasingly difficult to ignore. The established international political 
organizations have not come close to replicating this effectiveness. 

Predictions that the phenomenon of globalization will result in a lowering of human rights standards 
as the mobility of capital seeks out the markets least constrained by labor and human rights standards to 
maximize the highest returns need not be the case. The role of human rights organizations in this context 
must be to ensure that globalization drives standards up not down, and to present the case that freedom 
of expression and access to official information are key to sustainable human and economic development 


and the prevention of corruption, which in turn support the conditions necessary for sustainable 





economic growth. 

With the demand for global trade to go hand in hand with global responsibility international 
financial institutions are coming under increasing pressure to regulate the global economy not simply to 
facilitate economic growth, but to promote compliance with human development, including international 
human rights norms. Multinational corporations have also been forced to recognize a degree of corporate 


social responsibility in the areas in which they operate and in the communities on which they have an 
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impact. Transparency in the operations of such companies is becoming increasingly important to their 
gaining access to capital. They are more and more accountable to shareholders, who, in turn are 
increasingly diffuse and numerous. The pursuit of “shareholder value” means that there is score to 
ensure that the investor — citizen has a say in the way that companies conduct themselves. 

The task for those promoting free expression is to harness new technologies to challenge 
censorship , and to harness the power and influence of new global actors to ensure that they not only take

Patients tend to feel indignant and insulted if the physician tells them he can find no organic cause 
for the pain. They tend to interpret the term " psychogenic" to mean that they are complaining of 
nonexistent symptoms. They need to be educated about the fact that many forms of pain have no 
underlying physical cause but are the result, as mentioned earlier, of tension, stress or hostile factors in 
the general environment. Sometimes a pain may be a manifestation of “conversion hysteria” . 

Obviously, it is folly for an individual to ignore symptoms that could be a warning of a potentially 
serious illness. Some people are so terrified of getting news from a doctor that they allow their malaise 
to worsen, sometimes past the point of no return. Total neglect is not the answer to hypochondria. The 


only answer has to be increased education about the way the human body works; so that more people 
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will be able to steer an intelligent course between promiscuous pill-popping and irresponsible disregard 
of genuine symptoms. 

Of all forms of pain, none is important for the individual to understand than the “threshold” 
variety. Almost everyone has a telltale ache that is triggered whenever tension or fatigue reaches a 
certain point. It can take the form of a migraine-type headache or a squeezing pain deep in the abdomen 
or cramps or a pain in the lower back or even in the joints. The individual who has learned how to make 
the correlation between such threshold pains and their cause doesn’t panic when they occur; he or she 
does something about relieving the stress and tension. Then, if the pain persists despite the absence of

Feminist critics have long debated the extent to which gender plays a role in the creation and 
interpretation of texts. Androgynist poetics, rooted in mid-Victorian women's writing, contends that the 
creative mind is sexless, but from the 1970s on, many feminist critics rejected the idea of the 
genderless, mind, finding that the imagination cannot evade conscious or unconscious structures of 
gender which is part of culture-determination where separating imagination from the self is impossible. 

The Female Aesthetic, expressing a unique female consciousness in literature, spoke of the “female 
vernacular, the Mother Tongue, a powerful but neglected women’s culture”. Virginia Woolf discusses 
how a woman writer seeks within herself “the pools, the depths, the dark places where the largest fish 
slumber” , inevitably colliding against her own sexuality to confront “something about the body, about 
the passions”. Accessible to men and women alike, but representing female sexual morphology, this 
method sought a way of writing which literally embodied the female, thereby fighting the subordinating , 
linear style of classification or distinction. 

It must be admitted that there are problems with the Female Aesthetic that feminist critics 


themselves recognized. For instance, they avoided defining exactly what constituted their writing style, 
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as any definition would then categorize it and safely subsume it as a genre under the linear patriarchal 
structure — its very restlessness and ambiguity defied identification as part of its identity. Some 
feminists and women writers could feel excluded by the surreality of the Female Aesthetic and its stress 
on the biological forms of female experience, which also bear close resemblance to essentialism. Men 
may try their hand at writing woman’s bodies, but according to the feminist critique, only a woman 
whose very biology gave her an edge could read these texts successfully — a position which, worst of 
all, risked marginalization of women’s literature and theory. 

Later, Gynocritics attempted to resolve some of these problems, by agreeing that women’s 
literature lay as the central concern for feminist criticism but rejecting the concept of an essential female 
identity and style, while simultaneously seeking to revise Freudian structures by emphasizing a Pre- 
Oedipal phase wherein the daughter’s bond to her mother inscribes the key factor in gender identity. 
Matriarchal values dissolve intergenerational conflicts and build upon a female tradition of literature 
rather than the struggle of Oedipus and Lais at the crossroads. Lastly and most promising in its 
achievement of a delicate balance are developments of an over-arching gender theory, which considers 
gender, both male and female, as a social construction built on biological differences. Gender theory 
proposes to explore ideological inscription and the literary effects of the sex/gender system, opening up 
the literary theory stage and bringing in questions of masculinity into feminist theory. Taking gender as 
a fundamental analytic category brings feminist criticism from the margin to the center, though it risks 


depoliticizing the study of women.

— QURE 0 — 


To facilitate entry into fine art thinking and avoid being misled in fundamental ways, archaeologists 
must understand the principles that define and govern each art category, whether utilitarian, fine or 
decorative. The traditional intent of a craft like ceramics is to serve a utilitarian function and its ability 
to act in this capacity is essentially dependent upon the skill of properly shaping a vessel to correspond to 
its task, so neither its exact manner of construction ( by hand or wheel, coil or slab) nor the 
significance of imagery glazed on its surface changes its primary role "to contain" , though it may add to 
its value. While ceramicists must think and construct art according to certain patterns of utilitarian form, 
following a prototypal model that relates to the artwork's purpose, fine art has no such requirement. 

Fine artists often work in mixed or new media, evidenced by the example of vases created during 
the Greek Archaic period, which were an anomaly to the paradigm of earlier vases because the later ones 
not only served "to contain", but also to communicate ideas. An examination of this apparent 
inconsistency reveals both the Greek's high regard for aesthetics and the explanation that fine artists 
usually created the paintings on the vases made by potters. Though Greek vase painting differs greatly 
from the work of modern artist Pablo Picasso, he too painted on ceramic objects made by others. 
Contrasting ancient fine art forms such as paintings and stone or metal sculptures with contemporary fine 
art forms such as computer art, video imagery, and holograms, it is possible to see that as the culture's 
technology transforms, its changes are visible in the structural forms of fine art. 

At the same time, changes in fine art indicate its mandate to both reflect and create new perceptions 
of the culture, but form alone is insufficient to classify objects into art categories. Frequently, art that 
serves a decorative function is confused with both utilitarian and fine art because of its similar 
appearance, but the function of decorative art is the form itself, it is not compelled to fulfill either a 
utilitarian task or address concepts that exemplify its historic period. Communication would appear 
redundant if fine artists, like utilitarian and decorative artists, were to produce unlimited numbers of the 
same object. Once an idea is assimilated into the culture there is no longer a need to discuss it unless 
artists are more clearly defining or redefining it. Therefore, archaeologists should be aware that an 
artifact produced in any way by formula is not fine art. The fine artist's process is continuous from the 


moment of conception until a piece is complete, and thus everything is thought of in terms of context, 
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so that, as a general guide, archaeologists should consider no mark within a work unimportant and only 


define its meaning in relation to the whole piece.

When Mark Zuckerberg posted a picture of himself on Facebook in June, a sharp-eyed observer 
spotted a piece of tape covering his laptop’s camera. The irony didn’t go unnoticed: A man whose 
$ 350 billion company relies on users feeding it intimate details about their lives is worried about his 
own privacy. But Zuckerberg is smart to take precautions. 

Many of the cameras that can be pointed at us today are easy to spot. But researchers are 
developing recording devices that can hide in plain sight, some by mimicking animals. A company 
called AeroVironment has produced a drone that looks and flies like a humming bird. Engineers at 
Carnegie Mellon, NASA, and elsewhere have designed “snakebots” that can maneuver in tight spaces 
and could be adapted for surveillance. Robotic bugs are in development, too, and engineers at UC 
Berkeley and in Singapore are developing cyborg beetles—real insects that can be remote-controlled via 
implanted electrodes and that might someday pack cameras. 

With the advent of the Internet of Things, appliances and gadgets will monitor many aspects of our 
lives, from what we eat to what we flush. Devices we talk to will record and upload our conversations , 
as Amazon’s Echo already does. Even toys will make us vulnerable. Kids say the darndest things, and 
the talking Hello Barbie doll sends those things wirelessly to a third-party server, where they are 
analyzed by speech-recognition software and shared with vendors. 

Even our thoughts could become hackable. The technology company Retinad can use the sensors 
on virtual-reality headsets to track user’s engagement. Future devices might integrate EEG electrodes to

measure brain waves. In August, Berkeley engineers announced that they had produced “ neural 
dust," implantable electrodes just a millimeter wide that can record brain activity for scientific or 
medical purposes. 

As the data collected by all the devices around us become overwhelming, we'll increasingly rely on 
artificial intelligence to sift through them and make decisions, says Gary T. Marx, the author of 
Windows into the Soul: Surveillance and Society in an Age of High Technology. Algorithms are already 
used to identify potential terrorists, as well as to generate credit ratings and parole recommendations. 
Chicago police use an algorithm that analyzes arrest records, social networks, and other data to identify 
future criminals. Soon, bots will likely guide many aspects of personnel management, such as hiring 
and firing.

A survey of 2, 000 U. S. physicians released in September found that roughly half believed they 
had met criteria for a mental health disorder in the past but had not sought treatment. The doctors listed 
a number of reasons they had shunned care, including worries that they'd be stigmatized and an inability 
to find the time. But they also voiced a troubling reason for avoiding treatment: medical licensing 
applications. 

After graduating from medical school, doctors must complete residency training and apply for state 
medical licenses to practice medicine. According to a study that appeared in 2008, about 90 percent of 
state medical boards have licensing forms that include questions about an applicant's mental health. 

Such questions are intended to protect the public, based on the idea that impaired or distressed 
physicians could endanger patients. A physician having hallucinations, for example, might not be able 
to focus or practice safely. Yet because applications can be used by medical boards to restrict licensing 
or mandate treatment, these questions may actually encourage silence. 

Disclosing mental health issues can have dire consequences. In the words of one physician 
interviewed for the new study, “All of my fears were realized when I did report it. I was placed in a 
very strict and punitive program that didn't allow me to take meds written by my doctor for anxiety and 
insomnia. I am now not practicing at all because of this. " 

Given such professional risks, many doctors who need it are terrified about getting mental health 
care. A 2011 study found that more than 60 percent of surgeons who had experienced suicidal thoughts 
were reluctant to get help because of licensing concerns: a 2008 survey also found that nearly 20 percent 
of physicians with moderate to severe depression would not seek care out of fear of losing their medical 
licenses. 

Even if brave enough to seek treatment, many doctors won't report this during licensure. 


According to the September survey, just 6 percent of physicians who received a mental health diagnosis 
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or treatment had disclosed this to state medical boards. Physicians who didn’t disclose mental health 
histories most commonly held back because they didn’t believe they posed any safety risks to patients. 

Indeed, it’s debatable how relevant — or even legal — these questions from medical boards are. 
According to several court cases, asking about past illness rather than current functional impairment may 
violate the Americans With Disabilities Act. In a study published in 2009, researchers examined state 
medical board applications and estimated that 69 percent had health questions that were “impermissible” 
or “likely impermissible” under federal law. 

Whether focusing on past or present, the phrasing of these questions matters. Fortunately, some 
states now focus more on impairment related to mental health rather than broadly screening for any 
history of mental health diagnoses or treatment. Moving the focus away from the past is an important 
nuance: A doctor who had mild anxiety as a teenager isn’t the same as a physician with multiple recent 
hospitalizations for suicide attempts. 

State medical boards are tasked with protecting the public from impaired medical professionals , 
and it’s difficult to predict who might put patients at risk in the future. Yet sweeping questions about 
mental health past and present aren’t the answer. I’ve seen little evidence to suggest that broad screening 


make patients safer, and studies tell us these questions deter doctors from getting help.

Just after nine o’clock on a Tuesday morning in June, an environmental activist named Bill 
Kayong was shot and killed while sitting in his pickup truck, waiting for a traffic light to change in the 
Malaysian city of Miri, on the island of Borneo. Kayong had been working with a group of villagers 
who were trying to reclaim land that the local government had transferred to a Malaysian palm-oil 
company. A few days after the murder, the police identified Stephen Lee Kiang, a director and major 
shareholder of the company, Tung HuatNiah Plantation, as a suspect in the crime, but Kiang flew to 
Australia before he could be questioned by authorities. ( Three other individuals were eventually 
charged in the case. ) Around the world, environmental and human-rights activists added Kayong's 
death to the tally of violent incidents connected to the production of palm oil, which has quietly become 
one of the most indispensable substances on Earth. 

The World Wildlife Fund says that half of the items currently on American grocery-store shelves 
contain some form of palm oil. The move away from trans fats in processed foods as a particular boon 
for the industry—semi-solid at room temperature, palm oil emerged as an ideal swap-in for the partially 
hydrogenated oils formerly used to enhance the texture, flavor, and shelf life of products like cookies 
and crackers. Since 2002, when a report from the National Academy of Sciences found a link between 
trans fats and heart disease, palm-oil imports to the U. S. have risen four hundred and forty-six 
percent, and have topped a million metric tons in recent years. 

Eighty-five percent of the palm oil produced today comes from Indonesia or Malaysia. Rising 
palm-oil exports have helped both countries make enormous economic strides in the past few decades, 
but the growth has come at a cost: deforestation rates in both places have been listed among the highest 
in the world. The habitat destruction brought about by palm-oil production has helped push scores of the 
region's species, including orangutans and Sumatran elephants, rhinos, and tigers, to the brink of 
extinction. And, mostly thanks to palm-oil production, Indonesia can boast some of the world's 
highest levels of greenhouse-gas emissions. 

Yet it is violence— against local populations, farmers, and activists—that has human-rights groups 
closely watching the palm-oil industry. The reports are often sad echoes of one another. In 2012, a 
human-rights lawyer named Antonio Trejo Cabrera was ambushed by gunmen while walking out of a 
church in Tegucigalpa, Honduras. Trejo had been representing local peasant organizations in a fight 
against the palm-oil company GrupoDinant, and had recently won a handful of cases forcing the 
company's plantations to be turned over to local residents. 

In September of last year, a twenty-eight-year-old Guatemal an schoolteacher named Rigoberto 
Lima Choc was killed on the steps of a courthouse in the city of Sayaxche. Choc had led a group of 
activists that had filed a criminal complaint against the palm-oil company Reforestadora de Palmas del 
Peten, S. A., known as REPSA, based on evidence that REPSA’s overflowing effluent ponds had 
triggered a large fish kill along a sixty-five-mile stretch of the Pasion River. Choc was shot the day after 
the judge overseeing the case ordered the six-month closure of REPSA. The company, at the time, 
issued a statement rejecting "any link of the company with the murder". Then, in June, it instituted a 
new anti-violence and intimidation policy, which pledges to “promote safe and secure communities in 
which we operate" . 

I recently spoke by phone with Baru Bian, a Malaysian politician who was a friend of Bill 
Kayong, the activist killed in June. Just a few weeks ago, Bian told me, yet another man was killed 
during a protest at an oil-palm plantation in the town of Mukah. Meanwhile, Kayong's family is still 
waiting to see if any of the individual charged in Kayong's murder will be convicted. “They are left 
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without their husband and father," Bian told me, "Still waiting for justice to be done. '

Passage Four 
— Qr 0 — 


How would you rank "important" languages? If asked to rattle them off, many people start with 
English, but after that are reluctant to go further. Important how, they ask. One approach would be 
to look at people and money; surely a language is important if it is spoken by lots of people, in 
countries with great wealth (and presumably, therefore, power). 

But in December came a new approach. A group of scholars approached the task by first looking at 
how languages are connected to one another, rather than viewing them in isolation. They then decided 
to see if this was a good predictor of how many famous people spoke a given language. If a language is 
well connected to others (a “hub” language with many bilinguals), its speakers will tend to be 
famous. And the names of the connected languages turn out to be rather interesting. 

To find links between languages, the researchers created a "global language network" ( GLN) 
three different ways. One was Wikipedia editors: a bilingual Wikipedian who edits articles in both 
Arabic and English counts as strengthening the bond between Arabic and English. The second was 
Twitter: users who had tweeted at least six full sentences in a second language were treated as 
strengthening the bond between those two languages. The third was a more formal, old-fashioned 
metric: book translation. UNESCO, the United Nations’ cultural organization, keeps a database of 
translated books, and each of the 2.2m translations was counted as a bond strengthening the two 


languages. (These bonds, of course, are asymmetrical: some languages have more books translated 
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The resulting networks are striking in many ways. English is central to all of them. But with 
many other languages, their connectivity has little to do with their home country’s modern power. Take 
the network implied by book-translation. The data come from 1979—2011, and so Russian is an 
important node in the network. Not only were books translated between Russian and other languages of 
the former Soviet Union (Armenian, Kirgiz and Latvian, say), but Russian is significantly connected 
to languages from South and South-East Asia and the Middle East. The contrast with Wikipedia and 
Twitter, which skew much more modern, is striking: Russian suddenly becomes a peripheral node. 

Chinese, too, is peripheral in the authors' networks. In the book-translation network, the 
world's most spoken language is isolated, connected mainly to other Chinese languages plus a few in 
South-East Asia, notably Vietnamese. This may make sense given the time-frame of the book- 
translation database skewed to decades before China's spectacular rise. But Chinese is also a bit-player 
on Twitter, as a result of the popularity of Sina Weibo, a competing Twitter-like service in China. 
The same is true of Wikipedia: here Chinese is somewhat better connected, but it is still much less than 
its size or GDP would predict, possibly thanks to the existence of a Wikipedia-like Baidu Baike 
collaborative encyclopedia. 

The upshot is clear: big languages are not necessarily global, and vice versa. Arabic and Hindi— 
two other languages with hundreds of millions of speakers—are as peripheral as Chinese and Russian. 
The big nodes in the networks besides English are predictable: French, Spanish and German, 
especially. The first two were successfully flung far and wide by colonialism. German has centuries of 
prestige in science, philosophy and literature, despite the failures of Germany's colonial efforts. 

But these results must be handled with care, the authors note. The paper says nothing about the 
inherent qualities of any language, or the cleverness of its speakers. Cesar Hidalgo, one of the 
authors, notes that the paper is really about elites. Bilinguals with time to edit Wikipedia are not 
typical people, nor are book translators (or even bilingual Twitter users). But they do play an 
outsized role in the transmission of culture across borders. The main finding of the paper is that people 
are more likely to become globally famous (as measured, in part, among people with Wikipedia 
entries in at least 25 languages) if they speak one of the most networked languages. The world's most 
brilliant person may be a speaker of Hmong or Nahuatl, but the road to fame leads through other 


languages.

Passage Five 
— Q9 02 — 


There are few more reliable routes to an early grave than cigarette smoking. As a matter of fact, 
some tobacco users are informed only about how tobacco use can affect people's respiratory system, but 
not about the fact that over 4, 000 kinds of chemicals can be found in tobacco smoke. They are warned 
of the epidemic being carcinogenic, but not of the fact that at least 40 kinds of cancer-causing 
substances are lurking in the smoke. They know tobacco use is harmful, but they do not know that 
tobacco smoke is highly toxic with many pathogenic substances in it, including nicotine, nitrogen 
dioxide and lead. Tobacco smoke proves more dangerous than industrial air pollution, taking a varied 
toll on people's brain, heart, lung, liver, stomach and kidney, triggering sexual and procreative 
dysfunctions, and even leading to birth defects. But despite the dangers, nicotine addicts find it almost 
impossible to kick the habit. Half of those who try will fail within a week. Fewer than 5% manage to 
stay clean for a year or more. Crutches such as nicotine patches or gum, which provide the drug 
without the cigarettes, can help—but only a little. 

One reason is that addiction is about more than mere chemistry. The rituals involved, such as 
holding a cigarette between the fingers or taking a long, luxuriant puff, can be as habit-forming as 
nicotine itself. So a better way to stop smoking might be a drug-delivery system that mimicked an 
ordinary cigarette as closely as possible, but had none of the pesky carcinogens and other poisons which 
come from burning a rolled-up mix of paper tobacco leaves and additives. 

Electronic cigarettes would seem to fit that bill. They use a small electric heater to vaporize a mix 
of glycerin and propylene glycol (two fairly inoffensive chemicals) in which nicotine has been 
dissolved, turning it into a breathable mist that can be savored much as cigarette smoke is. And because 
some of these devices are designed to resemble traditional cigarettes, they can be held between the 
fingers and jabbed in the air for emphasis, just like the real thing. 

However, the novelty of e-cigarettes (the first of which hit market in 2006) means there is only a 
smattering of evidence addressing the question of whether they actually do help smokers ditch the real 
thing. On December 17th, though, more evidence arrived—in the form of a review published by the 
Cochrane Collaboration, an international medical research organization. The review's authors, led by 
Peter Hajck of Queen Mary, a college of the University of London, examined results from 13 trials of e- 
cigarettes. The results, though a long way from being definitive, are encouraging. 

Two of the studies the team looked at were randomized control trials. These are the highest form of 
medical evidence, in which doctors assign volunteers at random to the treatment being studied or to 


something else, and compare the results. In the cases examined, the something else was a placebo 
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e-cigarette. This resembled the real thing, but delivered no nicotine. About 9% of people using 
electronic cigarettes in these studies managed to abstain from smoking for six months, as against 4% of 
those using the placebos. One of the studies also found that e-cigarettes were at least as useful as 
nicotine patches in encouraging abstinence (the other did not examine this question. ) 

Giving up smoking is the ideal outcome, but puffing less is good for you as well. Both studies 
suggested that e-cigarettes help those who cannot face giving up completely to cut their consumption 
significantly. Some 27% of smokers using placebo e-cigarettes, and 36% of those using the genuine 
electronic article, were able to do so by half or more. One of the trials also compared e-cigarettes with 
nicotine patches. In that study, 61% of e-cigarette users were able to cut their consumption by half, 
compared with only 44% of those using patches. These general conclusions were supported by the 11 
remaining investigations, known as cohort studies, in which doctors merely monitored people for a 


time, without attempting to influence their behavior.

Passage Six 
Emile Durkheim (1858-1917) was concerned primarily with how societies could maintain their 
integrity and coherence in the modern era, when things such as shared religious and ethnic background 
could no longer be assumed. In order to study social life in modern societies, Durkheim sought to create 


one of the first scientific approaches to social phenomena. Along with Herbert Spencer, Durkheim was 
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one of the first people to explain the existence and quality of different parts of a society by reference to 
what function they served in keeping the society healthy and balanced 一 a position that would come to be 
known as functionalism. Durkheim also insisted that society was more than the sum of its parts. Thus, 
unlike his contemporary Max Weber, he focused not on what motivates the actions of individual people 
(methodological individualism) , but rather on the study of “social facts" , a term which he coined to 
describe phenomena which have an existence in and of themselves and are not bound to the actions of 
individuals. He argued that social facts had an independent existence greater and more objective than the 
actions of the individuals that composed society and could only be explained by other social facts rather 
than, say, by society's adaptation to a particular climate or ecological niche. 

In his 1893 work, 7he Division of Labor in Society, Durkheim examined how social order was 
maintained in different types of societies. He focused on the division of labor, and examined how it 
differed in traditional societies and modern societies. Authors before him such as Herbert Spencer and 
Ferdinand Toennies had argued that societies evolved much like living organisms, moving from a simple 
state to a more complex one resembling the workings of complex machines. Durkheim reversed his 
formula, adding his theory to the growing pool of theories of social progress, social evolutionism and 
social Darwinism. He argued that traditional societies were " mechanical" and were held together by the 
fact that everyone was more or less the same, and hence had things in common. In traditional societies , 
argued Durkheim, the collective consciousness entirely subsumed individual consciousness— social 
norms were strong and social behavior was well-regulated. In modern societies, he argued, the highly 
complex division of labor resulted in "organic" solidarity. Different specializations in employment and 
social roles created dependencies that tied people to one another, since people no longer could count on

filling all of their needs by themselves. In “mechanical” societies, for example, subsistence farmers 
live in communities which are self-sufficient and knit together by a common heritage and common job. 
In modern “organic” societies, workers earn money, and must rely on other people who specialize in 
certain products (groceries, clothing, etc) to meet their needs. The result of increasing division of 
labor, according to Durkheim, is that individual consciousness emerges distinct from collective 


consciousness—often finding itself conflict with collective consciousness.

When a person begins a mediated or immediate encounter, he already stands in some kind of social 
relationship to the others concerned, and expects to stand in a given relationship to them after the 
particular encounter ends. This, of course, is one of the ways in which social contacts are geared into 
the wider society. Much of the activity occurring during an encounter can be understood as an effort on 
everyone's part to get through the occasion and all the unanticipated and unintentional events that can 
cast participants in an undesirable light, without disrupting the relationships of the participants. And if 
relationships are in the process of change, the object will be to bring the encounter to a satisfactory close 
without altering the expected course of development. The perspective nicely accounts, for example, for 
the little ceremonies of greeting and farewell which occur when people begin a conversational encounter 
or depart from one. Greetings provide a way of showing that a relationship is still what it was at the 
termination of the previous co-participation, and, typically, that this relationship involves sufficient 
suppression of hostility for the participants temporarily to drop their guards and talk. Farewells sum up 
the effect of the encounter upon the relationship and show what the participants may expect of one 
another when they next meet. The enthusiasm of greetings compensates for the weakening of the 
relationship caused by the absence just terminated, while the enthusiasm of farewells compensates the 
relationship for the harm that is about to be done to it by separation. 

It seems to be a characteristic obligation of many social relationships that each of the members 
guarantees to support a given face for the other members in given situations. To prevent disruption of 
these relationships, it is therefore necessary for each member to avoid destroying the others’ face. At the 
same time, it is often the person's social relationship with others that leads him to participate in certain 
encounters with them, where incidentally he will be dependent upon them for supporting his face. 
Furthermore, in many relationships, the members come to share a face, so that in the presence of third 
parties an improper act on the part of one member becomes a source of acute embarrassment to the other 
members. A social relationship, then, can be seen as a way in which the person is more than ordinarily 


forced to trust his self-image and face to the tact and good conduct of others.

The poet William Blake wrote in the early nineteenth century: “Great things are done when men 
and mountains meet. " Great things indeed were done on Mount Everest in May of 1996. Also poignant 
things, foolish things, deadly things: Hundreds of climbers from eleven different expeditions were on 
the mountain — thirty-one near the summit — when a freakish and fierce-some storm blew in. Eight 
climbers perished, the highest one-day death toll since the first expedition tried to reach the top of the 
world’s tallest peak in 1921. 

Adventurers have always sought challenges: deeper jungles, wider oceans, newer worlds. But 
mountains have been special. Perhaps it’s their size, their power, their resistance to conquest. In Patrick 
Meyers’s play K2, a marooned climber on the Himalaya peak that gives the play its name delivers this

line: “Mountains are metaphors.” And so they are. Climbers search not just for summits but also for 
themselves. They reach up to reach in. 

That helps explain why Everest has been enveloped by “Mountain Madness”, the name of a Seattle 
company that offers guided tours of the peak for about $65,000 (plus airfare to Nepal). New 
technology and equipment have also helped: lighter gear, warmer clothing, better radios and telephones, 
And the adventure can be shared, practically in real time, with Internet browsers around the world. 

But the community of high-mountain explorers now is gripped by soul-searching and second- 
guessing. Everest, after all, is not a theme peak. Some of the dead were experienced guides who lost 
their lives trying to save less agile amateurs. Said Mark Bryant, editor of Outside Magazine: Some of us 
have been asking: “Is it right that an average climber can order an ascent of Everest out of a catalog?” 
An Australian mountaineer, Tim McCartney-Snape, told the Associated Press: “Some things should 
remain sacred, and Everest is one of them. Even the strongest and toughest have found it can be 
extremely difficult just existing at that altitude, without other people depending on you. ” 

On Everest, dependency can lead to heroism and to tragedy, One frostbitten amateur, Seaborne 
Weathers of Dallas, was plucked from a rocky ledge at 22, 000 feet by a Nepalese army helicopter — 
an act of incredible bravery. And Rob Hall, a guide who had climbed Everest several times, stayed on 
its slops with a dying customer. After learning they were hopelessly trapped, Hall managed to place a 
satellite telephone call to his pregnant wife, Jan, in New Zealand. “Hey, look,” he told her, “don’t

worry about me." At that moment, Hall remembered Harold, the character in K2 who muses:

The Hertz, Corporation, the U. S. Air Force, Hyatt Hotels Corporation, the City of Dallas, and 
the Neiman-Marcus Group, Inc. , have one thing in common — all have purchased the services of 
Feedback Plus. Feedback Plus is an agency that dispatches professional shoppers who pose as 
customers. These “mystery” shoppers visit the client's business, purchase products or services and 
report back to the client on the quality of service they receive. The City of Dallas hired Feedback Plus to 
see how car-pound employees treat citizens picking up their cars. The Air Force is using professional 
shoppers to assess customer service at their on-base supply stores. Banks, hospitals, and public utilities 
are also hiring mystery shoppers. Vickie Henry, chief executive of Feedback Plus, notes that many 
similar firms compete for client's business, and service really differentiates one firm from another. 
Although Henry has a database of 8,800 people who serve as professional shoppers, she sometimes 


assumes the role of mystery shopper herself. During a recent visit to an upscale women's apparel store, 





she observed the type of customer service most companies attempt to avoid. None of the many 
salespeople on the sales floor said hello when she entered the store. When she removed a skirt from a 
clothing rack, none of the salespeople approached her. Finally, several minutes after entering the store, 
Henry approached a salesperson and asked to use the dressing room. Needless to say, service at this firm 


did not receive high marks from Feedback Plus. 
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As organizations experience increased competition for clients, patients, and customers, awareness 
of the importance of public contact increases. They are giving new attention to the old adage "First 
impressions are lasting impressions”. Research indicates that initial impressions do indeed tend to 
linger. Therefore, a positive first impression can set the stage for a long-term relationship. 

We are indebted to Susan Bixler, president of Professional Image, Inc., and author of 
Professional Presence, for giving us a better understanding of what it means to possess professional 


presence. Professional presence is a dynamic blend of poise, self-confidence, control and style that 





empowers us to be able to command respect in any situation. Once acquired, it permits us to be 
perceived as self-assured and thoroughly competent. We project a confidence that others can quickly 
perceive the first time they meet us. 

Bixler points out that, in most cases, the credentials we present during a job interview or when we 
are being considered for a promotion are not very different from those of other persons being considered. 
It is our professional presence that permits us to rise above the crowd. Debra Benton, a career 
consultant, says, “Any boss with a choice of two people with equal qualifications will choose the one 
with style as well as substance. ” Learning to create a professional presence is one of the most valuable 
skills we can acquire. 

The development of professional presence begins with a full appreciation of the power of first 
impressions. The tendency to form impressions quickly at the time of an initial meeting illustrates what 
social psychologists call a primacy effect in the way people perceive one another. The general principle 
is that first impressions establish the mental framework within which a person is viewed, and later 


evidence is either ignored or reinterpreted to coincide with this framework.

Martinez, administrator of the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration. “A 3, 000-pound car in

the hands of rude, hostile person is a lethal weapon. ’ 
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A report on “road rage” to be released this week by the American Automobile Association 
concluded that " motorists...are increasingly being shot, stabbed, and run over for inane reasons. " And 
inanity is not confined to young louts in “Baywatch” T-shirt; young men are by far the most common 
perpetrators, but middle-aged men and women can be equally big jerks. The most common 
manifestation of road rage was aggressive tailgating, followed by headlight flashing, “ obscene 
gestures” , blocking other vehicles, and verbal abuse. Drivers have been assaulted with weapons ranging 
from partially eaten burritos to canes ( "a favorite with the elderly and disabled" ) to golf clubs — and 
other vehicles, including buses, bulldozers, forklifts, and military tanks. “In terms of fatal crashes, 
drunks are a much bigger menace," says David Willis, president of the AAA Foundation of Traffic 
Safety. " But the average motorist doesn't encounter a drunk very often, while in a place like 
Washington, D. C. , at least once a week you'll have an encounter with some crazy guy on the road. " 

Naturally, the phenomenon has given rise to its own therapeutic movement, whose leading 
practitioner is a Whittier, California, psychologist named Arnold Nerenburg, who calls himself 
"America's Road Rage Therapist”, has identified four stimuli that provoked road rage. The most 
common is feeling endangered by someone else's driving — for example, when another driver cuts you 
off or follows too closely. Others are resentment at being forced to slow down, righteous indignation at 
someone who breaks traffic rules or steals your parking space and — perhaps the most dangerous, 
because it opens the door to an escalating exchange of hostilities — anger at another driver who takes his 
own road rage out on you. 

The fact that most drivers are mutual strangers contributes to the volatility of highway 
confrontations. " There's a deep psychological urge to release aggression against an anonymous other, " 
Nerenburg says. 

Road-rage therapy tends toward the common-sensical — “Take a deep breath and just let it go. " 
Nerenburg recommends. But it might help to consider that you might not be all that anonymous to the 
other driver. One of his patients realized the depth of his problem after he yelled an obscenity at the 


woman in the next car — who turned out to be his boss's wife.

Most people, asked if they can think without speech, would probably answer, “Yes, but it is not 


easy for me to do so. Still I know it can be done. ” Language is but a garment! But what if language is 


not so much a garment as a prepared road or groove? It is, indeed, in the highest degree likely that 





language is an instrument originally put to uses lower than conceptual plane and that thought arises as a 
refined interpretation of its content.

Strikes and strikebreaking, lockouts and boycotts, all pit one side against the other in labor 
disputes. Ultimately, the negative effects of such actions — including resentment, fear, and distrust — 
linger for months or years after a dispute has been resolved. 


Increasingly, more productive techniques such as mediation and arbitration are being used to settle 
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disagreements between labor and management. Either one may come into play before a labor contract 
expires or after some other strategy, such as a strike, has proven ineffective. 

Mediation is the use of a neutral third party to assist management and the union during their 
negotiations. This third party (the mediator) listens to both sides, trying to find common ground for 
agreement. The mediator also tries to encourage communication between the two sides to promote 
compromise, and generally keep the negotiation moving. Initially, the mediator may meet privately 
with each side. Eventually, however, the goal is to get the two sides to settle their differences at the 
bargaining table. 

Unlike mediation, the arbitration step involves a formal hearing. Just as it may be the final step in 
a grievance procedure, it may also be used in contract negotiations when the two sides cannot agree on 
one or more issues. At this point, the arbitrator hears the formal positions of both parties on 
outstanding, unresolved issues. The arbitrator then analyzes these positions and makes a decision on the 
possible resolution of the issues. If both sides have agreed in advance that the arbitration will be 
binding, that means they must accept the arbitrator’s decision. 

If mediation and arbitration are unsuccessful, then according to the Taft-Hartley Act, the president 
of the United States can obtain a temporary injunction to prevent or to stop a strike if it would endanger 


national health or security.

Speech is so familiar a feature of daily life that we rarely pause to define it. It seems as natural to 
man as walking and only less so than breathing. Yet it needs but a moment's reflection to convince us 
that this naturalness of speech is but an illusory feeling. The process of acquiring speech is, in sober 
fact, an utterly different sort of thing from the process of learning to walk. In the case of the latter 
function, culture, in other words, the traditional body of social usage, is not seriously brought into 
play. The child is individually equipped, by the complex set of factors that we term biological heredity , 
to make all the needed muscular and nervous adjustments that result in walking. Indeed, the very 
conformation of these muscles and of the appropriate parts of the nervous system may be said to be 
primarily adapted to the movements made in walking and in similar activities. In a very real sense, the 
normal human being is predestined to walk, not because his elders will assist him to learn the art, but 
because his organism is prepared from birth, or even from the moment of conception, to take on all 
those expenditures of nervous energy and all those muscular adaptations that result in walking. To put it 
concisely, walking is an inherent, biological function of man. 

Not so language. It is of course true that in a certain sense the individual is predestined to talk, but 
that is due entirely to the circumstance that he is born not merely in nature, but in the lap of a society 
that is certain, reasonably certain, to lead him to its traditions. Eliminate society and there is every 
reason to believe that he will learn to walk, if, indeed, he survives at all. But it is just as certain that he 
will never learn to talk, that is, to communicate ideas according to the traditional system of a particular 
society. Or, again, remove the new-born individual from the social environment into which he has 
come and transplant him to an utterly alien one. He will develop the art of walking in his new 
environment very much as he would have developed it in the old. But his speech will be completely at 
variance with the speech of his native environment. Walking then is a general human activity that varies 


only within a restricted limit as we pass from individual to individual. Its variability is purposeless. 





Speech is a human activity that varies without assignable limit as we pass from social group to social 
group, because it is a purely historical heritage, the product of long-continued social usage. It varies as 
all creative effort varies—not as consciously, perhaps, but none the less as truly as do the religions, the 
beliefs, the customs, and the arts of different peoples. Walking is an organic, instinctive function, 


speech is a non-instinctive, acquired, "cultural" function.

The observer does not have to look far to discover that Western society is youth oriented and youth 
worshiping. The phenomenon shows itself in many ways. First, adults do all they can to be youthful 
and to remain young because old age is feared and youthfulness admired. Beauty and cosmetic industries 
have made billions of dollars by encouraging this emulation of agelessness. 

Second, much of what parents do is for their young. Thousands of parents make daily sacrifices for 
their children. The numerous benefits heaped upon children are evident. Many mothers say. “I would

give my life for my children.” This feeling does not apply to all parents, but it applies to enough of 
them to be proof positive that today’s adults care about their young people. 

Third, most adults say that the majority of youth today are “pretty good kids”. This point of view 
can be fairly well substantiated. Most studies that focus on normal adolescents agree that the majority are 
not problems, not in turmoil, not deeply disturbed, not at the mercy of their impulses, not resistant to 
parental values, not politically active, and not rebellious. In a recent Gallup poll, 97 percent of teens 
said they got along with their parents either very well or fairly well. Only 3 percent said they did not get 
along at all well. Sometimes, parents carry a positive view of their teenagers to an over-idealized 
extreme. They refuse to believe their children are ever at fault or ever capable of doing wrong, and they 
tend to attack any friend, teacher, or town official who tries to tell them otherwise. Despite this over- 
idealization most youths are not problems—to themselves or to their communities. Misconceptions are 
formed by focusing only on the drug-addicted, delinquent, and disturbed or on the social rebels who are 
in fact a minority. 

Finally , although most youths today are not activist rebels like those of the late 1960s and early 


1970s, youthful idealism is still much in evidence. Adolescents are much concerned about issues such as 


o 
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juvenile crime, drug abuse, the energy crises, unemployment, women’s liberation, materialism and 
indifference in society, pollution, and the environment. They also show genuine concern for the 
underdog, indicated by their frequent political alliance with blacks or the poor. They will give 
generously and work hard to help the starving overseas or will come to the defense of convicted 
criminals if they feel their cause is just. Clergy and other caring adults applaud youths who join the 
“love” generation to find more meaningful relationships than those between their parents at home or 
between business elements in a highly competitive society. These adults emphasize that parents ought 
not to be critical of their young for hating corruption, injustice, or superficial values. Although they are 


a little awed by youths who will work for months to keep a wilderness area from being ruined by 





developers, value-oriented adults tell parents to admire their young and admit that their activities are 





more worthwhile than swallowing goldfish or seeing how many kids can crowd themselves into a 





telephone booth.

Legend says that one day the women were passing close to the crocodiles and one woman attempted 
to collect water in the lake and the crocodile let her fetch water without attacking her. From then 
onwards all the women in Bazoule village could fetch water from the lake. The villagers named the 
ferocious animals the sacred crocodiles for they had saved them and they could not only fetch drinking 
water but also water their plants and they survived the famine. 

“The crocodiles of Bazoule are sacred because they are the totems of the village. They’re the 
ancestors of the village because they saved the villagers and that is why they are called sacred,” says 
Prosper Kabore, Head Crocodile guide. 

Prosper was born into this tradition. His job is to safeguard the unique relationship between the 
people and the sacred crocodiles. Every child in Bazoule is taught to be kind and respectful. They are 
constantly reminded that the life they enjoy today is as a result of the kindness and compassion shown to 
their ancestors. Kindness and help provided to them by the most unlikely animals, the crocodile. 

At one point in time the crocodiles cried for one month. Everybody wondered what was wrong. 
When Prosper told the local chief who is entirely in charge of the conservation of the sacred crocodiles , 
he prohibited children from picking grass at the lake. Then one night a child went into the water and did 
not return. The crocodiles cried a lot. The day that followed people saw somebody drowned in the 
water. “We tried to retrieve the body but we couldn’t. Then we saw the crocodile bringing the body. 
He pushed it out of the water and we took the body and buried. " recalls Kabore. 

Hence this unique co-existence is what draws people from all over and they are shocked to see this 
phenomenon that has been in this village for many generations. They get a chance to ride on the backs 
of the sacred crocodiles, feed them with chickens. The chickens fed to the crocodiles come from 
Bazoule village, any chicken outside the village is not fed to the crocodiles. This is meant to appease 
the ancestors. 

The sacred crocodiles and Bazoule people have a great interdependency. The crocodiles allow the 
villagers to use the water and the villagers allow the crocodiles to feed on their plants and the cycle of 
life goes on harmoniously. The money attained from tourists goes directly to help the needy children in 
Bazoule. Hence not only does the community help in conserving the crocodiles and the old tradition but 


it also uplifts the lives of its community members.

Excessive sun exposure is bad for our health. But sun deprivation is also harmful contributing to 
ailments from depression to disturbed sleep, obesity and even cancer. People inhabiting the far northern 
hemisphere are particularly vulnerable, forced to endure long, dark winter nights and sometimes only 
seeing the sun for three quarters of an hour per day in December. 

But relief could be on its way, with Swedish researchers exploring a range of projects that could 
bring light to the wider population. They are working on a device that could transform people's homes 
and lives by regulating the amount of light to which they are exposed. At Lund University, in southern 
Sweden, Prof Thorbjorn Laike shows off what he calls an "artificial sun" , a collection of bright bluish 
lights that wouldn't look out of place in a giant's dentist surgery. 

The "sun" has pride of place in the architecture department, reflecting Prof Laike's passion for 


, 


light and the benefits it can bring. He is spearheading the " Healthy Homes " project, which aims to 
ensure that people living in the dark upper reaches of the northern hemisphere receive the right amount of 
the “right sort " of light at the right time. They are developing a device called a Daysimeter, which 
monitors a person's exposure to light radiation during the day. When the user returns home, the 
Daysimeter automatically sends this information to a central control hub, which works out whether the 
person has received sufficient sunlight. If that turns out to be either too much or not enough, a smart 
system will adjust the lighting in the home to compensate. By rebalancing an individual's light 
exposure, the idea is to help people maintain a more normal and healthy circadian rhythm. 

Humans are programmed to wake and sleep on a roughly 24-hour cycle, and the timing is regulated 
by exposure to light. According to a statement from the Healthy Homes project; “ Disruption of a 


regular, daily pattern of light and dark can lead to poor sleep, fatigue and decreased performance, as 


o 


, 


well as poor health ranging from obesity, diabetes, cardiovascular disease and even cancer. ' 
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In places where sunlight is in short supply bright electric lighting delivered at the right time of day 
can act as a substitute. “We anticipate that this will make it easier for people, especially people working 


” 


within shift work, to have better lighting solutions in their home, ” says Prof Laike. “But also people 
who have problems coming up in the morning during the dark period. Because we know that in those 
countries far from the equator such as Sweden, we have a need for light especially in the morning. ” 
Prof Laike believes architects also need to re-examine and perhaps re-employ the building standards of 
the 19th century when designers were obliged to maximize the amount of daylight penetrating schools 
and factories. 

One place in Sweden that has embraced this idea is Dragonskolan school in the northern town of 
Umea. They have installed full spectrum lights in seven of their classrooms with the hope that it will 
help increase alertness and reduce fatigue in its students. In December the sun shines on average for just 
45 minutes a day in Umea. The town prides itself on its museums and the proximity of outdoor activities 
like dog sledding and cross-country skiing. But in the depths of winter with its almost constant fog of 
darkness, a supreme effort is required to escape the shackles of the duvet and central heating. 

The dancing multi-colored light shows of the Aurora Borealis aren’t sufficient compensation for the 
absence of the sun. “During winter you feel tired and it doesn’t feel like it’s seven in the morning,” 
says one student, Carl Frederik Valverius. “It feels like it’s 12 in the middle of the night. You just 
want to skip school and stay in bed. You want to do your best in school and be a good student. But at 
the same time you don’t feel like you have the energy. ” Fellow student Viola Asbaghi agrees: “I come 
to school when it’s dark, and go home when it’s dark. I never see the light in winter and feel 
permanently tired. ” 

Unlike standard lighting that tends to give off a yellow hue, the so-called “full spectrum” lights 
installed in these classrooms give off a greater proportion of blue wavelengths. These have been shown 
to have a greater effect on regulating the body clock if delivered early in the morning. It works by 
suppressing the production of the hormone melatonin, which causes drowsiness. The lights are also 
much brighter, which has been shown in previous studies to increase alertness throughout the day. 

"It's too early to say whether grades will be better but what I’m hoping for, of course, is 
improved attendance and improved results. " says Stellan Andersson, headmaster of the 2, 000-student 
Dragonskolan. The lights were the gift of a local renewable utility company and run from stored solar 
energy harvested during a heat wave in July and August last year. The corridors and other rooms that are 
conventionally lit are Stygian in comparison.

“It’s nice. It’s much brighter. I feel rejuvenated,” whispers Viola Asbaghi, 18, during a tough 
English exam in room C151, at just after nine in the morning, when it's still dark outside. ^I feel 
sharper, more alert, more focused," says Carl Frederik Valverius, also 18. Previous studies have 
shown that exposure to bright light can have a marked effect on alertness. 

However, Dr Baba Pendse, a senior consultant psychiatrist at Skane University Hospital in Malmo, 
south Sweden, warns against excessive use at the wrong time of day because it keeps the body wide 
awake, when it should be slowing down in preparation for sleep. "If you get light in the late afternoon 
or evenings, then you are shifting your body rhythms to the other direction, which is pathological. And 
that's going to cause you problems. " While the students hope to keep bleary eyes at bay, the Healthy 


Homes researchers plan to kit out the first experimental home within two years, although it could be a 





decade before the system becomes widespread.

Migratory birds may be spreading viruses that cause bird flu around the world, say scientists. 
Outbreaks in poultry may become more common in the future, especially in ill-prepared countries, they 
warn. A severe strain found at a duck farm in the UK last year may have been carried by wild birds out 
of Russia, according to Dutch researchers. The virus is a low human health risk, but wild birds on long 
migratory routes should be monitored, they say. 

H5N8 is a strain of bird flu that appeared late last year in Russia, East Asia, North America and 
four European countries, including the UK. The infections led to millions of poultry being culled. In 
the UK, ducks were affected at a farm in Driffield, Yorkshire. Another outbreak of bird flu in 
Hampshire this week is of the H7N7 form of the virus, which is less severe. 

Scientists at the Erasmus Medical Center in Rotterdam, Netherlands say the presence of the H5

virus in a migratory bird in Russia and other detections in wild birds and poultry is “ worrisome”.

“More poultry outbreaks could occur in the future, especially in countries that are ill-prepared,” a team 
led by Dr Ron Fouchier wrote in the journal, Science. “Despite the currently low public health risk, the 
outbreaks should be monitored closely, given that several animal species are susceptible and that 
influenza viruses are generally unpredictable.” Wild birds with long migratory routes should be 
monitored for exposure to H5N8 and control measures in poultry should be updated, as they appear to be 
"insufficient" , they added. 

Scientists are also investigating other ways that bird flu viruses can spread around the world, 
including through illegal poultry trade and contamination of vehicles or equipment. A recent report from 
the European Food Safety Authority said the route of spread of the disease remained uncertain. It said all 
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affected farms in Europe had kept birds inside, suggesting direct transmission from wild birds to farmed 
poultry was unlikely. 

Experts said there were no known direct migration routes from East Asia to Europe, but infected 
migratory birds from East Asia could in theory pass the virus on to other species at breeding and stopover 
places in Eurasia. Dr Derek Gatherer of Lancaster University said more research into flu in wild bird 
populations in the UK was needed, especially in species migrating in from Europe. “ The British 
response to bird flu is oriented towards agriculture—that’s fine because of course we need to protect our 
poultry industry—but in order to really understand bird flu we should also study it in its natural setting , " 
he told BBC News. “Then we'll have a better ‘early warning system’ for what might be a threat to 
agriculture in the future. ” 

UK officials said tests had confirmed the Hampshire outbreak was of a low severity H7 strain of the 
disease, which is a much less severe form than the H5N8 strain found in Yorkshire in November. Chief 
vet Nigel Gibbens said: “We have taken immediate action to contain this outbreak as part of our robust 
procedures for dealing swiftly with avian flu. This is a low severity form of the virus and we are taking 
action to ensure that the disease does not spread or develop into a more severe form. We are investigating 
the possible sources of the outbreak. I would urge poultry keepers in the surrounding area to be vigilant 
for any signs of disease and to ensure they are maintaining good bio-security on their premises. ” 

The Department for Environment, Food & Rural Affairs said warden patrols for diseased wild birds 
occurred in eight Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust reserves in Great Britain, and a number of other reserves 
were patrolled by volunteers from October to March. Anyone finding five or more wild birds dead in the 
same location is advised to report them to the Defra helpline.

“Education” means different things to different people. To some elementary and secondary school 
children, it can be an exciting intellectual experience; to those poorly motivated or presented with a dull 
and unimaginative curriculum, it can be a deadening ordeal; to college students education may be a 
means to acquiring the qualifications, for a job, a way of escaping lowly social class origin, or a time 
for experimenting with a variety of social and personal identities; to parents, education for their children 
may represent the realization of their own unfulfilled aspirations, to those who operate the schools— 
teachers, principals, and administrators— education means a job, a place where career aspirations may 
be worked out. This list of the meanings of education could be expanded indefinitely. However, it 
should be sufficient to illustrate the multiple meanings of education to people in various roles and 
subgroups in the society. 

What does education mean to the sociologist? How does he begin to structure and make sense out of 


this multifaceted phenomenon called education? Basically, sociologists regard education as a 





distinctively social phenomenon or “institution ” which , like other social phenomena, is amenable to 
objective scientific analysis. A sociological perspective on education requires that one “step back” from 
that which he is examining, set aside his personal and cultural biases, and take a long, hard look at the 
phenomenon of education. This is not an easy task. At times it is made more difficult by the fact that 
teachers, administrators, and concerned segments of the public may expect immediate answers to the 
questions of policy and technique to emerge from the sociologist’s research on education. Sociologists , 
on the other hand, are primarily concerned with building a body of verified knowledge about education 
and only secondarily with the problem of applying their findings and conclusions to the concerns of the 
educational practitioners. Though most research on education by sociologists has some policy 
implications, sociologists vary in the extent to which they spell out these implications in their work. 
Ultimately, the extent to which this is done is a matter of style and most sociologists have adopted a 
style in which policy recommendations are left implicit rather than one in which explicit programmatic 
statements and policy recommendations are made. The readers are then left to extract (if they care to) 


the implications of the research and ideas presented for questions of policy and action.

That's according 
to a study that challenges the theory that life happiness is largely predetermined by your genes. 

This widely accepted "set-point" theory of happiness says that an individual's long-term happiness 


tends to be stable because it depends mainly on genetic factors. The idea is based in part on studies that 
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show identical twins have more similar level of life satisfaction than non-identical twins, and suggests 
that although your level of happiness may occasionally be thrown off by major life events, it will always 
return to a set level within two years. 

To find out whether people really are destined for a certain level of happiness, Bruce Headey at the 
University of Melbourne in Australia and his team questioned people in Germany about their jobs, 
lifestyles and social and religious activities. They found that certain changes in lifestyle led to significant 
long-term changes in reported life satisfaction, rather than causing the temporary deflections in happiness 
that set-point theory would suggest. 

One of the biggest influences on a person’s happiness was their partner’s level of neuroticism. 
Those with partners who scored highly on tests for neuroticism were more likely to unhappy—and to stay 
unhappy for as long as the relationship lasted. 

Altruism and family values also influenced long-term happiness. People whose annual survey 
responses changed to place a higher priority on altruistic behaviors and family goals were rewarded with 
a long-term increase in life satisfaction. Those who prioritized career and material success, however, 
experienced a corresponding lasting decline. 

Having strong religious commitments also seemed to help in the pursuit of happiness. "People who 
attend church regularly seem to be happier than people are not religious," says Headey. 

A person's weight turned out to be another factor for long-term happiness, especially for women. 
Underweight men scored slightly lower than those with healthy weights, while women reported being 
significantly less happy when they were obese. Being overweight appeared to have no effect on men's 
happiness. 

Robert Cummins at Deakin University in Burood, Australia, notes that changes in happiness 
reported by Headey's team could be influenced by individuals falling into or recovering from depression. 

The group suggests its findings may be applied to other populations, having found similar patterns , 


as yet unpublished, in the UK and Australia.

Typical examples are the drive who brakes 
violently to allow a car to emerge from a side street at some hazard to following traffic, when a few 
seconds later the road would be clear anyway ; or the man who waves a child across a zebra crossing into 
the path of oncoming vehicles that may be unable to stop in time. The same goes for encouraging old 
ladies to cross the road wherever and whenever they care to. 

A veteran driver, whose manners are faultless, told me it would help if motorists learnt to filter 
correctly into traffic streams one at a time without causing the total blockages that give rise to bad 
temper. Unfortunately, modern motorists can’t even learn to drive, let alone master the subtler aspects 
of roadsmanship. Years ago the experts warned us that the car ownership explosion would demand a lot

But the philosophy of education must go 
beyond any idea of education that is formed by way of contrast, reaction and protest, for it is an attempt 
to discover what education is and how it takes place. Only when we identify education with schooling 
does it seem to be a simple thing to tell what education actually is, and yet a clear idea of what it is 
gives us our only criterion for judging and directing what goes on in schools. 

It is sometimes supposed that it is the business of the philosophy of education to tell what education 
should be. But the only way of deciding what education should be, at least, the only way which does 
not lead us into the clouds, is discovery of what education takes place when education really occurs. 
And before we can formulate a philosophy of education we must know human nature is constituted in the 
concrete; we must know about the working of actual social forces; we must know about the operations 
through which basic raw materials are modified into something of greater value. The need for a 
philosophy of education is thus fundamentally the need for finding out what education really is. We have 
to take those cases in which we find there is a real development of desirable powers, and then find out 
how this development took place. Then we can project what has taken place in these instances as a guide 
for directing our other efforts. The need for this discovery and this projection is the need for a 
philosophy of education. 

What then is education when we find actual satisfactory specimens of it in existence? In the first 
place, it is a process of development, of growth. And it is the process and not merely the result that is 
important. A truly healthy person is not something fixed and completed. He is a person whose processes 
and activities go on in such a way that he will continue to be healthy. Similarly, an educated person is 
the person who has the power to go on and get more education. 

In any case, development and growth involve change, modification, and modification in definite 


directions. It is quite possible for a teacher, under the supposed sanction of the idea of cultivating 
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individuality, to fixate a pupil more or less at his existing level. Respect for individuality is primarily 
intellectual. It signifies studying the individual to see what is there to work with. Having this 
sympathetic understanding, the practical work then begins, for the practical work is one of 
modification, of changing, of reconstruction continued without end. The change must at least be 
towards more effective techniques, towards greater self-reliance, towards a more thoughtful and 


inquiring disposition, one more capable of persistent effort in meeting obstacles.

The Supreme Court’s decisions on physician-assisted suicide carry important implications for how 
medicine seeks to relieve dying patients of pain and suffering. 

Although it ruled that there is no constitutional right to physician-assisted suicide, the court in 
effect supported the medical principle of “double effect" , a centuries-old moral principle holding that an 
action having two effects—a good one that is intended and a harmful one that is foreseen—is permissible 
if the actor intends only the good effect. 

Doctors have used that principle in recent years to justify using high doses of morphine to control 
terminally ill patients’ pain, even though increasing dosages will eventually kill the patient. 

Nancy Dubler, director of Montefiore Medical Center, contends that the principle will shield

doctors who “until now have very, very strongly insisted that they could not give patients sufficient 
medication to control their pain if that might hasten death” . 

George Annas, chair of the health law department at Boston University , maintains that, as long as 
good doctor prescribes a drug for a legitimate medical purpose, the doctor has done nothing illegal even

if the patient uses the drug to hasten death. “It’s like surgery,” he says. “We don’t call those deaths 


homicides because the doctors didn’t intend to kill their patients, although they risked their death. If 
you’re a physician, you can risk your patient’s suicide as long as you don’t intend their suicide. ” 

On another level, many in the medical community acknowledge that the assisted-suicide debate has 
been fueled in part by the despair of patients for whom modern medicine has prolonged the physical 
agony of dying. 

Just three weeks before the Court’s ruling on physician-assisted suicide, the National Academy of 
Science (NAS) released a two-volume report, Approaching Death: Improving Care at the End of Life. It 
identifies the undertreatment of pain and the aggressive use of “ineffectual and forced medical procedures that 
may prolong and even dishonor the period of dying” as the twin problems of end-of-life care. 

The profession is taking steps to require young doctors to train in hospitals, to test knowledge of 
aggressive pain management therapies, to develop a Medicare billing code for hospital-based care, and 
to develop new standards for assessing and treating pain at the end of life. 

Annas says lawyers can play a key role in insisting that these well-meaning medical initiatives 
translate into better care. “A large number of physicians seem unconcerned with the pain their patients 
are needlessly and predictably suffering” , to the extent that it constitutes “systematic patient abuse”. 
He says medical licensing boards “must make it clear that painful deaths are presumptively ones that are 


incompetently managed and should result in license suspension” .

Smell is the most direct of all the senses. It is thought to be the oldest sense in terms of human 
evolution, which may explain why smell is hard-wired into the brain. The olfactory nerve, which 
manages the perception of smells, is essentially an extension of the brain. The olfactory nerve provides 
a direct link from receptors at the top of the nose to the portion of the brain that controls memory, 
emotion, and behavior. 

The olfactory system detects certain airborne chemicals that enter the nose and then transmits this 
chemical information to the limbic system in the brain. The olfactory region at the upper end of each 
nostril is yellow, moist, and full of fatty substances. The shade of yellow indicates the strength of the 
sense of smell: the deeper the shade, the keener and more acute it is. Animals have a very strong sense 
of smell, so their olfactory regions are dark yellow to reddish brown, while those of humans are light 
yellow. 

When an odorous substance enters the nose, it binds to olfactory receptor cells, the neurons lining 
the yellow upper portion of the nasal cavity. Olfactory receptor cells contain microscopic hairs called 
cilia that extend into the layer of mucus coating the inside of the nose. Odor molecules diffuse into this 
region and are absorbed by the cilia of the olfactory receptor cells. What this means is that when we 
hold a rose to our nose and inhale, odor molecules float up into the nasal cavity, where they are 
absorbed by five million olfactory receptor cells. The receptor cells alert the olfactory nerve, which 
sends impulses to the brain’s olfactory bulb, or smell center. Thus, olfactory information about the rose 
enters the brain’s limbic system, where, in most of us, it stimulates a feeling of pleasure. 

The limbic system of the brain integrates memory, emotion, and behavior. The system is 
composed of a group of related nervous system structures that are the functional center of emotions such 
as anger, fear, pleasure, and sadness. The components of the limbic system are linked to the cerebral 
cortex, the part of the brain involved in complex learning, reasoning, and personality. The cerebral 
cortex makes decisions about the emotional content of these unique human qualities after “consulting” 
the limbic system and the other brain centers in processing and retrieving memories. It may, in tum, 
use memories to modify behavior. 

Scent may be the strongest trigger of memory and emotions. When we inhale a scent, receptors in 
the brain’s limbic center compare the odor entering our nose to odors stored in our memory. Along the 
way, memories associated with those odors are stimulated. A smell can be overwhelmingly nostalgic 
because it triggers powerful images and emotions. The waxy fragrance of crayons can instantly transport 
us to our second-grade classroom, or the scent of freshly mown grass can flood us with the joy of 
summer freedom. What we see and hear may fade quickly in short-term memory, but what we smell is 
sent directly to long-term memory. 

Smells can increase alertness and stimulate learning and retention. In one study, children 
memorized a word list, which was presented both with and without accompanying scents. The children 
recalled words on the list more easily and with higher accuracy when the list was given with scents than 
without, showing the link between smell and the ability to retain information. In another study, 
researchers examined how various smells can increase alertness and decrease stress. They found that the 
scent of lavender could wake up the metabolism and make people more alert. They also found that the 


smell of spiced apples could reduce blood pressure and avert a panic attack in people under stress.

Bird migration is one of the most interesting yet least understood natural phenomena. Every fall 
birds from northern latitudes fly in groups to the warmer southern latitudes and then return north in the 
spring. Scientists agree on the main reasons for migration; to follow the food supply and to avoid harsh 
climate conditions. For example, insects disappear during the cold months, prompting insect-dependent 
birds to fly south to warm areas where insects breed. No similar consensus has emerged, however, 
about how birds are able to navigate. Despite many recent experiments, bird experts still do not know 
how birds arrive at the same destination every year and then find their way back home in the spring. 

Some have suggested that birds find their way by following landmarks, such as rivers and mountain 
ranges. Experiments have confirmed that some species do follow such topographic features. But that 
method cannot explain how some birds travel at night. Other studies show that some nocturnal birds 
navigate by the stars. But that explanation cannot explain daytime migration or travel when the skies are 
cloudy. 

The most popular explanation currently is that birds are guided by Earth’s magnetic poles. The 
mechanism by which that works has not yet been proved. One theory points to the fact that some birds’ 


brains contain magnetite, a naturally occurring magnetic compound consisting of iron oxide. Magnetite 
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has been found in many animals, including birds. With magnets embedded in their brains, birds would 
be able to sense the magnetic fields of the North and South Poles. 

A recent experiment with homing pigeons provided some evidence that magnetite does play a 
crucial role in migration. Homing pigeons are known to have the ability to return to their homes after 
being taken hundreds of miles away. Researchers found that they could train homing pigeons to 
recognize changes in a magnetic field. When a surrounding magnetic field was normal, the birds would 
gather at one end of a cage. But when the field’s polarity was altered, they hopped to the other end, 
suggesting that they were detecting and responding to changes in the magnetic field. 

Another theory has been offered to explain this sensitivity to magnetic poles, a theory that draws 
upon quantum mechanics, which is the study of how particles move inside an atom. It relies on the fact 
that electrons come in pairs that orbit the nucleus of an atom. The two electrons spin in opposite 
directions, creating two magnets that neutralize each other. But when molecules split and react with 
other molecules to form compounds, the electron pairs may no longer spin in opposite directions. 
Instead, they may repel each other, as when two north ends of magnets are pressed together. The 
electrons struggle to change direction in order to achieve a stable state in which the two electrons again 
neutralize each other, giving off no magnetic field. 

The theory is that these disturbed electron pairs are created in birds when they are exposed to 
changes in light. The birds can sense the efforts of the electrons in trying to reach a condition of stability 
because of the slight changes in the pull of the North and South Poles. In this way, the birds can detect 
the direction of the poles while they are in flight. 

In one experiment to confirm this effect, a group of European robins were tricked by artificial light 
to believe that it was time for spring migration. The birds became eager to fly north. The changes in 
light triggered the electron-pair movement described above, exposing the robins to the magnetic field 
accompanying the electron pairs. The birds became disoriented and flew in all directions. The simulated 
magnetic fields were much too weak to be detected by the birds’ natural magnetite, suggesting to the 
experimenters that the electron pairs, not the magnetite, were responsible for the birds’ confused flying. 

The current view, therefore, is that light plays an important role in guiding bird migration. This 
may be why birds turn their heads from side to side before flying off. Their eyes are collecting the 
surrounding light, which in turn allows them to process and analyze the existing magnetic fields and to 


keep themselves pointed in the right direction.

Will there ever be another Einstein? This is the undercurrent of conversation at Einstein memorial 
meetings throughout the year. A new Einstein will emerge, scientists say. But it may take a long time. 
After all, more than 200 years separated Einstein from his nearest rival, Isaac Newton. 

Many physicists say the next Einstein hasn’t been born yet, or is a baby now. That’s because the 
quest for a unified theory that would account for all the forces of nature has pushed current mathematics 
to its limits. New math must be created before the problem can be solved. 

But researchers say there are many other factors working against another Einstein emerging anytime 
soon. 

For one thing, physics is a much different field today. In Einstein’s day, there were only a few 
thousand physicists worldwide, and the theoreticians who could intellectually rival Einstein probably 
would fit into a streetcar with seats to share. 

Education is different, too. One crucial aspect of Einstein’s training that is overlooked is the years 
of philosophy he read as a teenager — Kant, Schopenhauer and Spinoza, among others. It taught him 
how to think independently and abstractly about space and time, and it wasn’t long before he became a 
philosopher himself. 

“The independence created by philosophical insight is — in my opinion — the mark of distinction 
between a mere artisan (工匠 ) or specialist and a real seeker after truth,” Einstein wrote in 1944. 

And he was an accomplished musician. The interplay between music and math is well-known. 
Einstein would furiously play his violin as a way to think through a knotty physics problem. 

Today, universities have produced millions of physicists. There aren't many jobs in science for 
them, so they go to Wall Street and Silicon Valley to apply their analytical skills to more practical — 
and rewarding — efforts. 

“Maybe there is an Einstein out there today,” 
“but it would be a lot harder for him to be heard.” 


Especially considering what Einstein was proposing. 


said Columbia University physicist Brian Greene, 


“The actual fabric of space and time curving? My God, what an idea!” Greene said at a recent 
gathering at the Aspen Institute. "It takes a certain type of person who will bang his head against the 


wall because you believe you'll find the solution. ’

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1905. These “thought experiments” were pages of calculations signed and submitted to the prestigious 
journal Annalen der Physik by a virtual unknown.

For years, doctors advised their patients that the only thing taking multivitamins does is give them 
extensive urine (Jk). After all, true vitamin deficiencies are practically unheard of in industrialized 
countries. Now it seems that those doctors may have been wrong. The results of a growing number of 
studies suggest that even a modest vitamin shortfall can be harmful to your health. Although proof of the 
benefits of multivitamins is still far from certain, the few dollars you spend on them is probably a good 
investment. 

Or at least that's the argument put forward in the New England Journal of Medicine. Ideally , said 
Dr. Walter Willett and Dr. Meir Stampfer of Harvard, all vitamin supplements would be evaluated in 
scientifically rigorous clinical trials. But those studies can take a long time and often raise more 
questions than they answer. At some point, while researchers work on figuring out where the truth lies, 


it just makes sense to say the potential benefit outweighs the cost. 
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The best evidence to date concerns folate (叶酸 ) one of the B vitamins. It’s been proved to limit 
the number of defects in embryos (胚胎 ) and a recent trial found that folate in combination with 
vitamin B12 and a form of B6 also decreases the re-blockage of arteries after surgical repair. 

The news on vitamin E has been more mixed. Healthy folks who take 400 international units daily 
for at least two years appear somewhat less likely to develop heart disease. But when doctors give 
vitamin E to patients who already have heart disease, the vitamin doesn't seem to help. It may turn out 
that vitamin E plays a role in prevention but cannot undo serious damage. 

Despite vitamin C's great popularity, consuming large amounts of it still has not been positively 
linked to any great benefit. The body quickly becomes saturated with C and simply excretes ( HEY) 
any excess. 

The multivitamins question boils down to this; Do you need to wait until all the evidence is in 
before you take them, or are you willing to accept that there's enough evidence that they don't hurt and 
could help? 

If the latter, there's no need to go to extremes and buy the biggest horse pills or the most expensive 
bottles. Large doses can cause trouble, including excessive bleeding and nervous system problems. 

Multivitamins are no substitute for exercise and a balanced diet, of course. As long as you 
understand that any potential benefit is modest and subject to further refinement, taking a daily 


multivitamin makes a lot of sense.

The case for college has been accepted without question for more than a generation. All high school 
graduates ought to go, says conventional wisdom and statistical evidence, because college will help 
them earn more money, become “better” people, and learn to be more responsible citizens than those 
who don’t go. 

But college has never been able to work its magic for everyone. And now that close to half our 
high school graduates are attending, those who don't fit the pattern are becoming more numerous, and 
more obvious. College graduates are selling shoes and driving taxis; college students interfere with each 
other’s experiments and write false letters of recommendation in the intense competition for admission to 
graduate school. Others find no stimulation in their studies, and drop out — often encouraged by college 
administrators. 

Some observers say the fault is with the young people themselves — they are spoiled and they are 
expecting too much. But that is a condemnation of the students as a whole, and does not explain all 
campus unhappiness. Others blame the state of the world, and they are partly right. We’ve been told 
that young people have to go to college because our economy cannot absorb an army of untrained 18- 
year-olds. But disappointed graduates are learning that it can no longer absorb an army of trained 22- 
year-olds , either. 

Some adventuresome educators and campus watchers have openly begun to suggest that college may 
not be the best, the proper, the only place for every young person after the completion of high school. 
We may have been looking at all those surveys and statistics upside down, it seems, and through the 
rosy glow of our own remembered college experiences. Perhaps college does not make people 
intelligent, ambitious, happy, liberal, or quick to learn things — maybe it’s just the other way around, 
and intelligent, ambitious, happy, liberal, quick-learning people are only the ones who have been 
attracted to college in the first place. And perhaps all those successful college graduates would have been 
successful whether they had gone to college or not. This is heresy ( 5i; i) to those of us who have 
been brought up to believe that if little schooling is good, more has to be much better. But contrary 


evidence is beginning to mount up.

The recent news of the successful cloning of an adult sheep — in which the sheep's DNA was 
inserted into an unfertilized sheep egg to produce a lamb with identical DNA — has generated an 


outpouring of ethical concerns. These concerns are not about Dolly, the now famous sheep, nor even 
about the considerable impact cloning may have on the animal breeding industry, but rather about the 
possibility of cloning humans. For the most part, however, the ethical concerns being raised are 
exaggerated and misplaced, because they are based on erroneous views about what genes are and what 
they can do. The danger, therefore, lies not in the power of the technology, but in the 
misunderstanding of its significance. 

Producing a clone of a human being would not amount to creating a "carbon copy" — an 
automaton of the sort familiar from science fiction. It would be more like producing a delayed identical 
twin. And just as identical twins are two separate people — biologically, psychologically, morally and 
legally, though not genetically — so to embrace a belief in genetic determinism — the view that genes 
determine everything about us, and that environmental factors or the random events in human 
development are utterly insignificant. The overwhelming consensus among geneticists is that genetic 
determinism is false. 

As geneticists have come to understand the ways in which genes operate, they have also become 
aware of the myriad ways in which the environment affects their "expression". The genetic contribution 
to the simplest physical traits, such as height and hair color, is significantly mediated by environmental 
factors. And the genetic contribution to the traits we value most deeply, from intelligence to 
compassion, is conceded by even the most enthusiastic genetic researchers to be limited and indirect. 
Indeed, we need only appeal to our ordinary experience with identical twins — that they are different 
people despite their similarities — to appreciate that genetic determinism is false. 

Furthermore, because of the extra steps involved, cloning will probably always be riskier — that 
is, less likely to result in a live birth — that in vitro fertilization ( IVF) and embryo transfer. For 
example, it took more than 275 attempts before the researchers were able to obtain a successful sheep 


clone. While cloning methods may improve, we should note that even standard IVF techniques typically

Passage 5 


The greatest devastation of old age is the loss of mental faculties, and with the near doubling of life 
expectancy in the past century has come the mixed blessing of living longer and losing more. A few 
great thinkers and artists remained productive in their later years — Galileo, Monet, Shaw, Stravinsky , 
Tolstoy — but even they were not what they had been in their primes. In science, the boom falls sooner 
still; “A person who has not made his great contribution to science before the age of 30 will never do 
so,” said Einstein. 

Imagine if we could transplant old brains into younger bodies; would our minds stay young, or 
would we be senile teenagers, scaling mountains and skateboarding at 120, but forgetting where we put 
the car keys? Is the brain uniquely vulnerable to the ravages of time? Can anything be done? 

Incontrovertible evidence from many studies shows that a higher level of education and greater 
mental activity throughout life correlate with lower cognitive losses in old age. These benefits apply to 
all sorts of cognitive losses, including those associated with Alzheimer’s. Some researchers believe that 


mental application in early life produces complex neural connections that provide a reserve later on; 


o 
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others argue that education merely gives people the means to cope with and compensate for their losses. 

K. Warner Schaie, a professor of human development and psychology at Pennsylvania State 
University, has studied age-related change in more than 5, 000 people, some for more than 40 years. 
Comparing earlier with later recruits, Mr. Schaie concludes that the rate of mental decline is slowing, a 
change he attributes to better education, healthier diet, lessened exposure to serious disease, and more 
mental activity. “ You've got to practice," Mr. Schaie says, “If you don't solve problems, you no 
longer can solve problems. " Retirement can be particularly hard, he adds, because for many people, 
work is their most challenging activity. "Retirement is good for people who've had routine jobs — they 
may find something more stimulating. But it's disadvantageous for people in high-level jobs, who are 
less likely to find something as stimulating as the job they had. " 

K. Anders Ericsson, a psychology professor at Florida State University, confirms Mr. Schaie's 
emphasis on the virtue of practice. Initially interested in expert performers like musicians, he found that 
many ostensible geniuses aren't really so different from everyone else — they just practice harder and 
longer, benefiting from sheer labor, rather than from some special gift. Professional musicians who 
continue to practice assiduously as they age continue to play well, while amateurs who just play for 
pleasure show age-related declines. 

Mr. Ericsson's studies failed to show significant generalized benefits from mental exercise. "If you 
play tennis, you improve your general fitness, but the greatest improvement is specific to tennis, not to 
other sports. It's the same with cognitive exercise. You have to look at your life and pick what you want

I work as an office assistant in a small but growing garden equipment manufacturing company in 
California. A few months ago, my boss gave me the job of writing some sales letters which would be 
sent to the existing customers of our company. The objective was to get some of our existing customers 
to purchase a new product that our company had just launched. 

Now, I had never written sales letters before in my life and had no idea of how to write even the 
first word. And even if I ended up writing a few lines, because I was so inexperienced, chances were 
that the sales letters and business letters, would bomb completely and would hardly generate any sales 
for our company.

After having been duped with 2 such packages, I was 
naturally suspicious. I read through his site and found that he was offering a money back guarantee. 
While that made me feel a bit more comfortable, I first had to determine whether this person would be 
around to honor the guarantee should I want to return the package. So I sent an email to him (just to 
test whether he replies to customers’ emails) and I got a reply from him within 4 hours. I also saw a 
comment in his site by one of his customers who had actually got a refund from him as soon as he had 
asked for the refund. 

Feeling more comfortable, I decided to go ahead and buy the package that he was selling. Well, I 
was blown away! The samples, examples and templates of the sales letters and business letters included 
in his package were precisely the ones that I was looking for. And they were far, far better than any of 
the templates included in the 2 other packages I had bought. I quickly customized one of the sales letter 
templates to fit my needs, had it approved by my boss, and sent them over to our customers. Within 2 
weeks from the time that I sent out the letter, about 36% of the customers who received the letter ended 
up buying our new product. You could say that my boss was impressed with what I had done! 

Since then, I have written quite a few sales letters for our company (simply by customizing the 
templates included in Yank’s package) and all of them have generated excellent sales for us. So, if you

When a disease of epidemic proportions rips into the populace, scientists immediately get to work, 
trying to locate the source of the affliction and find ways to combat it. Oftentimes, success is achieved, 
as medical science is able to isolate the parasite, germ or cell that causes the problem and finds ways to 
effectively kill or contain it. In the most serious of cases, in which the entire population of a region or 
country may be at grave risk, it is deemed necessary to protect the entire population through 
vaccination, so as to safeguard lives and ensure that the disease will not spread. 

The process of vaccination allows the patient’s body to develop immunity to the virus or disease so 
that, if it is encountered, one can fight it off naturally. To accomplish this, a small weak or dead strain 
of the disease is actually injected into the patient in a controlled environment, so that his body's immune 
system can learn to fight the invader properly. Information on how to penetrate the disease's defenses is 
transmitted to all elements of the patient's immune system in a process that occurs naturally, in which 
genetic information is passed from cell to cell. This makes sure that, should the patient later come into 
contact with the real problem, his body is well equipped and trained to deal with it, having already done 
so before. 

There are dangers inherent in the process, however. On occasion, even the weakened version of 
the disease contained in the vaccine proves too much for the body to handle, resulting in the immune 
system succumbing, and, therefore, the patient's death. Such is the case of the smallpox vaccine, 
designed to eradicate the smallpox epidemic that nearly wiped out the entire Native American population 
and killed massive numbers of settlers. Approximately 1 in 10, 000 people who receives the vaccine 
contract the smallpox disease from the vaccine itself and dies from it. Thus, if the entire population of 
the United States were to receive the Smallpox Vaccine today, 3000 Americans would be left dead. 

Fortunately, the smallpox virus was considered eradicated in the early 1970's, ending the 
mandatory vaccination of all babies in America. In the event of a re-introduction of the disease, 
however, mandatory vaccinations may resume, resulting in more unexpected deaths from vaccination.

Few natural dangers are more feared than avalanches. Avalanches are a familiar part of European 
history , particularly in the Swiss and French Alps. This is where the direction of wars has turned almost 
instantly because of avalanches wiping out invading armies. 

In North America, avalanches are limited almost entirely to the Rocky Mountains and the lower 
ranges to the west, the Sierra Nevadas and the Cascades. Avalanches have occurred in the mountains of 
New England but not with the regularity and intensity seen in the western mountains. 

Several methods are used in explaining and predicting avalanches. Scientists are learning about 
them using research methods. So many of the factors that create avalanches are hidden beneath the 
snow's surface that predictions are still largely guesswork. Therefore, winter travelers must assume the 
worst of conditions when they traverse the slopes. 

An avalanche occurs when a given amount of snow becomes too heavy for whatever is holding it in 
place. It then breaks loose and slides downhill. 

Avalanches are divided into two general categories, loose snow and slab. A loose snow avalanche 
usually starts at a single point, such as a skier's track, and spreads out like a fan or a pyramid in a chain 


reaction. One crystal breaks another free, which multiples as the loose snow moves downhill. 
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Sometimes these avalanches stop after only a few feet. Sometimes they move thousands of tons of snow 
downhill in speeds up to 300 miles per hour. This creates a shock wave that can flatten parts of a forest 
that are not even touched by the actual avalanche. 

Stab avalanches are those that have a wide area of snow which breaks loose in a large piece. These 
can range in size from just a few square feel to thousands of square feet of snow. The most dangerous 
and common type of avalanche for skiers is the so-called “soft slab” avalanche. This type occurs most 
often during, or just after a heavy snowfall. The snow hasn’t yet had a chance to settle and adhere to the 
existing snow. The heavier and the wetter the snow and the colder the temperature, the less likely the 


new snow will form a bond with the existing snow.

Recent stories in the newspapers and magazines suggest that teaching and research contradict each 
other, that research plays too prominent a part in academic promotions, and that teaching is badly 
underemphasized. There is an element of truth in these statements, but they also ignore deeper and more 
important relationships. 

Research experience is an essential element of hiring and promotion at a research university because 


it is the emphasis on research that distinguishes such a university from an arts college. Some professors , 
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Most research universities reward outstanding teaching, but the greatest recognition is usually given 
for achievements in research. Part of the reason is the difficulty of judging teaching. A highly 
responsible and tough professor is usually appreciated by top students who want to be challenged but 
disliked by those whose records are less impressive. The mild professor gets overall ratings that are 
usually high, but there is a sense of disappointment on the part of the best students, exactly those for 
whom the system should present the greatest challenges. Thus, a university trying to promote professors 
primarily on the basis of teaching qualities would have to confront this confusion. 

As modern science moves faster, two forces are exerted on professors: one is the time needed to 
keep up with the profession; the other is the time needed to teach. The training of new scientists 
requires outstanding teaching at the research university as well as the arts college. Although scientists are 
usually “made” in the elementary schools, scientists can be “lost” by poor teaching at the college and 
graduate school levels. The solution is not to separate teaching and research but to recognize that the 
combination is difficult but vital. The title of professor should be given only to those who profess and it 
is perhaps time for universities to reserve it for those willing to be an earnest part of the community of 
scholars. Professors unwilling to teach can be called “distinguished research investigators” of something 
else. 

The pace of modern science makes it increasingly difficult to be a great researcher and a great 
teacher. Yet many are described in just those terms. Those who say we can separate teaching and 
research simply do not understand the system, but those who say the problem will disappear are not 


fulfilling their responsibilities.

government, changes come slowly. 

One suggestion that has been made in order to maximize the efficiency of the system is to allow 
districts that have an overabundance of pending cases to borrow judges from other districts that do not 
have such a backlog. Another suggestion is to use pretrial conferences, in which the judge meets in his 
chambers with the litigants and their attorneys in order to narrow the issues, limit the witnesses, and 
provide for a more orderly trial. The theory behind pretrial conferences is that judges will spend less 
time on each case and parties will more readily settle before trial when they realize the adequacy of their 
claims and their opponents’ evidence. Unfortunately, at least one study has shown that pretrial 
conferences actually use more judicial time than they save, rarely result in pretrial settlements, and 
actually result in higher damage settlements. 

Many states have now established another method, small-claims courts, in which cases over small 
sums of money can be disposed of with considerable dispatch. Such proceedings cost the litigants almost 
nothing. In California, for example, the parties must appear before the judge without the assistance of 
counsel. The proceedings are quite informal and there is no pleading (辩护 ) 一 the litigants need to 
make only a one-sentence statement of their claim. By going to this type of court, the plaintiff ( 原告 )

When we worry about who might be spying on our private lives, we usually think about the Federal 
agents. But the private sector outdoes the government every time. It’s Linda Tripp, not the FBI, who is 
facing charges under Maryland’s laws against secret telephone taping. It’s our banks, not the Internal 


Revenue Service (IRS), that pass our private financial data to telemarketing firms. 
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Consumer activists are pressing Congress for better privacy laws without much result so far. The 
legislators lean toward letting business people track our financial habits virtually at will. 

As an example of what's going on, consider U. S. Bancorp, which was recently sued for deceptive 
practices by the state of Minnesota. According to the lawsuit, the bank supplied a telemarketer called 
MemberWorks with sensitive customer data such as names, phone numbers, bank-account and credit- 
card numbers, Social Security numbers, account balances and credit limits. 

With these customer lists in hand, MemberWorks started dialing for dollars-selling dental plans, 
videogames, computer software and other products and services. Customers who accepted a "free trial 
offer" had 30 days to cancel. If the deadline passed, they were charged automatically through their bank 
or credit-card accounts. U. S. Bancorp collected a share of the revenues. 

Customers were doubly deceived, the lawsuit claims. They didn't know that the bank was giving 
account numbers to MemberWorks. And if customers asked, they were led to think the answer was no. 

The state sued MemberWorks separately for deceptive selling. The company denies that it did 
anything wrong. For its part, U. S. Bancorp settled without admitting any mistakes. But it agreed to 
stop exposing its customers to nonfinancial products sold by outside firms. A few top banks decided to 
do the same. Many other banks will still do business with MemberWorks and similar firms. 

And banks will still be mining data from your account in order to sell you financial products, 
including things of little value, such as credit insurance and credit-card protection plans. 

You have almost no protection from businesses that use your personal accounts for profit. For 
example, no federal law shields "transaction and experience" information—mainly the details of your 
bank and credit-card accounts. Social Security numbers are for sale by private firms. They've generally 
agreed not to sell to the public. But to businesses, the numbers are an open book. Self-regulation 
doesn't work. A firm might publish a privacy-protection policy, but who enforces it? 

Take U. S. Bancorp again. Customers were told, in writing, that "all personal information you 
supply to us will be considered confidential". Then it sold your data to MemberWorks. The bank even 


claims that it doesn't “sell” your data at all. It merely “shares” it and reaps a profit. Now you know.

Passage Two 
ORI 

Whether the eyes are “the windows of the soul” is debatable, that they are intensely important in 
interpersonal communication is a fact. During the first two months of a baby’s life, the stimulus that 
produces a smile is a pair of eyes. The eyes need not be real: a mask with two dots will produce a 
smile. Significantly, a real human face with eyes covered will not motivate a smile, nor will the sight 
of only one eye when the face is presented in profile. This attraction to eyes as opposed to the nose or 
mouth continues as the baby matures. In one study, when American four-year-olds were asked to draw 
people, 75 percent of them drew people with mouths, but 99 percent of them drew people with eyes. In 
Japan, however, where babies are carried on their mother's back, infants do not acquire as much 
attachment to eyes as they do in other cultures. As a result, Japanese adults make little use of the face 
either to encode or decode meaning. In fact, Argyle reveals that the " proper place to focus one's gaze 
during a conversation in Japan is on the neck of one's conversation partner" . 

The role of eye contact in a conversational exchange between two Americans is well defined: 
speakers make contact with the eyes of their listener for about one second, then glance away as they 
talk; in a few moments they re-establish eye contact with the listener or reassure themselves that their 
audience is still attentive, then shift their gaze away once more. Listeners, meanwhile, keep their eyes 
on the face of the speaker, allowing themselves to glance away only briefly. It is important that they be 
looking at the speaker at the precise moment when the speaker reestablishes eye contact: if they are not 
looking, the speaker assumes that they are disinterested and either will pause until eye contact is resumed 
or will terminate the conversation. Just how critical this eye maneuvering is to the maintenance of 
conversational flow becomes evident when two speakers are wearing dark glasses: there may be a sort of 


traffic jam of words caused by interruption, false starts, and unpredictable pauses.

A few common misconceptions; Beauty is only skin-deep. One’s physical assets and liabilities 
don’t count all that much in a managerial career. A woman should always try to look her best. 

Over the last 30 years, social scientists have conducted more than 1, 000 studies of how we react to 
beautiful and not-so-beautiful people. The virtually unanimous conclusion: Looks do matter, more than 
most of us realize. The data suggest, for example, that physically attractive individuals are more likely 
to be treated well by their parents, sought out as friends, and pursued romantically. With the possible 
exception of women seeking managerial jobs, they are also more likely to be hired, paid well, and 
promoted. 

Once again, the scientists have caught us mouthing pieties (虔诚 ) while acting just the contrary. 
Their typical experiment works something like this. They give each member of a group-college 
students, or teachers or corporate personnel mangers—a piece of paper relating an individual's 
accomplishments. Attached to the paper is a photograph. While the papers all say exactly the same thing 
the pictures are different. Some show a strikingly attractive person, some an average-looking character , 
and some an unusually unattractive human being. Group members are asked to rate the individual on 
certain attributes, anything from personal warmth to the likelihood that he or she will be promoted. 

Almost invariably, the better looking the person in the picture, the higher the person is rated. In 
the phrase, borrowed from Sappho, that the social scientists use to sum up the common perception, 
what is beautiful is good. 

In business, however, good looks cut both ways for women, and deeper than for men. A Utah 
State University professor, who is an authority on the subject, explains: In terms of their careers, the 
impact of physical attractiveness on males is only modest. But its potential impact on females can be 
tremendous, making it easier, for example, for the more attractive to get jobs where they are in the 
public eye. On another note, though, there is enough literature now for us to conclude that attractive 


women who aspire (追求 ) to managerial positions do not get on as well as women who may be less

Still, despite its emphasis on new markets, Reebok plans few changes in the upmarket (高 档 消费 
AFE) retailing network that helped push sales to $1 billion annually, ahead of all other sports shoe 
marketers. Reebok shoes, which are priced from $27 to $85, will continue to be sold only in better 
specialty, sporting goods, and department stores, in accordance with the company’s view that 
consumers judge the quality of the brand by the quality of its distribution. 

In the past few years, the Massachusetts-based company has imposed limits on the number of its 
distributors (and the number of shoes supplied to stores), partly out of necessity. At times the 
unexpected demand for Reebok’s exceeded supply, and the company could barely keep up with orders 
from the dealers it already had. These fulfillment problems seem to be under control now, but the 
company is still selective about its distributors. At present, Reebok shoes are available in about five 
thousand retail stores in the United States. 

Reebok has already anticipated that walking shoes will be the next fitness-related craze, replacing 
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aerobics shoes the same way its brightly colored, soft leather exercise footwear replaced conventional 
running shoes. Through product diversification and careful market research, Reebok hopes to avoid the 
distribution problems Nike came across several years ago, when Nike misjudged the strength of the 


aerobics shoe craze and was forced to unload huge inventories of running shoes through discount stores.

Not surprisingly, over the last twenty years colleges and universities have 
failed to graduate half of their four-year degree candidates. Faculty members who dedicated themselves 
to teaching soon discover that they will not be granted tenure (终身 任期 ), promotion, or substantial 
salary increases.

Endangered Species 


Endangered species are plants and animals that are in immediate danger of extinction. Extinction is 


actually a normal process in the course of evolution. Since the formation of the earth, many more 


species have become extinct than those exist today. These species slowly disappeared because of changes 


of climate and their failure to adapt to such conditions as competition and predation (捕食 ). Since the 


1600s, however, the process of extinction has greatly accelerated as a result of both human population 


growth and technological encroachment (侵犯 ) on natural ecology systems. Today the majority of the 


world's environments are changing faster than the ability of most species to adapt to such changes 


through natural selection. 


Species become extinct or endangered for a number of reasons, but the primary cause is the 


destruction of natural habitats (栖息 地 ). Drainage of wetlands (沼泽 地 ) ，cutting and clearing of 


forests, growth of cities, and highway and dam construction have seriously reduced available natural 
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habitats. As the various surroundings become fragments, the remaining animal populations crowd into 
smaller areas, causing further destruction of natural surroundings. Species in these small islands lose 
contact with other populations of their own kind, thus reducing their genetic variation and making them 
less adaptable to environment changes. 

Since the 1600s, commercial exploitation of animals for food and other products has caused many 
species to become extinct or endangered. Introduced diseases and parasites have also greatly reduced 
some species. Pollution is another important cause of their extinction. 

Some private and governmental efforts have been organized to save declining species. Laws were 
made in some countries in the early 1900s to protect wild animals from commercial trade and killing. 
International endeavors are shown in the Convention on International Trade in Endangered Species, 
approved by 51 nations. Its purpose is to restrict exploitation of wild animals and plants by regulating 
and restricting trade in certain species. How effective such laws will be in various countries, however, 
depends on enforcement (实施 ) and support by the people and the courts. Because of a lack of law 
enforcement, the willingness of some segments of society to trade in endangered species, the activities

Those who welcomed the railway saw it as more than a rapid and comfortable means of passing. 
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They actually saw it as a factor in world peace. They did not foresee that the railway would be just one 
more means for the rapid movement of aggressive armies. None of them foresaw that the more we are 
together — the more chances there are of war.

Whenever any new invention is put forward, those for it and those against it can always find 
medical men to approve or condemn.

Certainly the first-class carriages had cushioned seats; but the second-class had only narrow 
bare boards, while the third-class had nothing at all; no seats and no roof; they were just open trucks.

Many of you young persons out there are seriously thinking about going to college. (That is, of 
course, a lie. The only things you young persons think seriously about are loud music and sex. Trust 
me: these are closely related to college). College is basically a bunch of rooms where you sit for 
roughly two thousand hours and try to memorize things. The two thousand hours are spread out over 
four years; you spend the rest of the time sleeping and trying to get dates. 

Basically, you learn two kinds of things in college: 

Things you need to know later in life (two hours). These include how to make collect telephone 
calls and get beer and crepe-paper stains out of your pajamas. 

Things you will not need to know in later life (1, 998 hours). These are the things you learn in 
classes whose names end in -ology, -osophy, -istry, -ics, and so on. The idea is you memorize these 
things, then write them down in little exam books, then forget them.

It’s very difficult to forget everything. For example, when I was in college, I had to memorize — 
don’t ask me why — the names of the metaphysical poets other than John Donne. I have managed to 
forget one of them, but I still remember that the other two were named Vaughan and Crashaw. 

Sometimes, when I’m trying to remember something important, like whether my wife told me to 
get tuna packed in oil or tuna packed in water, Vaughan and Crashaw just pop up in my mind, right 
there in the supermarket. It’s a terrible waste of brain cells. 

After you’ve been in college for a year or so, you’re supposed to choose a major, which is the 
subject you intend to memorize and forget the most things about. Here is a very important piece of 
advice: be sure to choose a major that does not involve Known Facts and Right Answers. 

This means that you must not major in mathematics, physics, biology or chemistry, because these 
subjects involve actual facts. If, for example, you major in mathematics, you’re going to wander into 
class one day and the professor will say: “Define the cosine integer of the quadrant of the rhomboid 
binary axis, and extrapolate your result to five significant vertices.” If you don’t come up with exactly 
the answer the professor has in mind, you fail. The same is true of chemistry: if you write in your exam 
book that carbon and hydrogen combine to form oak, your professor will flunk you. He wants you to 
come up with the same answer he and all the other chemists have agreed on.

If extended guarantees are overpriced, why are they so popular? 

CUSTOMERS tend to agonise over the relative merits of different models of electronic goods such 
as digital cameras or plasma televisions. But when they get to the till, many spend freely on something 
they barely think about at all: an extended warranty, which is often more profitable to the retailer than 
the device it covers. 

Shoppers typically pay 1096 -50% of the cost of a product to insure it beyond the term covered by 
the manufacturer's guarantee. — 71 Yet products rarely break within the period covered, and repairs 
tend to cost no more than the warranty itself. — 72 — 

So why, asks a paper published in the December issue of the Journal of Consumer Research, so 
many consumers still buy extended warranties? The authors — Tao Chen of the University of Maryland, 
Ajay Kalra of Rice University and Baohong Sun of Carnegie Mellon University — examined purchase 
data from a big electronics retailer for over 600 households from November 2003 to October 2004.

If a customer is about to buy something fun (i.e. , a plasma television rather than a vacuum 





cleaner) , he will be more inclined to splash out on extra insurance. This is because consumers value 
“hedonic” items over utilitarian ones, regardless of the actual price tag. 74 The study also found 
that poorer consumers are more likely to buy “ potentially unnecessary and overpriced insurance” , 
because they are more worried about the expense of replacing a product if it breaks.

Thus, the baby will 
learn to increase his crying in order to have his mother more.

Why is it 
that we learn to like some people and dislike others? if a person is nice to us, cares about us, we learn 
to associate this person with positive feelings, such as joy, happiness, and friendliness. On the other 
hand, if a person is mean to us, does not care about us, and even deliberately does things to harm us, 


we learn to associate this person with negative feelings, such as unhappiness, discomfort, and anger.

Do we need laws that prevent us from running risks with our lives? If so, then perhaps laws are 
needed prohibiting the sale of cigarettes and alcoholic drinks. Both products have been known to kill 
people. The hazards of drinking too much alcohol are as bad as or worse than the hazards of smoking 
too many cigarettes. All right then, let’s pass a law closing the liquor stores and the bars in this 
country. Let’s put an end once and for all to the ruinous disease from which as many as 10 million 
Americans currently suffer — alcoholism. 

But wait. We’ve already tried that. For 13 years, between 1920 and 1933, there were no liquor 
stores anywhere in the United States. They were shut down abolished by an amendment to the 
Constitution and by a law of Congress. After January 20, 1920, there was supposed to be no more 
manufacturing, selling, or transporting of “intoxicating liquors”. Without any more liquor, people 
could not drink it. And if they did not drink it, how could they get drunk? There would be no more 
dangers to the public welfare from drunkenness and alcoholism. It was all very logical. And yet 
prohibition of liquor, beer, and wine did not work. Why? 

Because, law or no law, millions of people still liked to drink alcohol. And they were willing to 
take risks to get it. They were not about to change their tastes and habits just because of a change in the 
law. And gangs of liquor smugglers made it easy to buy an illegal drink—or two or three. They 
smuggled millions of gallons of the outlawed beverages across the Canadian and Mexican borders. 
Drinkers were likely to know of an illegal bar that served Mexican or Canadian liquor. Crime and 
drunkenness were both supposed to decline as a result of prohibition. Instead, people drank more 
alcohol than ever — often poisoned alcohol.

Since December 2013 , 25 provinces and more than 100 large and medium-sized cities of China once again 


have hit haze. Cities like Beijing, Shanghai, Nanjing are shrouded by the heavy haze. The duration of the fog 


days of Hubei, Zhejiang, Hunan, Jiangsu, Anhui hits the historical record. According to the data from the 


National Weather Bureau, so far this year’s average number of days with haze has already exceeded the past 


highest record in the previous 52 years. 


In order to cope with the issue haze caused, government had took actions such as closing down industries 


and decreasing enterprises yield, but with little effect. Haze has more and more negative effects on people’s 
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lives: class suspension, expressway closure and car restrictions. What made the authorities more embarrassed 
is that the sources producing the air pollutant of the haze is still a mystery. 

It has been several years since the Beijing-Tianjin-Hebei regions were hit by fog haze. But no conclusion 
for the specific causes of its formation has been reached. Most of the experts believe that two main reasons 
attribute to the heavy pollution weather: excessive discharge of pollutants and adverse weather conditions. 
Specifically, the Yangtze River delta is mainly surrounded by chemical industry, cement plants and other 
enterprises. The chemical composition of industrial waste gas is more complex. 

Of course, the complexity of the problem will never be the excuse for delaying the solution to problems. 
After being horrified by the haze of Beijing-Tianjin-Hebei region, in this September State Council issued “ Air 
Pollution Prevention and Control Action Plan” which aims at comprehensively controlling the six heavy 
pollution industries such as cement and chemical industry in the key controlled regions including Beijing- 
Tianjin-Hebei, Yangtze River Delta and Pearl River Delta, and at new projects of coal-fired boilers. 

According to the current academic research, it’s not easy to harness PM2.5. To fulfill such long-term 
plan, first of all we should make arrangement, then take effective action, and finally exert forces on 
industries. 

By analogy with related cases abroad in the 40s and 50s of last century, we found that, whether it is Los 
Angeles haze burst or London haze event, the supervision was finally carried on in the form of the Clean Air 


Act with an agreement and united effort of government and enterprises.

Although groups often may increase the motivation of their members to deal with problems, there 
are conflicts arising among members of a group.

Television — that most pervasive (ii 4H) and persuasive of modern technologies, marked by 
rapid change and growth — is moving into a new era, an era of extraordinary sophistication and 
versatility, which promises to reshape our lives and our world. It is an electronic revolution of sorts, 
made possible by the marriage of television and computer technologies. 

The word "television" , derived from its Greek (tele: distant) and Latin (vision: sight) roots, 
can literally be interpreted as sight from a distance. Very simply put, it works in this way: through a 
sophisticated system of electronics, television provides the capability of converting an image ( focused 
on a special photoconductive plate within a camera) into electronics impulses, which can be sent 
through a wire or a cable. These impulses, when fed into a receiver (television set), can then be 
electronically reconstituted into that same image. 

Television is more than just an electronics system, however. It is a means of expression, as well as 
a vehicle for communication, and as such becomes a powerful tool for reaching other human beings. 

The field of television can be divided into two categories determined by its means of transmission. 
First, there is broadcast television, which reached the masses through broad-based airwave transmission 
of television signals. Second, there is non-broadcast television, which provided for the needs of 
individuals or specific interest groups through controlled transmission techniques. 

Traditionally, television has been a medium of the masses. We are most familiar with broadcast 
television because it has been with us for thirty-seven years in a form similar to what exists today. 
During those years, it has been controlled, for the most part, by the broadcast networks, ABC, NBC, 
and CBS, who have been the major purveyors (传播 者 ) of the news, information and entertainment.

Got milk? Be very afraid. Or, preferably, a bit skeptical. Some folks are about to try to convince 
you that milk is toxic. But the real question is, what's more dangerous to your health: milk, or 
celebrities and activists embarked on the latest trendy crusade (改革 )? This month marks the publicity- 
pumped debut of the Anti Dairy Coalition, a band of physicians, self-described “ Holly-wood 
personalities" and others who decry what they call "the health and nutritional risks of consuming dairy 
products" . 

The coalition, including its spokes-Jeremiah, writer George Plimpton, would have you believe that 
milk causes heart disease, cancer infections, asthma, allergies and tuberculosis. Robert Cohen, founder 
of the ADC ( and author of Milk: The Deadly Poison, writes: " The Fountain of Youth and cure to 
illness can be obtained by giving up milk. " 

Hyperbole aside, the ADC is spotlighting a question hotly debated by everyone from nutritionists to 
parents. Many patients ask doctors whether they should give up milk, like that supermodel they saw 
interviewed on TV. And to be sure, the ADC's overwrought claims do have some scientific basis. 

Take heart disease. Foods like butter, cheese, ice cream and whole milk are packed with saturated 
fat (饱和 脂肪 )，which blocks arteries (动脉 ) and can lead to heart attacks. That's why most 
nutritionists advise switching to low-fat or skim milk and eating more yogurt and cottage cheese than 
Haagen-Dazs and Bric. Even skim milk, though, can trigger allergies in some people, including 
infants, who in any case will get more iron and other key nutrients from breast milk or formula. 

So must you flee from milk entirely? Yes, says Cohen, who holds that skim milk is the devil's 
brew. It's full of — are you sitting down? — Protein. And here's where the ADC starts twisting the 
facts to reach wild conclusions. Allergies are frequently triggered by proteins ( true ; asthma is an 
allergic condition (true ; it's been increasing dramatically (true ; doctors don't know the cause ( true 
; therefore, the protein in milk must be the culprit (罪魁 祸首 )? 

A similar leap of illogic assumes that because women in the Netherlands. Denmark, Norway and 


Sweden consume lots of milk and also suffer high rates of breast cancer; the former must cause the 
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latter. Another clunker is Cohen's claim that widespread lactose intolerance (乳糖 不 耐 受 ) — the 
inability to digest dairy products — means milk is of little use as a source of calcium. In fact, many 
cases of lactose intolerance are mild and interfere only slightly with calcium uptake. Many people 
intolerant of milk can easily digest yogurt. And lactase tablets (乳糖 分 解 酵素 片 ) can make dairy 


products digestible even in severe cases. 














If milk isn’t the perfect food, it’s still got some big things going for it. It’s an inexpensive source 
of calcium, protein, potassium and other vitamins and minerals. And unlike other sources of calcium, 
such as, say, steamed kale, milk is a food kids will eat. The ADC feels that milk is the root of most 
human maladies (疾病 ) , but I can point to other single-issue obsessive who insist the villain is meat or 
wheat or sugar or some other substance that our species has long and happily consumed. I often learn 
something by examining their claims. But I keep coming back to the mainstream nutritionists, who

Mathematical ability and musical ability may not seem on the surface to be connected, but people 
who have researched the subject — and studied the brain — say that they are. Research for my book 
Late-Talking Children drove home the point to me. Three quarters of the bright but speech-delayed 
children in the group I studied had a close relative who was an engineer, mathematician or scientist — 
and four fifths had a close relative who played a musical instrument. The children themselves usually 
took readily to math and other analytical subjects — and to music. 

Black, white and Asian children in this group show the same patterns. However, looking at the 


large world around us, it is clear that blacks have been greatly overrepresented in the development of 
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American popular music and greatly underrepresented in such fields as mathematics, science and 
engineering. 

If the abilities required in analytical fields and in music are so closely related, how can there be this 
great disparity? One reason is that the development of mathematical and other such abilities requires 
years of formal schooling, while certain musical talents can be developed with little or no formal 
training, as has happened with a number of well-known black musicians. 

It is precisely in those kinds of music where one can acquire great skill without formal training that 
blacks have excelled-popular music rather than classical music, piano rather than violin, blues rather 
than opera. This is readily understandable, given that most blacks, for most of American history, have 
not had either the money or the leisure for long years of formal study in music. 

Blacks have not merely held their own in American popular music. They have played a 
disproportionately large role in the development of jazz, both traditional and modern. Along string of 
names comes to mind — Duke Ellington, Scou Joplin, W. C. Handy, Louis Armstrong, Charlie 
Parker...and on and on. 

None of this presupposes any special innate ability of blacks in music. On the contrary, it is 
perfectly consistent with blacks’ having no more such inborn ability than anyone else, but being limited 
to being able to express such ability in narrower channels than others who have had the money, the tie 
and the formal education to spread out over a wider range of music, as well as into mathematics, 
science and engineering. 

There is no way of knowing whether Duke Ellington would have become a mathematician or 
scientist under other circumstances. What is clearer is that most blacks have not had such alternatives 
available until very recently, as history is measured. Moreover, now that cultural traditions have been 
established, even those blacks who have such alternatives available today, and who have the inborn 


abilities to pursue them, may nevertheless continue for some time to follow well-worn paths.

ORLY 

The deterioration of the environment, both physically and aesthetically, is most apparent in our 
cities. The dehumanizing effects of life in the slums and ghettoes particularly, where there is little hope 
for improving conditions, have often been cited as contributing causes of urban rioting and disturbances. 
Crime rates usually reach their peak in these neighborhoods. Such symptoms of general psychological 
maladjustment suggest that modern cities provide a less than ideal environment for human beings. 

There seems to be abundant evidence that traditional cultural patterns break down in cities, and also 
that the high numbers of contacts with individuals, not part of one’s circle of regular social 
acquaintances may lead to mental disturbance defined here merely as behavior generally considered 
“disturbed” by the majority of the society. It is important to note that antisocial behavior and “mental 
illness” are found in all cultures, and that indeed the same disorders recognized by Western psychiatrists 
are found even in primitive peoples. Therefore, we can be reasonably certain that lack of an 
evolutionarily “natural” environment is not the sole cause of such behavior. Nevertheless, that lack may 
well serve to aggravate the problems of people living in our most crowded, smoggy, and impersonal 
metropolises. 

Stanford psychologist PG Zimbardo has concluded that urban pressures are transforming Americans 
into potential assassins. He based his conclusions on experimental studies of the connection between 
anonymity and aggression, and on field studies of vandalism. He noted an estimated 230 violent urban 
outbreaks in the period 1964-1969 , and reported that in 1967 vandals in New York City alone wrecked 
360, 000 pay telephones, broke 202, 719 school windows, and did damage to parks and transit systems 
costing some $ 850, 000. Cars were abandoned on streets of a large city ( New York) and a small one 
(Palo Alto, California) , and secretly watched to see if there was a difference in vandalism between the 
two localities. The New York car was virtually demolished within three days by 23 separate attacks by 
looters and vandals, nearly all in view of passersby and during the daytime. The Palo Alto car was not 
molested for more than a week. How much (if any) of such behavior might be reduced if density were 
lowered is unknown, but at least the anecdotal evidence seems to indicate that high density is a factor in 
such problems. Crime rates are some five times as high in urban as in rural areas. Though some of this 
difference may be due to disparities in reporting, not all of it can be explained on this basis. Rates for 
violent crimes have been shown to be positively correlated with actual population densities in American 
cities. This general correlation held for statistics taken in three different years, 1940, 1950, and 1960, 
in the same cities. The rises in assault and robbery with higher density were particularly striking, 
although murder and rape both also reflected the trend. Robbery is the only one of the four that does not 
most commonly occur between acquaintances. Interestingly, crime rates in the suburbs have been rising 
in the past few years, especially among teenagers from relatively affluent areas, although their crimes 
are more often acts against property than crimes of violence.

With so much focus on children's use of screens, its easy for parents to forget about their own

screen use. “Tech is designed to really suck you in,” says Jenny Radesky in her study of digital play , 
"and digital products are there to promote maximal engagement. It makes it hard to disengage, and 
leads to a lot of bleed-over into the family routine. " 

Radesky has studied the use of mobile phones and tablets at mealtimes by giving mother-child pairs 
a food-testing exercise. She found that mothers who ued devices during the exercise started 20 percent 
fewer verbal and 39 percent fewer nonverbal interactions with their children. During a separate 
observation, she saw that phones became a source of tension in the family. Parents would be looking at 
their emails while the children would be making excited bids for their attention. 

Infants are wired to look at parents' faces to try to understand their world, and if those faces are 
blank and unresponsive—as they often are when absorbed in a device — it can be extremely disconcerting 
for the children. Radesky cites the "still face experiment" devised by developmental psychologist Ed 
Tronick in the 1970s. In it, a mother is asked to interact with her child in a normal way before putting 
on a blank expression and not giving them any visual social feedback. The child becomes increasingly 
distressed as she tries to capture her mother's attention. "Parents don't have to be exquisitely parents at 
all times, but there needs to be a balance and parents need to be responsive and sensitive to a child's 
verbal or nonverbal expressions of an emotional need," says Radesky. 

On the other hand, Tronick himself is concerned that the worries about kids’ use of screens are born 
out of an "oppressive ideology that demands that parents should always be interacting" with their 
children; “It’s based on a somewhat fantasized, very white, very upper-middle-class ideology that says 
if you're failing to expose your child to 30, 000 words you are neglecting them. " Tronick believes that 
just because a child isn't learning from the screen doesn't mean there's no value to it — particularly if it 
gives parents time to have a shower, do housework or simply have a break from their child. Parents, he 
says, can get a lot out of using their devices to speak to a friend or get some work out of the way. This 


can make them feel happier, which lets them be more available to their child the rest of the time.

It is said that in England death is pressing, in Canada inevitable and in California optional. Small 
wonder. Americans’ life expectancy has nearly doubled over the past century. Failing hips can be 
replaced, clinical depression controlled, cataracts removed in a 30-minute surgical procedure. Such 
advances offer the aging population a quality of life that was unimaginable when I entered medicine 50 
years ago. But not even a great health-care system can cure death—and our failure to confront that 
reality now threatens this greatness of ours. 

Death is normal; we are genetically programmed to disintegrate and perish, even under ideal 
conditions. We all understand that at some level, yet as medical consumers we treat death as a problem 
to be solved. Shielded by third-party payers from the cost of our care, we demand everything that can 
possibly be done for us, even if it’s useless. The most obvious example is late-stage cancer care. 
Physicians—frustrated by their inability to cure the disease and fearing loss of hope in the patient—too 
often offer aggressive treatment far beyond what is scientifically justified. 

In 1950, the US spent $12. 7 billion on health care. In 2002, the cost will be $1, 540 billion. 
Anyone can see this trend is unsustainable. Yet few seem willing to try to reverse it. Some scholars 
conclude that a government with finite resources should simply stop paying for medical care that sustains 
life beyond a certain age—say 83 or so. Former Colorado governor Richard Lamm has been quoted as 
saying that the old and infirm “have a duty to die and get out of the way" , so that younger, healthier 
people can realize their potential. 

I would not go that far. Energetic people now routinely work through their 60s and beyond, and 
remain dazzlingly productive. At 78, Viacom chairman Sumner Redstone jokingly claims to be 53. 
Supreme Court Justice Sandra Day O’Connor is in her 70s, and former surgeon general C. Everett Koop 
chairs an Internet start-up in his 80s. These leaders are living proof that prevention works and that we 
can manage the health problems that come naturally with age. As a mere 68-year-old, I wish to age as 
productively as they have. 

Yet there are limits to what a society can spend in this pursuit. As a physician, I know the most 
costly and dramatic measures may be ineffective and painful. I also know that people in Japan and 
Sweden, countries that spend far less on medical care, have achieved longer, healthier lives than we 
have. As a nation, we may be overfunding the quest for unlikely cures while underfunding research on 


humbler therapies that could improve people’s lives.

Over the past century, all kinds of unfairness and discrimination have been condemned or made 
illegal. But one insidious form continues to thrive: alphabetism. This, for those as yet unaware of such 
a disadvantage, refers to discrimination against those whose surnames begin with a letter in the lower 
half of the alphabet. 

It has long been known that a taxi firm called AAAA cars has a big advantage over Zodiac cars 
when customers thumb through their phone directories. Less well-known is the advantage that Adam 
Abbott has in life over Zoé Zysman. English names are fairly evenly spread between the halves of the 
alphabet. Yet a suspiciously large number of top people have surnames beginning with letters between A 
and K. 

Thus the American president and vice-president have surnames starting with B and C respectively ; 
and 26 of George Bush’s predecessors (including his father) had surnames in the first half of the 
alphabet against just 16 in the second half. Even more striking, six of the seven heads of government of 
the G7 rich countries are alphabetically advantaged (Berlusconi, Blair, Bush, Chirac, Chrétien and 
Koizumi). The world’s three top central bankers (Greenspan, Duisenberg and Hayami) are all close to 
the top of the alphabet, even if one of them really uses Japanese characters. As are the world’s five 
richest men ( Gates, Buffett, Allen, Ellison and Albrecht) . 

Can this merely be coincidence? One theory, dreamt up in all the spare time enjoyed by the 
alphabetically disadvantaged, is that the rot sets in early. At the start of the first year in infant school, 
teachers seat pupils alphabetically from the front, to make it easier to remember their names. So short- 
sighted Zysman junior gets stuck in the back row, and is rarely asked the improving questions posed by 
those insensitive teachers. At the time the alphabetically disadvantaged may think they have had a lucky 
escape. Yet the result may be worse qualifications, because they get less individual attention, as well as 
less confidence in speaking publicly. 

The humiliation continues. At university graduation ceremonies, the ABCs proudly get their awards 
first; by the time they reach the Zysmans most people are literally having a ZZZ. Shortlists for job 
interviews, election ballot papers, lists of conference speakers and attendees; all tend to be drawn up 


alphabetically, and their recipients lose interest as they plough through them.

The worthy residents of Stratford doubt that the theatre adds a penny to their revenue. They frankly 
dislike the RSC’s actors, them with their long hair and beards and sandals and noisiness. It’s all 
deliciously ironic when you consider that Shakespeare, who earns their living, was himself an actor 
(with a beard) and did his share of noise-making. 

The tourist streams are not entirely separate. The sightseers who come by bus—and often take in 
Warwick Castle and Blenheim Palace on the side—don’t usually see the plays, and some of them are 
even surprised to find a theatre in Stratford. However, the playgoers do manage a little sight-seeing 
along with their playgoing. It is the playgoers, the RSC contends, who bring in much of the town’s 
revenue because they spend the night (some of them four or five nights) pouring cash into the hotels 
and restaurants. The sightseers can take in everything and get out of town by nightfall. 

The townsfolk don’t see it this way and local council does not contribute directly to the subsidy of 
the Royal Shakespeare Company. Stratford cries poor traditionally. Nevertheless every hotel in town 
seems to be adding a new wing or cocktail lounge. Hilton is building its own hotel there, which you 
may be sure will be decorated with Hamlet Hamburger Bars, the Lear Lounge, the Banquo Banqueting 
Room, and so forth, and will be very expensive. 

Anyway, the townsfolk can’t understand why the Royal Shakespeare Company needs a subsidy. 
( The theatre has broken attendance records for three years in a row. Last year its 1, 431 seats were 94 
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percent occupied all year long and this year they'll do better. ) The reason, of course, is that costs have 
rocketed and ticket prices have stayed low. 

It would be a shame to raise prices too much because it would drive away the young people who are 
Stratford's most attractive clientele. They come entirely for the plays, not the sights. They all seem to 
look alike (though they come from all over) —lean, pointed, dedicated faces, wearing jeans and 
sandals, eating their buns and bedding down for the night on the flagstones outside the theatre to buy the 
20 seats and 80 standing-room tickets held for the sleepers and sold to them when the box office opens at 
10:30 a. m.

In the early 1960s, Wilt Chamberlain was one of the only three players in the National Basketball 
Association ( NBA) listed at over seven feet. If he had played last season, however, he would have 
been one of 42. The bodies playing major professional sports have changed dramatically over the years , 
and managers have been more than willing to adjust team uniforms to fit the growing numbers of bigger, 
longer frames. 

The trend in sports, though, may be obscuring an unrecognized reality; Americans have generally 
stopped growing. Though typically about two inches taller now than 140 years ago, today's people— 
especially those born to families who have lived in the U. S. for many generations—apparently reached 
their limit in the early 1960s. And they aren't likely to get any taller. “In the general population today , 


, 


at this genetic, environmental level, we've pretty much gone as we can go," says anthropologist 
William Cameron Chumlea of Wright State University. In the case of NBA players, their increase in 
height appears to result from the increasingly common practice of recruiting payers from all over the 
world. 

Growth, which rarely continues beyond the age of 20, demands calories and nutrients—notably , 
protein—to feed expanding tissues. At the start of the 20th century, under-nutrition and childhood 


infections got in the way. But as diet and health improved, children and adolescents have, on average, 
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increased in height by about an inch and a half every 20 years, a pattern known as the secular trend in 
height. Yet according to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, average heights 5’9” for man, 
5'4” for women—hasn’t really changed since 1960. 

Genetically speaking, there are advantages to avoiding substantial height. During childbirth, larger 
babies have more difficulty passing through the birth canal. Moreover, even though humans have been 
upright for millions of years, our feet and back continue to struggle with bipedal posture and cannot 
easily withstand repeated strain imposed by oversize limbs. “There are some real constraints that are set 


, 


by the genetic architecture of the individual organism," says anthropologist William Leonard of 
Northwestern University. 

Genetic maximums can change, but don't expect this to happen soon. Claire C. Gorbon, senior 
anthropologist at the Army Research Center in Natick, Mass. , ensures that 90 percent of the uniforms 
and workstations fit recruits without alternation. She says that, unlike those for basketball, the length of 
military uniforms has not changed for some time. And if you need to predict human height in the near 
future to design a piece of equipment, Gordon says that by and large, “you could use today’s data and 


feel fairly confident. "

Despite Denmark's manifest virtues, Danes never talk about how proud they are to be Danes. This 
would sound weird in Danish. When Danes talk to foreigners about Denmark, they always begin by 
commenting on its tininess, its unimportance, the difficulty of its language, the general small- 
mindedness and self-indulgence of their countrymen and the high taxes. No Dane would look you in the 
eye and say, "Denmark is a great country. " You're supposed to figure this out for yourself. 

It is the land of the silk safety net, where almost half the national budget goes toward smoothing 
out life's inequalities, and there is plenty of money for schools, day care, retraining programs, job 


seminars—Danes love seminars; three days at a study centre hearing about waste management is almost 
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as good as a ski trip. It is a culture bombarded by English, in advertising, pop music, the Internet, and 
despite all the English that Danish absorbs—there is no Danish Academy to defend against it —old 
dialects persist in Jutland that can barely be understood by Copenhageners. It is the land where, as the

saying goes, “ Few have too much and fewer have too little, ” and a foreigner is struck by the sweet 
egalitarianism that prevails, where the lowliest clerk gives you a level gaze, where Sir and Madame 
have disappeared from common usage, even Mr. and Mrs. It’s a nation of recycles—about 55% of 
Danish garbage gets made into something new—and no nuclear power plants. Its a nation of tireless 
planner. Trains run on time. Things operate well in general. 

Such a nation of overachievers—a brochure from the Ministry of Business and Industry says, 
“Denmark is one of the world’s cleanest and most organized countries, with virtually no pollution, 
crime, or poverty. Denmark is the most corruption-free society in the Northern Hemisphere.” So, of 
course, one’s heart lifts at any sighting of Danish sleaze: skinhead graffiti on buildings ( “Foreigners 
Out of Denmark! ” ) , broken beer bottles in the gutters, drunken teenagers slumped in the park. 

Nonetheless, it is an orderly land. You drive through a Danish town, it comes to an end at a stone 
wall, and on the other side is a field of barley, a nice clean line; town here, country there. It is not a 
nation of jay-walkers. People stand on the curb and wait for the red light to change, even if it’s 2 a. m. 
and there's not a car in sight. However, Danes don’t think of themselves as a waiting-at-2-a. m. -for- 
the-green-light people—that’s how they see Swedes and Germans. Danes see themselves as jazzy 
people, improvisers, more free spirited than Swedes, but the truth is ( though one should not say it) 
that Danes are very much like Germans and Swedes. Orderliness is a main selling point. Denmark has 
few natural resources, limited manufacturing capability; its future in Europe will be as a broker, 
banker, and distributor of goods. You send your goods by container ship to Copenhagen, and these 
bright, young, English-speaking, utterly honest, highly disciplined people will get your goods around 
to Scandinavia, the Baltic States, and Russia. Airports, seaports, highways, and rail lines are 
ultramodern and well-maintained. 

The orderliness of the society doesn’t mean that Danish lives are less messy or lonely than yours or 
mine, and no Dane would tell you so. You can hear plenty about bitter family feuds and the sorrows of 
alcoholism and about perfectly sensible people who went off one day and killed themselves. An orderly 
society can not exempt its members from the hazards of life. 

But there is a sense of entitlement and security that Danes grow up with. Certain things are yours 
by virtue of citizenship, and you shouldn’t feel bad for taking what you’re entitled to, youfe as good as 
anyone else. The rules of the welfare system are clear to everyone, the benefits you get if you lose your 
job, the steps you take to get a new one; and the orderliness of the system makes it possible for the

Scholars and students have always been great travelers. “Academic mobility" is now often stated as 
a fundamental necessity for economic and social progress in the world, but it is certainly nothing new. 
Serious students were always ready to go abroad in search of the most stimulating teachers and the most 
famous academies; in search of the purest philosophy, the most effective medicine, the likeliest road to 
gold. 

Mobility of this kind means also mobility of ideas, their transference across frontiers, their 
simultaneous impact upon many groups of people. The point of learning is to share it, whether with 
students or with colleagues; one presumes that only eccentrics have an interest in being credited with a 
startling discovery, or a new technique. It must also have been reassured to know that other people in 
other parts of the world were about to make the same discovery or were thinking along the same lines, 
and that one was not quite alone, confronted by inquisition, ridicule or neglect. 

In the twentieth century, and particularly in the last twenty years, the old footpaths of the 
wandering scholars have become vast highways. The vehicle which has made this possible has of course 
been the aeroplane, making contact between scholars even in most distant places immediately feasible, 
and providing for the very rapid transmission of knowledge. Apart from the vehicle itself, it is fairly 
easy to identify the main factors which have brought about the recent explosion in academic movement. 
Some of these are purely quantitative and require no further mention; there are far more centers of 
leaning, and a far greater number of scholars and students. 

In addition, one must recognize the very considerable multiplication of disciplines, particularly in 
the sciences, which by widening the total area of advanced studies has produced an enormous number of 
specialists whose particular interests are precisely defined. These people would work in some isolation if 
they were not able to keep in touch with similar isolated groups in other countries. 

Frequently these specializations lie in areas where very rapid developments are taking place, and 
also where the research needed for developments is extremely costly and takes a long time. It is 
precisely in these areas that the advantages of collaboration and sharing of expertise appear most evident. 
Associated with this is the growth of specialist periodicals, which enable scholars to become aware of 
what is happening in different centers of research and to meet each other in conferences and symposia. 
From these meetings come personal relationships which are at the bottom of almost all formalized 


schemes of cooperation, and provide them with their most satisfactory stimulus.

Our culture has caused most Americans to assume not only that our language is universal but that 
the gestures we use are understood by everyone. We do not realize that waving good-bye is the way to 
summon a person from the Philippines to one’s side or that in Italy and some Latin-American countries 
curling the finger to oneself is a sign of farewell. 

Those private citizens who sent packages to our troops occupying Germany after World War II and 
marked them GIFT to escape duty payments did not bother to find out that “Gift” means poison in 
German. Moreover, we like to think of ourselves as friendly, yet we prefer to be at least, 3 feet or an 
arm’s length away from others. Latins and Middle Easterners like to come closer and touch’ which 
makes Americans uncomfortable. 

Our linguistic and cultural blindness and the casualness with which we take notice of the developed 
tastes, gestures, customs and languages of other countries are losing us friends, business and respect in 
the world. 

Even here in the United States, we make few concessions to the needs of foreign visitors. There are 
no information signs in four languages on our public buildings or monuments; we do not have 
multilingual (多 语言 的 ) guided tours. Very few restaurant menus have translations, and multilingual 
waiters, bank clerks and policemen are rare. Our transportation systems have maps in English only and 
often we ourselves have difficulty understanding them. 

When we go abroad, we tend to cluster in hotels and restaurants where English is spoken. The 
attitudes and information we pick up are conditioned by those natives—usually the richer—who speak 
English. Our business dealings, as well as the nation’s diplomacy are conducted through interpreters. 

For many years, America and Americans could get by with cultural blindness and linguistic 
ignorance. After all, America was the most powerful country of the free world, the distributor of needed 
funds and goods. 

But all that is past. American dollars no longer buy all good things, and we are slowly beginning 
to realize that our proper role in the world is changing. A 1979 Harris poll reported that 55 percent of 
Americans want this country to play a more significant role in world affairs; we want to have a hand in 


the important decisions of the next century, even though it may not always be the upper hand.

Passage Five 
WYRE 

The nuclear age in which the human race is living, and may soon be dying, began for the general 
public with the dropping of an atom bomb on Hiroshima on 6 August 1945. But for nuclear scientists 
and for certain American authorities, it had been known for some time that such a weapon was possible. 
Work towards making it had been begun by the United States, Canada and Britain very soon after the 
beginning of the Second World War. The existence of possibly explosive forces in the nuclei of atoms 
had been known ever since the structure of atoms was discovered by Rutherford. 

An atom consists of a tiny core called the “nucleus” with attendant electrons circling round it. The 
hydrogen atom, which is the simplest and lightest, has only one electron. Heavier atoms have more and 
more as they go up the scale. The first discovery that had to do with what goes on in nuclei was 
radioactivity, which is caused by particles being shot out of the nucleus. It was known that a great deal 
of energy is locked up in the nucleus, but, until just before the outbreak of the Second World War, 
there was no way of releasing this energy in any large quantity. A revolutionary discovery was that, in 
certain circumstances, mass can be transformed into energy in accordance with Einstein’s formula which 
states that the energy generated is equal to the mass lost multiplied by the square of the velocity of light. 

The A-bomb, however, used a different process, depending upon radioactivity. In this process, 
called “fission” , a heavier atom splits into two lighter atoms. In general, in radioactive substances this 
fission proceeds at a constant rate which is slow where substances occurring in nature are concerned. But 
there is one form of uranium called “U235” which, when it is pure, sets up a chain reaction which 
spreads like fire, though with enormously greater rapidity. It is this substance which was used in making 
the atom bomb. 

The political background of the atomic scientists’ work was the determination to defeat the Nazis. It 
was held—I think rightly—that a Nazi victory would be an appalling disaster. It was also held, in 
Western countries, that German scientists must be well advanced towards making an A-bomb, and that 
if they succeeded before the West did they would probably win the war. When the war was over, it was 
discovered, to the complete astonishment of both American and British scientists, that the Germans were 
nowhere near success, and as everybody knows, the Germans were defeated before any nuclear weapons 
had been made. But I do not think that nuclear scientists of the West can be blamed for thinking the 
work urgent and necessary. Even Einstein favored it. 

When, however, the German war was finished, the great majority of those scientists who had 
collaborated towards making the A-bomb considered that it should not be used against the Japanese, who 
were already on the verge of defeat and, in any case, did not constitute such a menace to the world as 


Hitler. Many of them made urgent representations to the American Government advocating that, instead 
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of using the bomb as a weapon of war, they should after a public announcement, explode it in a desert, 
and that future control of nuclear energy should be placed in the hands of an international authority. 
Seven of the most eminent of nuclear scientists drew up what is known as “The Franck Report” which 
they presented to the Secretary of War in June 1945. This is a very admirable and far-seeing document, 


and if it had won the assent of the politicians, none of our subsequent terrors would have arisen.

On September 7 , 2001, a 68-year-old woman in Strasbourg, France, had her gall bladder ( J]H3 ) 
removed by surgeons operating via a computer from New York. It was the first complete telesurgery 
procedure performed by surgeons nearly 4, 000 miles away from their patient. 

In New York, Marescaux teamed up with surgeon Michel Gagner to perform the historic long- 
distance operation. A high-speed fiber-optic service provided by France Telecom made the connection 
between New York and Strasbourg. The two surgeons controlled the instruments using an advanced 
robotic surgical system, designed by Computer Motion Inc. that enabled the procedure to be minimally 
invasive. The patient was released from the hospital after about 48 hours and regained normal activity 
the following week. 

The high-speed fiber-optic connection between New York and France made it possible to overcome 


a key obstacle to telesurgery time delay. It was crucial that a continuous time delay of less than 200 
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milliseconds be maintained throughout the operation, between the surgeon’s movements in New York 
and the return video ( from Strasbourg) on his screen. The delay problem includes video coding 
decoding and signal transmission time. 

France Telecom’s engineers achieved an average time delay of 150 milliseconds. “I felt as 
comfortable operating on my patient as if I had been in the room,” says Marescaux. 

The successful collaboration ( 4 4 ) among medicine, advanced technology, and telecomm 
unications is likely to have enormous implications for patient care and doctor training. Highly skilled 
surgeons may soon regularly perform especially difficult operations through long-distance procedures. 
The computer systems used to control surgical movement can also lead to a breakthrough in teaching 
surgical techniques to a new generation of physicians. More surgeons-in-training will have the 
opportunity to observe their teachers in action in telesurgery operating rooms around the world. 

Marescaux describes the success of the remotely performed surgical procedure as the beginning of a 
“third revolution” in surgery within the last decade. The first was the arrival of minimally invasive 
surgery, enabling procedures to be performed with guidance by a camera, meaning that the abdomen 
(腹部 ) and thorax (胸腔 ) do not have to be opened. The second was the introduction of computer- 
assisted surgery, where complicated software algorithms (计算 法 ) enhance the safety of the surgeon’s 
movements during a procedure, making them more accurate, while introducing the concept of distance 
between the surgeon and the patient. It was thus natural to imagine that this distance-currently several 


meters in the operating room could potentially be up to several thousand kilometers.

The multi-billion-dollar Western pop music industry is under fire. It is being blamed by the United 
Nations for the dramatic rise in drug abuse worldwide. “The most worrisome development is a culture of

Narcotics Control Board in a report released in late February 1998. 
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The 74-page study says that pop music, as a global industry, is by far the most influential trend- 
setter for young people of most cultures. “Some lyrics advocate the smoking of marijuana (ACR) or 
taking other drugs, and certain pop stars make statements and set examples as if the use of drugs for 
non-medicinal purposes were a normal and acceptable part of a person’s lifestyle,” the study says.

"Surprisingly," says the Board, "the effect of drug-friendly pop music seems to survive despite 
the occasional shock of death by overdose ( it a HjZ5)." “Such incidents tend to be seen as an 
occasion to mourn the loss of a role model, and not an opportunity to confront the deadly effect of 


, 


*recreational' drug use,” it notes. Since the 1970s, several internationally famous singers and movie 
stars — including Elvis Presley, Janice Joplin, John Belushi, Jimi Hendrix, Jonathan Melvin and Andy 
Gibbs — have died of either drug abuse or drug related illnesses. With the globalization of popular 
music, messages tolerating or promoting drug abuse are now reaching beyond their countries of origin. 
“In most countries, the names of certain pop stars have become familiar to the members of every 
household," the study says. 

The UN study also blames the media for its description of certain drug issues — especially the use 
of marijuana and issues of liberalization and legalization — which encourages, rather than prevents, 
drug abuse. "Over the last years, we have seen how drug abuse is increasingly regarded as being 
acceptable or even attractive,” says Hamid Ghodse, president of the Board. “Powerful pressure groups 
run political campaigns aimed at legalizing controlled drugs," he says. Ghodse also points out that all 
these developments have created an environment which is tolerant of or even favorable to drug abuse and 
spoils international drug prevention efforts currently underway. 

The present study, he says, focuses on the issue of demand reduction and prevention within an 
environment that has become tolerant of drug abuse. The Board calls on governments to do their legal 
and moral duties, and to act against the pro-drug messages of the youth culture to which young people 


increasingly are being exposed.

Rubidium, potassium and carbon are three common elements used to date the history of Earth. The 
rates of radioactive decay of these elements are absolutely regular when averaged out over a period of 
time; nothing is known to change them. To be useful as clocks, the elements have to be fairly common 
in natural minerals, unstable but decay slowly over millions of years to form recognizable “daughter” 
products which are preserved minerals. 

For example, an atom of radioactive rubidium decays to form an atom of strontium ( another 
element) by converting a neutron in its nucleus to a proton and releasing an electron, generating energy 
in the process. The radiogenic daughter products of the decay — in this case strontium atoms — diffuse 
away and are lost above a very high temperature. So by measuring the exact proportions of rubidium and 
strontium atoms that are present in a mineral, researchers can work out how long it has been since the 
mineral cooled below that critical “blocking” temperature. The main problems with this dating method 
are the difficulty in finding minerals containing rubidium, the accuracy with which the proportions of 
rubidium and strontium are measured, and the fact that the method gives only the date when the mineral 
last cooled below the blocking temperature. Because the blocking temperature is very high, the method 
is used, mainly for recrystallized (igneous or metamorphic) rocks, not for sediments — rubidium- 
bearing minerals in sediments simply record the age of cooling of the rocks which were eroded to form 
the sediments, not the age of deposition of the sediments themselves. 

Potassium decays to form (a gas) which is sometimes lost from its host mineral by escaping 
through pores. Although potassium-argon dating is therefore rather unreliable, it can sometimes be 
useful in dating, sedimentary rocks because potassium is common in some minerals which form in 
sediments at low temperatures. Assuming no argon has escaped, the potassium-argon date records the 
age of the sediments themselves. 

Carbon dating is mainly used in archaeology. Most carbon atoms (carbon-12) are stable and do 
not change over time. However, cosmic radiation bombarding the upper atmospheres is constantly 


interacting with nitrogen in the atmosphere to create an unstable form of carbon, carbon-14.

Our present generation of cultural critics, arriving after the assault of postmodernism and the 
increasingly widespread commercialization of culture, has been cast adrift, without any firm basis for 
judgments. Publications and institutions to support serious criticism, in this view, either no longer exist 
or are few in number. 

Critics today, it is also claimed, are too cozy behind the ivied walls of academe, content to employ 
a prose style that is decipherable only to a handful of the cognoscenti. The deadly dive of University 
critics into the shallow depths of popular culture, moreover, reveals the unwillingness of these critics to 
uphold standards. Even if the reasons offered are contradictory, these Jeremiahs huddle around their sad 
conclusion that serious cultural criticism has fallen into a morass of petty bickering and bloated 
reputations. 

Such narratives of declension, a staple of American intellectual life since the time of the Puritans, 
are misplaced, self-serving, and historically inaccurate, so difficult to prove. Has the level of criticism 
declined in the last 50 years? Of course the logic of such an opinion depends on the figures that are being 
contrasted with one another. Any number of cultural critics thriving today could be invoked to 
demonstrate that cultural criticism is alive and well. 

But many new and thriving venues for criticism and debate exist today, and they are not limited 
solely to the discussion of literary works. Actually, they became so entrusted with their own certitude 
and political judgments that they became largely irrelevant. Today the complaint is that literary culture 
lacks civility. We live in an age of commercialism and spectacle. Writers seek the limelight, and one 
way to bask in it is to publish reviews that scorch the landscape, with Dale Peck as the famous, but not 
atypical, case in point. Heidi Julavits, in an essay in The Believer, lamented the downfall of serious 
fiction and reviewing. She surveyed a literary culture that had embraced “snark” , her term for hostile, 
self-serving reviews. 

The snark review, according to Julavits, eschews a serious engagement with literature in favor of a 
sound-bite approach, an attempt to turn the review into a form of entertainment akin to film reviews or 
restaurant critiques. A critic found cultural criticism to be in “critical condition.” For him, the 
postmodern turn to theory, in its questioning of objectivity, cut the critical, independent ground out 
from under reviewers. The rise of chain bookstores and blockbuster best sellers demeaned literary 
culture, making it prey to the commercial values of the market and entertainment. 

The criticism does not seem discontinuous. Nor should we forget that civility rarely reigned in the 
circles of New York intellectuals. The art critic Clement Greenberg physically pummeled the theater 
critic Lionel Abel after Abel rejected the view that Jean Wahl, the French philosopher, was anti- 


Semitic. Though Robert Peck has the reputation of a literary hatchet man, so far as I know his blows 


thus far have all been confined to the printed page. 
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Cultural criticism has certainly changed over the years. The old days of the critic who wielded 


unchallenged authority have happily passed. Ours is a more pluralistic age, one not beholden to a 


narrow literary culture. The democratization of criticism — as in the Amazon system of readers’ 


evaluating books — is a messy affair, as democracy must be. But the solution to the problems of 


criticism in the present is best not discovered in the musty basements of nostalgia and sentiment for the 


cultural criticism of a half-century gone. Rather the solution is to recognize, as John Dewey did almost 


a century ago, that the problems of democracy demand more democracy , less nostalgia for a golden age 


that never was, and a spirit of openness to what is new and invigorating in our culture.

part of domestic modernization, public transportation needs to be developed urgently in China. I can 


illustrate some examples. There exist not only serious traffic jams but also crowded buses, underground and 
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railways. Commuters find it hard to get to work on time due to overcrowded buses or tubes. Travelers could 
hardly get on buses in big cities during weekends owing to fewer buses and more people. When Spring Festival 
is drawing near, there is much greater—reassure on public transportation since it has to deal with a large 
number of travelers rushing home. And travelers need special arrangements to go home. In a word, public 
transportation has become bottleneck to the advance of Chinese economy. 

To solve the above-mentioned problems, the departments concerned should carry out the following steps:

There are three sources for fund raising. One is to raise the fares for all kinds of transportation vehicles. 
Another is to increase the prices for various vehicles on sale. The third is to raise the prices of petrol and diesel 
oil in addition to the governmental funds. If all this money collected is used to improve transportation services , 
the situation will be bettered and favorable. 

The third step to take is to introduce new technology in order to raise the efficiency of vehicles. For 
instance, the speed of trains can be increased as much as two times so that two times as many people can be 
held. In this way, the pressure on public transportation can be dramatically alleviated. So in a word, we need 
to introduce new technology to raise the speed of vehicles while having built even wider roads and added more 


efficient trains and buses.

As individuals, we are inherently more limited than a community. Although we can consult books 
and friends and critics, in the end we are limited to our own single perspectives. We are only one person 
— looking at the world from one place one history one pattern of knowing. 

A community, on the other hand, can see things through many eyes, many histories and many ways 
of knowing. The question is whether it dismisses or creatively makes use of and integrates that diversity. 

Communities are wise to the extent they use diversity well. The wisest know that every viewpoint 
represents a part of the truth and that it is through the cooperative creative interplay of the viewpoints 
that the wisest, most comprehensive and powerful truths emerge. So they engage in that interplay, that 
dialogue — a creative controversy or consensus process that winds its way to wise public judgment. 

The best government is that government which enables communities to do this — to nurture and 
utilize their wisdom and resources — especially their diversity — in such a way that they require less and 
less government. 

A community that can manage itself in a wise and sustainable manner is one that has mastered 
democracy. They know they can’t depend on leaders to do things for them. They know that democratic 
citizens and leaders work best in partnership with each other, co-creating each other’s power. They 
know that leaders work must be seen as living extensions of their own will and wisdom, which must be 
kept active. They know that passive “followership” abandons leaders, deprives them of the wisdom and 
creativity of the community, and opens them up to the corruptions of alienated power. A democratic 
community grows beyond dependence and paternalism. 

In a sense, the more democratic a society is, the more it has “come of age”. Movements for 
democracy might even be seen as the maturation process of a culture. A mature society knows how to 
handle itself in dynamic context with others, drawing on its inner resources (its diverse members) and 


relating responsively and creatively with its environment.

Computer programmers often remark that computing machines, with a perfect lack of 
discrimination, will do any foolish thing they are told to do. The reason for this lie, of course, in the

narrow fixation of the computing machine’s “intelligence” on the details of its own perceptions — its 
inability to be guided by any large context. In a psychological description of the computer intelligence, 
three related adjectives come to mind: single-minded, literal-minded, and simple-minded. Recognizing 
this, we should at the same time recognize that this single-mindedness, literal-mindedness, and simple- 
mindedness also characterizes theoretical mathematics, though to a lesser extent. 

Since science tries to deal with reality, even the most precise sciences normally work with more or 
less imperfectly understood approximations toward which scientists must maintain an appropriate 
Skepticism. Thus, for instance, it may come as a shock to mathematicians to learn that the Schrodinger 
equation for the hydrogen atom is not a literally correct description of this atom, but only an 
approximation to a somewhat more correct equation taking account of spin, magnetic dipole, and 
relativistic effects; and that this corrected equation is itself only an imperfect approximation to an infinite 
set of quantum field-theoretical equations. Physicists, looking at the original Schrodinger equation, 
learn to sense in it the presence of many invisible terms in addition to the differential terms visible, and 
this sense inspires an entirely appropriate disregard for the purely technical features of the equation. This 
very healthy skepticism is foreign to the mathematical approach. 

Mathematics must deal with well-defined situations. Thus, mathematicians depend on an 
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intellectual effort outside of mathematics for the crucial specification of the approximation that 
mathematics is to take literally. Give mathematicians a situation that is the least bit ill-defined, and they 
will make it well-defined, perhaps appropriately, but perhaps inappropriately. In some cases, the 
mathematicians literal-mindedness may have unfortunate consequences. The mathematicians turn the 
scientists’ theoretical assumptions that is, their convenient points of analytical emphasis, into axioms, 
and then take these axioms literally. This brings the danger that they may also persuade the scientists to 
take these axioms literally. The question, central to the scientific investigation but intensely disturbing 
in the mathematical context — what happens if the axioms are relaxed — is thereby ignored. 

The physicist rightly dreads precise argument, since an argument that is convincing only if it is 
precise loses all its force if the assumptions on which it is based are slightly changed, whereas an 
argument that is convincing though imprecise may well be stable under small perturbations of its 


underlying assumptions.

As the global village continues to shrink and cultures collide, it is essential for all of us to become 
more sensitive, more aware of, and more observant to the body language ( motions/ gestures ) that 
surround us each day. And as many of us cross over cultural borders, it would be fitting for us to 
respect, learn, and understand more about the effective and powerful "silent language" of gestures. 
Without gestures, our world would be static and colorless. The social anthropologist, Edward T. Hall 
claims 60 percent of all our communication is nonverbal. In that case, how can we possibly 
communicate with one another without gestures? 

The world is a giddy montage (蒙太奇 ) of vivid gestures — the ones used by traffic police, 
street vendors, expressway drivers, teachers, children on playground and athletes with their exuberant 
(热情 洋溢 的 ) hugging, clenched fists and “high fives”. People all over the world use their hands, 
heads, and bodies to communicate expressively. 

Gestures and body language communicate as effectively as words — maybe even more effectively. 
We use gestures daily, almost instinctively, from beckoning to a waiter, or punctuating a business 
presentation with visual signals to airport ground attendants guiding an airline pilot into the jet-way or a 
parent using a whole dictionary of gestures to teach a child. 

Gestures are woven into our social lives. The “vocabulary” of gestures can be at once informative 
and entertaining ... but also dangerous. Gestures can be menacing, warm, instructive, or even 
sensuous. 

Bear in mind that some gestures are in general use, but there may always be exceptions. In recent 
years, Western and contemporary values and ideas have become more popular and have either 
influenced, altered, and even replaced some of the more traditional gestures. Understanding human 
behavior is tricky stuff. No two people behave in precisely the same way. Nor do people from the same 
culture all perform exactly the same gestures and body language uniformly. For almost any gestures 
there will probably be a minority within a given nationality who might say, “Well, some might attach 


” 


that meaning to it, but to me it means ... ” and then they will provide a different interpretation. 
In the world of gestures, the best single piece of advice is to remember the two A’s — “ask” and 
be “aware”. If you see a motion or gesture that is new or confusing, ask a local person what it

American culture has not been immune to cultural influences from outside. The idea of democracy 
came from the ancient Greeks; the Industrial Revolution started in England; jazz and rock music 
preserve African rhythms — to pick a few examples. Indeed, many of the things we think of as “100 
percent American” came from other cultures. 

Still, most of the changes in American culture over the last century have come from within, as the 
result of inventions and discoveries. And change has been dramatic. One hundred years ago the United 
States was largely a nation of farmers. Many of the things we take for granted today — a high school 
education, for example, or indoor plumbing — were luxuries then. The moon was a light for lovers, 


not a site for scientific exploration; genetic engineering (基因 工程 ) was not even a subject for 





science fiction, much less for laboratory research and corporate investments. The decades following the 
Second World War, in particular, were characterized by spectacular scientific and technological 
advances, national self-confidence, optimism, and (for many Americans) prosperity. The American 
economy was the strongest in the world: more goods were produced and sold, more people were 
working, and the standard of living was higher than ever before. Polls (民意 调查 ) taken in the 1950’s

Most parents prize the diversity within their children's public schools. They know that learning to 
cooperate and excel in a diverse, real-world setting is a key to success in the 21st-century workplace and 
marketplace. 

But how "diverse" and "real-world" is a school that does not have any minority teachers? The bad 
news today is that some 40 percent of America's public schools have no teachers of color. The good news 
is that we have an opportunity to recruit and encourage more Americans of color to enter the teaching 
profession. And our success in doing so can have a powerfully positive impact on student achievement. 

Obviously, a teacher's effectiveness depends, first and foremost, on his or her skills and high 
expectations, not on the teacher's color. Yet we also know that children of color — 40 percent of the 
student population and rising — benefit in important ways by having some teachers who look like them, 
who share similar cultural experiences, and who serve as role models demonstrating that education and 
achievement are things to be respected. 

Bear in mind that teachers do not teach only facts and "content". They also model appropriate 
behaviors and teach by personal example. And for many children, the teachers and other adults in their 
school are the most important authority figures outside of their home. 

So it is important to expose children to a diverse teaching staff — and to diverse role models — 
within each of our schools. Where we have an urban school with an all-minority staff or a suburban 
school with an all-white staff, we are giving students a stunted educational experience. 


Issues of diversity are especially relevant today, as public schools are redoubling their commitment 
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to raising standards and closing achievement gaps. We need to seize every opportunity to boost the 
achievement of poor and minority students. I believe — and an impressive body of research confirms 一 
that recruiting and retaining more minority teachers can be crucial to our success. 

NEA has made it a core strategic priority to increase the recruitment and retention of teachers of 
diverse backgrounds. Beyond NEA’s own programs, we are joining with other organizations to create 
the National Collaborative on Diversity in the Teacher Workforce. 

But we can’t do it alone. States and school districts need to develop programs to assist teacher’s 
aides — large numbers of whom are minorities — to advance their education and become fully licensed 
teachers. Other programs can reach out to minorities still in school, offering encouragement and 
incentives to enter the teaching profession. At the same time, states must ensure that relevant tests do 


not bar promising minority candidates from entering the profession.

Between 5, 000 million and 4, 000 million years ago the Earth was formed. By 3, 000 million years 


ago life had arisen and we have fossils of microscopic bacteria like creatures to prove it. 66 Nobody 
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knows what happened ，but theorists agree that the key was the Spontaneous arising of self replicating 
entities, i.e. something equivalent to “genes” in the general sense. 

The atmosphere of the early Earth probably contained gases still abundant today on other planets in 
the solar system. Chemists have experimentally reconstructed these ancient conditions in the laboratory. 
If plausible gases are mixed in a flask with water, and energy is added by an electric discharge 
(simulated lightning) , organic substances are spontaneously synthesized. These include the building 
blocks of RNA and DNA. It seems probable that something like this happened on the early Earth. 
Consequently, the sea would have become a “soup” of prebiological organic compounds. 67 

Today the most famous self replicating molecule is DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid) , but it is widely 
thought that DNA itself could not have been present at the origin of life because its replication is too 
dependent on support from specialized machinery, which could not have been available before evolution 
itself began. DNA has been described as a "high-tech" molecule which probably arose some time after 
the origin of life itself. Perhaps the related molecule RNA, which still plays various vital roles in living 
cells, was the original self replicating molecule. Or perhaps the primordial replicator was a different 
kind of molecule altogether. ^ 68 Variants that were particularly good at replication would 
automatically have come to predominate in the primeval soup. Varieties that did not replicate, or that 
did so inaccurately , would have become relatively less numerous. This led to ever-increasing efficiency 
among replicating molecules. 

As the competition between replicating molecules warmed up, success must have gone to the ones 
that happened to hit upon special tricks or devices for their own self preservation and their own rapid 
replication. The rest of evolution may be regarded as a continuation of the natural selection of replicator 
molecules, now called genes, by virtue of their capacity to build for themselves efficient devices ( cells 
and multi-cellular bodies) for their own preservation and reproduction. — 69 _ 

Fossils were not laid down on more than a small scale until the Cambrian era, nearly 600 million 
years ago. The first vertebrates may date back 530 million years, according to fossil evidence — 
primitive, lawless fishes with fins, gills, and fishlike muscle patterns — found in China in 1999. 
Vertebrates appear abundantly in fossil beds between 300 and 400 million years ago. — 70 

Mammals and, later, birds, arose from two different branches of reptiles. The rapid divergence of 
mammals into the rich variety of types that we see today, from opossums to elephants, from anteaters to 
monkeys, seems to have been unleashed into the vacuum left by the catastrophic extinction of the 


dinosaurs, million years ago. 


A. Among vertebrates, the land was first colonized by lobe finned and lung bearing fish about 250 
million years ago, then by amphibians and, in more thoroughgoing fashion, by various kinds of 
animals that we loosely lump together as reptiles.

Some rituals of modern domestic living vary little throughout the developed world. One such is the 
municipal refuse collection, usually once a week, your rubbish bags or the contents of your bin 
disappear into the bowels of a special lorry and are carted away to the local tip. To economists, this 
ceremony is peculiar, because in most places it is free. Yes, households pay for the service out of local 
taxes. — 71 — Yet the marginal cost of rubbish disposal is not zero at all. The more people throw away , 
the more rubbish collectors and trucks are needed, and the more the local council has to pay in landfill 
and tipping fees. 

. 12 But as Don Fullerton and Thomas Kinnaman, two American economists, have found, this 
seemingly easy application of economic sense to an everyday problem has surprisingly intricate and 
sometimes disappointing results. In the past few years, several American towns and cities have started 
charging households for generating rubbish. The commonest system is to sell stickers or tags which 
householders attach to rubbish bags or cans. Only bags with these labels are picked up in the weekly 
collection. 

In the paper published last year Fullerton and Kinnaman studied the effects of one such scheme, 
introduced in July 1992 in Charlottesville, Virginia, a town of about 40, 000 people. Residents were 
charged 80 cents for each sticker. This may sound like the sensible use of market forces. In fact, the 
authors conclude, the schemes benefits did not cover the cost of printing stickers, the sticker sellers' 
commissions, and the wages of the people running the scheme. 73 _ 

This is inefficient: compacting is done better by machines at landfill sites than by individuals, 
however enthusiastically. The weight of rubbish collected in Charlottesville fell by a modest 14%. 


74 The one bright spot in all this seems to have been a 15% increase in the weight of materials 





recycled, suggesting that people chose to recycle free rather than pay to have their refuse carted away. 
But the fee may have little to do with the growth in recycling, as many citizens were already 
participating in Charlottesville's voluntary recycling scheme. 

. 75 To discourage dumping, for instance, local councils might have to spend more on catching 


litters, or raise fines for littering, or cut the price of legitimate rubbish collection. 


A. True, the number of bags or cans collected did fall sharply, by 37% between May and September 
1992. But rather than buy more tags, people simply crammed more garbage — about 40% more 
into each container. 

B. This looks like the most basic of economic misunderstandings: if rubbish disposal is free, people 
will produce too much rubbish. The obvious economic solution is to make households pay the 
marginal cost of disposing of their waste. That will give them an incentive to throw out less and 
recycle more. 

C. City authorities are now considering a project to teach Government waste collectors the skills, such 
as what rubbish to collect and how to classify it. If approved, the project will help ease the financial 
burden of the city's waste treatment.

Japanese firms have achieved the highest levels of manufacturing efficiency in the world automobile 
industry. Some observers of Japan have assumed that Japanese firms use the same manufacturing 
equipment and techniques as United States firms but have benefited from the unique characteristics of 
Japanese employees and the Japanese culture. However, if this were true, then one would expect 
Japanese auto plants in the United States to perform no better than factories run by United States 
companies. This is not the case; Japanese-run automobile plants located in the United States and staffed 
by local workers have demonstrated higher levels of productivity when compared with factories owned 
by United States companies. 

Other observers link high Japanese productivity to higher levels of capital investment per worker. 
But a historical perspective leads to a different conclusion. When the two top Japanese automobile 
makers matched and then doubled United States productivity levels in the mid-sixties, capital investment 
per employee was comparable to that of United States firms. Furthermore, by the late seventies, the 
amount of fixed assets required to produce one vehicle was roughly equivalent in Japan and in the United 
States. 

Since capital investment was not higher in Japan, it had to be other factors that led to higher 
productivity. A more fruitful explanation may lie with Japanese production techniques. Japanese 
automobile producers did not simply implement conventional processes more effectively: they made 
critical changes in United States procedures. For instance, the mass-production philosophy of United 
States automakers encouraged the production of huge lots of cars in order to utilize fully expensive, 
component-specific equipment and to occupy fully workers who have been trained to execute one 
operation efficiently. Japanese automakers chose to make small-lot production feasible by introducing 
several departures from United States practices, including the use of flexible equipment that could be 
altered easily to do several different production tasks and the training of workers in multiple jobs. 
Automakers could schedule the production of different components or models on single machines, 
thereby eliminating the need to store the buffer stocks of extra components that result when specialized 


equipment and workers are kept constantly active.

Milankovitch proposed in the early twentieth century that the ice ages were caused by variations in 
the Earth’s orbit around the Sun. For some time this theory was considered untestable, largely because 
there was no sufficiently precise chronology of the ice ages with which the orbital variations could be 
matched. 

To establish such a chronology it is necessary to determine the relative amounts of land ice that 
existed at various times in the Earth’s past. A recent discovery makes such a determination possible: 
relative land-ice volume for a given period can be deduced from the ratio of two oxygen isotopes, 16 
and 18, found in ocean sediments. Almost all the oxygen in water is oxygen 16, but a few molecules 
out of every thousand incorporate the heavier isotope 18. When an ice age begins, the continental ice 
sheets grow, steadily reducing the amount of water evaporated from the ocean that will eventually return 
to it. Because heavier isotopes tend to be left behind when water evaporates from the ocean surfaces, the 
remaining ocean water becomes progressively enriched in oxygen 18. The degree of enrichment can be 
determined by analyzing ocean sediments of the period, because these sediments are composed of 
calcium carbonate shells of marine organisms, shells that were constructed with oxygen atoms drawn 
from the surrounding ocean. The higher the ratio of oxygen 18 to oxygen 16 in a sedimentary specimen, 
the more land ice there was when the sediment was laid down.

As an indicator of shifts in the Earth’s climate, the isotope record has two advantages. First, it is a

different continental locations. Second, it is a more continuous record than that taken from rocks on 
land. Because of these advantages, sedimentary evidence can be dated with sufficient accuracy by 
radiometric methods to establish a precise chronology of the ice ages. The dated isotope record shows 
that the fluctuations in global ice volume over the past several hundred thousand years have a pattern: an 
ice age occurs roughly once every 100,000 years. These data have established a strong connection 
between variations in the Earth’s orbit and the periodicity of the ice ages. 

However , it is important to note that other factors, such as volcanic particulates or variations in the 
amount of sunlight received by the Earth, could potentially have affected the climate. The advantage of 
the Milankovitch theory is that it is testable: changes in the Earth’s orbit can be calculated and dated by 
applying Newton’s laws of gravity to progressively earlier configurations of the bodies in the solar 
system. Yet the lack of information about other possible factors affecting global climate does not make 


them unimportant.

Virtually everything astronomers known about objects outside the solar system is based on the 


detection of photons—quanta of electromagnetic radiation. Yet there is another form of radiation that 


permeates the universe: neutrinos. With (as its name implies) no electric charge, and negligible mass, 
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the neutrino interacts with other particles so rarely that a neutrino can cross the entire universe, even 
traversing substantial aggregations of matter, without being absorbed or even deflected. Neutrinos can 
thus escape from regions of space where light and other kinds of electromagnetic radiation are blocked by 
matter. Furthermore, neutrinos carry with them information about the site and circumstances of their 
production: therefore, the detection of cosmic neutrinos could provide new information about a wide 
variety of cosmic phenomena and about the history of the universe. 

But how can scientists detect a particle that interacts so infrequently with other matter? Twenty-five 
years passed between Pauli’s hypothesis that the neutrino existed and its actual detection: since then 
virtually all research with neutrinos has been with neutrinos created artificially in large particle 
accelerators and studied under neutrino microscopes. But a neutrino telescope, capable of detecting 
cosmic neutrinos, is difficult to construct. No apparatus can detect neutrinos unless it is extremely 
massive, because great mass is synonymous with huge numbers of nucleons (neutrons and protons) , 
and the more massive the detector, the greater the probability of one of its nucleon’s reacting with a 
neutrino. In addition, the apparatus must be sufficiently shielded from the interfering effects of other 
particles. 

Fortunately, a group of astrophysicists has proposed a means of detecting cosmic neutrinos by 
harnessing the mass of the ocean. Named DUMAND, for Deep Underwater Muon and Neutrino 
Detector, the project calls for placing an array of light sensors at a depth of five kilometers under the 
ocean surface. The detecting medium is the seawater itself: when a neutrino interacts with a particle in 
an atom of seawater, the result is a cascade of electrically charged particles and a flash of light that can 
be detected by the sensors. The five kilometers of seawater above the sensors will shield them from the 
interfering effects of other high-energy particles raining down through the atmosphere. 

The strongest motivation for the DUMAND project is that it will exploit an important source of 
information about the universe. The extension of astronomy from visible light to radio waves to x-rays 
and gamma rays never failed to lead to the discovery of unusual objects such as radio galaxies, quasars , 
and pulsars. Each of these discoveries came as a surprise. Neutrino astronomy will doubtless bring its 


own share of surprises.

Among the great cities of the world, Kolkata (formerly spelt as Calcutta) , the capital of India's 
West Bengal, and the home of nearly 15 million people, is often mentioned as the only one that still has 
a large fleet of hand-pulled rickshaws. 

Rickshaws are not there to haul around tourists. It's the people in the lanes who most regularly use 
rickshaws — not the poor but people who are just a notch above the poor. They are people who tend to 
travel short distances, through lanes that are sometimes inaccessible to even the most daring taxi driver. 
An older woman with marketing to do, for instance, can arrive in a rickshaw, have the rickshaw puller 
wait until she comes back from various stalls to load her purchases, and then be taken home. People in 
the lanes use rickshaws as a 24-hour ambulance service. Proprietors of cafes or comer stores send 
rickshaws to collect their supplies. The rickshaw pullers told me their steadiest customers are school 
children. Middle-class families contract with a puller to take a child to school and pick him up; the 
puller essentially becomes a family retainer. 

From June to September Kolkata can get torrential rains. During my stay it once rained for about 48 
hours. Entire neighborhoods couldn't be reached by motorized vehicles, and the newspapers showed 
pictures of rickshaws being pulled through water that was up to the pullers' waists. When it's raining, 
the normal customer base for rickshaw pullers expands greatly, as does the price of a journey. A writer 
in Kolkata told me, “When it rains, even the governor takes rickshaws. ” 

While I was in Kolkata, a magazine called /ndia Today published its annual ranking of Indian 
states, according to such measurements as prosperity and infrastructure. Among India's 20 largest 
states, Bihar finished dead last, as it has for four of the past five years. Bihar, a few hundred miles 
north of Kolkata, is where the vast majority of rickshaw pullers come from. Once in Kolkata, they sleep 
on the street or in their rickshaws or in a dera—a combination of garage and repair shop and dormitory 


managed by someone called a sardar. For sleeping privileges in a dera, pullers pay 100 rupees (about 
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$2.50) a month, which sounds like a pretty good deal until you've visited a dera. They gross between 
100 and 150 rupees a day, out of which they have to pay 20 rupees for the use of the rickshaw and an 
occasional 75 or more for a payoff if a policeman stops them for, say, crossing a street where rickshaws 
are prohibited. A 2003 study found that rickshaw pullers are near the bottom of Kolkata occupations in 
income, doing better than only the beggars. For someone without land or education, that still beats 
trying to make a living in Bihar. 

There are people in Kolkata, particularly educated and politically aware people, who will not ride 
in a rickshaw, because they are offended by the idea of being pulled by another human being or because 
they consider it not the sort of thing people of their station do or because they regard the hand-pulled 
rickshaw as a relic of colonialism. Ironically, some of those people are not enthusiastic about banning 
rickshaws. The editor of the editorial pages of Kolkata’s Telegraph—Rudrangshu Mukherjee, a former 
academic who still writes history books — told me, for instance, that he sees humanitarian 
considerations as coining down on the side of keeping hand-pulled rickshaws on the road. “I refuse to 
be carried by another human being myself,” he said, “but I question whether we have the right to take 
away their livelihood. ” Rickshaw supporters point out that when it conies to demeaning occupations, 
rickshaw pullers are hardly unique in Kolkata. 

When I asked one rickshaw puller if he thought the government’s plan to rid the city of rickshaws 
was based on a genuine interest in his welfare, he smiled, with a quick shake of his head — a gesture I 
interpreted to mean, “If you are so naive as to ask such a question, I will answer it, but it is not worth 
wasting words on. " Some rickshaw pullers I met were resigned to the imminent end of their livelihood 
and pin their hopes on being offered something in its place. As migrant workers, they don’t have the 
political clout enjoyed by, say, Kolkata’s sidewalk hawkers, who, after supposedly being scaled back at 
the beginning of the modernization drive, still clog the sidewalks, selling absolutely everything — or, 
as I found during the 48 hours of rain, absolutely everything but umbrellas. “The government was the 


, 


government of the poor people,” one sardar told me. “Now they shake hands with the capitalists and try 
to get rid of poor people. " 

But others in Kolkata believe that rickshaws will simply be confined more strictly to certain 
neighborhoods, out of the view of World Bank traffic consultants and California investment delegations — 
or that they will be allowed to die out naturally as they're supplanted by more modern conveyances. 
Buddhadeb Bhattacharjee, after all, is not the first high West Bengal official to say that rickshaws would 
be off the streets of Kolkata in a matter of months. Similar statements have been made as far back as 
1976. The ban decreed by Bhattacharjee has been delayed by a court case and by a widely held belief 
that some retraining or social security settlement ought to be offered to rickshaw drivers. It may also 
have been delayed by a quiet reluctance to give up something that has been part of the fabric of the city 
for more than a century. Kolkata, a resident told me, "has difficulty letting go. " One day a city 
official handed me a report from the municipal government laying out options for how rickshaw pullers 
might be rehabilitated.

HOI 

African American women’s search for societal acceptance often encompasses struggle between 
natural and socially constructed ideas of beauty. As an essential component in traditional African 
societies, cosmetic modification is ritualized to emphasize natural features of blackness. Defined by 
social occasion such as childhood development maturity, indicators of marital status or the group to 
which you belong, beautification of the hair and body play an essential role. In our racially conscious 
society, presenting a physical image and being accepted is a complex negotiation between two different 
worlds. 

Hair is an outward expression of culture and heritage. It also represents a sense of personal style. In 
the search for the African American identity , blacks have undergone many different changes in hairstyle. 


Hairstyles are cultural classifiers of what African Americans consider beautiful. Hairstyles are a 
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representation of the African American soul, all of their confidence and dignity show in how they 
present themselves on Sundays and on a daily basis. “During the sixties, white American youth used 
their hair to make a variety of political and philosophical statements,” young blacks joined thereafter. 
“The natural hairstyle not only was easier to care for, but also gave African Americans a closer tie to 
their heritage. Natural style serves as a visible imprimatur of blackness; a tribute to group unity; a 
statement of self-love and personal significance.” By rejecting the white standards of beauty, black 
Americans halted the processes of using chemical strengtheners or hot irons. 

A woman talks about her struggle: “I remember battling with the idea of going natural for several 
years. I never had the courage because every time I pictured myself with my natural hair, I never saw 
beauty. Now my hair is natural, thick and healthy. " African American women are finding confidence 
within themselves to wear their hair naturally and feel beautiful about it. Many contemporary African 
Americans are avoiding high maintenance and feeling confident in their natural beauty. 

It was a different story in the past. African Americans were pressed. Shame was the motivation 
behind blacks losing their roots and ethnic identity. By being brainwashed into believing black people 
are "inferior" and white people are "superior" , African Americans have mutilated and adjusted their 
bodies to try to look "pretty" by white standards. 

Hair is as different as the people it belongs to. People are finally recognizing that beauty is what 
helps to create our individual identities. Ultimately, individual confidence shapes and strengthens the 


culture of tile African American community.

As students return to school this fall, parents will again worry about new illnesses as kids come into 
contact with flu germs. There are other risks they should worry about — illnesses caused by the common 
bugs and rodents found in school buildings. Perhaps the even more dangerous pests however are those 
individuals who prevent school administrators from swiftly addressing these problems. 

Anti-chemical activists have pushed, and nearly 20 states and local governments have passed, laws 
to eliminate or drastically reduce the use of pesticides in schools. Yet pesticides are used to control 
roaches , mice, rats, mosquitoes and other pests. The public health implications of allowing these things 
to get out of control should be obvious: increased allergies and illnesses related to insect and rodent 
bites. 

Some states have passed a seemingly more reasonable policy that demands that school 
administrators provide notification 48 to 72 hours before using pesticides. But such laws allow problems 
to escalate during wailing periods when an urgent response is warranted. Notification paperwork burdens 
also consume limited financial resources. Journalist Steve Milloy reported that the notification law of 
Maryland costs the state's schools $ 32, 000 annually. 

Parents should fear these laws and the pests they harbor more than the pesticides. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) pesticide standards are so exceedingly cautious that the risks are tiny when 
the product is used according to label directions. An analysis done by the University of Texas found that 
the EPA's risk estimates overstate pesticide exposure damage at a level hundreds of thousands of times 
greater than the risk of actual exposure. 

Meanwhile, many of the pests in schools pose serious risks. Allergies and asthma are a particular 
concern. According to one study published in Environmental Health Perspectives: “ Allergens 
associated with dust mites and cockroaches are probably important in both onset and worsening of 
asthma symptoms for children who are chronically exposed to these agents. " 

Cockroach allergies are particularly problematic. Children who suffered from this type of allergy 
missed more days of school and lost more sleep than children suffering from other allergies. 

Prudent use of chemicals — not reduced pesticide use — can be a big part of the solution. A study 
in the Journal of Allergies and Clinical Immunology showed that use of chemical baits and regular 
cleaning can reduce indoor cockroach allergens to levels below that which causes allergies. 

If people are truly concerned about public health in schools, it's time to start looking at priorities. 
Rather than liberate the pests, they should liberate the schools from silly government regulations and 


dangerous vermin.

Meteorologists routinely tell us what next week’s weather is likely to be, and climate scientists 
discuss what might happen in 100 years. Christoph Schar, though, ventures dangerously close to that 
middle realm, where previously only the Farmer’s Almanac dared go: what will next summer’s weather 
be like? Following last year’s tragic heat wave, which directly caused the death of tens of thousands of 
people, the question is of burning interest to Europeans. Schar asserts that last summer’s sweltering 
temperatures should no longer be thought of as extraordinary. “The situation in 2002 and 2003 in 
Europe, where we had a summer with extreme rainfall and record flooding followed by the hottest 
summer in hundreds of years, is going to be typical for future weather patterns,” he says. 

Most Europeans have probably never read Schar’s report (not least because it was published in the 
scientific journal Nature in the dead of winter) but they seem to be bracing themselves for the worst. As 
part of its new national “heat-wave plan", France issued a level-three alert when temperatures in 
Provence reached 34 degrees Celsius three days in a row; hospital and rescue workers were asked to 
prepare for an influx of patients. Italian government officials have proposed creating a national registry 
of people over 65 so they can be herded into air-conditioned supermarkets in the event of another heat 
wave. London’s mayor has offered a 100,000 pound reward for anybody who can come up with a 
practical way of cooling the city’s underground trains, where temperatures have lately reached nearly 40 
degrees Celsius. (The money hasn’t been claimed. ) Global warming seems to have permanently 
entered the European psyche. 

If the public is more aware, though, experts are more confused. When the Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change hammered out its last assessment in 2001, scientists pulled together the latest 
research and made their best estimate of how much the Earth’s atmosphere would warm during the next 
century. There was a lot they didn’t know, but they were confident they’d be able to plug the gaps in 
time for the next report, due out in 2007. When they explored the fundamental physics and chemistry of 
the atmosphere, though, they found something unexpected: the way the atmosphere—and, in 


particular, clouds—respond to increasing levels of carbon is far more complex and difficult to predict 
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than they had expected. “We thought we’d reduce the uncertainty, but that hasn’t happened,” says 
Kevin Trenberth, a climate scientist at the National Center for Atmospheric Research and a lead author 
of the next IPCC report. “As we delve further and further into the science and gain a better 
understanding of the true complexity of the atmosphere, the uncertainties have gotten deeper. ” 

This doesn’t mean, of course, that the world isn’t warming. Only the biased or the deluded deny 
that temperatures have risen, and that human activity has something to do with it. The big question that 
scientists have struggled with is how much warming will occur over the next century? With so much still 
unknown in the climate equation, there’s no way of telling whether warnings of catastrophe are 
overblown or if things are even direr than we thought. 

Why do scientists like Schar make predictions? Because, like economists, it’s their job to hazard a 
best guess with the resources at hand-namely, vast computer programs that simulate what the Earth’s 
atmosphere will do in certain circumstances. These models incorporate all the latest research into how 
the Earth’s atmosphere behaves. But there are problems with the computer models. The atmosphere is 
very big, but also consists of a multitude of tiny interactions among particles of dust, soot, cloud 
droplets and trace gases that cannot be safely ignored. Current models don’t have nearly the resolution 
they need to capture what goes on at such small scales. 

Scientists got an inkling that something was missing from the models in the early 1990s when they 
ran a peculiar experiment. They had the leading models simulate warming over the next century and got 
a similar answer from each. Then they ran the models again — this time accounting for what was then 


known about cloud physics.

Children Must be Taught to Tell Right from Wrong 
Many of today's young people have a difficult time seeing any moral dimension to their actions. 
There are a number of reasons why that's true, but none more prominent than a failed system of 
education that eschews teaching children the traditional moral values that bind Americans together as a 
society and a culture. That failed approach, called "decision-making" , was introduced in schools 25 
years ago. It tells children to decide for themselves what is right and what is wrong. It replaced 


" character education". Character education didn't ask children to reinvent the moral wheel; instead, it 


encouraged them to practice habits of courage, justice and self-control.

In the 1940s, when a character education approach prevailed, teachers worried about students 
chewing gum; today they worry about robbery and rape. 

Decision-making curriculums pose thorny ethical dilemmas to students, leaving them with the 
impression that all morality is problematic and that all questions of right and wrong are in dispute. 
Youngsters are forced to question values and virtues they’ve never acquired in the first place or upon 
which they have only a tenuous hold. The assumption behind this method is that students will arrive at 
good moral conclusions if only they are given the chance. But the actual result is moral confusion. 

For example, a recent national study of 1, 700 sixth-to-ninth-graders revealed that a majority of 
boys considered rape to be acceptable under certain conditions. Astoundingly, many of the girls agreed. 

This kind of moral illiteracy is further encouraged by values-education programs that are little more 
than courses in self-esteem. These programs are based on the questionable assumption that a child who 
feels good about himself or herself won't want to do anything wrong. But it is just as reasonable to make 
an opposite assumption: namely, that a child who has uncritical self-regard will conclude that he or she 
can't do anything bad. 

Such naive self-acceptance results in large part from the non-directive, non-judgmental, as-long-as- 
you-feel-comfortable-with-your-choices mentality that has pervaded public education for the last two and 
one-half decades. Many of today's drug education, sex education and values-education courses are 
based on the same 1960s philosophy that helped fuel the explosion in teen drug use and sexual activity in 
the first place. 

Meanwhile, while educators are still fiddling with outdated "feel-good" approaches, New York, 
Washington, and Los Angeles are burning. Youngsters are leaving school believing that matters of right 
and wrong are always merely subjective. If you pass a stranger on the street and decide to murder him 
because you need money—if it feels right—you go with that feeling. Clearly, murder is not taught in 
our schools, but such a conclusion— just about any conclusion—can be reached and justified using the 
decision-making method. 

It is time to consign the fads of "decision-making" and "non-judgmentalism" to the ash heap of 
failed policies, and return to a proved method. Character education provides a much more realistic 
approach to moral formation. It is built on an understanding that we learn morality not by debating it but 


by practicing it.

In the essay " Children Must be Taught to Tell Right from Wrong" , William Kilpatrick argues fervently 
that the “decision-making” approach to the moral education of American youth, which replaced "character 
education" 25 years ago, has prevented juveniles from behaving and thinking in accordance with the traditional 
moral principles that are fundamental to American society. 

According to Kilpatrick, decision-making methods instill in students a wrong belief that all norms of 
morality are subjective constructs with only relative truth in them and therefore can be interpreted flexibly and 
even questioned. This belief deprives them of the chance to secure solid moral standards and induces 
misconceptions about what should be clearly right or wrong. 

In parallel with this inadequacy of the "decision-making" approach are the unexpected outcomes of those 
values-education programs focusing on students’ self-esteem that subscribe to the “non-judgmental” mindset 
dominating "decision-making" curriculums. Their mistaken assumption that feeling good warrants morality 
excuses students from criticizing and disciplining their own behaviors. 

Basing his conclusion on his analysis of the fundamental flaws of the decision-making approach, 
Kilpatrick finally proposes an immediate shift back to character education which he believes teaches morality 


more effectively by emphasizing practice instead of discussion.

The idea of humanoid robots is not new. They have been part of the imaginative landscape ever 
since Karl Capek, a Czech writer, first dreamed them up for his 1921 play “ Possum’s Universal 
Robots”. (The word “robot” comes from the Czech word for drudgery, robota. ) Since then, 
Hollywood has produced countless variations on the theme, from the sultry False Maria in Fritz Lang’s 
silent masterpiece “Metropolis” to the withering C3PO in “Star Wars” and the ruthless assassin of 
“Terminator”. Humanoid robots have walked into our collective subconscious, coloring our views of 
the future. 

But now Japan’s industrial giants are spending billions of yen to make such robots a reality. Their 
new humanoids represent impressive feats of engineering: when Honda introduced Asimo, a four-foot 
robot that had been in development for some 15 years, it walked so fluidly that its white, articulated 
exterior seemed to conceal a human. Honda continues to make the machine faster, friendlier and more 
agile. Last October, when Asimo was inducted into the Robot Hall of Fame in Pittsburgh, it walked on 
to the stage and accepted its own plaque. 

At two and a half feet tall, Sony’s QRIO is smaller and more toy-like than Asimo. It walks, 
understands a small number of voice commands, and can navigate on its own. If it falls over, it gets up 
and resumes where it left off. It can even connect wirelessly to the internet and broadcast what its 
camera eyes can see. In 2003, Sony demonstrated an upgraded QRIO that could run. Honda responded 
last December with a version of Asimo that runs at twice the speed. 

In 2004, Toyota joined the fray with its own family of robots, called Partner, one of which is a 
four-foot humanoid that plays the trumpet. Its fingers work the instrument’s valves, and it has 
mechanical lungs and artificial lips. Toyota hopes to offer a commercial version of the robot by 2010. 
This month, 50 Partner robots will act as guides at Expo 2005 in Aichi, Japan. 

Despite their sudden proliferation, however, humanoids are still a mechanical minority. Most of 
the world’s robots are faceless, footless and mute. They are bolted to the floors of factories, stamping 
out car parts or welding pieces of metal, making more machines. According to the United Nations, 
business orders for industrial robots jumped 18% in the first half of 2004. They may soon be 
outnumbered by domestic robots, such as self-navigating vacuum cleaners, lawn mowers and window 


washers, which are selling fast. But neither industrial nor domestic robots are humanoid.

Jeans were invented a little over a century ago and are currently the world’s most popular, versatile 
garment, crossing boundaries of class, age and nationality. From their origins as pure workwear, they 
have spread through every level of the fashion spectrum, and are embraced internationally for their 
unmatched comfort and appeal. 

In the mid 1940s, the Second World War came to an end, and denim blue jeans, previously worn 
almost exclusively as workwear, gained a new status in the U. S. and Europe. Rugged but relaxed, they 
stood for freedom and a bright future. Sported by both men and women, by returning GI’s and sharp 
teenagers, they seemed as clean and strong as the people who chose to wear them. In Europe, surplus 
Levi's were left behind by American armed forces and were available in limited supplies. It was the 
European population's first introduction to the denim apparel. Workwear manufacturers tried to copy the 
U. S. originals, but those in the know insisted on the real thing. 

In the 1950s, Europe was exposed to a daring new style in music and movies and consequently 
jeans took on an aura of sex and rebellion. Rock 'n' roll coming from America blazed a trail of 
defiance, and jeans became a symbol of the break with convention and rigid social mores. When Elvis 
Presley sang in “Jailhouse Rock”, his denim prison uniform carried a potent, virile image. Girls 
swooned and guys were quick to copy the King. In movies like "The Wild One" and " Rebel Without a 
Cause" cult figures Marion Brando and James Dean portrayed tough anti-heroes in jeans and T-shirts. 
Adults spurned the look; teenagers, even those who only wanted to look like rebels, embraced it. 

By the beginning of the 1960s, slim jeans had become a leisure wear staple, as teens began to have 
real fun, forgetting the almost desperate energy of the previous decade, while cocooned (包围 在 ) in 
wealth and security. But the seeds of change had been sown, and by the mid 1960s jeans had acquired 
yet another social connotation — as the uniform of the budding social and sexual revolution. Jeans were 
the great equalizer, the perfect all-purpose garment for the classless society sought by the Hippy 
generation.

The ethnic group known as Ashkenazim is blessed with more than its fair share of talented minds, 
but is also prone to a number of serious genetic diseases. Researchers now suggest that intelligence is 
closely linked to several illnesses in Ashkenazim Jews, and that the diseases are the result of natural 
selection. 

The Ashkenazim are descended from Jewish communities in Germany, Austria, Poland, and 
Eastern Europe that date back to the 10th century. Today they make up approximately 80 percent of the 
world's Jewish population. 

Ashkenazim have the highest average IQ of any ethnic group, scoring 12 to 15 points above the 
European average. They are also strongly represented in fields and occupations requiring high cognitive 
ability. For instance, Jews of European ancestry account for 27 percent of U. S. Nobel science prize 
winners. 

But the group is also associated with several neurological disorders, including Tay-Sachs, 
Gaucher’s, and Niemann-Pick. Tay-Sachs is a fatal hereditary disease of the central nervous system. 
Sufferers lack an enzyme needed to break down fatty substances in the brain and nerve cells. Gauchers 
and Niemann-Pick are similar, often fatal diseases. 

Because Jews were discriminated against in medieval Europe, they were often driven into 
professions such as money lending and banking which were looked down upon or forbidden for 
Christians. 

Historians suggest that Jews with lucrative jobs often had four, six, or sometimes even eight or 
nine children. Poorer families, meanwhile, tended to be smaller, possibly because they lived in over 
hundreds areas in which children were more prone to disease. As a result, the researchers say, over 
hundreds of years the Jewish population of Europe became more intelligent than their gentile 
countrymen. 

But increased intelligence may have come at a cost, with genetic diseases such as Tay-Sachs. 
Being side effects of genes that facilitate intelligence, researchers argue that highly unlikely that mutated 





genes responsible for these illnesses could have reached such high levels in Ashkenazim if they were not 





connected to cognitive performance. 





While the link is difficult to prove, there is some evidence that Gaucher disease does increase a 
person's IQ. Around one in three people of working age who were patients of the Gaucher Clinic at the 
Shaare Zedek Medical Centre in Jerusalem had professions requiring an average IQ of more than 120. 
This group included scientists, academics, physicians, and accountants. 

Modern-day Ashkenazim are now far more likely to marry outside their ethnic group. A researcher 
says that he would expect a tendency for both higher IQs and associated genetic disorders to become less 
marked over time.

Sometimes it's just hard to choose. You're in a restaurant and the waiter has his pen at the ready. 
As you hesitate, he gradually begins to take a close interest in the ceiling, his fingernails, then in your 
dining partner. Each dish on the menu becomes a blur as you roll your eyes up and down in a growing 
panic. Finally, you desperately opt for something that turns out to be what you hate. 

It seems that we need devices to protect us from our hopelessness at deciding between 57 barely 
differentiated varieties of stuff — be they TV channels, gourmet coffee, downloadable ring tones, or 
perhaps, ultimately even interchangeable lovers. This thought is opposed to our government's 
philosophy, which suggests that greater choice over railways, electricity suppliers and education will 
make us happy. In my experience, they do anything but happiness. 

Perhaps the happiest people are those who do not have much choice and aren't confronted by the 
misery of endless choice. True, that misery may not be obvious to people who don't have a variety of 
luxuries. If you live in Madagascar, say, where average life expectancy is below 40 and they don't have 
digital TV or Starbucks, you might not be impressed by the anxiety and perpetual stress our decision- 
making paralysis causes. 

Choice wasn't supposed to make people miserable. It was supposed to be the hallmark of self- 
determination that we so cherish in capitalist western society. But it obviously isn't: ever more choice 
increases the feeling of missed opportunities, and this leads to self-blame when choices fail to meet 
expectations. What is to be done? A new book by an American social scientist, Barry Schwartz, called 
The Paradox of Choice, suggests that reducing choices can limit anxiety. 

Schwartz offers a self-help guide to good decision making that helps us to limit our choices to a 
manageable number, and ultimately derive greater satisfaction from the choices we make. This is a 
capitalist response to a capitalist problem. 

But once you realize that your Schwartzian filters are depriving you of something you might have 
found enjoyable, you will experience the same anxiety as before, worrying that you made the wrong 
decision in drawing up your choice-limiting filters. Arguably, we will always be doomed to buyers- 


remorse and the misery it entails. The problem of choice is perhaps more difficult than Schwartz allows.

The Supreme Court’s decisions on physician assisted suicide carry important implications for how 
medicine seeks to relieve dying patients of pain and suffering. Although it ruled that there is no 
constitutional right to physician-assisted suicide, the Court in effect supported the medical principle of 
“double effect” , a centuries-old moral principle holding that an action shaving two effects—a good one 
that is intended and a harmful one that is foreseen—is permissible if the actor intends only the good 
effect. 

Doctors have used that principle in recent years to justify using high doses of morphine to control 
terminally ill patients’ pain, even though increasing dosages will eventually kill the patient. 

Nancy Dubler, director of Montefiore Medical Center, contends that the principle will shield 
doctors who “until now have very, very strongly insisted that they could not give patients sufficient 
mediation to control their pain if that might hasten death. ” 

George Annas, chair of the health law department at Boston University , maintains that, as long as 
a doctor prescribes a drug for a legitimate medical purpose, the doctor has done nothing illegal even if 
the patient uses the drug to hasten death. 

“Tt’s like surgery,” he says. 

“We don’t call those deaths homicides because the doctors didn’t intend to kill their patients, 
although they risked their death. If you’re a physician, you can risk your patient’s suicide as long as you 
don’t intend their suicide. ” 

On another level, many in the medical community acknowledge that the assisted-suicide debate has 
been fueled in part by the despair of patients for whom modern medicine has prolonged the physical 
agony of dying. 

Just three weeks before the Court’s ruling on physician assisted suicide, the National Academy of 
Science (NAS) released a two volume report, Approaching Death: Improving Care at the End of Life. 
It identifies the undertreatment of pain and the aggressive use of “ineffectual and forced medical 


procedures that may prolong and even dishonor the period of dying” as the twin problems of end of life 
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care. 

The profession is taking steps to require young doctors to train in hospitals, to test knowledge of 
aggressive pain management therapies, to develop a medicare billing code for hospital based care, and 
to develop new standards for assessing and treating pain at the end of life. 

Annas says lawyers can play a key role in insisting that these well meaning medical initiatives 
translate into better care. “Large numbers of physicians seem unconcerned with the pain their patients 


” 


are needlessly and predictably suffering,” to the extent that it constitutes “systematic patient abuse" . 


He says medical licensing boards “must make it clear...that painful deaths are presumptively ones that

The worst may be behind them now, but the shocking losses of the past few years 
have reshaped nearly every facet of their lives—how they live, work, and spend—even the way they 
think about the future. 

For Cindy, the recession began when her husband was relocated to Rhinelander, Wisconsin, by his 
company , forcing the family to move in a hurry. The couple bought a new house but were unable to sell 
their two-bedroom home in Big Lake, Minnesota. With two mortgages (抵押 借贷 ) and two young 
children to care for, Cindy couldn't imagine how to stretch her husband's paycheck to keep her family 
fed. 

Then she stumbled upon an online community called Blotanical, a forum for gardeners, many with 
an interest in sustainability. “The more I read and discussed these practices, the more I realized this 
would help not only our budget but also our health," she says. 

Cindy admits that before the recession, she was a city girl with no interest in growing her own 
dinner. “I grew flowers mostly—1 didn’t think about plants that weren't visually interesting.” But to 
stretch her budget, she began putting in vegetables and fruit—everything from strawberry beds to apple 
trees—and as her first seedlings grew, her spirits lifted. She no longer thinks of gardening and making 
her own jams as just a money saver; they're a genuine pleasure. "It's brought us closer together as a 
family, too,” she says. Her kids voluntarily pitch in with (主动 帮助 ) the garden work, and the 
family cooks together instead of eating out. The food tastes better—it's fresher and organic—and the 
garden handily fulfills its original purpose: cost cutting. Now she spends about $ 200 to $ 300 a month 
on groceries, less than half of the $650 a month that she used to lay out. 

After discovering how resourceful she can be in tough times, Cindy is no longer easily 
discouraged. "It makes me feel proud to be able to say I made it myself," she says. "I feel 
accomplished, and I’m more confident about attempting things I’ve never done before." Now she 
avoids convenience stores and has begun learning to knit, quilt, and make her own soap. “I don't think

I would have ever begun this journey if it weren't for the recession,” she says. “I have a feeling that

This readjustment does not immediately affect the color seen 
but usually does affect the next area to which the gaze is shifted, the longer the time of viewing, the 
higher the intensity, and the larger the area, the greater the effect will be in terms of its persistence in 
the succeeding viewing situation. As indicated by the work of Wright and Schouten, it appears that, at 
least for a first approximation, full adaptation takes place over a very brief time if the adapting source is 
moderately bright and the eye has been in relative darkness just previously. As the stimulus is allowed to 
act, however, the effect becomes more persistent in the sense that it takes the eye longer to regain its 
sensitivity to lower intensities. The net result is that, if the eye is so exposed and then the gaze is 
transferred to an area of lower intensity, the loss of sensitivity produced by the first area will still be 
present and appear as an "afterimage" super imposed on the second. The effect not only is present over 
the actual area causing the "local adaptation" , but also spreads with decreasing strength to adjoining 


areas of the eye to produce "lateral adaptation". Also, because of the persistence of the effect if the eye 
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is shifted around from one object to another, all of which are at similar brightness or have similar 


colors, the adaptation will tend to become uniform over the whole eye.

In the opinion of many Americans and Europeans, we only began to really explore our world in the 
sixteenth century. According to them, the sailors of the ancient world did not explore distant parts of the 
world; they did not have the necessary knowledge or skills for long sea journeys. However, the people 
who have this opinion are forgetting two important facts of history. 

First, sometimes early scientists have an idea which is correct, but scientists in later centuries do 
not believe it.

For example, 1,300 years ago and before, fishermen in Ireland built their boats of wood and 
leather. Today some fishermen in Ireland still make boats of the same design. They use tools and 
materials which are not very different from the tools and materials which their ancestors used. Why? The 
ancient design of the boats was good, and with skillful sailors, these boats can sail in all kinds of 
weather. 

Clearly long before the sixteenth century, people had the skill, the knowledge and the equipment 


which were necessary for long journeys by sea. The world did not have to wait until the sixteenth 
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century for its first explorers !

Questions 17 to 20 are based on the following passage: 

The age at which young children begin to make moral discriminations about harmful actions 
committed against themselves or others has been the focus of recent research into the moral development 
of children. Until recently, child psychologists supported pioneer developmentalist Jean. Piaget in his 
hypothesis that because of their immaturity, children under age seven do not take into account the 
intentions of a person committing accidental or deliberate harm, but rather simply assign punishment for 
on the basis of the magnitude of the negative consequences caused. According to Piaget, children under 
age seven occupy the first stage of moral development, which is characterized by moral absolutism 
( rules made by authorities must be obeyed) and imminent justice (if rules are broken, punishment will 
be meted out). Until young children mature, their moral judgments are based entirely on the effect 
rather than the cause of a transgression. However, in recent research, Keasey found that six-year-old 
children not only distinguish between accidental and intentional harm, but also judge intentional harm as 
naughtier, regardless of the amount of damage produced. Both of these findings seem to indicate that 
children, at an earlier age than Piaget claimed, advance into the second stage of moral development, 
moral autonomy, in which they accept social rules but view them as more arbitrary than do children in 
the first stage. 

Keasey's research raises two key questions for developmental psychologists about children under 


age seven: do they recognize justifications for harmful actions, and do they make distinctions between 
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harmful acts that are preventable and those acts that have unforeseen harmful consequences? Studies 
indicate that justifications excusing harmful actions might include public duty, self-defense, and 
provocation. For example, Nesdale and Rule concluded that children were capable of considering 
whether or not an aggressor’s action was justified by public duty: five year olds reacted very differently 
to “Bonnie wrecks Ann’s pretend house” depending on whether Bonnie did it “so somebody won't fall 
over it” or because Bonnie wanted “to make Ann feel bad”. Thus, a child of five begins to understand 
that certain harmful actions, though intentional, can be justified; the constraints of moral absolutism no 
longer solely guide their judgments. 

Psychologists have determined that during kindergarten children learn to make distinctions involving 
harm. Darley observed that among acts involving unintentional harm, six-year-old children just entering 
kindergarten could not differentiate between foreseeable, and thus preventable, harm and unforeseeable 
harm for which the perpetrator cannot be blamed. Seven months later, however, Darley found that these 
same children could make both distinctions, thus demonstrating that they had become morally 


autonomous.

With the growing number of college graduates being turned out each year, the situation in the job market is 
getting tighter and tighter.

If sustainable competitive advantage depends on work force skills, American firms have a problem. 
Human management is not traditionally seen as a central to the competitive survival of the firm in the 
United States. Skill acquisition is considered as individual responsibility. Labor is simply another force 
of production to be hired/rented at the lowest possible cost, which is a must as one buys raw material or 
equipment. 

The lack of importance attached to human resource management can be seen in the corporate 
pecking order. In an American firm the chief financial officer is almost always the second in command. 
The post of head of human resource management is usually a specialized job, off at the edge of the 
corporate hierarchy. The executive who holds it is never consulted on major strategic decisions and has 
no chance to move up to Chief Executive Officer. By way of contrast, in Japan the head of human 
resource management is central — usually the second most important executive, after the CEO, in the 
firm’s hierarchy. 

While American firms often talk about the vast amounts spent on training their work force, in fact, 
they invest less in the skills of their employees than do either Japanese or German firms. The money 
they do invest is also more highly concentrated on professional or managerial employees. And the 
limited investments that made in training workers are also much more narrowly focused on the specific 
skills necessary to do the next job rather than on the basic background skills that make it possible to 
absorb new technologies. 

As a result, problems emerge when new breakthrough technologies arrive. If American workers , 
for example take much longer to learn how to operate new flexible manufacturing stations than workers 
in Germany (as they do), the effective cost of those stations is lower in Germany than it is in the 
United States. More time is required before equipment is up and running at the speed with which new 
equipment is up and running at capacity, and the need for extensive retraining generates costs and creates 
bottlenecks that limit the speed with which new equipment can be employed. The result is a slower pace 


of technological change. And in the end the skills of the bottom half of the population affect the wages 
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of the top half. If the bottom half can’t effectively staff the processes that have to be operated, the 


management and professional jobs that go with these processes will disappear.

When we think of Hollywood — a term I use loosely to describe American movie production in 
general, not simply films made in Los Angeles — we think of films aimed at amusing audiences and 
making money for producers. 

During the early years of the new century, as workers won their demands for higher wages and a 
shorter working week, leisure assumed an increasingly important role in everyday life. Amusement 
parks, professional baseball games, nickelodeons, and dance halls attracted a wide array of men and 
women anxious to spend their hard earned dollars in the pursuit of fun and relaxation.

She's cute, no question. Symmetrical features, flawless skin, looks to be 22 years old — entering 
any meat-market bar, a woman lucky enough to have this face would turn enough heads to stir a breeze. 
But when Victor Johnston points and clicks, the face on his computer screen changes into a state of

superheated, crystallized beauty. “You can see it. It’s just so extraordinary,” says Johnston, a 
professor of biopsychology at New Mexico State University who sounds a little in love with his creation. 

The transformation from pretty woman to knee-weakening babe is all the more amazing because the 
changes wrought by Johnston's software are, objectively speaking, quite subtle. He created the original 
face by digitally averaging 16 randomly selected female Caucasian faces. The changing program then 
exaggerated the ways in which female faces differ from male faces, creating, in human-beauty-science 
field, a “hyper-female”. The eyes grew a bit larger, the nose narrowed slightly and the lips plumped. 
These are shifts of just a few millimeters, but experiments in this country and Scotland are suggesting 
that both males and females find “feminized” versions of averaged faces more beautiful. 

Johnston hatched this little movie as part of his ongoing study into why human beings find some 
people attractive and others homely. He may not have any rock-solid answers yet, but he is far from 


alone in attempting to apply scientific inquiry to so ambiguous a subject. Around the world, researchers 
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are marching into territory formerly staked out by poets and painters to uncover the under-pinnings of 
human attractiveness. 

The research results so far are surprising — and humbling. Numerous studies indicate that human 
beauty may not be simply in the eye of the beholder or an arbitrary cultural artifact. It may be ancient 
and universal, wrought through ages of evolution that rewarded reproductive winners and killed off 
losers. If beauty is not truth, it may be health and fertility: Halle Berry’s flawless skin may fascinate 
moviegoers because, at some deep level, it persuades us that she is parasite-free. 

Human attractiveness research is a relatively young and certainly contentious field — the allure of 
hyper-females, for example, is still hotly debated — but those on its front lines agree on one point: We 
won’t conquer “looksism” until we understand its source. As psychologist Nancy Etcoff puts it: “The 
idea that beauty is unimportant or a cultural construct is the real beauty myth. We have to understand 


beauty, or we will always be enslaved by it. ”

It's becoming something of a joke along the Maine-Canada border. So many busloads of retired 
people crisscross the line looking for affordable drugs that the roadside stands should advertise, 
“Lobsters. Blueberries. Lipitor. Coumalin.” Except, of course, that such a market in prescription 
drugs would be illegal. 

These senior long-distance shopping sprees fall in a legal gray zone. But as long as people cross the 
border with prescriptions from a physician and have them filled for no more than a three-month supply 
for personal use, customs and other federal officials leave them alone. The trip might be tiring, but 
people can save an average of 60 percent on the cost of their prescription drugs. For some, that's the 
difference between taking the drugs or doing without. “The last bus trip I was on six months ago had 25 
seniors," says Chellie Pingree, former Maine state senator and now president of Common Cause. 
“Those 25 people saved $ 19,000 on their supplies of drugs.” Pingree sponsored Maine RX, which 


authorizes a discounted price on drugs for Maine residents who lack insurance coverage. The law was 
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challenged by drug companies but recently upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court. It hasn’t yet taken 
effect. 

Figuring out ways to spend less on prescription drugs has become a multifaceted national movement 
of consumers, largely senior citizens. The prescription drug bill in America is $160 billion annually, 
and people over 65 fill five times as many prescriptions as working Americans on average. “But they do 
it on health benefits that are half as good and on incomes that are half as large,” says Richard Evans, 
senior analyst at Sanford C. Bernstein, an investment research firm. What’s more, seniors account for 
20 percent of the voting public. 

It’s little wonder that the May 19 Supreme Court ruling got the attention of drug manufacturers and 
politicians across the country. The often-over-looked state of 1. 3 million tucked in the northeast corner 
of the country became David to the pharmaceutical industry's Goliath.

Linguistics is inarguably the most hotly contested property in the academic realm. It is soaked with the 
blood of poets, theologians, philosophers, philologists, psychologists, biologists, and neurologists, along 
with whatever blood can be got out of grammarians. 

Most work currently done under the name of "linguistics" is purely descriptive; the linguists seek to 
clarify the nature of language without passing value judgments or trying to chart future language directions. 
Nonetheless, there are many professionals and amateurs who also prescribe rules of language, holding a 
particular standard out for all to follow. Whereas prescriptivists might want to stamp out what they perceive as 
“incorrect usage”, descriptivists seek to find the root of such usage; they might describe it simply as 
“idiosyncratic” , or they may discover a regularity that the prescriptivists don't like because it is perhaps too 
new or from a dialect they don't approve of. During the second half of the twentieth century, the prescriptive 
tradition has fallen under increasing criticism, manifested by the faintly disapproving tone of this entry, but the 
prescriptive tradition is far from extinct. 


Part V Writing 
People Should Not Be Encouraged to Buy Cars 

As more and more Chinese families look forward to their dream of owning a car coming true, the Chinese 
government seems bent on encouraging people to buy cars, targeting the vehicle industry as one of the key 
forces pushing growth. Yet the government's good wish may turn out to be the cause of a series of problems. 
My opinion is that private car ownership should not be encouraged. 

Firstly, the increase of cars in major cities will aggravate air pollution. In Chinese cities, vehicles account 
for 45 to 60 per cent of nitrogen oxide and 85 per cent of carbon dioxide emissions. Studies show that cars on 
China's roads do not meet even the minimum emission standards of Europe. If more cars appear on roads, city 
dwellers can expect to breathe in worse air, which is in large part caused by car fumes. 

Secondly, private cars will worsen road congestion. Most roads in Chinese cities are designed for bicycles 
and buses. Sometimes, driving in the city is even slower than riding a bicycle. The streets are peeked with 
vehicles bumper to bumper at rush hours. While people are urged to buy cars, there are no effective measures 
taken to deal with the congestion problem. 

Thirdly, an upcoming car-purchasing craze can be harmful to the interests of the domestic car industry. 
China's import tariff will be lowered by a quarter this year. It is no good news for the local carmakers, for the 
tariff cut will greatly facilitate the world car-making giants' access to the Chinese market. Therefore, if people 


swarm for Polos or Toyotas, a large number of local car companies, which have not yet got ready, will be 
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hopelessly pushed to the sideline, or even to bankruptcy. 


All in all, now in China, private ear ownership should not be encouraged.

Later the Greeks moved east from Cumae to Neapolis, the New City, a little farther along the coast 
where modern Naples now stands. We have a very good idea what life in this sun-splashed land was like 
during the Roman era because of the recovered splendor of Pompeii and Herculaneum. But as the well- 
trod earth of Campania continues to yield ancient secrets, Mastrolorenzo and Petrone, with their 
colleague Lucia Pappalardo, have put together a rich view of an earlier time and what may have been 
humankind’s first encounter with the primal force of Vesuvius. 

Almost all has come to light by chance. In May 2001, for example, construction workers began 
digging the foundation for a supermarket next to a desolate, weed-strewn intersection just outside the 
town of Nola. An archaeologist working for the province of Naples noticed several trances of burned 
wood a few feet below the surface, an indication of earlier human habitation. At 19 feet below, relicts 
of a perfectly preserved Early Bronze Age village began to emerge. Over the next several months, the 
excavation unearthed three large prehistoric dwellings: horseshoe shaped huts with clearly demarked 
entrances, living areas, and the equivalent of kitchens. 

Researchers found dozens of pots, pottery plates, and crude hourglass-shaped canisters that still 
contained fossilized traces of almonds, flour, grain, acorns, olive-pits, even mushrooms. Simple 
partitions separated the rooms; one hut had what appeared to be a loft. The tracks of goats, sheep, 
cattle, and pigs, as well as their human masters, crisscrossed the yard outside. The skeletons of nine 
pregnant goats lay in an enclosed area that included an animal pen. If a skeleton can be said to cower, 
the bones of an apparently terrified dog huddled under the eaves of one roof. What preserved this 
prehistoric village, what formed a perfect impression of its quotidian contents right down to leaves in the 
thatch roofs and cereal grains in the kitchen containers, was the fallout and surge and mud from the 
Avellino eruption of Vesuvius. Claude Albore Livadie, a French archaeologist who published the initial 
report on the Nola discovery, dubbed it “a first Pompeii” . 

During May and June 2001, provincial archaeological authorities oversaw excavation of the site 
Mastrolorenzo hurried out to Nola, about 18 miles east of Naples. He and Pappalardo took samples of 
the ash and volcanic deposits, which contained chemical clues to the magnitude of the eruption. But 
then the scientific story veered off into the familiar opera buffa of Italian archaeology. The owner of the 
site agitated for construction of the supermarket to resume or to be compensated for the delay—not an 
unusual dilemma in a country where the backhoes and bulldozers of a modern economy clang against the 
ubiquitous remains of ancient civilizations. 

Government archaeologists hastily excavated the site and removed the objects. As it turns out, the 
supermarket was never built, and all that remains of a site that miraculously captured one of 
civilization’s earliest encounters with volcanic destruction is a hole in the ground on a vacant, weed- 
choked lot, the foundation walls of the huts barely visible. A small, weathered sign proclaiming the 
“Pompeii of Prehistory” hangs limply from a padlocked gate. 

Despite the loss of Nola as well as some other archaeological sites, Mastrolorenzo, Petrone, 
Pappalardo, and American volcanologist Michael Sheridan triggered worldwide fascination when they 


summarized these findings in the spring of 2006 in the Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences 
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(PNAS). But their research went beyond mere archaeological documentation. The Avellino event, they 
wrote, “caused a social-demographic collapse and abandonment of the entire area for centuries.” The 
new findings, along with computer models, show that an Avellino-size eruption would unleash a 
concentric wave of destruction that could devastate Naples and much of its surroundings. In the world 
before Hurricane Katrina and the Indian Ocean tsunami, these warnings might have sounded as remote 


and transitory as those prehistoric footsteps. Not anymore.

Hippies were members of a youth movement of the 1960’s and 1970’s that started in the United 
States and spread to Canada, Great Britain, and many other countries. The hippies rejected the 
customs, traditions, and life styles of society and tried to develop those of their own. Most hippies 
came from white middle-class families and ranged in age from 15 to 25 years old. They thought too 
many adults cared about making money and little else. The term hippie may come from the word hip, 
which means “tumed-in” or aware. 

Hippies wanted a world based on love of humanity and peace. Many believed that wonderful, 
magical changes were about to take place. They thought these changes would happen as soon as people 
learned to express their feelings honestly and to behave naturally at all times. Hippies strongly opposed 
U. S. involvement in the Vietnam War. 

Many hippies lived together in small groups, working with one another and sharing possessions. 
Others refused to be tied down to a fixed job or home. They wandered from place to place seeking part- 
time work and temporary shelter. Some begged for spare change and lived in the streets or camped in 
parks or other public lands. 

Hippies were sometimes called “flower children" because they gave people flowers to communicate 
gentleness and love. They let their hair grow long and walked barefoot or in sandals. Hippies attracted 
public attention by wearing clothing that featured unusual combinations of colors and textures. A large 


number of hippies used marijuana, LSD, and other drugs. Drug experiences shaped many of their 
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symbols and ideas. 

The Beatles, a popular English rock group, helped spread the hippie movement with their song. 
Hippie favorites included such other rock groups as the Grateful Dead and the Jefferson Airplane, singers 
Joan Baez and Bob Dylan, poet Allen Ginsberg, and novelist Ken Kesey. Many hippies admired 
Timothy Leary, a psychologist who preached salvation through the use of drugs. 

In time, most hippies realized it was not easy to reform society by "dropping out" of it. Some 
joined more organized political movements to work for specific social causes. Others turned to 
spirituality or religion. The majority simply left the hippie stage of their lives behind while trying to 


hold on to at least a few of the ideals that once inspired them.

The Food and Drug Administration said Wednesday that it is trying to track down as many as 386 
piglets that may have been genetically engineered and wrongfully sold into the U. S. food supply. 

The focus of the FDA investigation is pigs raised by researchers at the University of Illinois in 
Urbana Champaign. They engineered the animals with two genes: One is a cow gene that increases milk 
production in the sow. The other, a synthetic gene, makes the milk easier for piglets to digest. The 
goal was to raise bigger pigs faster. 

There has been no evidence that either genetically altered plants or animals actually trigger human 
illness, but critics warn that potential side effects remain unknown. University officials say their tests 
showed the piglets were not born with the altered genes, but FDA rules require even the offspring of 
genetically engineered animals to be destroyed so they don' t get into the food supply. 

The FDA, in a quickly arranged news conference Wednesday prompted by inquiries by USA 
TODAY, said the University of Illinois will face possible sanctions and fines for selling the piglets to a 
livestock broker, who in turn sells to processing plants. 

Both the FDA and the university say the pigs that entered the market do not pose a risk to 
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consumers. But the investigation follows action by the U. S. Department of Agriculture in December to 
fine a Texas company that contaminated 500, 000 bushels of soybeans with com that had been genetically 
altered to produce a vaccine for pigs. 

Critics see such cases as evidence of the need for more government oversight of a burgeoning area 
of scientific research. “This is a small incident, but it’s incident like this that could destroy consumer 
confidence and export confidence,” says Stephanie Childs of the Grocery Manufacturers of America. 
“We already have Europe shaky on biotech. The countries to whom we export are going to look at 
this. ’ 

The University of Illinois says it tested the DNA of every piglet eight times to make sure that the

animal hadn't inherited the genetic engineering of its mother. Those piglets that did were put back into 
the study. Those that didn' t were sold to the pig broker. " Any pig who' s tested negative for the genes

since 1999 has been sent off to market,” says Charles Zukoski, vice chancellor for research. 

But FDA deputy commissioner Lester Crawford says that under the terms of the university’s 
agreement with the FDA, the researchers were forbidden to remove the piglets without FDA approval.

The nuclear age in which the human race is living, and may soon be dying, began for the general 
public with the dropping of an atom bomb on Hiroshima on 6 August 1945. But for nuclear scientists 
and for certain American authorities, it had been known for some time that such a weapon was possible. 
Work towards making it had been begun by the United States, Canada and Britain very soon after the 
beginning of the Second World War. The existence of possibly explosive forces in the nuclei of atoms 
had been known ever since the structure of atoms was discovered by Rutherford. 

An atom consists of a tiny core called the " nucleus" with attendant electrons circling round it. The 
hydrogen atom, which is the simplest and lightest, has only one electron. Heavier atoms have more and 


more as they go up the scale. The first discovery that had to do with what goes on in nuclei was

radioactivity ，which is caused by particles being shot out of the nucleus. It was known that a great deal 
of energy is locked up in the nucleus, but, until just before the outbreak of the Second World War, 
there was no way of releasing this energy in any large quantity. A revolutionary discovery was that, in 
certain circumstances, mass can be transformed into energy in accordance with Einstein’s formula which 
states that the energy generated is equal to the mass lost multiplied by the square of the velocity of light. 

The A-bomb, however, used a different process, depending upon radioactivity. In this process, 
called “fission” , a heavier atom splits into two lighter atoms. In general, in radioactive substances this 
fission proceeds at a constant rate which is slow where substances occurring in nature are concerned. But 
there is one form of uranium called “U235” which, when it is pure, sets up a chain reaction which 
spreads like fire, though with enormously greater rapidity. It is this substance which was used in making 
the atom bomb. 

The political background of the atomic scientists’ work was the determination to defeat the Nazis. It 
was held — I think rightly — that a Nazi victory would be an appalling disaster. It was also held, in 
Western countries, that German scientists must be well advanced towards making an A-bomb, and that 
if they succeeded before the West did they would probably win the war. When the war was over, it was 
discovered, to the complete astonishment of both American and British scientists, that the Germans were 
nowhere near success, and as everybody knows, the Germans were defeated before any nuclear weapons 
had been made. But I do not think that nuclear scientists of the West can be blamed for thinking the 
work urgent and necessary. Even Einstein favored it. 

When, however, the German war was finished, the great majority of those scientists who had 
collaborated towards making the A-bomb considered that it should not be used against the Japanese, who 
were already on the verge of defeat and, in any case, did not constitute such a menace to the world as 
Hitler. Many of them made urgent representations to the American Government advocating that, instead 
of using the bomb as a weapon of war, they should after a public announcement, explode it in a desert, 
and that future control of nuclear energy should be placed in the hands of an international authority. 
Seven of the most eminent of nuclear scientists drew up what is known as " The Franck Report" which 
they presented to the Secretary of War in June 1945. This is a very admirable and far-seeing document, 


and if it had won the assent of the politicians, none of our subsequent terrors would have arisen.

Most new words are made up from other, earlier words; language-making is a conservative 
process, wasting little. When new words unfold out of old ones, the original meaning usually hangs 
around like an unrecognizable scent, a sort of secret. 

There are two immense words from Indo-European, gene and bheu, each a virtual anthill in itself, 
from which we have constructed the notion of everything. At the beginning or as far back as they are 
traceable, they meant something like being. Gene signified beginning, giving birth, while bheu 
indicated existence and growth. Gene turned itself successively into kund jaz (Germanic) and gecynd 
(Old English) , meaning kin or kind. Kind was at first a family connection, later an elevated social 
rank, and finally came to rest meaning kindly or gentle. Meanwhile, a branch of gene became the Latin 
gens which emerged as genus, genius, genital, and generous; then still holding on to its inner 
significance it became "nature" (out of gnasci). 


, 


While gene was evolving into “ nasture” and “kind” bheu was moving through similar 
transformations. One branch became the English word "build". It also moved into Greek, as phuein, 
meaning to bring forth and make grow; then as phusis, which was another word for nature. Phusis 
became the source of physic which at first meant natural science and later was the word for medicine. 
Still later, physic became physics. 

Both words, at today's stage of their evolution, can be taken together to mean, literally, 
everything in the universe. You do not come by words like this easily; they cannot just be made up

from scratch. They need long lives before they can signify. “Everything,” C. S. Lewis observed in a

discussion of the words, "is a subject on which there is not much to be said. " The words themselves 


must show the internal marks of long use; they must contain their own inner conversation.

Some people who have grown up in multichild families think that being an only child is the best of all 
possible worlds. They point to such benefits as the only child’s annual new wardrobe and the lack of 
competition for parental love. But single-child status isn't as good as people say it is. Instead of having 
everything they want, only children are sometimes denied certain basic human needs. 

First, only children lack companionship. An only child can have trouble making friends, since he or she 
isn't used to being around other children. Often, the only child comes home to an empty house; both parents 
are working, and there are no brothers or sisters to play with or to talk to about the day. Owing to this lack of 
companionship , an only child sometimes lacks the social ease and self-confidence that come from being part of 
a close-knit group of contemporaries. 

Second, only children lack privacy. An only child is automatically the center of parental concern. There's 
never any doubt about which child tried to sneak in after midnight on a weekday. And who will get the lecture 
the next morning. Also, whenever an only child gives in to a bad mood, runs into his or her room, and slams 
the door, the door will be opened thirty seconds later, revealing an anxious parent. Parents of an only child 
sometimes don't even understand the child's need for privacy. 

Most importantly, children get all the love; but if something goes wrong, they also get all the 
punishment. Moreover, an only child has no recourse when asking for a privilege of some kind, such as 
permission to stay out late or to take an overnight trip with friends. 

Being an only child isn't as special as some people think. It's no fun being without friends, without 
privacy, and without power in one's own home. But the child who can triumph over these hardships grows up 


self-reliant and strong. Perhaps for this reason alone, the hazards are worth it.

The spectacular auroral light displays that appear in Earth’s atmosphere around the north and south 
magnetic poles were once mysterious phenomena. Now, scientists have data from satellites and ground- 
based observations from which we know that the auroral brilliance is an immense electrical discharge 
similar to that occurring in a neon sign. 

To understand the cause of auroras, first picture the Earth enclosed by its magnetosphere, a huge 
region created by the Earth’s magnetic field. Outside the magnetosphere, blasting, toward the Earth is 


the solar wind, swiftly moving plasma of ionized gases with its own magnetic field. Charged particles in 
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this solar wind speed earthward along the solar wind’s magnetic lines of force with a spiraling motion. 
The Earth’s magnetosphere is a barrier to solar wind, and forces the charged particles of the solar wind 
to flow around the magnetosphere itself. But in the polar regions, the magnetic lines of force of the 
Earth and of the solar wind bunch together. Here many of the solar wind’s charged particles break 
through the magnetosphere and enter Earth’s magnetic field. They then spiral back and forth between the 
Earth’s magnetic poles very rapidly. In the polar regions, electrons from the solar wind ionize and excite 
the atoms and molecules of the upper atmosphere, causing them to emit auroral radiations of visual 
light. 

The colors of an aurora depend on the atoms emitting them. The dominant greenish-white light 
comes from low energy excitation of oxygen atoms. During huge magnetic storms oxygen atoms also 
undergo high energy excitation and emit crimson light. Excited nitrogen atoms contribute bands of color 
varying from blue to violet. 

Viewed from outer space, auroras can be seen as dimly glowing belts wrapped around each of the 
Earth’s magnetic poles. Each aurora hangs like a curtain of light stretching over the polar regions and 
into the higher latitudes. When the solar flares that result in magnetic storms and auroral activity are 
very intense, auroral displays may extend as far as the southern regions of the United States. Studies of 
auroras have given physicists new information about the behavior of plasmas, which has helped to 
explain the nature of outer space and is being applied in attempts to harness energy from the fusion of 


atoms.

No matter how many times you have seen images of the golden mask of boyking Tutankhamen ， 
come face to face with it in Egypt’s Cairo museum, and you will suck in your breath. 

It was on Nov. 4, 1923, that British archaeologist Howard Carter stumbled on a stone at the base of 
the tomb of another pharaoh (法 老 ) in Luxor that eventually led to a sealed doorway. 

Then, on Nov. 23, Carter found a second door and when he stuck his head through it, what he saw 
was to suck the world.

A few months later, when a crane lifted its granite cover and one coffin after another was removed ; 
Carter found a solid block of gold weighing 110kg. In it was the mummy (AJ%ft) of the 19-year-old 
Tutankhamen, covered in gold with that splendid funeral mask. And all this lay buried for more than 
3, 000 years. 

Months after my trip to Egypt, I can relive the rush of emotion I felt and sense the hush that 
descended on the crammed Cairo museum’s Tutankhamen gallery. 

Cairo, a dusty city of 20 million people, is a place where time seems to both stand still and rush 
into utter chaos. It is a place where the ancient and contemporary happily go along on parallel tracks. 

Take the Great Pyramids of Giza, sitting on the western edge of the city. Even as the setting sun 
silhouettes these gigantic structures against the great desert expanse, a call for prayer floats over semi- 
finished apartment blocks filled with the activity of city life. 

While careful planning for the afterlife may lie buried underground in Cairo, it is noise and 
confusion on the streets. Donkey carts battle for space with pedestrians and the only operative road rule 
is “might is right.” But it is a city that is full of life—from the small roadside restaurants to the coffee 
shops where men and women smoke the shisha (水 烟 壶 ). 

Donkey carts piled high with flat-breads magically find their way in and out the maddening traffic ; 
young women in long skirts and headscarves hold hands with young men in open collar shirts, while 
conversations dwell on Kuwait's chances at the soccer World Cup.

The success of a speech is often attributed to the skill of the speaker, with merit being given to 
speakers who are confident, articulate, knowledgeable and able to deliver a speech with conviction. But 
often it is not the speakers who write these moving speeches, it is a speechwriter. And one industry in 
which this practice is common is that of politics. So what does it take to be a political speechwriter? 

Well according to a recent job advertisement from the US Embassy in Britain, a political 
speechwriter needs to have exceptional interpersonal skills, be detail oriented and able to demonstrate a 
deep knowledge of their subject. They must also work closely with speakers and be able to relate to their 
style. 

Some believe that the best speechwriters have an inherent talent, a natural creative instinct, and that 
speechwriting is an art form. So what about those of us who do not possess such genius? Can we still 
produce successful speeches? 

In an interview with the BBC, Dr. Max Atkinson (a communications specialist) outlined a 
number of speechwriting techniques. He also illustrated how these techniques have been used in historic 
speeches. 

One such technique is introducing contrast. This is extremely useful when presenting a positive spin 
on a negative issue. One of the most famous examples of this can be seen in a speech given by former 
American President John F. Kennedy, “Ask not what your country can do for you but what you can do 
for your country. ” 

Another technique is the use of three-part lists. Dr. Atkinson explains that this can be an excellent 
way of adding finality or confirming a statement. Former British Prime Minister Tony Blair was a fan of 
this technique. One of his most famous campaign slogans was “education, education, education". 

These techniques can be used like tools—they can be chosen from a toolbox and applied as 
necessary. A few other techniques you might find in a speechwriter’s toolbox might be the use of 
imagery, anecdotes and alliteration. 

So next time you have to prepare a speech or presentation, try applying one or more of these 


techniques and see if you have what it takes to be a winning speechwriter.

Passage Four 
While still catching-up to men in some spheres of modern life, women appear to be way ahead in at 
least one undesirable category. “Women are particularly susceptible to developing depression and 


, 


anxiety disorders in response to stress compared to men,” according to Dr. Yehuda, chief psychiatrist at 
New York's Veteran's Administration Hospital. 

Studies of both animals and humans have shown that sex hormones somehow affect the stress 
response, causing females under stress to produce more of the trigger chemicals than do males under the 
same conditions. In several of the studies, when stressed-out female rats had their ovaries (the female 
reproductive organs) removed, their chemical responses became equal to those of the males. 

Adding to a woman's increased dose of stress chemicals, are her increased "opportunities" for 
stress. "It's not necessarily that women don't cope as well. It's just that they have so much more to 
cope with," says Dr. Yehuda. “Their capacity for tolerating stress may even be greater than men’s,” 
she observes. "It's just that they're dealing with so many more things that they become worn out from it 
more visibly and sooner. " 

Dr. Yehuda notes another difference between the sexes. "I think that the kinds of things that 
women are exposed to tend to be in more of a chronic or repeated nature. Men go to war and are 
exposed to combat stress. Men are exposed to more acts of random physical violence. The kinds of 
interpersonal violence that women are exposed to tend to be in domestic situations, by, unfortunately , 
parents or other family members, and they tend not to be one-shot deals. The wear-and-tear that comes 
from these longer relationships can be quite devastating. " 

Adeline Alvarez married at 18 and gave birth to a son, but was determined to finish college. "I 
struggled a lot to get the college degree. I was living in so much frustration that that was my escape, to 
go to school, and get ahead and do better. " Later, her marriage ended and she became a single mother. 
“It’s the hardest thing to take care of a teenager, have a job, pay the rent, pay the car payment, and 
pay the debt. I lived from paycheck to paycheck. " 

Not everyone experiences the kinds of severe chronic stresses Alvarez describes. But most women 
today are coping with a lot of obligations, with few breaks, and feeling the strain. Alvarez's experience 
demonstrates the importance of finding ways to diffuse stress before it threatens your health and your 


ability to function.

When you are small, all ambitions fall into one grand category: when I’m grown up. When I'm 
grown up, you say, I'll go up in space. I’m going to be an author. Pl kill them all and then they'll be 
sorry. Pll be married in a cathedral with sixteen bridesmaids in pink lace. I'll have a puppy of my own 
and no one will be able to take him away. 

None of it ever happens, of course, of dam little but the fantasies give you the idea that there is 
something to grow up for. Indeed one of the saddest things about gilded adolescence is the feeling that 
from eighteen on, it’s all downhill; I read with horror of an American hippie wedding where someone 
said to the groom (age twenty) “you seem so kinda grown up somehow”, and the lad had to go 
around seeking reassurance that he wasn’t, no, early he wasn’t. A determination to be better adults than 
the present incumbents is fine, but to refuse to grow up at all is just plain unrealism. 

Right, so then you get some of what you want, or something like it or something that will do all 
right; and for years you are too busy to do more than live in the present and put one foot in front of the 
other; your goals stretching little beyond the day when the boss has a stroke or the moment when the 
children can bring you tea in bed and the later moment when they actually bring you hot tea, not mostly 
clopped in the saucer. However, I have now discovered an even sweeter category of ambition. When 
my children are grown up, I'll learn to fly an aeroplane. I will career round the sky, knowing that if I 
do go pop there will be no little ones to suffer shock and maladjustment; that even if the worst does 
come to the worst I will at least dodge the geriatric ward and all that looking for your glasses in order to 
see where you've left your teeth. When my children are grown up I'll have fragile, lovely things on low 
tables; PII have a white carpet, I'll go to the pictures in the afternoon. When the children are grown up 
I'll actually be able to do a day's work in day, instead of spread over three, and go away for a weekend 
without planning as if for a trip to the Moon. When I'm grown up — I mean when they're grown up —

I can think of no better career for a young novelist than to for some years a sub-editor on a rather 
conservative newspaper.

Naturally, in a group of animals as diverse as the snakes, and with so many varied enemies, there 
are numerous defensive reactions and devices. There is, however, one general pattern of behavior. In 
the presence of suspected enemy the first reaction is to try to escape observation; if this fails, the next 
resort is the flight to some inaccessible retreat, but if this is not possible, or is circumvented, various 
kinds of intimidatory gestures and warning devices are brought into play; in the last resort the snake 
attacks. This pattern varies with the circumstances; some stages may be omitted or combined 
unpredictably whilst; some notoriously irascible species may dispense with all the preliminaries and 
attack almost at once, though seldom or never without some provocation. 

Amongst the factors that increase aggressiveness are hunger, the mating season and surprise, with 
the last mentioned the commonest; when hunting for food or for mate, activity and the aggressive 
instinct are both at their peak. Owing to their poor sense of hearing snakes are very liable to be, quite 
literally , caught napping and a similar situation arises during their periods of temporary blindness just 
before sloughing (i) begins. By far the greatest number of snake-bit accidents result from the 
unwitting disturbance of resting snakes, and this hazard is much increased with species that are well 
disguised and whose natural instinct is to trust to this concealment as their principal defense. As well as 
differences in aggressiveness between individuals of the same species according to the circumstances and 
conditions, there are also notable differences between species, even closely allied species; and the 
reports of those who have been attacked may understandably be lacking in objectivity. So it is 
impossible to forecast, even in outline, how any encounter will develop. 

The Hamadryad, for example, is usually credited with being amongst the most aggressive of 
snakes , and there are many accounts of unprovoked attacks, yet on one occasion fourteen men and seven

It used to be so straightforward. A team of researchers working together in the laboratory would 
submit the results of their research to a journal. A journal editor would then remove the authors’ names 
and affiliations from the paper and send it to their peers for review. Depending on the comments 
received, the editor would accept the paper for publication or decline it. Copyright rested with the 
journal publisher, and researchers seeking knowledge of the results would have to subscribe to the 
journal. 

No longer. The Internet — and pressure from funding agencies, who are questioning why 
commercial publishers are making money from government-funded research by restricting access to it — 
is making access to scientific results a reality. The Organization for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD) has just issued a report describing the far-reaching consequences of this. The 
report, by John Houghton of Victoria University in Australia and Graham Vickery of the OECD, makes 
heavy reading for publishers who have, so far, made handsome profits. But it goes further than that. It 
signals a change in what has, until now, been a key element of scientific endeavor. 

The value of knowledge and the return on the public investment in research depends, in part, upon 
wide distribution and ready access. It is big business. In America, the core scientific publishing market 
is estimated at between $7 billion and $11 billion. The International Association of Scientific, 
Technical and Medical Publishers says that there are more than 2, 000 publishers worldwide specializing 
in these subjects. They publish more than 1. 2 million articles each year in some 16, 000 journals. 

This is now changing. According to the OECD report, some 75% of scholarly journals are now 
online. Entirely new business models are emerging; three main ones were identified by the report's 
authors. There is the so-called big deal, where institutional subscribers pay for access to a collection of 
online journal titles through site-licensing agreements. There is open-access publishing, typically 
supported by asking the author (or his employer) to pay for the paper to be published. Finally, there 
are open-access archives, where organizations such as universities or international laboratories support 


institutional repositories. Other models exist that are hybrids of these three, such as delayed open- 
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access, where journals allow only subscribers to read a paper for the first six months, before making it 
freely available to everyone who wishes to see it. All this could change the traditional form of the peer- 


review process, at least for the publication of papers.

WYRE 

Last year, when President George W. Bush announced that federal funds could be used to support 
research on human embryonic stem cells, he mandated that only those cell lines that existed at the time 
would qualify for such support. More than a year later, it’s becoming increasingly clear that these 
existing cell lines are inadequate. Unless more are created, the research slowdown may exact a 
staggering cost in terms of human suffering. 

Since this announcement, the US National Institutes of Health has tried to stimulate research on the 
existing cell lines with new funding and efforts to streamline the initially cumbersome process of 
obtaining approved cells. However, whether there are 60 cell lines, as originally stated, or nine, as 
now appear to be available to NIH-funded investigators, the number is not adequate. Given the genetic 
diversity within the population, scientists need access to new cell lines if they are to come up with the 
most effective cell therapies. 

The issue is partly one of safety. In conducting research with human participants, we must 
minimize risks. The most effective cell line might not be the safest. When developing a new medicine, 
a large number of molecules must be screened to find a balance between effectiveness and safety. The 
same is true with cells. In the context of cell therapy, it will be important to minimize unwanted 


immune reactions and inflammation this requires selection from a large number of cell lines to obtain the

best match. 
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It’s clear from experiments with animals that stem-cell therapies can reduce human suffering as 
Parkinsonian mice have been cured with embryonic stem cells that were programmed to become 
dopamine-secreting , replacement nerve cells. Soon, cells induced to make insulin in tissue cultures will 
be used in attempts to treat diabetic mice. Similar successes have been achieved in animal models of 
spinal-cord injury, heart failure and other degenerative disorders. We are at a frontier in medicine where 
tissues will be restored in ways that were not imaginable just a few years ago. The ethical issues raised 
by human-embryo research are profound. The human costs of restricting this research must be taken into 
account as well. The cost in dollars of delaying new stem-cell research is difficult to estimate. It might 
measure in the hundreds of billions of dollars, especially if one adds the lost productivity of individuals 
who must leave work to care for victims of degenerative disorders. 

A less obvious, but real, cost is the damage to the fabric of America’s extraordinary culture of 
inquiry and technical development in biomedical science. Our universities and teaching hospitals are 
unparalleled. We attract the very best students, scientists and physicians from around the world. But 
these institutions are fragile. Research and education play key roles in attracting the best physicians. A 
crippled research enterprise might add an unbearable stress with long-lasting effects on the entire system. 
If revolutionary new therapies are delayed or outlawed, we could be set back for years, if not decades. 

To steer clear of controversy, some investigators will redirect their research. Others will emigrate 
to countries where such research is allowed and encouraged. Some will drop out entirely. The pall cast 
over the science community could extend far beyond stem-cell research. Many therapies have emerged 
from collaboration between government-sponsored researchers and private enterprise. Few of these 
discoveries would have emerged if, for instance , recombinant DNA research had been outlawed 30 years 
ago. We face the same type of decision today with limits placed on human embryonic stem cells. 
Safeguards will be necessary. But if we do not proceed embracing the values of objective, open, inquiry 
with complete sharing of methods and results, the field will be left to less rigorous fringe groups here 


and abroad. Patients and society will suffer.

Many things make people think artists are weird — the odd hours, the nonconformity, the clove 
cigarettes. However, the weirdest may be this: artists’ only jobs are to explore emotions, and yet they 
choose to focus on the ones that feel lousy. This wasn’t always so. The earliest forms of art, like 
painting and music, are those best suited for expressing joy. But somewhere in the 19th century, more 
artists began seeing happiness as insipid, phony or, worst of all, boring. In the 20th century, classical 
music became more atonal, visual art more unsettling. 

Sure, there have been exceptions, but it would not be a stretch to say that for the past century or 
so, serious art has been at war with happiness. In 1824, Beethoven completed his “Ode to Joy”. In 
1962, novelist Anthony Burgess used it in A Clockwork Orange as the favorite music of his ultra-violent 
antihero. 

You could argue that art became more skeptical of happiness because modern times have seen such 
misery. But the reason may actually be just the opposite: there is too much damn happiness in the world 
today. 

In the West, before mass communication and literacy, the most powerful mass medium was the 
church, which reminded worshippers that their souls were in peril and that they would someday be meat 
for worms. Today the messages that the average Westerner is bombarded with are not religious but 
commercial, and relentlessly happy. Since these messages have an agenda — to pry our wallets from 
our pockets — they make the very idea of happiness seem bogus ( 假 的 ). “Celebrate!” commanded 
the ads for the arthritis drug Celebrex, before we found out it could increase the risk of heart attack. 

What we forget — what our economy depends on us forgetting — is that happiness is more than 
pleasure without pain. The things that bring the greatest joy carry the greatest potential for loss and 
disappointment. Today, surrounded by promises of easy happiness, we need someone to tell us that it is 
OK not to be happy, that sadness makes happiness deeper. As the wine-connoisseur movie Sideways 
tells us, it is the kiss of decay and mortality that makes grape juice into Pinot Norway need art to tell 
us, as religion once did, that you will die, that everything ends, and that happiness comes not in 
denying this but in living with it. It’s a message even bitter than a clove cigarette, yet, somehow, is a 


breath of fresh air.

Developing a peaceful, understanding, and supportive relationship between parents and children is 
not an easy task. Failures can and do occur at any age level, and at times the results are the abuse, 
neglect, and even death of children. 

Child abuse has become a major topic in child development and an issue of much national concern. 
In the span of four legislative years, 1963—1967 , all fifty states enacted laws calling for the reporting of 
injuries inflicted on children. By 1973, the United States Congress passed the Child Abuse Prevention 
and Treatment Act (Public Law 93-247). This law not only reflected the mood of concerned citizens, 
but it also did much to clear up the confusion and disagreement over what is child abuse. 

The question “What causes child abuse?" has prompted much debate. The single most persistent 
myth which had plagued efforts to understand causes is the notion that parents who abuse children are 
mentally disturbed or ill. Although there is no specific psychiatric diagnosis which comprises the 
behavior and personalities of abuser, they seem to share a common style of child rearing. Those parents 
demand high levels of child performance and they often use severe physical punishment to ensure the 
child's proper behavior. Abusive parents themselves were raised in similar family situations and their 
own childhood experience has a lasting influence on their behaviors of adults. 

Current research has suggested, however, that the “abuser is sick" hypothesis is too limited. A 
broader social, psychological approach recognizes that some personal problems are implicit but that 
psychological factors arise out of a social context. Social factors include unemployment, social 
isolation, and unwanted pregnancy. Moreover, findings that abuse occurs more frequently in larger 
families and families with low income, poor education, and low occupational status suggest that many 
such parents cannot withstand the twenty-four-a-day responsibility to raise and care for their children. 
These problems aggravate the situation, especially when combined with tile general approval in our 


culture of violence.

Passage Two 
LBA 


Is language, like food, a basic human need without which a child at a critical period of life can be 
starved and damaged? Judging from the drastic experiment of Frederick I] in the thirteenth century, it 
may be. Hoping to discover what language a child would speak if he heard no mother tongue, he told 
the nurses to keep silent. 

All the infants died before the first year. But clearly there was more than lack of language here. 
What was missing was good mothering. Without good mothering, in the first year of life especially , the 
capacity to survive is seriously affected. 

Today no such severe lack exists as that ordered by Frederick. Nevertheless, some children are still 
backward in speaking. Most often the reason for this is that the mother is insensitive to the signals of the 
infant, whose brain is programmed to learn language rapidly. If these sensitive periods are neglected, 
the ideal time for acquiring skills passes and the language might never be learned so easily again. A bird 
learns to sing and to fly rapidly at the right time, but the process is slow and hard once the critical stage 
has passed. 

Experts suggest that speech stages are reached in a fixed sequence and at a constant age, but there 
are cases where speech has started late in a child who eventually turns out to be of high IQ. At twelve 
weeks a baby smiles and makes vowel-like sounds; at twelve months he can speak simple words and 
understand simple commands; at eighteen months he has a vocabulary of three to fifty words. At three 
he knows about 1, 000 words which he can put into sentences, and at four he knows his language differs 
from that of his parents in style rather than grammar. 

Recent evidence suggests that an infant is born with the capacity of speaking. What is special about 
man’s brain, compared with that of the monkey, is the complex system which enables a child to connect 
the sight and feel of, say, a toy-bear with the sound pattern “toy-bear”. And even more incredible is 
the young brain’s ability to pick out an order in language from the mixture of sound around him, to 
analyze, to combine and recombine the parts of a language in new ways. 

But speech has to be induced, and this depends on interaction between the mother and the child, 
where the mother recognizes the signals in the child’s babbling, grasping and smiling, and responds to 
them. Insensitivity of the mother to these signals dulls the interaction because the child gets discouraged 
and sends out only the obvious signals. Sensitivity to the child’s non-verbal signals is essential to the 


growth and development of language.

When a Scottish research team startled the world by revealing 3 months ago that it had cloned an 
adult sheep, President Clinton moved swiftly. Declaring that he was opposed to using this unusual 
animal husbandry technique to clone humans, he ordered that federal funds not be used for such an 
experiment although no one had proposed to do so — and asked an independent panel of experts chaired 
by Princeton President Harold Shapiro to report back to the White House in 90 days with 
recommendations for a national policy on human cloning. That group — the National Bioethics 
Advisory Commission (NBAC) — has been working feverishly to put its wisdom on paper, and at a 
meeting on May 17, members agreed on a near-final draft of their recommendations. 

NBAC will ask that Clinton’s 90-day ban on federal funds for human cloning be extended 
indefinitely and possibly that it be made law. But NBAC members are planning to word the 
recommendation narrowly to avoid new restrictions on research that involves the cloning of human DNA 
or cells — routine in molecular biology. The panel has not yet reached agreement on a crucial question , 
however, whether to recommend legislation that would make it a crime for private funding to be used 
for human cloning. 

In a draft preface to the recommendations , discussed at the May 17 meeting, Shapiro suggested that 
the panel had found a broad consensus that it would be “morally unacceptable to attempt to create a 


human child by adult nuclear cloning. " Shapiro explained during the meeting that the moral doubt stems 
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mainly from fears about the risk to the health of the child. The panel then informally accepted several 
general conclusions, although some details have not been settled. 

NBAC members also indicated that they will appeal to privately funded researchers and clinics not 
to try to clone humans by body cell nuclear transfer. But they were divided on whether to go further by 
calling for a federal law that would impose a complete ban on human cloning. Shapiro and most 
members favored an appeal for such legislation, but in a phone interview, he said this issue was still 


“up in the air”.

— QURE 0 — 


When people are struck by lightning, they fall to the ground as though they were struck by a severe 
blow to the head. After the shock they may remain unconscious, become semiconscious or be conscious 
but confused and dazed, at least for a time. Flashes of light may continue passing before their eyes, and 
blindness and deafness may follow. The nervous system may be badly affected, causing paralysis, pain 
in the limbs and even hemorrhage. There will be burns where the lightening passed through the body , 
and like all electrical bunts, they are often deep and sever. 

All persons, especially campers and hunters, should know how to give first aid to someone who 
has been struck by lightning. Do not be afraid to touch the victim. You won't get a shock. The 
lightening has already been grounded. Remember that speed is of the greatest importance in severe 
cases. 

The first thing to do is to loosen tight clothing about the throat and waist. Then clear the air 


passages of mucus (黏液 ) if present, and apply artificial respiration if necessary. Give mouth-to- 
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mouth resuscitation if needed, or give oxygen if available. Many victims thought to be dead have been 
revived after treatment. 

Send someone for a doctor as soon as possible, but don’t leave the victim alone. If a doctor is not 
available, take the person to a hospital as soon as the person can be safely moved. 

Signs of shock are: pale, cold, sticky skin; weak, rapid pulse; shallow, irregular breathing or, in 
extreme cases, no breathing at all. To treat shock, you must keep the patient lying down with the head 
lower than the feet and cover him or her with a blanket but watch out for overheating. Giving a 
stimulating hot tea or coffee will help, but only if the patient is thoroughly conscious. 


After breathing has been restored and shock is treated, treat the burns. Apply some salve and cover 





them with a clean cloth or a sterile dressing. If conscious, the patient will be badly frightened, so do all 


you can to reassure. A little knowledge and a helping hand may save someone’s life.

To live in the United States today is to gain an appreciation for Dahrendorf’s assertion that social 
change exists everywhere. Technology, the application of knowledge for practical ends, is a major 
source of social change. 

Yet we would do well to remind ourselves that technology is a human creation; it does not exist 
naturally. A spear or a robot is as much a cultural as a physical object. Until humans use a spear to hunt 
game or a robot to produce machine parts, neither is much more than a solid mass of matter. For a bird 
looking for an object on which to rest, a spear or robot serves the purpose equally well. The explosion 
of the Challenger space shuttle and the Russian nuclear accident at Chernobyl make people see how 


important the human quality of technology is; they provide cases in which well-planned systems 





suddenly became completely disordered and there was no ready hand to set them right. Since technology 
is a human creation, we are responsible for what is done with it. Pessimists worry that we will use our 
technology eventually to blow our world and ourselves to pieces. But they have been saying this for 


decades, and so far we have managed to survive and even flourish. Whether we will continue to do so 
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in the years ahead remains uncertain. Clearly, the impact of technology on our lives deserves a closer 
examination. 

Few technological developments have had a greater impact on our lives than the computer 
revolution. Scientists and engineers have designed specialized machines that can do the tasks that once 
only people could do. There are those who assert that the switch to an information-based economy is in 
the same camp as other great historical milestones, particularly the Industrial Revolution. Yet when we 
ask why the industrial Revolution was a revolution, we find that it was not the machines. The primary 
reason why it was revolutionary is that it led to great social change. It gave rise to mass production and, 
through mass production, to a society in which wealth was not confined to the few. 

In somewhat similar fashion, computers promise to revolutionize the structure of American life, 
particularly as they free the human mind and open new possibilities in knowledge and communication. 
The Industrial Revolution supplemented and replaced the muscles of humans and animals by mechanical 
methods. The computer extends this development to supplement and replace some aspects of the mind of 
human beings by electronic methods. It is the capacity of the computer for solving problems and making

Despite decades of scientific research, no one yet knows how much damage human activity is doing 
to the environment. Humans are thought to be responsible for a whole host of environmental problems , 
ranging from global warming to ozone depletion. What is not in doubt, however, is the devastating 
effect humans are having on the animal and plant life of the planet. 

Currently, an estimated 50, 000 species become extinct every year. If this carries on, the impact on 
all living creatures is likely to be profound, says Dr. Nick Middleton, a geographer at Oxford 
University. "All species depend in some way on each other to survive. And the danger is that, if you 
remove one species from this very complex web of interrelationships, you have very little idea about the 
knock-on effects on the ecosystem. So, if you lose a key species, you might cause a whole cascade of 
other extinctions. " 

Complicating matters is the fact that there are no obvious solutions to the problem. Unlike global 
warming and ozone depletion — which, if the political will was there, could be reduced by cutting gas 
emissions — preserving biodiversity remains an intractable problem. 

The latest idea is "sustainable management" , which is seen as a practical and economical way of 
protecting species from extinction. This means humans should be able to use any species of animal or 
plant for their benefit, provided enough individuals of that species are left alive to ensure its continued 
existence. 

For instance, instead of depending on largely ineffective laws against poaching, it gives local 
people a good economic reason to preserve plants and animals. In Zimbabwe, there is a sustainable 
management project to protect elephants. Foreign tourists pay large sums of money to kill these animals 
for sport. This money is then given to the inhabitants of the area where the hunting takes place. In 
theory, locals will be encouraged to protect elephants, instead of poaching them — or allowing others to 
poach them — because of the economic benefit involved. 

This sounds like a sensible strategy, but it remains to be seen whether it will work. With corruption 
endemic in many developing countries, some observers are skeptical that the money will actually reach 
the people it is intended for. Others wonder how effective the locals will be at stopping poachers. 

There are also questions about whether sustainable management is practical when it comes to 
protecting areas of great biodiversity such as the world's tropical forests. In theory, the principle should 
be the same as with elephants — allow logging companies to cut down a certain number of trees, but not 
so many as to completely destroy the forest. 

Sustainable management of forests requires controls on the number of trees which are cut down, as 
well as investment in replacing them. But because almost all tropical forests are located in countries 
which desperately need revenue from logging, there are few regulations to do this. Moreover, 
unrestricted logging is so much more profitable that wood prices from managed forests would cost up to 
five times more — an increase that consumers, no matter how "green" , are unlikely to pay. 

For these reasons, sustainable management of tropical forests is unlikely to become widespread in 
the near future. This is disheartening news. It's estimated these forests contain anything from 50 to 90 
percent of all animal and plant species on Earth. In one study of a five-square-kilometer area of rain 
forest in Peru, for instance, scientists counted 1, 300 species of butterflies and 600 species of birds. In 
the entire continental United States, only 400 species of butterflies and 700 species of birds have been 
recorded. 


Scientist professor Norman Myers sees this situation as a gigantic "experiment we're conducting 
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with our planet”. “We don’t know what the outcome will be. If we make a mess of it, we can’t move 


to another planet ... It’s a case of one planet, one experiment. ”

"dark matter" that is believed to account for more than 90 percent of the mass of the universe.

The Rise of Intellectual Property Protection 

Intellectual property scarcely existed in the vocabularies of academic researchers and administrators even 
15 years ago. Now it is an ever-present part of discussions on research policies and directions. This new 
importance of intellectual property in academia reflects a changing view on the relationships of research at 
universities to the surrounding society. Until recently, research at universities has been relatively isolated from 
demands of economic utility, and education of graduate students has emphasized a career in academic research 
as the final goal. 

Now almost all research universities in the United States have technology licensing operations. The 
number of U. S. patents granted to American universities in a year rose from about 300 in 1980 to almost 
2,000 in 1995. The direct economic impact of technology licensing on the universities themselves has been 
relatively small. In contrast, the impact of university technology transfer on the local and national economies 
has been substantial, and leads to the conclusion that the Licensing Act is one of the most successful pieces of 
economic development in recent history. It has been estimated that more than 200, 000 jobs have been created 
in the United States in product development and manufacturing of products from university licenses, with the 
number increasing fairly rapidly as the licenses mature. 

Intellectual property terms have become vitally important. The company wants to be assured that it can use 
the results of the research and that these results will not be available to their competitors. But most universities 
insist that transfer of research results is key to their identity and mission and will not agree to keep the project 
results secret. The key to resolving this dilemma is to grant patents: the university will publish the results, but 


will first agree to file patents that will protect the company’s privilege in the commercial market place.

Scientists now tend to agree that the noise level for potential hearing loss begins at about 70 
decibels. Some of them are very concerned because normal daily life often exposes people to noise 


levels of about 70 decibels even inside their homes. Cities have always been noisy, but noise is now 
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spreading to areas that were quiet just a few years ago. 

Clearly , something must be done or noise will seriously and permanently maim the population. 
Fortunately , the knowledge and methods to control noise already exist. As a matter of fact, this is one 
instance where the knowledge of control methods exceeds the knowledge about the effects on human life 
and on the environment. 

There are two common means for control. The first is reducing noise at its source, and the second 
is changing the sound path by distance or by shielding.

More and more towns are passing zoning ordinances that try to segregate noisy factories or airports 
from residential areas. Sound-absorbent materials and construction designed to block sound paths 
are slowly coming into use in offices and homes. New highways are being built to redirect traffic 
noise up and away from nearby areas. Aircraft are increasingly being required to use reduced-power 
flights around airports. 

There are many examples of available noise control methods that are not being used. More flexible 
building codes would permits the use of quieter kinds of plumbing pipes. Sound-absorbent materials can 
reduce the noise of motors and engines. Power generators can be quieted with baffles, exhaust silencers , 
and sound absorbers. Truck tires can be made with quieter treads. In many cases, the most of building 
quieter machines is the same or only slightly higher than that of the current noisy ones. Even though the 
new jumbo jets, for example, are quieter than the older ones, yet they are more powerful and carry 
twice as many passengers. 

All of these methods are only partial measures as noisy levels continue to rise. Most specialists in

Every time a person eats something he makes a nutritional decision. He accepts or rejects the food 
available to him at home for meals or snacks. Or he selects food for himself at many places in the 
community, such as supermarkets, drive-ins, restaurants, and food counters in drugstores. These 
selections make a difference in how an individual looks, how he feels, and how well he can work and 
play. 

When a good assortment of food in appropriate amounts is selected and eaten, the consequences are 
more likely to be a desirable level of health and enough energy to allow one to be as active as he needs 
and wants to be. When choices are less than desirable, the consequences are likely to be poor health or 
limited energy or both. 

Studies of diets of individuals in the United States show that food selection is a highly individual 
matter, even among young children. Furthermore, far too many individuals of all ages are making poor 
choices today and are either now living with the consequences or will be in the future. 

Nutritionists and workers in allied professions have been concerned about helping people learn to 
select and enjoy a wide variety of food combination that can add up to a good diet. 

Most people believe that they are well fed — that the choices they make are good ones. After all, 
they are not really sick, neither are they hungry. However, their nutrition is usually poor in one respect 
or another. Milk and milk products, such as cheeses, ice cream or milk, butter milk, and yogurt, are 
often slighted. Then people may skip many fruits and vegetables, particularly those that are good 
sources of vitamins A and C. These include dark green, leafy vegetables; deep yellow vegetables; and 
citrus fruits and vegetables, such as cabbage, tomatoes, and green peppers.

Almost since the beginning of mankind, governments have been recording the numbers of their 
populace. The first known census report took place in 3800 B.C. in Babylonia for the purpose of 
deciding who should pay taxes. As time went by, governments found other, more creative uses for 
knowing their numbers. Egyptian King Ramses II used the census not only to determine who should pay 
taxes, but also to figure out how to divide land for farming and to decide who could provide manpower 
for various government projects. Their new ideas came about in the mid-1200s B. C. 

William, the Conqueror brought the concept of census taking to England in 1085. All landowners 
were required to name their holdings for the purpose of taxation. By the fifteenth century , Tudor kings 
found a new twist to the Egyptians’ use of the census. They too used the population count as a means of 
getting ready manpower for important government projects — namely, replenishing troops in the 
ongoing battles in Western Europe. 

A rebellious tide swept over England, however, in the mid-1700s. A bill to authorize a regular 
census was defeated in Parliament on the grounds that it would give valuable information to England’s 
enemies. But the tide of rebellion soon turned, and in 1800 England established its first regular census. 

Meanwhile the United States had already had an ongoing census for ten years. It was authorized in 
the Constitution for the purpose of deciding how many members of constitutional article also established 
that the census would be taken in 1790 and every ten years thereafter. And so it has. 

Since its beginning, the American census has gone through many changes. Today the census 
provides more than a count of the people who live here. It takes polls on transportation, economic 
planning, and agriculture. The census also provides data for most government agency statistics, such as 
the unemployment rate. 

Counting costs have risen since 1790. The government spent about a penny per person to count 
post-Revolutionary Americans. Today the census costs $250 million — more than a dollar per person.

It didn't happen overnight. The problem of polluted air has been festering for centuries. 

Suddenly the problem of air pollution is becoming critical and is erupting right before our eyes. Not 
only do our eyes burn as they focus through murky air, but when the air clears, we see trees and 
vegetation dying. We must realize that this destruction can no longer be pinned to some mysterious 
cause. The one major culprit is air pollution. 

Today's air pollution is an unfortunate by-product of the growth of civilization. Civilized man 
desires goods that require heavy industrialization and mass production. Machines and factories 
sometimes pollute and taint the air with substances that are dangerous to man and the environment. 
These substances include radioactive dust, salt spray, herbicide and pesticide aerosols, liquid droplets of 
acidic matter, gases, and sometimes soil particles. These materials can act alone to irritate objects and 
forms of life. More dangerously, they join together to act upon the environment. Only lately have we 
begun recognizing some of their dangerous consequences. 

Scientists have not yet been able to obtain a complete report on the effects of air pollution on trees. 
They do know, however, that sulfur dioxide, fluorides, and ozone destroy trees and that individual 
trees respond differently to the numerous particulate and gaseous pollutants. Sometimes trees growing in 
a single area under attack by pollutants will show symptoms of injury or will die while their neighbors 
remain healthy. Scientists believe this difference in response depends on the kind of tree and its genetic 
makeup. Other factors, such as tree's stage of growth and nearness to the pollution source, the amount 
of pollutant, and the length of the pollution attack also play a part. In short, whether or not a tree dies 
as a result of air pollution depends on a combination of host and environment factors. 

For the most part, air pollutants injury trees. To conifers, which have year-round needles, air 
pollution causes early balding. In this event, trees cannot maintain normal food production levels. 
Undernourished and weakened, they are open to attack by a host of insects, disease, and other 
environmental stresses. Death often follows. 

Air pollution may also cause hardwoods to lose their leaves. Because their leaves are borne only for

The Shakespearean scholar G. B. Harrison has written that his most effective training in writing was 
as a staff captain in World War II coordinating 72 miscellaneous military units. “It is far easier to 
discuss Hamlet’s complexes,” he explained, “than to write orders which ensure that 5 working parties 
from 5 different units arrive at the right place at the right time equipped with proper tools for the job. ” 

Captain Harrison faced what every technical writer faces: the necessity of being clear and accurate, 
coherent and concise. This challenge and how to meet it, is the subject of this book. 

Technical writing is coming of age, and the following pages are directed to anyone interested in it. 
This includes technical and business students as well as writers in business, industry, the sciences, and 
the professions. But since the book’s premise is that technical writing is chiefly writing and only 
secondarily technical, it is addressed to anyone who writes in school or on the job. 

The emphasis on technical writing as writing may be more radical than it seems. Many texts treat 


e 


technical writing as a separate genre, a distinctive category of writing, with “ psychological” , 
“linguistic”, “sequential” and “functional” differences that distinguish it from other writing. But 
what distinguishes technical writing from other writing is none of these; rather, it is special knowledge, 
and often a special vocabulary. The authors of these texts perhaps confuse the sometimes obscure nature 
of technical material with the straightforward description of it. They may have forgotten that writing — 
any kind of writing — remains the selection and arrangement of words, whatever those words may be, 


whatever purpose they may have, whatever subject they may refer to.

Is there any evidence that the standard of English as a foreign language has improved in the years 
since the Second World War? Naturally , as it is the world language, more and more people are taught it 
and use it. But do they speak it or write it or understand it better than their parents’ or grandparents’ 
generations? 

Have standards declined? There is no objective way of answering this question. Tests of the 
traditional sort—compositions, precise writing, and so on — have always been subjective, so they 
cannot be used to judge whether people have got better or not over the years. But so-called objective 
tests are useless as a measure of progress too. They have not been used consistently in the same 
“concentration” over the period they have been in use, so there is no way of comparing exams “now” 
and “then”. Moreover, usually in the form of multiple choice questions, they do not, by and large, 
test the things that really count in mastering a language. Even comprehension is a partly “creative” 
activity in real life, as we have to think of possible meanings for ourselves rather than have them 
suggested for us from outside. And people can be trained in the techniques of multiple choice, while 
others fail the tests because they have been led astray precisely by their “suggestive” nature, so they are 
not really objective at all. We are left with only personal impression to go on. 

My own is that, if anything, standards have declined somewhat in the last thirty or forty years, 
despite all the new theories, tools and techniques that have been developed. I am not alone in this 
judgment. In Sweden, for instance, Professors Johannes Hedberg and Gustav Korlen, two of the most 
experienced workers in the field; have on several occasions drawn attention to the lack of progress in the 
teaching of foreign languages since the late fifties. Yet Sweden is a sophisticated society with extremely 
high educational and academic standards, and very concerned not to be cut off from the rest of the 
world. If such a country cannot achieve advances in the study of foreign languages, it is unlikely that 
many, if any, others have done so. 

Japan is another community where remarkably little progress has been made in the learning of 
English. It is probably as important for Japan as for Sweden to master that language, and there is much 
academic effort put into linguistic research of various kinds. Yet the average standard of language 
learning is abysmally low, particularly for such a highly literate and educated society. This is no doubt 
in part the result of a vicious circle: many of the professors of English at Japanese universities are 


themselves incapable of speaking or writing or even understanding the language well.

In politics, in the courts, even on the ubiquitous TV talk show, it is good form to pick an 
intellectual fight. People attack each other — hurl insults, even — and it counts as logical argument. I 
cannot understand it. It seems that our society favors a kind of ritualized aggression. Everywhere you 
look, in newspapers and on television, issues are presented using the terminology of war and conflict. 
We hear of battles, duels and disputes. We see things in terms of winners and losers, victors and 
victims. The problem is society’s unquestioning belief in the advantages of the debate as a way of 
solving disagreements, even proving right from wrong. 

Our brainwashing begins early at school, when the brightest pupils are co-opted onto the debating 
system. They get there because they can think up a good argument to support their case. Once on the 
debate team, they learn that they earn bonus points for the skill with which they verbally attack, or 
insult, the opposing team. They win if they can successfully convince the audience that they are right, 
even if the case they are arguing is clearly consensual. They do this by proving themselves to be 
stronger, brighter, more outrageous, even. The training in this adversarial approach continues at our 
tertiary institutions. The standard way to present an academic paper, for instance, is to take up an 
opposing argument to something expressed by another academic. The paper must set out to prove the 
other person wrong. This is not at all the same thing as reading the original paper with an open mind and 
discovering that you disagree with it. 

The reverence for the adversarial approach spills over into all areas of life. Instead of answering 
their critics, politicians learn to sidestep negative comments and turn the point around to an attack on 
accusers. Defense lawyers argue the case for their clients even when they suspect they may be guilty. 
And ordinary people use the same tactics — just listen to your teenager next time you pull him up for 
coming home late. You can be sure a stream of abuse will flow about your own time-keeping, your 
irritating habits, and your history of bad parenting. 

Unfortunately, the smarter your kid, the better his or her argument against you will be. You’ll be 
upset, but you'll comfort yourself that those teenage monsters of yours will one day turn into mature, 
though adults who can look after themselves — by which you mean, of course, they will be able to 
argue their way out of sticky situations. 

It’s not that you should never use angry words, or take up a position in opposition to someone or 


something. There are certainly times when one should take a stand, and in such cases strong words are 
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quite appropriate: if you witness injustice, for instance, or feel passionately about another’s folly. 
Mockery — so cruel when practiced on the innocent — can be very useful in such situations. There is 
no better way to bring down a tyrant than to mock him mercilessly. 

What I dislike is the automatic assumption most people have when it comes to disagreements: they 
should attack, abuse, preferably overpower their opponent, at whatever the cost. The approach is to so 


e 


ingrained that "compromise" has become a dirty word. We feel quality if we are conciliatory rather 
than confrontational. We have trained ourselves, or been brainwashed into believing, that to be pleasant 
is a sign of weakness. 

But just think how easy it can be to persuade a "difficult" person to be considerate of you or your 
wishes when you are pleasant to them, and unthreatening. Give them a way out of a potentially 
aggressive situation without losing face, and they will oblige you willingly. 

Discuss a subject without taking an adversarial position and you will find the other person happy to 
explore the possibilities with you. I "m prepared to bet on it. You'll get closer to the truth of the matter 


than you would by going to each other hammer and tongs.

Passage 2 
VRAIBOI— 

Eastern medicines are becoming more popular in the west, but few people realize how long the two 
cultures have exchanged ideas. Now an exhibition at the Science Museum in London explores how the 
two have interacted on medicine through the centuries. 

Called East Meets West: Medical Ideas on the Move. It looks at examples of how ideas and 
technologies have moved from one side of the world to another. It opens on Thursday and is based on an 


exhibition presented by the Welcome Trust; Neil Fazakerley is curator of the exhibition. He said, “It’s 
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attractive because it’s taking a medical history story but from a slightly different angle, showing how the 
different cultures have interacted. ” 

"Its obvious that eastern medical practices are becoming more popular in the west but maybe 
people don’t know that ideas have been exchanged for thousands of years and medicine is not a static 
thing. " The exhibition details four main areas: Ancient Greek and Islamic medical ideas, and how they 
were reborn into western culture. The exhibition starts in the ninth and tenth centuries when Baghdad 
was the center of Islamic science and its highly sophisticated medical system. Through the translation 
work of Persian scholars, ancient Greek medical thought Islamic medical system. It was when 
westerners started charging into the east on crusades during the twelfth century that European scholars 
became increasingly interested in Islamic medicine. 

Arabic material was translated into Latin, the European scholars’ language of the time, thus 
preserving the Greek tradition that may otherwise have been lost. Coexistence of Islamic and Indian 
traditions and the development of western medicine in colonial India — the traditional Indian medical 
system, known as ayurveda or "the knowledge of life" — has existed in some form for more than 2, 000 
years. During foreign invasions from the eleventh century onwards the Islamic unani system of medicine 
was brought to India. 

The Indian name for Islamic medicine "unani" refers originally to the Greeks. The two systems 
complemented each other well and both ayurveda and unani flourish today in India. European colonists 
from the sixteenth century onwards, gained knowledge of plants, diseases and surgical techniques that 
were unknown in the West. One such example is rauwolfia ( 8 3:7) serpentia ( 姜 蛇 根 ), a plant 
used in traditional Indian medicine. The active ingredient is today used to treat hypertension and anxiety 
in the west. The flow of ideas turned with the growth of the British Empire in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries, as many Western style hospitals and medical colleges were established in India. 

Inoculation — a true example of collaborative medicine. “A good example of the exchange of 
medical ideas between east and west is that of immunization," the exhibition says. Smallpox inoculation 
has long been used by physicians in Asia and Africa by deliberately attempting to give people a mild 
smallpox infection. The technique became known in Europe in the eighteenth century and this technique 


was practiced for a while on the British aristocracy.

Shopping has always been something of an impulse activity, in which objects that catch our fancy 
while strolling are immediately bought on a whim. Advertisers and sellers have taken advantage of this 
fact, carefully positioning inexpensive but attractive items on paths that we are most likely to cross, 
hoping that our human nature will lead to a greater profit for them. With the dawn of the Internet and its 
exploding use across the world, the same tactics apply. 

Advertisers now place "banners", linking to commercial web sites decorated with attractive 
pictures designed to catch our eyes while browsing the webs, on key web sites with heavy traffic. They 
pay top dollar for the right, thus creating profits for the hosting web site as well. These actions are 
performed in the hopes that during the course of our casual and leisurely web surfing, we'll click on that 
banner that sparks our interest and thus, in theory, buy the products advertised. 

Initial results have been positive. Web sites report a huge inflow of cash, both from the advertisers 
who tempt customers in with the banners and the hosting web sites, which are paid for allowing the 
banners to be put in place. As trust and confidence in Internet buying increases and information security 
is heightened with new technology, the volume of buying is increasing, leading to even greater profits. 

The current situation, however, is not quite as optimistic. Just as magazine readers tend to 
unconsciously ignore advertisements in their favorite periodicals, web browsers are beginning to allow 
banners to slip their notice as well. Internet users respond to the flood of banners by viewing them as 
annoyances, a negative image that is hurting sales, since users are now less reluctant to click on those 
banners, preferring not to support the system that puts them in place. If Internet advertising is to 
continue to be a viable and profitable business practice, new methods will need to be considered to 
reinvigorate the industry. 

With the recent depression in the technology sector and slowing economy, even new practices may 
not do the trick. As consumers are saving more and frequenting traditional real estate businesses over 
their Internet counterparts , the fate of Internet business is called into question. The coming years will be 
the only reliable indication of whether shopping on the World Wide Web is the wave of the future or 


simply an impulse activity whose whim has passed.

Immigration poses two main challenges for the rich world’s governments. One is how to manage 
the inflow (流入 ) of migrants; the other, how to integrate those who are already there. 

Whom, for example, to allow in? Already, many governments have realized that the market for 
top talent is global and competitive. Led by Canada and Australia, they are redesigning migration 
policies not just to admit, but actively to attract highly-skilled immigrants. Germany, for instance, 
tentatively introduced a green card of its own two years ago for information-technology staff. Whereas 
the case for attracting the highly-skilled is fast becoming conventional wisdom, a thornier issue is what 
to do about the unskilled. Because the difference in earnings is greatest in this sector, migration of the 
unskilled delivers the largest global economic gains. Moreover, wealthy, well-educated, ageing 
economies create lots of jobs for which their own workers have little appetite. 

So immigrants tend to cluster at the upper and lower ends of the skill spectrum. Immigrants either 
have university degrees or no high-school education. Mr. Smith’s survey makes the point: Among 
immigrants to America, the proportion with a postgraduate education, at 21% , is almost three times as 
high as in the native population; equally, the proportion with less than nine years of schooling, at 
20% , is more than three times as high as that of the native-born. 

All this means that some immigrants do far better than others. The unskilled are the problem. 
Research by George Boras, a Harvard University professor whose parents were unskilled Cuban 
immigrants, has drawn attention to the fact that the unskilled account for a growing proportion of 
America’s foreign-born. Newcomers without high-school education not only drag down the wages of the 
poorest Americans; their children are also disproportionately likely to fail at school. 

These youngsters are there to stay. “The toothpaste is out of the tube,” says Mark Krikorian, 
Executive Director of the Centre for Immigration Studies. And their numbers will grow. Because the 
rich world’s women spurn motherhood, immigrants give birth to many of the rich world’s babies. 
Foreign mothers account for one birth in five in Switzerland and one in eight in Germany and Britain. If 
these children grow up underprivileged and undereducated, they will create a new underclass that may 
take many years to emerge from poverty. 

For Europe, immigration creates particular problems. Europe needs it even more than the United 
States because the continent is aging faster than any other region. Immigration is not a permanent cure 
(immigrants grow old too) , but it will buy time. And migration can “grease the wheels” of Europe’s 
sclerotic (人 硬化 的 ) labor markets, argues Tito Boeri in a report published in July. However, thanks to 
the generosity of Europe’s welfare states, migration is also a sort of tax on immobile labor. And the 


more immobile Europeans are — the older, the less educated — the more xenophobic ( EMTALA ESL ABI )

The first two stages in the development of civilized man were probably the invention of primitive 
weapons and the discovery of fire, although nobody knows exactly when he acquired the use of the 
latter. 

71 Animals have a few cries that serve as signals, but even the highest apes have not 
been found able to pronounce words, even with the most intensive professional instruction.

These inventions and discoveries — fire, speech, weapons, domestic animals, agriculture, and 
writing — made the existence of civilized communities possible. From about 3000 B.C. until the 


beginning of the Industrial Revolution less than two hundred years ago there was no technical advance 


comparable to these. During this long period man had time to become accustomed to his technique, and to 
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develop the beliefs and political organizations appropriate to it. There was, of course, an immense 
extension in the area of civilized life. At first it had been confined to the Nile, the Euphrates, the Tigris, 
and the Indus, but at the end of the period in question it covered much the greatest part of the inhabitable 


globe. I do not mean to suggest that there was no technical progress during the time. 75

Should Companies Only Focus on Experience? 

For many companies, they would like to rank working experience as top requirement in their recruitment 
programs. But, as a matter of fact, college students have spent years in taking compulsory courses and 
selective courses, how can they accumulate required experience in college? As for me, companies’ focus on 
experience is short-sighted, and hence companies should not only lay stress on experience. 

Firstly, what lies behind their focus on experience is the motivation to cut expenditure in employee 
training. Another consideration is that experienced employees can produce immediate profits. For those 
employers, they are more interested in making money in the present than cultivating talents for the long-term 
benefits. Generally speaking, prestigious companies that have lasted for a dozen years, even hundreds of 
years, always have a systematic plan for talents training. They would like to bear the burden of new employee 
training expenditure for the long-term benefits. How can we expect those companies that are apathetic to recruit 
college graduates to reap profits in the future without enough supply of talented employees? 

Secondly, while the recruitment of experienced employees can produce short-term profits, it is hard for 
those experienced employees to identify with the new companies’ culture, and therefore, companies have to 
suffer from high employee attrition rates. Companies’ cultural identities have been considered increasingly 
important to maximize productivity by holding both employees and employers together. Loyal employees are 
willing to stand by their companies in times of ups and downs. Obviously, the total expenditure of recruitment 
of experienced employees in the long term is likely to transcend the expenditure of training loyal employees in 
the beginning. 

In sum, companies' focus on experience is indicative of the motivation of producing immediate profits by 
cutting expenditure in training inexperienced college graduates. In the long run, companies are likely to bear 
more cost of high attrition rates. Therefore, companies should not only emphasize on experience and should 


give opportunities to college graduates so that they can reap long-term profits.

Yet with economies in free fall, managers also need up-to-date information about what is happening 
to their businesses, so that they can change course rapidly if necessary. Cisco, an American network- 
equipment giant, has invested over many years in the technology needed to generate such data. Frank 
Calderoni, the firm’s CFO, says that every day its senior executives can track exactly what orders are 
coming in from sales teams around the world, and identify emerging trends in each region and market 
segment. And at the end of each month, the firm can get reliable financial results within four hours of 
closing its books. Most firms have to wait days or even weeks for such certainty. 

Admittedly, Cisco’s financial results have not made happy reading recently because, in common 
with many other large technology companies, it has seen demand for its products decline in the 
downturn. In early February it announced that its fiscal second-quarter revenues of $ 9.1 billion were 
7.5% lower than the same period in 2008 and that its profit had fallen by 27% , to $ 1.5 billion. 

In response to hard times, Cisco plans to cut $ 1 billion of costs this year by, among other things, 
making use of its own video-conferencing and other communications technologies to reduce the amount 
of its executives travel. It is also using these facilities to relay information from employees on the 
ground to its senior managers, and to get instructions from Cisco’s leaders back out to its 67, 000 staff. 
A rapid exchange of information and instructions is especially valuable if the company wants to alter 
course in stormy times. 

If everybody in a company can rapidly grasp what they have to do and how it is changing, they are 
more likely to get the job done. But some firms are reluctant to share their goals with the wider world. 
Unilever, a big Anglo-Dutch consumer goods group, has decided against issuing a 2009 financial 
forecast to investors, arguing that it is difficult to predict what is going to happen, given the dangerous 
state of the world economy. “We’re not just going to provide numbers for the sake of it,” explains 
James Allison, the company’s head of investor relations. Other companies that have decided not to 
provide annual earnings estimates for 2009 include Costco, a big American retailer, and Union Pacific, 
an American railway company. 

Some firms, such as Intel, seem to have chosen to take things quarter by quarter. The giant 





chipmaker (芯片 制造 商 ) said in January that it would not issue an official forecast for the first quarter 
of 2009 after its fourth-quarter 2008 profit decreased by 90%. Several retail chains have also stopped 
providing monthly sales estimates because they cannot see what the future holds.

Historians have only recently begun to note the increase in demand for luxury goods and services 
that took place in eighteenth-century England. McKendrick has explored the Wedgwood firm's 
remarkable success in marketing luxury pottery; Plumb has written about the proliferation of provincial 
theater, musical festivals, and children’s toys and books. While the fact of this consumer revolution is 
hardly in doubt, three key questions remain: Who were the consumers? What were their motives? And 
what were the effects of the new demand for luxuries? 

An answer to the first of these has been difficult to obtain. Although it has been possible to infer 
from the goods and services actually produced what manufacturers and servicing trades thought their 
customers wanted, only a study of relevant personal documents written by actual consumers will provide 
a precise picture of who wanted what. We still need to know how large this consumer market was and 
how far down the social scale the consumer demand for luxury goods penetrated. With regard to this last 
question, we might note in passing that Thompson, while rightly restoring laboring people to the stage 
of eighteenth-century English history, has probably exaggerated the opposition of these people to the 
inroads of capitalist consumerism in general; for example, laboring people in eighteenth-century 
England readily shifted from home-brewed beer to standardized beer produced by huge, heavily 
capitalized urban breweries. 

To answer the question of why consumers became so eager to buy, some historians have pointed to 
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the ability of manufacturers to advertise in a relatively uncensored press. This, however, hardly seems a 
sufficient answer. Mckendrick favors a veblem model of conspicuous consumption stimulated by 
competition for status. The “middling sort” bought goods and services because they wanted to follow 
fashions set by the rich. Again, we may wonder whether this explanation is sufficient. Do not people 
enjoy buying things as a form of self-gratification? If so, consumerism could be seen as a product of the 
rise of new concepts of individualism and materialism, but not necessarily of the frenzy for conspicuous 
competition. 

Finally, what were the consequences of this consumer demand for luxuries? McKendrick claims 
that it goes a long way toward explaining the coming of the Industrial Revolution. But does it? What, 
for example, does the production of high-quality pottery and toys have to do with the development of 
iron manufacture or textile mills? It is perfectly possible to have the psychology and reality of a 
consumer society without a heavy industrial sector. 

That future exploration of these key questions is undoubtedly necessary should not, however, 
diminish the force of the conclusion of recent studies: The insatiable demand in eighteenth-century 


England for frivolous as well as useful goods and services foreshadows our own world.

thousands of children. The US government is the primary financier and arms supplier for the decade- 
long Israeli war against the entire Palestinian people. The US armed forces and US-organized and/or 
US-financed ally or proxy forces have killed millions upon millions of civilians since the end of World 
War II. This is the not-so-hidden meaning of the Stars and Stripes, as the vast majority of people 
around the world understand it. 

Now the US government has begun what it bills as an open-ended “War on Terrorism” , which 
conveniently ignores the fact that in the late twentieth century and the beginning of the twenty-first 
century it is the United States of America that, by its own definition, is the most prolific terrorist force 
in the world. At the same time US leaders are choosing to target whichever individuals, organizations , 
regimes and/or nation-states — among the wide array of opponents of US policies — are deemed most 
convenient this week, leaving the rest for next week next year or the next decade. This is, of course, a 
recipe for a perpetual war, which is as well understood by President Bush and the other architects of the 
“New World Order” , as it was by the architects of a similar project of world empire that was proudly 
proclaimed the Third Reich ( 4 E AY 58 = 4 Fl), under a flag with a similarly not-so-hidden 


meaning. 




















Perpetual war serves a number of purposes for the present administration. It is under wartime 
conditions that the US will, at least initially, face the least resistance as it finishes the now over two 
century-long processes of gutting the Bill of Rights and voiding the inconvenient parts of the US 
Constitution. It is under conditions of war that the campaign to defeat the anti-globalization movement 
can be fought with increasingly militant and dirty tactics. It is under wartime conditions that all 
opponents of US policies anywhere in the world, including within the US itself, can be most easily 
labeled "terrorist" , at the same time that the mass media can be most easily mobilized as a total 
propaganda machine. And it is under conditions of war that the arms production, oil production and 
military technology corporations that funded President Bush’s election by the Supreme Court will be 
most handsomely rewarded without too many questions ever being asked.

There are occasions when giving a gift surpasses spoken communication, since the message it offers 
can cut through barriers of language and cultural diversity. Present a simple gift to your host in a foreign 
country and the chances are he or she will understand you perfectly, though you may not understand a 
single word of each other's languages.

The advance in science and technology will give a big push to the development of 
education, and the education development will promote the scientific and technical progress. Therefore, it is 
necessary to give an important position to the education development. 

Examination is an important part of school education, which started very early in our country. Since 
Tang Dynasty, people always adhere to the traditional way of examination, and misunderstand its correct 
concept; The examination is not simply to evaluate students according to the marks they get in examination, 
but to measure the teaching and learning and to provide the information which will help to improve teaching 
and learning. 

The well-educated university students are a treasure to any country. It is a pity that the brain drain of the 
talented has caused difficulties in the development of industry and economy in many developing countries. In 
these countries, engineers, scientists, managers and other professionals are badly needed to develop the 


industry and economy there. 
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
